Commendations^: Nor will the Malice 
and Virulency of our Times bear with 
the Mention of foJid and real Praifes. 
What you are, and what you merit, nei¬ 
ther is, nor will be unknown; it may 
prove the Subject of an abler Pen, when 
thofe who know, lhali fee a fit Time 
to recommend your Memory to Poftc- 
rity.

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P OrCUgal, though a Kingdom of but a [mail 
Extent ,. and which for thefe latter Tears, 
has not furnifhed us with any great ful* 
jett of Hifiory ; yet in.pafl Ages, it did fo 
largely extend its Dominions, and raifed fuch 
admiration throughout Europe, by its wonder? 
ful Difcoveries andftupehdious Compueflsf that 
it is much to be admired, all its pajl Glories 
fhould be Buried under its prefent obfcurity. 
Nor is it lefs to be tvondred at, that England, 
which fo lately received from thence a Queen,, 
yet living, fhould know fo little either of her 
Country , or Progenitors .■> This, I Jay, in re - 
gard, that till now there has not- appeared abroad 
in the Englilh Tongue any Hiftory of that once Jo 
famous Kingdom, unlefs we ypill reckon as Juch 
' fome fmall fragments which at feveral times 
have crept into the World, and which feem ra¬ 
ther to Jlir up our curiofity to know, who thoje 

(a) People 
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People were, than any ways to fatisfy our defirt 
of Knowledge, this fault I conceive muff he 
' chiefly imputed to the Portuguefe themfelves, 
wfoje care it ought to have been to deliver to'. 
Poflerity and Foreigners their own honourable 
Alims, fo methodized , that they might de¬ 
light in feeing *them together reduced into tfye 
form of a compleat Hiflory. ~ But they f though 
furnijhing fo much matter for Authors t6 em* 
play-their Pens, were yet Jupinely- negligent in- 
duly recording and publifhing bf if It is true‘s 
they, 'had many'. Writers, ,ww/hatched, their. 
Actions from utter oblivion, by leaving that 
pjece~meal which ought to have been reduced in - 
to one Work ; but this was a labour^moft Men 
li'ere-averfe to, as believing it above theif 
ftnngth , becaufe' thofi Writings were partly fo' 
Voluminous, that it required almofl a Man s 
Age to reduce them to a lefscompafs, and part¬ 
ly fo‘ flattered abroad in /unary parts of the 
Kingdom, that they defpaired ofever being a*, 
lie to bring them together'* 

Emanuel de Faria y Soufac, our Author f 
was the flrfl that 1 can find ever undertook fo 
digefl and publifh to the World, the compleat 
Hiflory of his Country, and give a perfeil ac¬ 
count of the Aft ions of his Countrymen in all\ 
parts of the World. He not only undertook, but 
performed it with general applaufe, not only of. 
the Portuguefe ivho are the fubjell of his 
great Ehterprize, but even of the Spaniards/ 
inwhofe Language he Wrote. This his labour 
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pas not flnifbed till the Tear 1640. and appear¬ 
ed not in publick till many Tears after. He 
has obferved a Jlritt methodof Hiflory, without 
running out into endlefs Digreffiops, which only 
ferve to fivell Volumes, and are no way material 
to the fubjell in hand. Being a Portuguefe, 
/ cannot affirm him to be altogether impartial, 
for there is no Man whom the love of his Na¬ 
tive Country does not a little fway, yet this 
.cay be no exception egqinfl him, becaufe, if 
fuch, (ill Hiflory would be lyftble to the fame 
xenfure ; and befides he was a Man that pro- 
pofed to himfelf no intereft in flattering the 
great ones, living always a private retired life, 
which Will plainly appear in that he /pares not 
■often to expofe the Vices and Enormities of no¬ 
table Perfons for the fake of their poflerity, 
and no where extols any, though never fo migh¬ 
ty for the hope of pleating their defendants. 
But to be fhort, let the Hiflpry j'peak for it 
felf, for my commendation, as being a party too 
much concerned in it, cannot add much to its 
Reputation, and yet this I mufi fay, that I can¬ 
not at all dpubt of its meeting applaufe, becaufe 
having run through the Kingdoms of Spain and 
Portugal , with a general efleem in its original 
Language,I canyot be petfwaded that the Trdefla¬ 
tion can have fl much detrailed from its flrfl 
value, as to render it unacceptable to the judi¬ 
cious lovers of this fort of Learning. 

Thus much may fuffice as to the Hiflory in 
General, but to defend to particulars. The 

( a 3 ; flrfl 



ftrft Book contains all that hapned in Portugal, 
from the time it was ftrft peopled by Tubal, 
the Grandfon of Noah, till the time of the fa¬ 
mous Viriatus. Thefecond begins with Viriatus, 
and ends at the Birth of Saviour. The third 
reaches from the Birth of our Saviour till the 
Conqueft of Spain }y the Moors. The fourth 
from the Moorilh Conqueft, till the erecting of 
Portugal into a particular Kingdom, under its 
ftrft King, Alonfo the Fir ft, or rather his Fa¬ 
ther Count Henry. The fifth from thefaid 
Count Henry, till King Sancho the fecond. 
Theftxth from him till King Ferdinand inclu- 
ftve. The feventh from King John the Firft t 
to King John the Second. The eighth from 
King Emanuel, till Henry the King and Car¬ 
dinal, and the Qovernours left by him at his 
: Death. The ninth Book has the lives of the 
three Philips Kings of Spain and Portugal, till 
the Tear 1640. where the Author concludes, 
and the Supplement begins. 

Having given this fhort account of the main 
Hiftory, and named the Supplement, 1 muft not 
omit to fay fomemhat in relation to it. Ema- 
nual de Faria having concluded, as has been 
faid, juft at the Tear 1640. there enfued that 
very Tear the great Revolution, in which the 
Portuguefe call off the Dominion of the Spa¬ 
niards, and Jet up a King of their own. This 
mighty ivork was in a manner done in a day, all 
places Jadmitting to the new King, and expell¬ 
ing the Spaniards with Juch ficcefs as is fcarce 
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credible, but that the thing is ftfll frefh in the 
memory of many per fins living. However , 
though the Portuguefe info fhort a time.had 
afferted their Liberty, and caft off the Foreign 
foak; yet the conjequences of fo great an En- 
terprife, were a continual War for the fpace of 
almoft Twenty Eight Tears. Now this War 
is the principal fib jell of the Supplement, and 
indeed a matter well'worthy to be known, as a 
moft material Tranfittion of this Age. Being 
a thing fo remarkable and near our times, I 
have been very particular in it, and therefore 
given an exalt account of the Tranfall ions of 
every Tear apart. / have nor been /paring of 
any labour in perufing fuch Authors as have 
writ of it, and ext railing from them as much 
as my intended Brevity would permit, and thd 
l deligned to have been much Jhorter, the va¬ 
riety of accidents is fich, that it has obliged 
rne to run it out to a much greater bulk than at 
ftrft / defigned. Neither have 1 wanted infor¬ 
mation in many particulars touched in this Sup¬ 
plement, from Per fins who were prefent and Eye- 
witneffes, to the Allions therein related. Nay 
one of my Authors , viz. the Count de Ericeyra, 
who has handled this fibjeli very largely, was 
not only a Commander in the Army, but aljo a 
Councellor of State, and therefore a moft fit 
Man to give an account as. well of the Wat like 
Exploits in the Field, as of the private 7 rat ft 
actions at Court. But now to come to the Ifl 
part of all, which / call the Conclufton of the 
Tfiftory, it is fo diftinguifbed from tfe reft of 

' U 4) * he 
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the Supplement, in regard that therein we look 
back into feveral Tears before treated of. This, 
as is there faid, was fo order id to avoid in¬ 
terrupting the feries of the War, with the re¬ 
lation of Pa ft ions and Animofities at Court . 
And the Councels and ?ratifies which tended 
to that extraordinary change, which was made 
in the Government, in the imprifoning and con¬ 
fining a King for many Tears, being matters 
meriting a Jpecial obfervation, / thought it 
better to lay the whole feries of them together, 
fo that they may appear at one view, than to 
interrupt them with other Narrations. 

Monarchies as all other wordly things have 
their rije and fall, and confequently thofe which 
have once been glorious, ought to 'merit our e- 
fteem for what they were, no lefs than thofe 
which are now great, are admired for what they 
are. It is no dijgrace to a famous General, 
that he is grown 'old and worn out with labours ; 
nor ought it to iejfen our efleem for a Kingdom , 
becaufe we fee it junk under the too great Bur¬ 
then of its undertakings. This has hapned to 
Portugal, which being of its felf but a fmall 
J'pot of Ground, yet adventured, and that with 
fuccefs, to fpread its Conquefts into the four 
parts of the World, to build Cities and Forts 
among People before unknown to the Europeans^ 
to trafiick among Rude and Barbarous Nations, 
to\ engage Multitudes, not of naked Indians, 
but Juch as had the ufe of all forts of Fire-arms, 
to Preach the Gofpel to inhuman Infidels, who 

had 
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had never heard the facred Name ofChrifi, and 
in fine, to People the vafl Ocean, if I may fo 
call it, with their Fleets, to pierce through 
| dangers of unknown Seas, and to difcover to us 
the courfe of the Sun, by tracing his Carrier 
round this Terrefirial Globe. Thefe are the 
mighty All ions, which gained Portugal that 
.. renown it flood poffejfed of, and thefe very ex- 
■j ploits have helped to fink it into that obfcuri- 
ty, which now in a manner hides it from us. 

I The greatnefs of the attempts gained them re- 
5 nown, but their own and their Neighbours 
boundlefs avarice proved the bane of all their 
Glories. Their own, becaufe being but fo fmall 
a People, they yet jet no limits to their defires, 
but rather ftretched forth their greedy hands* 
to catch at all the Riches of the Eaft, and turn 
them to their peculiar ufe, without confidering 
how much eafier it has always been found to ac¬ 
quire much, than to preferve ivhat is fo rnrea - 
fonably acquired. It was their Neighbours a- 
varice, as Ifaid, that haffned their ruin, be¬ 
caufe there was fcarce a nation of any conftdera- 
tion in Europe, which did not flrive to pluck a 
Feather from them, and to gain footing, where 
fuch mighty profpeti of profit appeared ; and a- 
bove all, the Dutch have been the Cormorants 
that have devoured their Lands, their Metals, 
and their Spice. Such ivas the downfall of the 
Portuguefe Nation, raifed by their Ambition 
and Valour to the higheft pitch of Honour, and 
' ea fi down by the Covetoufhefs and Envy of their 
Neighbours, Nor has the late War ,. which in¬ 
volved 
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volved the greatefi part of Europe, coptpbu* j 
ted left to the obfcurfag of their Nan$e, for all f 
Mankind being wholly taken up toith the thoughts j 
of thpfe that were atlive, had not leafure to cqfl j 
an Eye. upon a People, that lay happily olfcu- 
red under the Bleffed cloud of Peace. Jet tho* 
the calm they have of late enjoyed, may have | 
put them by the Honour of any frefh martial 
Atcbievments, an Honour it is their greatefi f 
felicity to want; neverthelefs their more gloria | 
out former Exploits are not worthy to be buried | 
in Oblivion, the Empires of the Aflyrians, I 
Perfians, Greeks and Romans, have longfince 
perifhed, and fiill we read their Allions with 
' Delight and Admiration. • The Kingdoms of 
the Parthians ? the Goths, the Huns, and o- 
ther barbarous Nations, are now no more, and 
fiill the remembrance of their Valour, their 
Vittories, and their fuccefs is thefubjeft of ma¬ 
ny Volumes. Portugal fiill ftands an indepen¬ 
dent Monarchy , and though but the skeleton of 
what it was, fiill its former Glories merit to 
be Recorded,\ either for what that Kingdom 
then was, or for what it may pofiibly be a- 
gaitt. 

But it is high time I look about for fear of 
tranfgreftngin too long a Preface. Hitherto 
fomething has been faid concerning the Author, 
concerning his Works, and concerning the King¬ 
dom he treats of. What now remains is to re¬ 
move Jome objellions which may he raifed by • 
Juch as would have all Hifipries as infallible. 
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, a s the Holy Scripture, both as to Time and 
Jltipns ; this is what all Men may w 'tfh, but 
npnp .ever yet could attain to. He that would 
read no Hifiory, in which there js a fault,, may 
refplve to [pare his Eyes, or apply them to fame 
other fiudy. the fir ft thing Ifind in this Book, 
which may be carped at, is the account of the 
fir ft planting this Kingdom, and the faceeeding 
race of Kings, till the coming in of the Cartha- . 
Iginians. Nothing more can be faid in defence 
hereof, but that all Antiquity at facb. a difiance 
is olfeure, every Nation has laboured to de¬ 
duce it Jelf from the nearpft time to the Flood 
it could ; and what is mofi, even the Ancient Jo- 
fephys writes, that Jobel or Tubal, the 
Qrandfan of Noah, came into Spain, and other 
Greek and Latin Authors make mention of Spa* 
niih Kings here, named-, therefore in fuch a 
mifi of Antiquity, it may be reckoned a great 
Happinefs, that fuch lights as thefe can be 
found to lead us to any part of it that we may 
rely upon. The next objection will be. agahifi 
many pajfages of fomewhat a latter date ; as 
for example ,the firange life of Abidis, the. coming 
o/’Nebuchadnezer into Spain, and feveral o- 


ther things very incredible to thofa who have 
not heard of them before. The anfwer is. 
That thefe things, though firange .to us are not 
at all mpojfible, that they are left to us upon 
credit of very Authentick Authors, and that if 
in them there be any thing fabulous, yet that 
mufi not llaft the Reputation of this Hifiory, 
no more than the Engliih Chronicle ought to be 
■ ' wholly 
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wholly condemned for the far fetcht Hiftory of\ 
Brutus and his Trojans, or Livy for his Poe? I 
tical Nourfery of Romulus and E.cmus by a f 
Wolf. What fpllows till the Birth of our Sa¬ 
viour, and-Jome time after, will not be liable 
to much cenfure , by reqfon there is little in it f : 
but what has been delivered by Roman Wri? I 
ters , who have for the moft part pajfed current 
in the World ; or, if any of them have not, it l 
is no way the Bufinefs of this work to vindicate » 
them. After the firft Preaching of the Gofpel, f 
toe fhall here and there meet with fome account I 
of Miracles wrought, which perhaps, may not • 
fute with all Palates. Moft Chrijtians do al¬ 
low, that theftrft fpreading of Chriflianity, was 
wrought with the help of ftupendious Wonders, 
God fo ordaining it for the convincing of the hard- 
ned Painyms, who being carnally Educated, 
could never be brought to comprehend the facred 
Dottrine of Chrifi, unlefs they had been convin¬ 
ced by the working of fome fupernatural Opera¬ 
tions. Moft Chriftians, I fay, do allow of this 
at leaft in the Infancy of Chriflianity, and thefe 
/ believe will not much reflefl upon the credit

them my felf Doubtlefs in all putts of the 
World, God permitted Miracles to be wrought 
for hii Own Gloryi and for the Salvation of 
Souls, but whether the fame, or in the fame 
manner, as they are here related, is left to e- 
very one to believe or dif-believe at bis plea -■ 
fare.

either yielded^ no matter worth the Writing, or 
elfe wanted Writers to tranfmit it to Pofteri- 
ty. The barbarous Nations above mentioned, 
were fo far from the thoughts of recording their 
owjp Afls, that their greateft care was to root 
out and deftroy all Learning and Civility ; for 
which rea fin, their Hiftory is tranfmitted to 
us fo interrupted and imperfeft, that ftarce any 
Connexion can be found in it. But when 
theft Savage People by the receivings of Chri- 
ftianity had been fomewhap Civilized, and it 
might have been hoped the Clouds of ignorance

would have hen difperfed, then the\r griev¬ 
ous Sins called upon them a heavy Judgment 
from Africk, which was an inundation of 
Moors, wfo in the /pace of eight Months, <?•* 
verran all Spain, deflroying not only Books, 
tut, ail M mi * ments °f -Antiquity that were, 
then remaining, and driving the referable 
Chrijlians into Dens and Caves upon the Mount- 
tains ,*■ whence afterwards ifuing out ,. they 
had fo much, continual employment for. the 
Sword, that none had time to perpetuate with 
the fen, what the Sword performed* Hence 
followed fuels a profound ignorance in this King¬

A Fter the World had fuffered the juft Puniih- Noah’/ 
ment of its Guilt in the Univerfal Deluge, the ftwd. 
Wrath of Heaven being appealed, and the 
Elements reftored to their firft Harmony, the 
Ark, that for the {pace of a Year had prelerved in its 
Bowels the Hopes of the Propagation of Human Kind 
on the vaft Ocean of the over-flowed Earth, at length 
fettled on the top of the famous Mount Ararat, in Arme- 
”!?' coming out, offered Sacrifice to GOD, to in¬ 
cline him to bellow new Bounties and Mercies upon him, 
Having received a Promile, he defcended from that un- 
cooth Heighth, to a Plain called Sennaar, at that time 

B covered 
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covered with Carcafes; an horrid Scene of Humane 
Vanity. Thofe few Reftorers of Mankind and ImaU 
Remnant of that wonderful Defolau.on, cleanfed the 
Place, and laid the Foundation of the firft City in the 

World, after its Deftruaion. That it was called Saga 
' Albina (as the Rabbies will have it,whom fomelearn- 
ed Authors follow) is very uncertain, as are all other 
Things depending on Humane Faith, which is very 
fallible, though depending on the Credit of that very 
Age; much more, when delivered fo long after. The 
Infallible, as being Divine, Hiftortan clears this Doubt, 
When he calls it Babel ; for this Name belonged to the 
City before the Erefting of the Tower, which was no 
more than a part of the other. It is no lels uncertain 
tha tAraxa, a Daughter of Noah, (according to the lame - 
Authors) remained as Sovereign of that City.; when 
the Inhabitants, being grown too numerous, were ob¬ 
liged to divide, and Ipread themfelves farther about the 

u » i. It was not lomuch their Multitude that obliged 
them to feparate, as the Dilcord that began to grow 
p/Noah among them; and even their Vices; for they all ra- 
dijptrfid. ther chole to follow the Example of their wicked An- 
ceftors, who had fuffered, than to take Warning by 
their Puniihment. Even the Memory of that Chaltile- 
ment, inftead of reclaiming, firved only to make them 
the more guilty: For, after having begged and obtain¬ 
ed Mercy from God, they proudly attempted to raile 
Works agafnft Heaven, and brave his Omnipotence. 
They had the Prefumption to believe they could fecure 
themfelves againft another Deluge, without the Allil- 
tance of God: And whereas the fureft Fence Mortals 
have againft the juft Indignation of the Almighty, is, 
his Mercy, when humbly filed for; yet they began that 
fo famousTower • which, asit.was a Work prodigious 
for Men in that Infancy of their Reparation, fo it pro¬ 
ved fo meef aNothingto GOD, that He made ule ok 
no other Engines to deftroy it, but the Tongues of the 
Builders. Hence, many Ages after, fprang that Greek 
Fable, Of the Giants dcjlroyed with Lightning, for attempt* 
itig to climb up to Heaven by laying 'Mountains upon 'Moun¬ 
tains. Thus the moft favoured Part of the Creation, in 
Heaven and on Earth, both Men and^ Angels, quickly 
gave themfelves up to Pride and Rebellion. 


Nimrod, 
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Nimrod, Grandfon to the wicked Cham, was the The Tower 
Founder of this Fond Structure, which perifhed before of Babel 
itcould be finiflied. Wherefore, finding now, that GOD built. 
needed no other Power agafnft the Machinations of 
Men, but themfelves; and Difcord ftill increafing more 
than the People, which yet multiplied to Excels, Life 
being granted for fo long a Term of Years; they con¬ 
cluded there was no Way to efeape the Hand of GOD, 
without they could find out Means to avoid one ano¬ 
ther; the greateft Grievance being then, to tolerate 
themfelves.

This was the happy Eftate*of Lufit.wU; when Genoa 
a wicked and vicious Man came out of Africk. into i*u 
Spam , his Name was Gerion , which, in the Chaldean Portugal 
Tongue, fignifies a Stranger; and with him came o- 
thers. He durft not at firft enter Lufitania , but fix’d his 1 
Abode near it in thelfland Erithrca , Ernea , or Junonia y 
lying in the Weftem Sea, which in the Year of Grace 
v$o. overflowed it, The*Picce of Land called Erithrea 
[which Name fell afterwards to the llland of Cadl% ) af¬ 
forded fich rank Pafture, that the People were obliged 
at certain times to bleed the Cattle, left they fhould die 
being overflowed with Blood. Gerion palling over from 
thence to the Continent, began to commit Violences, 
carrying away forpe Cattle, which the Portuguefe , un¬ 
skilled in Arms, had no way to prevent, but by remo¬ 
ving their Habitations. He growing bolder, commit¬ 
ted fo many Robberies, till he was forced to enlarge his 
Territory to contain his Flocks, which, in the Infancy 
of the World, was the greateft Trealure. But being 
talcep with the Delightfulnefs of the Hland, he only 
watched the Death or Betus, which happened the 3 nn 
Year of his Reign.

Portugal. over i nt0 Portugal, and bountifully bellowing upon the 
Natives what he had got by his Robberies, fo far gained 
upon them, that they fufiered him toaffume the Title 
of King, He, to eltablilh his Sovereignty, introduced 
>sidl anew Superftition and Sacrifice never before known to 
° the People; and they, looking upon him as more than 
} ' Man, took him for their Legiflator. All other parts 
of Spain followed the Example of the Portuguefc, and 
received him as their Sovereign. Of him it is thought 
the City Girona took its Name. But he having uliirped 
the Crown, held it like aTyrant; and the People, feel¬ 
ing the Oppreffion, wilhed, but knew not how, to get 
rid of their unfupportable new Lord, _ 
jwg, 14. The People of Andalusia meditating howto deli- 

1 ver themfelves fronnhis Oppreflion of the Ufurper, and 

hearing that Ofiris vittoriouily ranged the World, ma¬ 
king it his bufiriels to aiiift diftreffed, gave him an 
Account of their miferable condition, worfe in the Ap- 
prehenfion of what was like to follow, than even in 
their prelent Sufferings; for the Dread of what a known 
Tyrant may do, is a greater Calamity than what he 
does really a£f. Ofiris loon accepted the Invitation, 
and flew with Diligence to the Relief of that Diftreffed 
People. Gerion underftanding the Danger that threat- 
Ofirls ned him, lent before his three Sons, with lomie chofen 
com:! into Troops, to give a Check to Ofiris, while he came up 
Spain ,kills w ; t h the main Body of his Army. The two Hofts met 
Gerion, U p 0n t ], e B an hs of the River Guadiam, where they char- 
tbeC^m 8 e d one another with liich Fury, that Ofiris was near 
uhis'hrie ^ in 8 £ ^ e Honour he had before gained by lo many no- 
g onS ' table Victories. For Gerion and his Sons were brave, 
and the Lufitanians , though not then ufed to handle 
Weapons, were ftrong of Body, and bore .the Brunt 
with Relolution. But the Fortune of Ofiris never fail¬ 
ing, and Gerion being {lain, his Men delpairing of Suc- 
cefi, placed all their Hope of Safety in Flight. Ofiris 
uled this Victory with liich Clemency, (a Quality in¬ 
herent to liich as fight for Juftice, and do not conquer 
to tyranize,) that he appeared to the Conquered, rather 
as a mercifuljudge of their Differences, than an haughty 
and furcelsful Commander : and therefore yielded the 
Crown of Spain to the three Sons of the Deceafed Gerion, 
who were, called Lcminii, 1 y. This 
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ji» This was the End of Gerion, fuch will that of all 
Tyrants be. Some Authors are of Opinion he was 
flam by Hercules the Grecian and the reafon of this 
Miftake is, that then the Name of Hercules was rather 
titular to all Heroes, than peculiar to any one. Germ, 
was the firft in Spain that made Account of anvTrea- 
fure befldes Cattle, difeovered Mines of Gold, and 
taught the Value of it. From the Riches-he thus ga¬ 
thered he got theName of ChryfeusW Deauu,' which, in 
the Lybian Language figmfies a Man of Gold, or Lord 
of great Riches? This Humanity-of Ofms, in reftonng 
the*Sons of Gerion to the Crown, fo far gamed upon the 
Portugal, that in return they gave up their very Souls, 
receiving the new Worlhip which theldolatrous Ofins 
brought among them. Of him they.learnt to make 
their Year but of Four Months, after the manner of 
the Egyptians: which Cuftom continued in Spam, till 
the Romans, having fubduedit, reduced the Account tq 
their ownForm, Ofiris is. allowed to have taught the 
People ancafier way of Tilling and Sowing than they 
ufed before. Gerion reigned 34 years, and was the hrit 
that opprefled and fleeced the People, the Property ot 
. U(urpers, who when they do belt, treat their Subjects 
with more Cruelty than Lawful Princes do at worlt 
Ofiris returned to Egypt, leaving behind him lome or o/j r j s rr , 
his Companions, who were Arabs ot thoie called ice- tarns :7T ^> 
wx, and took their Seats near the Mouth ot the River Egypt. 
Guadiana . From them Cape St . Vincent was alio cal¬ 
led Promontorium Sceniticum. This Battle fought between 
Ofiris and Gerion neat the place where Tar if a now ltands, 
was the firft that ever happened in Spam . ^ Gei-ton i was 
buried by his Sohsin the Hland Erithrca, rn the lame 
manner as is ufed at pvefent, and was the firft fo interred 
in Spain. Some will have the Family of Oforios to bede- 
foended from Ofiris } but that is hard to. prove, and no.

tie, by challenging the three Brothers to fight him hand 
to hand, which he did, and they accepting of it, were

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all three (lain fucceflively. The Portuguefe feeing their 
Princes Haiti, began to move to revenge their Death; 
but Orus making ufe of perfwafions, rather than force, 
appeafed them, and calling the Nobles to him, he 
made a Sacrifice of Thanksgiving. This done, he ad¬ 
vanced a$ far as the Promontorium Sacrum , where he 
built a magnificent Temple, wherein the /Egyptian Ce¬ 
remonies taught by the Founder Were formany Ages af¬ 
ter Religiouflyoblerved. The People in acknowledg¬ 
ment for the Benefits, received by Hercules , or rather 
Iwayed by fear, joyfully received his Son Hifpalus for 
their King, who continued in Lufitania with many of 
his /Egyptians, 

a. Hifpalus was inftalled 4.1 Years after the Geriont 
Bad begun to Reign, and being peaceably feated on the 
Throne, his Father Orus Lybicus marched away for 
Italy, The gentle Government of Hifpalus , was the 
reviving of the hearts of that People after fb many Ca¬ 
lamities, butProlperitlesarenot durable,for he died the 
17th Year of his Reign: Among the memorable Cu- 
ftoms introduced by him,were thole of Burying theDead, 
and wearing Mourning for them; what fort of Mourn¬ 
ing it was appears not, but that which many Ages af¬ 
ter was uled till the time of King Emanuel of Portugal, 
and Ferdinand of Cajiile was on the lighteft occauons 
rough Canvals, and the deep uled for Kings and fuch 
like occafions, of the courfcft Sack-cloth, and that al- 
ways White, as is Hill uled in China. 

4. Hifpanus liicceeded his Father Hifpalus, and was 
Proclaimed in the Temple of Hercules with great Cere-, 
mony. The Spaniards in thole days held it a crime to 
look upon the letting Sun, therefore thole that lived up¬

Nations came into Spain. The Fame of fo mighty an 
Army terrified the Spaniards, but they were no lefs de¬ 
lighted with their Luxurious manner of living, all their 
Martial Exercifes being intermixed with Pleasures, and 
Delights. Hence the Sports ufed to this day in Portu¬ 
gal, called Folias, are fuppofed to have deduced their 
Original, which confifts of Dancing, Taboring, and 
Singing: The Word is either derived from the Latin, 

Folia, or leaves, becaufethe Bacchanals werefo Crown¬ 
ed, or from the Italian, fignifying Madnefs, which is 
proper enough to fiich Divertifements, and to the 
Feafts of the Bacchanals .

11 . Troy being reduced to Afhes, VlyJJes, with a part 1 iqo. 
of the Grecian Fleet, driven by Storms out of the Mouth 
of the Sfreights, arrived at length at the Mouth of the 
River Tagus ; and entrlng, landed; where he found, Ulyfles in 
already built, a City on the Hill; to which he left his Portugal.. 
Name, which remains to this Day, being called Vlyf- 
fippo, which is the famous City Lisbon. Here, in Me¬ 
mory of the Favours received of the Goddels Minerva, 
he built a (lately Temple, and dedicated it to her. 

Gargoris , upon the News of his Arrival, marched to¬ 
wards him with an Army; but they both meeting, and V 

conferring together, parted Friends: And not lb con¬ 
tent, Gargoris gave to VlyJJes his Daughter, the Mother 
of Abidis , in Marriage. However, the Greeks commit¬ 
ting feveral Inlolences in the Country, they became 
odious to the People, who rifing up m Arms againft 
them, VlyJJes Hole away to Sea, leaving his new Wife 
behind. How long Gargoris reigned, cannot positively 
be let down; the bed Guels that can be given, is, Se¬ 
venty. 
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ventv feven Years. At the fame time that Vlyffes fill, 
ed out of Tagus, Diomedes entar’d the River Mino, in 
the North of Portugal: There he founded a City, 
which, after the Name of his Father Tidem, he called 
Tide ; and in procefs of Time, by Corruption, is now 
culled Tuy . 

ia. The wonderful Abidis fiicceeded his fortunate 
Father Gargoris, in the Kingdom of Spain ; and, in Gra¬ 
titude to the Mountains, where he was bred, built the 
City Santarem ; and reigned ^ Years, much beloved 
of his Subje&s. About this time happen d that won¬ 
derful Dearth in Spain, which lafted z 6 Months; du¬ 
ring which time it never rained. Some there are, who 
extend this to 40 Years ; others, to 30. Such it was, 
that all the Country became Defarf, the Inhabitants ei¬ 
ther periling for- Want, or fleeing to other Places. 
Long after this, a Multitude of the Celt.e, the ancient 
Inhabitants of France, came into the Southern Parts of 
Portugal, where they built feveral Towns, and re-edi¬ 
fied others, before ruined. They, being mixed, and 
well united with the Natives, flood them in good {lead 
when the Phoenicians poflefled themfelves of the Ifland 
of Cadi%. Not content with fettling then-Lives there, 
they began to incroach upon the People of Andalusia, 
and fortified themfelves at Sidon, now Medina Sidonia ; 
whence .they were expelled by the united Forces of 
the ancient Natives, and intrud ing Celt*. Which done, 
the Lujitanians chofe Argantonius for their King, who 
governed them many Years, with general Applaufe; 
tome Authors firetching his Life to 140 Years, others, 
onlytoixo. 

1?. The Celtic inhabiting Lufitania, being valtly m- 
creafed, to that the Country they poflefled could not 
contain them, patted over the River Tagus, with their 
Flocks and Families, with a Defign to fettle along the' 
Sea-Coaft, beyond the Promonjarv of the Moon, ,now 
called the Rock of Sintra. Thofe People fearing their 
intruding Guefls, -marched out to oppofe them; but be¬ 
ing overthrown, were forced to fiibmit to thofe that 
came with Intention only to be their Companions, 
The Turduli, for to thofe People were called, joining 
with the Inhabitants of Lisbon, formed another Army; 
and joining Battel with the Celt.e, gained the Field, 
but with fcoh Lois, that they had no reaton to boafl.of

Both Parties confidering the Lois liifi 
tained, came to an Agreement, and divided die Pro¬ 
vince betwixt them.

Nabuhhadonoforhavhg taken Ilierufalcm, and fub- NabucftO* 
dued a great part of the then known World, came at 
laft into Spain with his mighty Army, compofed of all m apa,n * 
Nations* Having befieged the Ifland of Cadi\, where 
the Phoenicians inhabited, by Sea and Land, he was dri¬ 
ven thence by the united Forces of Spain ; and to, with 
his whole Army, put to Sea again. He had before 
over-run the greatelt part of Spain ; and now departing, 
left behind him the greatell Plague that ever infefted 
it. Thus was a great Number of Jews, difperfed in fe- 
Vcral Parts of it; who fixing then, could never iince be 
rooted out. Tne Phoenicians delivered of the Danger of 
Nabuchodonofor, refufed to pay the Lujitanians , whom 
they had called to their Aid ; who offended thereat, 
demanded more than was their Due. The Controver- 
fie came to be decided by Blows, wherein the Lujita¬ 
nians were worfted, yet not to difeouraged, but that, ga¬ 
thering frefh Forces, they came on again to furjoully, 
that having vanquifhed their Enemies, they put them 
all to the Sword, without «Mercy. By this Victory 
they became Mailers of the greateft paac of Andalusia ; 
to that great Numbers of them went over, to inhabit 
there, calling it Turdctania ; where they built many 
Cities.

The Exploits of the Great Viriati^s, his [eve* 
ral ViEiories over the Romans, with his lajl 
All ions, Death, and place of Burial. 

I. * | 'HE Renowned Viriatus, who as has been laid, 

A efcap’d from the Maflacre, committed by 
Galba in the three Vallies,' was a Lufitanian without 
the mixture of any other 4 Nation. Some Authors lay, 
he was a common Robber, others will have him a Car- Viriatus 
rier, others a Sheperd, and laftly, others lay, he went his Orb;. 
through all thefe mean Employments, Whatloever ml- 
he was before, at the time that Galba offered Peace to 
the Lufitanians, and Murdered 16 many in GJld Bldod, 
he was one of them that wem willing to .hearken to his 
Propofols,and made his elcape from the Slaughter. His 
mind burning with defire of’Revenge, as loon as he 
heard that Galba was departed, hereturned to the place 
of the Maflacre, where caufing his Companions to 
thruft their Hands into the yet frelh wounds of feme 
Maidens, they fwore by their Souls, not to defift from 
Peeking Revenge as long, as they were able to bear 
Arms. This done, Viriatus ranging throughout Lufi- 
r<?»fo,ftirred up the People, railed a good Body of Men, 
and breaking into Carf mania deftroy’d all as he went, 
and returned home with a rich Booty. Then he caufed 
his followers to reiterate the Oath they had taken, Sa¬ 
crificing one of their Prifoners, and a Horle; and 16 
every Man palling by, thruft his Hand into the Belly 

of each Sacrifice, vowing to do the like to the Roman 
Army. 

2. It was now the beginning of the Year, 148 be¬ 
fore the coming of Clirilt, 3114 from the Creation, 
and 2281 from the Deluge, when the Pretor Marcus 
Vet thus, a Man of known Valour, came to lupprcls the 

J. umults m Lujitonia. Viriatus with 10000 Fighting 
Men was entring Andalusia rather as every Mans Com¬ 
panion, than Commander, as not daring to chaftile 
them; with his Example and good Words, endeavour* 
ed to drawback thole that foattered to Plunder; but 
nu Men not (ubjecl to Command, could not be con- 
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tamed within Bounds, which the Pretor perceiving, he 
vir- he fell upon them, and ha*ng killed a great, number, 
by M. eafily put the reft to flight. Viriatus gathering the re- 
lius. mains of his flattered Forces, fled to a City near, and 
there provided to oppole the Enemy: It was not long 
before the Romans came and aflaulted the City, but 
finding they had fuftained great lofs,the Pretor refolved 
to carry it by a long Siege: So far had he prevailed,that 
lb tie principal Men among the Befieged began to treat 
of a Surrender, without confulting Virtatus, tor as yet, 
they owned him not for their Superiour. Vari¬ 
ants underftanding there was fitch a defign, but not 
who weretbe Managers of ife, having m a raging Eo- 
fture ran about, and in that manner gathered the Mul¬ 
titude to him, lb effleadoufly perfwaded them to 
'ftaud upon their Defence, and to hay e< no Faith in 
the 'Romaifs, that they lifted him upon their Shoulders, 
and carrying him about ^e Walls, with loud crys. 
Proclaimed him thejr General. 

2. The next day after he was proclaimed General,. 
Viriatus drew out 1600 Horle, which was all he had, 
and facing the Romans made fhow as it he deiigned 
to break through them, which Vetilius the Pretor per- 1 
ceiving, he kept his Men in a readinefs to receive him. 
But Viriatus' s defign being only to amUze the Enemy, 
Whilft his Foot elcaped out of the City, he continued 
in the fame Polfure the greateft part of the day. At 
length underftanding there was no Man left in the 
City, all his Foot being got into the Mountains* he 
ftood the Enemies Charge, and kept them in play 
till Night, when through by-wavs he halted to the 
City Tribela, whether he had lent his Foot. This Ci¬ 
ty flood upon the Coaft between the Mouth of Guadi- 
ana and Gibraltar , whence may be inferred that the 
other whence he came, was not far off. ‘ Vetilius in the 
Morning followed Viriatus, who having by the way 
increafed hisForces, lay in wait on the Mountains that 
hung over a Valley, into which there were two nar¬ 
row Paffes, capable of only three Hoiiemen' go¬ 
ing in abreaft; Into this place the Romans entred 
without fear, and turning their Horles to graft, 
took themlelves to their reft. Viriatus giving 
the Sign to his Men to fall on, the Romans on a Hid¬ 
den found themfelves befet on all fides, and being un¬ 
armed 
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armed, were put to the Sword without Mercy.’ A-Veti’ius 
mongthem dyed the Pretor: his Queftor with liich as ^ouud.aud 
, efcaped the Slaughter, and tome Andaluxians , thinking 
t to Revenge this Difgrace, engaging with Viriatus , loft 
10000 Men, The next Year,* Viriatus with Fire and 
* Sword ranged all Carpentaria as far as" Toledo, without 147, 
meeting any Oppohtion. Thus was he employed 
when Cuius Plaudits the Roman General, who came 
to Command in Lufitania with 10000 Foot, and 
nooHorfe, thought to have furprized him and his 
Men, being now moftly dilperfed about in burning the 
Country. Viriatus tfroweak, keot the Romans in play 
ftill retiring till getting into the Mountains, on a fud- 
den they had loft him; 'Piaudus lent 4oooMen to pur- 
fue. and impede his March till He could cohie up with 
the rdft of the Army ; but he. turning upon them, cut 
them all off before the Pretor could Relieve them, and 
having gained the Ford of Tagus, /peedily paffed over 
it, and returned into LufitanitL Viriatus having ga¬ 
thered Strength, encamped in a ltrong place, now cal¬ 
led Pomares , near Evora, whither Piaudus followed 
him, and was fb received, that his whole Army turn¬ 
ed their Backs. # The Pretor fought with much Brave- Viriatiis 
iy*. and-with his Example brought back his Men, but defeats 
all in vain* for they were again put to flight, and Plait- Plaucius; 
cius himfelf, with difficulty elcaped. 

4. Now was. Viriatus mafter of the Field, ranging 
about Spam, and the Romans fluzt up in their Garilons, 146; 

, when ClaudiusVnimanus, a mort expert Captain, was 
lent by the $engte to command in Lufitania : Viriatus 
Marching with a ltrong Body of Lufitanians , the Pre- 
tor with a mighty Army met him, but foon found Un^ 

, little confidence was to be placed in a Heartleft nus. 

I Multitude, for in the Field of Qurique he was over** 

1 thrown, fcarce any of his Army efcaping Death or 

Bondage. ^ This done, Viriatus returned Victorious in¬ 
to Lufitania . In the mean while XJnimanus lent to Cajus 
Nigidius, the Pretor of the other Province, to give the 
Enemy a diverfion. He entred theT erritory of Riba dt 
Cm, and marched along the River deftroying be^ 
xoie him. Viriatus with all fpeed made towards him, 
and overtook him near to the City Vijeo ; where Ni?i- 
f r us . m a plain, ftrongly intrenched himfelf. There 
Vmatus kept him befieged till Hunger forcing him to

his own Sword cut off his Head, and carried away both 
to her Husband, as a Token that (he had preferved her 
Chaftity: Which done, not lo content, (he killed her

■- < r . Cairn Leltiis , a Man of great Valour, came Pr^- 

tor into Spain : but Authors do not mention anv.buc- 
cels be had againft Viriam: Perhaps it was thought 

• * enough th n he loft nothing. Two Years after, Fabius 

Emilianus was lent, with a Conlular Army of 18000 
Men, to put an End to the War. Viriam , hearing ot 
his coming into Andalusia, broke into the Homan Pro¬ 
vince, doing greater Harm than before, and took two 
‘ Cities, into which he put Garrifbns. Fabnts, that the 
Gods might be favourable to his Undertakings, went to 
offer Sacrifice in the Temple of Hercules , at Cadiz-, 
ftri&ly charging his Officers, upon no Account to ftn‘ 
out *of the Camp before his Return. The next Day 
Viriam appeared' before the Homan Army, at luch time 
as certain Foragers were returning, with a Guard \ or 
whom he cut off the greateft part: A good Body ot 
Horfe iffuing out of the Camp, to relieve their Conipa-

nions, drove back th tLufitdnians to their Main Body; 
iut they were there fo fiercely -charged, that few of 
them returned back . Fabitts coming from his Sacrifice, 

{formed that his Orders had been difobeyed. Some Days Fabius E 
sffter, about Midnight, he inarched, m great Silence,-nwlianus 
two Miles forwards, and furprizing the huJitanUnobligesN i- 
Gtap, obliged Viriam confufedly to retire to Vecor, a t* 
ftrong Pla£e; where not thinking it lafe to attack him , iefirt * 
he marched away to recover die tfwo Cities lately gar- 
rifon’d by the Lufitanians. Tfie Inhabitants of the Pro¬ 
vince between Duefo and Minho took up Arms againft 
tfyofe of Galicia : Lucius Hoftilips Mancinus, the Confol, HofHJius 
Emilidmis\ Colleague, fearing left they (hould invade Mancimii 
the Vaccei and Celtiberi , came fo fiiddenly upon them, overthrows 
that he, without any Difficulty, overthrew 30000 of 1 °°°? 
them, killing many, and putting the reft to Hight. ^P aniards 
Poplins focceeded Emilianus in the Government of Lit- 
fitania , when Viriam finding himfelf weak, madefome 
Overtures of Peace deceitfully, for at the fame time he 
ftirred up the People about Numaniia to make War; 
and he, in the Territories of Hjba dc Coa , committed 
all manner oPCruelties upon the Homans, even upon 
thofe that fiibmitted themfelves to him. Popilius baft- Popilius 
ing to their Relief, was in a pitch’d Battel lhamefully routed. 
put to flight, with the Lofs of the beft of his Army. 

* 6 . Viriam was far enter’d into Gaft He • but under- 

ftanding that the new Praetor, gw intus Pompeius ,. was 141. 
marching towards Lufitania , he turned back to defend 
his own Country. The two Armies met near Evora, Viriatus 
where a bloody Battel was fought • Pompey obtained the patio flight 
Vi&ory, and Viriatps fled to the Mountain of Venus ; b 
Here he gathered new Strength ; and encouraging the P e y* 

T/c/i, Vaccei and Belt , who followed him, he marched 
again to meet the Homans , whom he forced to take 
Shelter in their*Trenches, leaving behind them xj En- 
figns, and 4000 Men {lain, whereof 5*00 were Horfe. 

The Pmpr thus {hut up within his Works, Viriam 
enter’d Andalusia, and lummoned Vtica, which was 
kept by a ftrong Hgman Garrifon, whq anfwered him 
with Scorn, calling him Robber. He, the better to 
his Revenge, marched away in great haffe,, as 
if he had fled, certain Troops of Horfe, Tent from the 
pjy? purfoing him in the Rear, whom he, without 
palting, repulfed \ apd fo tfiey returned to theft Garri-

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Ion.: But in the Dead gf the Night he marched back; 
apd eroding feverai Valleys, cjiftant. From the City, he 
leftiiis Foot in*an Ambufeade, himfeli, with the hiorle, 

' appearing before the City, fo that manyJMorafles lay 
betwixt him and the Walls, which were impalpable to 
any that* knew them not as well as he. At Break ot 
Day, his Party being decried from the Walls, they 
were fuppofed to be feme Stragjers of the Lufuaman 
Army, and therefore the Garrifon Tallied out upon 
them : Viriatus at firft withdrawing, as ir he had tied, 
drew them into the Marfhes. where, when they were 
faft duck, he faced about, and put them ail to the 
Sword. Thofe of Vtica, after this A6tion, expelled 
the Homan Garrifbn, and received one of the Lufita- 
nians. Viriatus moving thence, towards the Strcights or 
Gibraltar, wafted the Territories of the Bajhtdni , Pom- 
pey not offering to.oppofe him. 

j 40, 7 .The Coniu\,Quintus FabiusMaximus t Serviltanus, was 

Tent from Home, with an Army of xoooc Men, to pro- 
fecute this War; and Miclpfa , the African King, came 
to his Aid, with 10 Elephants, and qoo Numidian 
Horfe. With this Force he marched to Vtica, where 
Viriatus lay ; who, after fame Skirmifhes, his Provilion 
failing, retired into Lufitania , to fecure the Harveit. 
In the mean while, a good Body of his Men, com¬ 
manded by two noted Captains, called Curius and . Apu- 
leyus\ broke into Andalusia. The Conful, with his 
whole Army, marched. towards them; and tor the 
more Expedition, left his Baggage behind him, with a 
Fabias (mail Guard. The Luftanians informed thereof, took 
Maximus another Way; and with a Compafs, deceiving the 
defeats the Conful, plunder’d his Baggage. He turning fuddenly 
Spanifh ppon them, \yhilft they were bufie in robbing a Con- 

Army, and y 0 y 0 f provifionst, put them to flight, killing Curius , 
k [ lls their Captain, and recovering the Booty. Thence the 
Conful moving, he took five Towns, Garrifotfd-by 
the Lufitanians , upon Articles, which he performed 
not, turning them over to the Fury of his Soldiers. Vi - 
? riatus hafted to revenge, this Breach of Faith; and be¬ 
ing come in fight of the Conful, he drew up hisToot 
in aSquare Battel, with his Horfe on both Wings, but 
far advanced before the Foot, Whom he ordered not to 
ftir till they few how the Horfe behaved themfelveS 
againft the Elephants.

But the Consul, unmindful of hisPromife, when he 
had all the Troop of Robbers, confifting of 500 Men, 
in his Power, cut off all their Right Hands, except the

8, Spring coming on, all Lufitania was full of War¬ 
like Preparations. Viriatus marched againft the Con- 
fill, who had belieged the City of Brtffana ; and with 
wonderful Cunning, made his Way into it; where hal¬ 
ving well ericouragcd the Defendants, he fellicd out fo 
furioufly, that Scrviliamts was glad to retire to a Place 
of Advantage. Here he was fb ftraiten’d, that he made Viriatus 
Propofols ot Peace, which were agreed upon, and Vi- makes 
riatus allowed a Friend of the People ot I{rmc. This ^eace with 
done, the Armies parted, one into Andalusia, the other 
into Lufitania . One of thofe who approved of the mans * 
Peace concluded, was Quintus Scrvilitis Ccpio, the Con- 
furs Brother; yet afterwards confidcring how difho- 
nourable it was to Home, he openly blamed his Brother, 
and by that Means obtained the Confulfhip, and a 
numerous Argi}S to better theAftairs ot the Homans in 
Lufitania . Ccpio kept his Defigns fb private, that the PeACe 
Lufitanians thought of nothing but their Country-Af- broken. 
fairs. They were awaken’d by the News brought, that 
the Conful had, by Storm, taken the City of Arft, not 
far from ScviL Viriatus was then at Valencia , who im¬ 
mediately marched with feme Troops towards Lujita - 
nia . By the Way he reduced Se^orbc, which had re¬ 
volted when Ccpio appeared with a mighty Army: 

He finding himfelf too weak for fo powerful an Army, 
with his Horfe amufed them, till his Foot were got 
into the Mountains. Ccpio purfeed him, to cut oft his 
Retreat into Portugal . He, as he fled into the Heart of 
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Sfdln, ufcd exceflive Cruelty to all that bore thefy- 
man Name: But finding this turned not to Account, he 
‘ fent an AmbaiTador to Cepio gteput him in mind of the 
Peace, fo folemnly, and flBely concluded. The 
Conful having heard the AiHgBadors, and founded 
their Difpofitions, with migJpPromlfes prevailed up- 
on them to murder Viriatus . w Their Names were, Di- 
ftalcon, Minurus and Aulaus ; all three Captains of Note 
Viriatus among the Lufitanians, Thefe three .having underta- 
kHUd by kea thi^bTe A&ion, returned, and for fome time kept 
Treachery. y' ir i ntus \ n hand with the Hopes of Peace, till, waiting 
their Opportunity, in the Dead of the Night, they en¬ 
ter’d his Tent:, and flew him as he lay afleep. Thence 
they fled, to give the Conful an Account of what they 
had done, whofe Countenance they found altered; as 
it generally happens to Traytors, after they have com¬ 
mitted the Treafon. * 

9, In the Morning, the Lufitanians miffing their Ge¬ 
neral,they went into his Tent, where finding him dead, 
the whole Caipp was filled with Lamentation; and in 
Revenge of his Death, they put all the Homan Prisoners 
His tw gm t0 Sword. To perform his Funeral-Rites with all 
rJ-Pomp. imaginable Pomp, in the midft of the Field, they raifed 
a vaft Pile of Timber, leaving a Place for the Body. 
The Top of the Pile was adomed with Enfigns, and 
other Trophies of Arms. Then their Idolatrous Prieft 
going up to the Top, called upon theGhoftof Viria¬ 
tus ; and killing fome Captives, with their Blood 
fprinkled the Arms; which done, he came down, and 
let fire to the Pile, which in a Moment confumed the 
Body, The Funeral-Rites thus performed, the Army 
chofe one Tantalus for their General; but he wanting 
the Fortune and Conduit of Vir'uyus, could not fo 
• much as lead back his People into their own Country. 
Seroiliusy to gain the Reputation of a merciful Conquer 
ror, was content that the Lufitanians , delivering up 
their Arms, fhould be difperfed into feveral Parts. Vi¬ 
riatus , as to his Perfon, was of a large Stature, ftrong 
Limbs, cirfled Hair, large Eyes, broad Eye-brows, a 
. ftern Countenance, and a large hooked Nofe. As to 
his Qualities, he wasmodeft, liberal, prudent, of a rea¬ 
dy Wk, ana fluick of Invention. Some of Viriatus*s 
Soldiers gathering up his Allies, brought them back in¬ 
to his own Country, and buried them, together tyith 

* ‘ . * « his 
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his Sword. In the time of King John the III. who reign¬ 
ed from the Year ijxi till i s 57 - in the Territory of 
Belas two Leagues from Lisbon , and an the Lands ot 
Peter Machado Canerueyro , in turning up certain old 
Ruins, was found a Stone Cheft with this Infcription.; 

Hie Jacet Viridtus Lufitanus Dux . In it was found a 
Sword, on which certain Cfrara&ers were Engraven: 
ThePrince and many other periods of Note law it, and 
Machado offering to lell the SwtJrd, thev would give no¬ 
thing for it, lb he gave it to a Friend of his of the Ifland 
Madera , and by that means it was loft. The Cheft was 
broke in pieces, and no part of it remains. 


CHAP. VI. 

The AU ions of the Lufitanians after the Death 
0/Viriatus,/mw the Tear 133. before Chrifl 
till the Tear 80. when Sertorius *takes upon 
him the Command, with his Exploits till 
the Tear 70. 

i.'T'HE Lufitanians hot loofing their Courage, 130. 

X though they had loft their General, broke out Tantalus 
again under their n$w Commander Tantalus but not Commands 
"with the lame Fortune as before, being eafily lupprel- the . u, ‘* 
fed by the Conlul Decius Junius Brutus , who reduced tan,ans - 
then to due for Peace. It was granted upon tolerable 
Conditions, one wtareof was. that he fhould allign 
them Lands to live Jpon : Thele Lands were along 
the delightful Southern Coaft, upon the River Turia , 
now Guadalaviar, where they built the moft famous 
City Valencia } the foundation whereof is therefore al- , 

; figned to Brum the Conliil. This Army thus Disban- 
• ded, Brutus entred Lujitania, without meeting any op- 
i pofition, till he came to Eburobricium , a City leated 
1 on the Sea-coaft near to which now Hands the Town 
of Alfafyran ; the Inhabitants of this place adventured 
to come out a League from their Walls, and give the 
Conlul Battle. _ He in the heat of the Fight, vowed he 
i "Would there build a Temple to Neptune , if he obtain- 
! '• •••• • 1 ■' .. • ; . ed 
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ed the Viftorv; and having without much difficulty 
overthrown his Enemy, performed his Vow: He laid 
SJeae to the City, and loon was Mailer ot it. 

z. The next Year, Brutus with his vfelorious Army, 
paffcd over the rapid River Duero, and coming unex¬ 
pectedly upon the People that inhabited between that 
River and Mjnho, made a great (laughter of them, 
which obliged fuch as could elcape to fly to the Moun¬ 
tains. Thence in Parties they came down, and cut oft 
many of his Men, nay, the very Women fhowed fuch 
Valour, that the Conful was obliged to kill a great 
number of them; but perceiving the harm was done 
him from the Mountains, he fell to Burning all the 
plain Country, with fuch Fury, that the People were 
glad to beg a Peace, which was eafily granted: I hus 
Drums the Conful was at leafiire to Befiege the City Labrica , 
rfoRoman Inhabitants whereof ini mediately (ubmitted, but 
Ccnful fooner had he turned his back, than they began to 

takisthe f ort themfelves, and falling upon fuch Romans, as 
were left in their,Neighbourhood, cut them in nieces. 
This News being carried to Brutus, he turned back, and 
encompalling the Cicy, forced the Inhabitants to come 
out without Arms into the open Field ; there talcing 
them into the middle of his Army, and living levere- 
ly reproved them for their Perhdioumeis, when they 
expected nothing but prefent Death, he ordered them 
to return again to their City, and be more faithful for 
the future. From that time forward they continued in 
SubjeCfion, but could not be brought to ferve againlt 

their own Country. • , , . 

3 The Roman Army advanced to Braga plundering 
the Country, but the Citizens Tally ing cut in a good 
Body, furprized and carried awfMl Convoy of Provi¬ 
sions that was going to the Camp^ Brutus, m revenue, 
deftroyed all before him, and the Bracarenfcs more of¬ 
fended then terrified, marched fix iyiil es out ™ fof Ci¬ 
ty to give him Battle; the Women here played the 
part of mod valiant Soldiers, and after the 'Fight had ( 
long flood doubtful, the Romani were put to flight • 
The Bracarenfcs over-fecure in their yiCtory, lay a- 
te tleflroy: bout the Fields without any Watch, which Brutus lma- 
bt Country m n j ngj having rally’d his Forces, he came upon them, 
bout Bra- an j having well revenged his Dilgrace with the Death 
pf many, the reft, fled to the Shelter of their Walls^He

aflaults the City which the Inhabitants difdaining, the 
Men Tallied out, leaving the Women to guard the Walls; 
but they revolving not to be out-done by the Men.rufhcd 
out after them, and (b together repulled the Romans to 
their Trenches. This made the Conful give over the 
Attack,' and changing his manner of proceeding, wa¬ 
fted all the Country about; in this manner the Con- 
lul came to the River Lina, formerly called Lethe. It 
was the common Opinion, that thofe who pafled it, for¬ 
got their Countries; for which reafon, Brutus his Sol¬ 
diers could not be perfwaded to enter the Ford. He to 
undeceive<them, Hatching an Enfign from the Bearer, 
iet Spurs to his Horfe and pafled over; then calling to 
his Soldiers, told them many things of Rome , to con¬ 
vince them he had not forgot it, and by this means he 
perfwaded them to venture over the River. The Cam- 
fonefes who inhabited on the other fide, came to hinder 
their paffage, but were repulfed, and the whole Army 
gained the farther Bank. The People ot Galicia, to the itar 
number of 60000, coming to the relief of their Neigh- (SooooGa- 
bours, were by Brutus in their paffage over the River licians dc- 
Minho (o intirely overthrown, that the grealeft part was ftroyid. 
either Drowned, put to the Sword, or made Captives. 

The lots of this powerful fuccourfb difeouraged the Lu- 
fitanians,tha.t they differed the victorious Army to range 
about at pleaforc, taking many Towns without the 
lead oppofition. 

4 - The City Cinania flood refolutely upon its De¬ 
fence, and Brutus offered them Peace if they would buy 
•it. Their Anfwer was, That their Anceftors had left them 
their Swords and Valour to maintain their Liberty, not Gold 
topurcbafe.it : Certain it is, this City was many Years 
after deftroyed by another Power. Brutus. , (pent two 
Years in thole parts, his Command being (fill prolong- n%. 
ed to him, bftaufe he was Fortunate: He now {filing 
himfelf Conqueror of Galicia a'nd Lujitania, marched 
againft the Inhabitants of the Province of Beira. who be- Brums 
ing a fierce Barbarous People, put him to much trouble Conquers 
in palling Rivers, and piercing the uncouth Mountains, Lufitania 
till at Jail coming to a Battle, he was worfted; yet re- 
covering again, he obtained a Vifitory, but it to dear a cia ’ " i 
rate, that he would gladly have been without it, rather Jr™, 
than have fiiftained fiich lofs. After this, he again pal¬ 
led over Tagus, and refided three Years in the City Mo- 
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w, then landing where now the CaftleoT 
he ended his Government with fuch Reputation, that 
the Homan Senate unanimoufly voted he ihould triumph 
over the Lufitanians and Gallicians. 

■ e. Whilft the Proconful Decius Junius Brutus trium, 
phed, and Home wafted with Civil V^ars, could not 
carry on its Foreign Expeditions, the Senate lent Go- 
vernours, who might fupply their want of ftrength by 
policy and obliging the Natives. The projeft proved 
meffechial, .for a powerful Army broke out of Lufitama, 
/i 40 . confuming all that flood in its way belonging to the 
The Lull- Romans-, Cuius Marius the Proconful, who had gained 
tsnhnsri. Reputation at Numantia, put a ftop to this lorrent, 
wit, and brought not numerousbutchoice Forces Irom Hpmc, 

are reduced and ; oyn ing them tothofe he found in Spain, marched 
to repreii the fury of the Lufitanians ; he worfted them, 
but they aflembling a greater power again, gave him a 
conftderable Defeat : Neverthelefs, the Proconful no- 
4 thing terrifycd, as being well tiled to the various tor, 
tunes of War, calling together the Celtiben and draw- 
ing his old Soldiers out of the Gamlons, in leveral ren- 
counters, overthrew the Lufitanians in Iuch manner: 
that for fome Years, we have no account of them. Al¬ 
ter that time of filence, they again began to difturb the 
Province of Hifpania Interior, lb that Calfurnius Pijt 
was lent from Home againft them; it is natural to guels 
he had no great fuccefs, becaufe very foon after- Servws 
Sulpicius Galba was lent to fucceed him; neither is it 
likely that Galba fped much better, for in the Town 
of Condeixa, there is ftill an antient Infcription which 
denotes fome hot piece of lervice, in which Galba lolt 
many Men of Note. His Succeffor was Quintus Servt - 
lius Cepio , Son to him that difhonourably contrived the 
Death of Viriatus ; the particulars of what he did are 
not known, but lure it was much, fincefig was allow¬ 
ed to triumph a tHome. A powerful Army ran- 

ced in Lufitania, out with iuch ill mccels, that not a 
Man efcaped to carry home the News of their lots. 
This fatal ftroke produced a quiet Peace for lour Years, 
„ which ended in a great Vi&ory obtained over the Lufi- 
Vc mn tanians by* Decius Junius Silanus. Yet the vanquifhed 
>o)S gathering new Forces, made a mighty havock m all 
tain fub- the Province of Hifpania Vltcrior Lucius Cornelius Do, 
ue: them, pellet vfa$ Cent m baft Proconful from fy™, *0 reroe. 
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dv this growing Evil. He behaved hinftelf fo prudent¬ 
ly thauhe Lufitanians were obliged to lay down their 
Aims, and keep within their own Borders, for which 
it was granted him to triumph at Hpme. , 

6 All thefe Calamities were not enough to fubdue 
the 'Lufitanians, and therefore the Hpmans defigning ut- 
erly to extirpate them, fent the Conful Publius Lm- 
5 «; Crajfus againft them. He behaved htmfelf fo well, 
that he was continued in that Government four Years, 
doing incredible harm In the Country, and at laft tri¬ 
umphed at Home ; The chief ferv.ee that acquired him 
that Honour, was the War with the People between 
the Rivers Duero and Minho* There he had m ft kno 
ledge of the Iflands called Cajfiteridcs, which fome im¬ 
agine to be thofe of Bayona in Galtaa, and others be¬ 
lieve they were fwallowed by the Sea; they were tenin 
Number, one of them only inhabited; the Natives ot a 
fvarrhy Complexion, their cloathing a long Gown 
down to the Feet, girt upon the Breaft, allot them car¬ 
ried Staves in their hands. They traded with other 
'Nations, particularly the Carthaginians , for Hides, and 
Lead, and Tin, whereof they had great Plenty ; itiii 
the Proconfal Lkinius CraJJus , by tair means, drew 
them to the HcmXn Friendfhip. The cruel V\ ars be¬ 
tween M'trius and Sylla? hindred the Romans rrom lend- 
ing Supplies into Sfain\ the Lujitanians took hold ot oj'* 
that opportunity, and with a numerous Body breaking 
into the Homan Provinces, exercifed the utmoft Cruel¬ 
ty, fparing neither Sex nor Age, and this made the 
Homan Commanders quit the weaker places, and retire 
to thofe of more jfafety. But in the height pf this tnfcir 
pjrofperity, came Cains Annius, ( fent by Sylla alter ocr- 
torius ) who in two great Battles, though with much 
difficulty, overthrew the Lufitanians ; This made them 
fallible, that they only wanted a General, and there¬ 
fore pitched upon Scrtorius, who was then in Mau¬ 
ritania . # 

7. Scrtorim was well known ir Spain for the mare he 
had in the Wav of Numantia \ he was born in Italy a - 
mong the Sabini , of an indifferent Family, neither Great 
nor Defpicable: His hrft Years he fpent in the Schools, 
the bell and laft in the Army. Being ill treated at 
Home, he fled into Spain , and then into Afnck, where 
in the City of Tangier, he found the body of the Gy ant 
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/items, Mid other piece? of Antiquity : Here Ambaffa: 
dors (aiit from Lufuania found him, and m the Nam* 
of the People, invited him to come and Commandthem, 
■which'he immediately accepted, and came over- with 
the' Ambafladors. At his fcft Arrival he mined thi 
A M0 good will of all Men, by his Affability and Bounty, 
into Lufi- ®nd chofe Evora fora place of Arms ; when he had taken 
tania, aQ Oath of Fidelity of the Lufitamam, he v mted the 
Province, accompanied with 700 Horfe and 4.000 
Foot, and with aUpoflible Diligence, provided all Ne- 
ceflaries for War: The Neighbouring People perceiv- 
fog It, offered him their Service, as did others farther 
off, moved by their Examp e. Among thein the Ciij 
Ofca, which Tradition will have to be that in. Aram, 
a ftrong Place, where Sertorius fettled an Umveriity; 
This he did for his own Security rather than the In- 
ftruclion of the People, that he might there nave the 
principal Youth of the Countiy together as Hoftages; 
»" Pri " forthe fixing of this Univerhty Profeffors of all Sciences, 
came from feveral Countries. To ftrenghten his En¬ 
tered the more, he made ule of another practice, which 
is, that having a Hind brought him, he made her- lo 
tame, that fhe followed him in the Army, amidft the 
Noife of Arms, and the People admiring thereat, he 
gave out, it was fent him by the Goddefs Diana, to 
give him advice how to behave himfelf.in the VVan 
When he tinderftood that any of his Captains had gain-, 
ed a Victory, he caufed the Hind to be Crown’d with 
Flowers by him, he entrufted with the Secret, and as 
loon as let loofe, ffie would run to him, and he putting 
his Ear to her Mouth, would difcover what he had 
been told before, faying, Wana gave him that intelli- 
gence by the Mouth oF the Hind: This Fraud made 
the People follow him, as if he were lomewhat more! 

8 . Sertorius having thus gained the Affections of the 
Lujitanians, and fecured their. Children as Hoftages, 
at Ofca, ventured to take the Field, againft the Romans^ 
with only 8000 Men, whereof yooo were Lujitanians, 
the reft Italians and Africans. Nine Years he maintain¬ 
ed War againft Rome, and againft four.of its belt Gene¬ 
rals, who brought over 7000 Horle, and izicoo 
Foot, befides the Spanifh Auxiliaries. His firft Exploit, 
was, the fubduing molt part of the Province of Carpet;- 
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iahia ; where he found little or rio Rtfiftance. Next, 
he defeated Cota, the toman Admiral, who kept the 
Streiebts of Gibraltar, and hinder’d Supplies from com- 
ingto him out of Mauritania Sailing victorious up 
the River Guadalauiver , he (urprized, at Brealt of Day, 
theiJowtfw Army, under the Command of Dtdtus, who 
lay encamped upon the Banks of the. River, and put . 
the greateft part of it to the Sword. Herculeus, one ot > 
jtiis Captains, was font out by him, againft Luitus Do- 
rnitws, who, by Order of the Conlul, Oj/sntus Metellus 
fius, deftroyed all the Country between Andalusia and. 
the Pyrenean MouhtainSi Herculeus purfuing, overtook 
him in Aragon, where he overthrew his Army, and kil¬ 
led him. The Fame of this Defeat moved Mamlius, 
Proccmful of Gallia Horboncnjis, to pals the .Mountains 
with a mighty Army of Romans and Gauls ^ in hopes to 
gather together the tew fcatter’d Remnants or Domitiuss 
Army: But the Victor, flufhed with his late Succels, 
met him near Lerida y where a moft bloody Bartel was 
fought, and Maniltus routed, with a terrible Slaughter 
' of the Roman Legions \ but, above all, of the French 
Horfe. In the mean while, Sertorius ft lick clofe to Me- 
, 'tcllus ; who perceiving himfelf to be ftillupon the Lo- 
fingHand, refolved to alter his Method ol Carrying on 
the War, and laid Seige to Laccbriga , now called Lagos , 
in the Kingdom ol Algarve. Want of Water preUed 
the Befieged; but Tertorius , with great Rewards, pre¬ 
vailed with 2000 Soldjiers to break through th e Roman 
'Camp, with each of them a Skin-ibll of Water. This 
Supply encouraged the Lacobrigenfes , till Sertorius could 
come to raife the Seigs : But Mctcllus, hearing of. his 
Preparations, marched away, and left it.. Want of 
. Provifions forced him to depart; for Sertorius had cut 
N off a Legion that was coming to him, with a Gonvoy : 
Metellus marched into Andalusia, Sertorius keeping dole 
at his Heels, and came to Ofca A where the Lufitanian 
Youths were, defigning to take that Place; but it was 
well provided : Befides, the Lufitanian Army being up- 
6n his Back, he marched away to Cartagena ; and Ser¬ 
torius returned to Evora. Thus it appears, that Ofca 7 
Where the Univerfity was erefted, was not in Arragon y 
as forne will have it; but in Andalusia. At Evora, Ser¬ 
torius received Ambafladors from MitLridates , King oi 
Fmus : He propofed to fettle Amity, for the fubduing. 
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of Italy ; offered Ships, and asked fome L^4»»4« Sol¬ 
diers : Befides, he offered to S^riw^the whole Domi¬ 
nion of Afui. Sertorius received the Ambaffadors with 
Majefty, promifed the Supply of Soldiers, atii a ter- 
wards fentit. The AtribaflacW being d.fmlfled, Ser¬ 
torius employed himfelf in making Provifion for the 
next Campaign, and exercifmg his Men ; knowing he 
could not expeft long to enjoy Peace. f 

Q. In the tnean time came Pompey the Great, from 
Rome, and was joined by Metcllus. Marcus Perpenna 
came alfo from Sardinia, with ^oVeterane Troops, to 
the Afliftance of Sertorius. The Lufitanians, encoura¬ 
ged with this Aid, and lying now in fight or the Ro¬ 
mans, prefled their General to lead them out to Battel: 
But he weighing the mighty Power of the Enemy, me- 
ditated how' to gain feme Advantage by Policy, ttnt 
of his Army, carried away with Heat, and rorgetrui or 
good Dilcipline, advrticured, contrary < to his Orders, 
to charge the Romans, but came oft with Difhonour; 
which nothing difpleafed Sertorius . Here it was, that 
he convinced his Men, by the Example or two Horles ; 
One, very lean and poor, he gave to a ^ulry Young 
Man, ordering him to pull out the Hair or his Mam 
2nd Tail: which he attempting to draw out by Hand- 
fulls, laboured much, but profited little. 1he other, 
being a beautiful, ftrong Horfe, he gave to an ancient 
Man, for the fame purpofe ; and he plucking Hair by 
Hair, did that with Eafe, which the other could not 
do with great Pains. Thus, heTaid, they were to pro¬ 
ceed againft the Romans, whom it was impoiiible at one 
Stroke to overthrow ; but eafie to compafs ax many. 
Sertorius laid Seige to Laurona, (now Lciria J 4 Leagues 
from Valencia, on the Banks of the River Yr/crfr. Porn* 
pey and Metcllus came to raife the Seige, but loft 10000 
Men in the Attempt; and endeavouring to gain a Ri¬ 
ling Ground, which lay opportunely for putting of (up- 
plies in the Town, they found Sertorius had prevented 
them. Next Pompey defigned t;o befiege the Lufitanian 
Army, hemming it in bejtween his own and the Town, 
but Sertorius having left 6000 Men in Arnbufh, they 
attacked him in his approach, fb that he was glad to 
return to his Camp, and look on whilft the City was 
taken and Burnt. The Roman Army confided of 1000 
Horfe and 50000 Foot, but the Lufitanians were 70000 
. ftrong. 
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, This done, Sertorius returned vi&orious to Ever a, which , 

Place he fortified with ftrong Walls, and brought Wa¬ 
ter to it from feveral Springs, through a ftately Aque- 
du£h His whole Family, at this time, confifted ot an 
old Nurfe, and three Slaves: And though he was So- 
vereign in Portugal for lome Years, he had no Houle 
of his own. Now it was, he buift. one fo fmall, that it 
Would not contain an ordinary^ Gentleman of out 
Times* He married at Evora the Daughter of a Noble 
Citizen, called Firmius Liberius j by whom he had no 
Children* \ 

10 . Spring coming Oh, Pompey and Metellus drew 
Out of their Winter-Quarters ; and marching through 
Andalusia, fepatately ftrove to recover tliofe Places 
Which Sertorius- had Garrifon’d. But he, lofing no 
Time, advanced againft Pompey , and met him on the 
Banks of the River Xucar . Pompey refolved to fight, 
that Metellus might have no Share in the Honour of the 
Aftion: And Sertorius thought beft to have to do with 
thep apart. Thus agreed, they drew out; Sertorius Se r t6rhi$ 
facing Afranius , and Perpenna, Pompey, The Charge w-flef by 
befng given; Sertorius began to gain upon Afranius ;Pompey^ 
when underftanding that Perpenna gave way to Pompey, am M'e* 
he hafted thither, and preiently put the Enemy to 
flight* In the mean while, Afranius-, encouraging his 
Men, had almoft routed that Wing which Sertorius left 
hear poflefled of Vi&oty; but fie returning thither, 
foon reftored the Battel* Now had Powpefs Army 
been entirely cut off, but that Metellus appearing, Scr- 
hrius ftayea his Soldiers from the Purfuic, and laid, 

Balt, bait ; for I would have fent this Boy to Rome, welt 
fcourged, had not that old Woman fnatched him out of my 
ti&nds. However, Metellus did not attempt any thing 
Upon the Vi&ors; contenting himfelf to have laved 
the flying Army. Sertorius returning to his Camp, 
miffed his Hind, loft in the Hurrey of the Battel^ 
wjiich made him extreamly melancholy: But fbrne time, 
after, certain Country-men bringing him Tidings of 
her, he ordered them to conceal the Matter; and, at a 
certain Time appointed, to turn her loofe: Then cal- 
hhg together his Chief Officers, he told them. The God- 
deft of the Woods had appeared to him, ajfuring him , that 
the Bind fheuld return , with Inflructioni how he Jhould be¬ 
have himjef Whilft he was yet talking, the Hind, let 
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lbofe, came running to WA; and laying her Head be¬ 
twixt his Knees, licked his Hands. v „ 

11 It is incredible, how much the whole Army 
rejoiced at the Return of the Hind: And Serwiar, f° 
Site ufe of that Heat, marched towards Valencia, 

- SreM^«; wa§, wafting the Country. Hefohem- 
Shim up ih»m that he mull either-penlh or 
fight. However, ffeffent Mummtus, with a Partv ot 
Horfe, to condud a Convoy of Provifions to him. 
Sereorius having Notice thereof , out by 

Night: and in the Morning, putting the Guard to the 
Sword, he took the whole Convoy. Metcllus contemn¬ 
ing Scrtorius , marched to feek him; and Perpenna, af¬ 
ter him. Thus they were foon engaged, with fuch ill 
Succels on the Romans fide, that they-began to fly. 
The old Metcllus, difdaining to be thus difgraced, did 
Wonders exceeding his Age, till he fell wounded wit 
Sertorius a'Dart: And the Shame of lofing their General bnng- 
S h ing back his Men, they fo fiercely charged the Lufua- 
Me ellui nians, diforderM ’in the Purfuit, that&ey recovered 
the Day; putting them to the Rout, with great Slaugh¬ 
ter. Scrtorius did all that Metellus^ had done before, 
to flay his Men; but could only flop the viftorious 
Romans, till his Army efcaped: Which done, hedol- 
lowed after, to a ftrong City, ftanding on an Hill, 
Mete Hus encompaffed the Place, thinking to llarve it; 
but Scrtorius had before laid in fufficient Stores. A few 
Days after, with a Party of Light Horfe, be madeniS' 
Efcape, deceiving the Roman Guards, and retumed late 
into Lujitania, where he was received with unexprel- 
fiblejoy. 
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CHAP.. VII.

i/| ' HE following Year Sertorius put to Sea with a 7 °* 

1 Fleet, refolving to deftroyiall the Ships he the . 
found in the Roman Harbours ; and In a fhort time, mansy«> 
fcouring the Mediterranean, he aid great Harm. This 
Was a great Lofs to Pompey and Metcllus ; but a greater <; ertot j u6i 
they fuftained by the Means of Hcrculeius , a Lufxtanian 
Captain, who cut off fix Troops of Horfe, and a Le¬ 
gion, which, under the Command of Probus Emilla- 
nus, were conducing a great Convoy of Provifions. 

This put the Roman Generals upon taking new Me¬ 
thods ; Pompey went away to Navarre, whilft Metcllus 
gave an Account of his Lofles to the Senate of Rome, 
and preffed for confiderable Supplies. They came ac- 69.’ 
cordir.gly; and the two'Generals took the Field again. 

Metcllus marching apart from Pompey , near Itallca, 

( which Was not far from Sevll,) was met by Hcriulclus, 
and fo prefled, that he betook himfelf to a Mountain. 

The Lufxtanian Army lay at the Foot- of the Hill, da¬ 
ring the Romans to give Battel. Metcllus waiting ah 
Opportunity, took it fo aptly, that he killed and made 
Prifoners 2.000c of Hcrculeius' s Army, driving the reft 
out of the Field; and was fo delighted with this great 
'Succels, that he caufed Images of Victory, as he came 
into every Town, to be let down artificially, with 
Garlands of Flowers to crown himfelf; as alfo, his ( 

Praifes to be publickly fong. Scrtorius immediately' 
marched to feek the VuSfor, who was on his Way to 
Catalonia: He did not overtake him, but cut off a Par¬ 
ty of Horfe that was carrying the News of the Vidlory, 
and fome of the Prifoners, to Pompey. Hcrculeius was 
fo much afhamed of his Defeat, that he -abfeonded, and 
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? would not befeen; butS^mr coinforted him, and, |.

Hither he marched with Speed; but the In- I 
habitants being fled to a Place almoft •inaccdfible, hill I 
of many great Caves, they fcoffed at him, askm g whe- I 
ther he had Wings to come at thorn He tried all Stra- I 
tagems to reduce them, but nothing lucceeded. At I 
length he raifed great Heaps of Sand and Dull oppo¬ 
se to the Mouths of the Caves; and watting till a I 
ftrong North Wind blew diretlly in upon them, caul- 
ed his Men, with Shovels,, to caff up the Sand ; which I 
being fo fhaken, was by the Wind carried into, the I 
Caves lb violently, that thole within, being almoil iti- I 
fled, were glad to cry for Mercy. Sertorius t orgave I 
them all, and took nothing from them, but lome ne- I 
ceflaryTrovifions for his Army. I 
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This laft A&ion gained Sertorius great Reputa¬ 
tion, as well of Policy to overcome, as of Clemency 
towards the vanquifhed; hut his Forces being veiY 
much broken, fbme of the principal Romans that fol¬ 
lowed him, propofed to come to an accommodati¬ 
on with Pompey. Sertorius utterly rejetted their Advicfc, 
faying, Since the Romans would not. treat with him in bis 
Profperity.be would never condefeendtofue to them inhisAd- 

nerfity. And that hisA&ions might fate with his Words, • 
tho’ then weak and lately overthrown, hearing that 
Pompey had diftreffed Palencia, he halted to the relief 
of the BeGeged, and without looGng time, he Aflaults 
. the Romans, and his Men being much difordered in the 
ConfuGon, be Was got fo far among his Enemies, that 
his Horfe being killed, he had inevitably perifhed, had 
not a Body of Lufttanians offered to Sacrifice meir own 
lives for the defence of his. They defperately forced 
.their way to the place wherehe was Fighting,, and ta¬ 
king him into ihe midfl of them, carried him off in 
fafety. He thus brought back tb his Men, fo encou- HerMvfrt 
raged them with his prefence, that they obliged Pompey ^ ^ 
to quit his Camp, and with it his Tents and Engines: ;b , Ro . J 
Had-not the Night been fo near, few Romans had efca- mallS> 
ped$f>ut they under the fhelter of it, got away to places 
’ofiafety. In the mean while Metellus laid hard Siege to 
Calaborra, but the victorious Sertorius drove him thence 
by main force, with the Slaughterof 3000 of his Men, 
and entring the Town, Commended the Fidelity of 
' *the Inhabitants.* Here he was informed, that Metellus 
and Pompey joynlng their Forces, lay before Ofca or 
Huefca his Univerfity ; thither he halted and Encamped 
at a fmall diftance from them, io cafelefly, that Met cl¬ 
ips forced him to take fhelter in the Befieged City in 
great Confufion, leaving behind him many Armes and 
Horfes, and much Ammunition: This frown of For- 
> tune moved the Romans, who had hitherto followed 
Sertorius, to confpire againft him. Here by the way, 
it is to be obferved. That doubtlefs there were two Of¬ 
ca s, fince wc Read, that before this time, they Fought 
in Andalusia near Ofca, and now again being in the 
Territories of Aragoji, Sertorius fled to Ofca.

Was a Homan, called Antony:. There was no lefs moum- 
ing at his Death among the Lufitaniansi than hadbeen 
for lfiriatus, and many killed themfelves adhis Funeral, 
The Hind that had always Followed Seytorius,^ feeing 
him Dead, fmeiling to him, and heavily Groaning, at , 
length forbearing all Suftenance, fell down Dead by his 
fide. The Lufitanians gathering his' Afhes into an time, 
returned to Evora, where they were Honourably En¬ 
tombed. The Magiftrates of Evora, then the chief Go¬ 
vernment of Lvfitania , confulting how to fecure the 
Common-wealth, refolved not to alter any thingjrtill ' 
they few what was done by Perpenha, with whom'was,? 
the greateft part of Sertorius his Army, tho’ many had 
forfeken him, feeing Pcmpcy preiimg upon them, with,

carried them; wherefore he returned to inform Pompey , Pompey 
and both of them came before the City- Cauda, which/«W # « 
offered to embrace the Frjendfhip qf the Romans, bu tmmyplar 
refufed to admit a Garrifon. Pompey requefted that 
whllft they cojuld agree upon Articles, his lick Men-

Wives and Children. Nevertheleft, Afranids broke in 
upon them, and found many Inhabitants looking ra¬ 
ther like Ghofts than Men, and many quarters of Wo*, 
men and Children hanging up for Food. 

$7- j m The Homan Senate thought the Victories of Pom- 
pey and Mete Hus ; had iumciently fecured Spain ; . 
, therefore they fent thether Publius Pifo Pretor, a Man 
more addi&ed to Peace than War. He found all things 
.quiet, but after a while, underftonding that Warlike* 
preparations were making in feveral parts of Spain, ;h© . 
lent his Queftor Lucius Flaccus , to viut and put all Gar- 
rifons into a pofture of Defence; in the mean while he 
gathered an Army of Homans and Andalusians, and ta^ 
king the Field in feveral places, Defeated the Spaniards ; 
but Authors do not mention the particulars. Certain

Pub. Pifo His fuccds was doubtlefs more cpnfiderable, finceit,ap- 
62 pears he triumphed at Home. Cneus pifo fucceeded Pub - 
Hus. , he by his ill Government loft the AffcCtions, not 
only of the Natives, but of the Homans, and marching 
into Lufmnia , had his Legate cut off by lome Light 
Horfc.o? the Country, none of his Army ftirring to res¬ 
cue him. The next Pretor ryas Quintus Calidius , who 
/$l. defeated feveral Parties of Lufitanians , that Plundered 
' the Country, after him came T ubero, who brought 
with him as his Queftor Julius C<efar , to whom his 
future Fortune was foretold at Cadis ; # For vifiting the 
Temple of Hercules , and falling aileep in it, he Dream¬ 
ed that he lay with his M ot her. Tnis the Sputhfayers 

] interpreted 
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interpreted to Denote his becoming Sovereign of Home, 
his Mother-Country, which he fhould deprive-of its An- 
tjentLiberty. There alio feeing thePi&ure of Alexander 
the Great, he wept confideringthat mighty King had 
fubdued fo confiderable a part of the World, at that 
Age ,w;hich he then was of, and had yet done nothing 
worthy of Fame. Thefe confiderations made him quit 60. 
his Employment and return to Home to aim at greater. 

About this time hapned on the Coafbof Galicia and 'f V"* 
Portugal, fo terrible an Earthquake, that many Build- 
foes being overthrown, the People fled to the |Moun- ' 
tarns for Safety. The Sea alfo broke in and drowned t 
■feveral places. At 7 Cape St. Vincent, a Mare brought 
forth a Monfter with the Head, Breaft, and Fore-feet 
‘of a Bull, the Body of a Horfe, and the Hind-feet like 
a Man’s: This Monfter was thought to forelhew the ^ 
Calamities that afterwards befell Lufitania. , 

8 . Some Years pafled, that the Romans fent no Com¬ 
mander of Note into Spain, which the Lufitanians ob- 
ferving, they broke into Caftile with a great Power, 
putting all the Country to Fire and Sword. The 
chief among thefe People were the Herminii, inhabi¬ 
ting the deep Valley and high tops of the. Mountain 
Herminius, now called Serra de Efirella, which crofleth 
the greateft paraof the Kindom of Portugal. The next JuliusCae- 
great Man tnarcame was Julius Cafar j he to fpread a far comet 
Terror lpared none of the Lufitanians' that ranged in inioLuCi- 
Caftile and Andalusia, but put all to the Sword, which tan * a ’ 
made thole that efcaped home, give the Alarm to pre¬ 
pare the People for the Storm that threatned them., 

Cafar over-running all the Province of Alentcio , with 
his Victorious Army, ufid the utmoft ft verity; the 
Andalusians that followed nim, revenging the wrongs 
before done to them by the Lufitanians ; only the in¬ 
habitants of the Mountain Herminius perplexed C*efar . 

Tho 5 this Mountain, as was laid, runs almpft through 
the Kingdom, the chief habitation of thoft People was 
about the place where now ftands Haramenba , which is 
near Ponalegre and Marvan . The place of it ftlf was 
inaccefiible, and the People refblute, therefore Cafar 
fent AmbafTadors to perfwade them to come down and 
inhabit the plain; they kept theft AmbafTadors till 
they drown them their Weapons, the {Length of 
tlie Place, atid number of the Defendants, and then 
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diipiffed them, with affurance that they 
only to their Weapons and Courage. C<efa difflju gp 
to be Braved by thole Mountiuneers, to appealetheo-. 
£ ctLufitanJs, much offended for that his Soldiery

The Tumults railed by 
the Vaccd and Veftones, moved the Senate to fend Ponu 
py to pacifie the Province: But whilft lie prepared to 
let forwards with the Grandeur becoming him, three 
•Legates came; one of them was Petreius, wfrofe Pro¬ 
vince was Lufitania, and the Care of Quelling the Vac- 
1 cci and Vettoncs : With him joined the People of Bcyra, 
and, together, they forced their Enemies to lue for 
Peace. After which, Petreius went _ to the Affiftance of 47, 
thole of the Province of Beyra , againft a great Number 
of the People that came from between the Rivers Duero 
and Minbo , who were going over to fettle among them ^ 
and (though with conliderable Lois) he fecured the 
Pals, and drove them back. 

- 3 . Julius Ccefar having drove Pompcy out of Uptne, 
was now coming again into Spain ; The Legates ha¬ 
ving Notice thereof, prepared tooppofe him, and Pe¬ 
treius joining Afraniusy they together made up near 
60000 Men, as well Romans as Spaniards.

P rivately to fly away to the Mountains. The rnv 
rattor finding the City empty, followed the Irihabp 
tarns, where he took from them all they nad before m 
ved. The Herminii thus plunder’d, their Number in- 
creafing, relolved to poffels themlelves oi the Plains 
along the River Tagus , turning out the ancient Pro*, 
prietors. A great Number of them were cut oft by the 
Citizens of Lisbon, as they endeavoured to pafi that Rh 
ver: Then the Mountaineers defifting from their nrit 
Purpofe, encamped about Lisbon ; but being there lur- 
priced in the Night, by their Enemies, almoft all ot 

them perilhed. , 

A3. A. Cneus and Sextus, the Sons of Pompey the Great, 
Cneus and catneinto Spain , invited by the general Content or the 
Sextu s,the People. The’Eldeft was declared General at Cartage- 
two Sons of and let out thence with a good Army, Gamfoning 

Pompey, all the ftrong Towns. Sextus Pompesus was left at Cor- 
in Spain. ^ ova _ j utius c <efars two Legates, Pedius and Fabiut 
Maximus, obferved the Motions of the two Pompeys, 
and gave Cxfar an Account of all that palled; and he 
travelled with all poflible Speed into Spain, In the 
meantime, Philo, a Lujitanian, railed Men, ana Join¬ 
ed himfelf to Cneus, The Celerity of Cafar was incre¬ 
dible ; yet came he not lb loon, but that his Legates 
were before defeated by Cneus Pompeius, with a mighty 

Slaughter. The Legates fled to their Camp, where

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pompey affaulted them three times, and jvas as often re- v 
cubed: At laft he underftood they ftole away by Night, 
hut in luch good Order, that he durft not purlue 
fjbem; elpecially, hearing that C<efar was come to Sa- 
runtumfind that Andalusia began to mutiny.Underftand- 
fng that C<efar marched towards Cardova, he directed hi? 

Courle thither ; and to march the lighter, he left all 
his Sick at Capara. By the Way he laid Siege to Vtia, 

(now Montemayor ; ) but it being relieved b y Cafar, he 
! removed towirds Cordova, i y Miles dillant; where he 
| found his Enemy, expe&ing that the Towns-People 
Would have delivered the Place to him; buttheVigi- 
|' lancy of Sextus, and the Arrival of Cneus, prevented 
flie Defign. Cafar thus dilappointed, removed, and 
laid Siege to a ftrong Place, which Pompcy had made 
his Magazin: It was then called Ategua ; and now, Te- 
i ,ba the Old. Pcmpey marched to relieve it; but finding 
the Befiegers too ftrongi, returned with Speed to Cordo¬ 
va ; yet, being lent for by the Befiegea, he returned 
again to Ategua, and lent in fome Succour, and Muna- 
cius Flaccus, to govern in the City: He, feeing no 
. Hopes to hold out, lurrender’d himfelf and the City to 
Cafar upon Dilcretion. This fetoenraged Pompey, that 
Upon light Surmizes he put to Death almoft 80 Men of 
Note; and by this Means mad^himfelf odious to all 
that followed him ; whereof, many deferted. 

f . In this manner their Affairs went on, till- Cafar Csfar o- 
Potnpcy met at Munda, (now a little Town, called vtrtbom 
Honda,) five Leagues diftant from Malaga, This Ci- fompey 
, ty was Garri foil'd by Pompcy, and in it confifted all his at Mima 
Hopes; wherefore he lay to lecure It with 60000 
Men. Hither Cafar came, to engage Pompcy ; and the 
Battel began moft fimdully: Pompey behaved himfelf 
lo gallantly, that Cafar was once in doubt whether he 
Ihould not kill himfelf, as defpairing of the Victory: 

But confidermg better, he lighted off his Horfe; and, 
Latching a Buckler from a Soldier, ran delperately in¬ 
to the tbickeft ot his Enemies; Lying to his own Men,

lay your Arms acrofs,fincc you have loft all Scnfeof Shame,, 
and leave me in the hands of two Boys, after youijfad been, 
vittorious over all the Power, of Spain. In this rrianner he 
broke into the Body of his Enemies, where he had pe¬ 
rilhed, but that his Horfe coming in, related him,

Who followed him with,his Troops, affaulted 
Camp. Titus Labienus, ft,brave Captain, drawing out.

Pompey thought he had fled, and they immediately topkj 
to their Heds; feme fled to Munda, others to the Canip, . 
ioboo w<?re (lain, whereof 7000 Were Lttfiwm 
Pompey wounded, and overthrown, fled with 150 Lit?* 
Jitdnians. of his Guard, that were left. Being come 
Algexira, Publius Calvicius lent him in an Hone-Litte^ 
to Cortega ’, the Inhabitants of which Place wouldhave; 

delivered him to his Enemies, but he efcaped in a Gak 
ley. Didius, Cafar's Admiral, purfued him lo Cdofej 
that he was forced to fly to Land ; where he wa6 hard ', 
chafed by Ccfonius Lento , till, not being, able to ia.\ 
farther, he hid himfelf in a Cave, where he wasbe-' 
traved by a Servant of hisow.n. Cefonius^ carried his 
Head Jo C^far, then at Sevil, who cauied it to be ho^ 

^^w^Lufitminns who had efcaped the Hands of 
Ccfonius in the Purfiiit of Pompey , npt knowing what 
had happen’d, as %i as they perceived the Pimm 
were gone, returned to theGave to look ror him j ana- 
finding only the Tr*ik of the Body refolved to re¬ 
venge his Death. Didius the .Admiral having left Cefi> 
nius , was then Careening his Vends on the Shoar, 
without liifpetting any Danger j but one Night the l«- 
Jitanians came down upon him in thriee feveral Bodies, 
and firing his Ships, put theMen to the Sword, and the 
Head of Didius theyLent to Philo, their General. As 
foon as Sextus Pompeius , at Cordova, underftood the 
Death of his Brother, he marched out of the City with 
all his Forces; and joining with the Lufnanians that 
were difperfed thereabouts, he met Ccfonius, who be¬ 
headed Cneus, and put him to flight. 'In the mean 
while, Cafar went to take Poflellion of Cordova j and 
returning to Sevil, he found Philo, with the Lufitanians< 
in it; who was forced to fly, after maffacring many of 
the Citizens. He fled into Lufitania, to raile Forces } 
where, hi the City Lenius, he found Ceciliut Niger, 
With a good Body: Both together got into Sevil. fur- 
prizing the Roman Army; but paid for it with the

The Inhabitants of the City ot Porto, terrified 
at the Fame of their Succels, lent Ambalfadors to fuc 
for Peacp, afid Friendlhip; putting them in Mind, 
they were all originally Greeks. This took fo well 
with the conquering Galicians, that they allowed of 
the Kindred, and lo exempted the City 6£ m Porto from 
being plunder’d and burnt, as all others they Came at 
were.

1 . f~\laudtus II. and Aurclianus were Succeffors to Ga- 
lientts, in the Empire. The latter was he that 
overcame the moft Warlike Zpnobia, Queen of PA 1 
mira. Under thefe Emperors differed Martyrdom nine 
Sifters, the Daughters of Lucius Catehus, or Cairn Ati- 
Hus, Governor oi GAicia afad Lufitania ; as feme Au¬ 
thors have it, bom at Braga-j but others lay, he was a 
German. Thefe things are very obfeure, and uncer¬ 
tain j as are all the Affairs of Lufitania , till the Time 
of Confiantine the Great. Only this is certain, That a 
a great Number of Martyrs differed under the Headien 
Emperors, throughout all Spain ; and consequently, 
Portugalhzd a great Share in them,The Emperor Confijsp- 
tine , after quieting the Troubles of Spain, the better tq 
fettle the Spiritual Government, aflembled a National 
Council at Toledo .- In it the Metropolitan Churchei 

Were fettled; which were, Braga and Merida , for Lufi 

ianitt'} 
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itfnia ; Toledo, Sevil and Cordova , for the reft of Spain. 

Another Council was afterwards held at lliberi, which 
Wa§ near Granada, for fettlirig many Things relating 
to the Affairs of the Church. Thete met at it 19 
Bilhops, 3 whereof went out of Portugal 5 which were, 
Vincentim , of Ojfonoba, iii Algarve \ Januarius, of Alca¬ 
zar de Sal ; and Quincianwj of Evora. Confiantine re¬ 
gulated the Government of the Empire, reducing it to 
a better Form than any of his Predeceffors had done; 

He employed Spanijh Forces in remote Parts: In Egypt 
was a Body of Spanijh Horfej and another of Lufita- 
niati Foot: Alfo Spanijh Horfe, in Arabia ; and others, 
in other Places.

. z. In this Age, the Herefie of Prifcilian was Coti- Prifoiiiart 
demned at Home, in France, and Spain ; he having be- the Here* 
fore differed Death for it. This Herefie was firftoV£ cci: ~ 
broached in Egypt, and thence brought into Spain, by demned. 
one Mart^ who loon gained the Affections of feme La¬ 
dies, becaufe he allowed (among his other Tenets) 
that Married People might be divorced, only upon. 

Diflike of one another. A certain Lady, called Aga¬ 
pe, was the great Favourer of this new Dodtrine, and 
in her Houfe it was taught; one I-Ielpidius , a Gramma¬ 
rian, being the chief Profeffor. PrfciliamiSj bom in 
Galicia, with feme Smattering he had of Rhetorick and 
Philofophy, and a little Skill in Magick, of a Difeiple, 
in a few Days became fe abfelute a Matter of this He¬ 
refie, that it ever after took Name of him. A Synod, 
aflembled at %arago\a, condemned all the ’ ProFeflora 
of this Herefie; yet they prevailed fo far againft this 
Decree, that Prifcilian was made Bithop of Avila: 

Upon Complaint made to the Emperor GracUn, he 
ordered that Prifcilian , and the other Heretical Bi- 
fhopS, Ihould not only be expelled their Sees, but 
>11 Spain. After this, Prifcilian, with Bribes, obtained 
an Order from one of the Emperor’s Secretaries, to 
be himfelf reftored to his Bifhoprick ; and the lame for 
one of his Companions, the other being dead; The 
CathoMck Bilhops flying to the Emperor for Redrds, 
ttfutidd W’aS hot ohly depofed, but beheaded for his 
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Contumacy. The other Bilbop, called Inftancius, re¬ 
canted. Some of PrifcilUri s Difciples brought hi* 
Carcafe into Spain, where he was reverenced as a 
Saint; and thefr moft folemn Oaths were made by 
him. The Emperor Maximin would have put them, 
all to the Sword, but St. Martin oppofed it, being ve¬ 
ry angry that the Spanijh Bifhops had profecuted Prifci- 
lian to Death: Nevertheless, Maximus defended the 
Bifhops, and was offended at St. Martin for oppofing 
9 oi. them. A fecond Conftantine filled the Imperial Throne, 
in the Perfon of Tbeodofm j/fb equal was their Jultice, 
Clemency and Religion. About this time there is 
fome Account, that the Lufttanians of Ambraua built 
Placcnfia, in the Province of Cantabria. There is ltill 
a Town thereof this Name, and we find one Prctafm 
■ Bifhop thereof mentioned in the Fifth Council of To¬ 
ledo. But let us come out of this Obfcurity, though 
not into full Light, yet to- fomewhat more Clearnefs, 
and (peak of the Coming of the Goths into Spain.

Whilft thefe Nations were yet em- 
bejln - ployed in Germany and France, the ftomdn- Army in 
8 1 ’ Great Britain faluted two of their Generals, Marcus , 

and Gracianus , Emperors, fiicceflively; and then kil¬ 
ling them both, promoted Conftantius': ; who fearing the 
like End as the others had met with, palled over into- 
France ; where joining with' the greateft Men, he made 
. himfelf Mafter of moft of that Country. Eucouraged 
with this Succefs, he lent out leveral Commanders qf ^ 
Note to pofleft themfelves of Spain, expelling^ thofe' 
that govern’d there for'the Emperor Honorius. There 
had been no Difficulty in comparing his Defign, but 
for Didimus and Verinianud ^ who being piCirfin Lvji- 
tania, ."hailed with a good Power, to fecure tlie Palfo 
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toF the Pyrmean Hills. However, Conftans , the Soh of 
Corijlantius with certain Veterane Legions, and lome 
Troops of Alans and Suevians , all in Rebellion a- 

§ amft the Empire, forced their Way : The two Bro- 
lers purfued; and overtaking him, they came to a 
Battel, in which the Impcritlifts were overthrown, 
and Conftans obtained a compleat Vidtory. Thus the 
Spaniards were forced to lubmit themfelves to Ccn- 
ftans. Tpe Guard of the Pyrenean Hills was commit¬ 
ted to the Suevians and Alans, that they might-keep 
out the other Barbarous Nations, dilperfed throughout 
France. Thus flulhed with the' rich Booty they had 
got in Spain, they invited the Vandals, Alans, Suevians 
I and Selingi, whom they were-to have kept out, into 
Spain. Thofe People, though under feveral Corriman- a 16 
ders, unanimous in the lame purpofe, palled the Moun- ^ 
tains : Guadericus was King of the Vandals ; Henneneri- 
ous, of the Suevians-, and Refplandidnus, of the Alans..

S y. Attaces, to exprels to his Father-in-Law hoy 
firmly he intended to obferve the new-fettled Frien - 
(hip, caufed Cindafunda to be painted on his Colour, 
{landing upon a Pedeftal; with a Green Dragon on 
the one fide, and a Red Don on the other. By thofe 
two Creatures, were figmfied, the two Kings, b«o 
Competitors, now united by her: The Work-men, to 
flatter their King, carved the fame Upon many Sconesi , 
Arm , of which have been fo preferved, that it is now the Coat 
tZf of Arms of that City. Cindafunda, who was a C* 
tholick, privately favoured thofe that the King forced 
to labour at his Struaures: But particularly, the tooK 
Companion on the Priefts and Bilhopsand among 
them, the Bifhop Elipanidus, and the VneftRfcnm. 
She, with her Beauty and Intreaties, fo moUihed me 
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King, that mahy Catholicity were delivered from that 
Slavery. They lived feme Time together very una- 
nimoufly: He Employed himfelf in endeavouring to 
lubdue fiiqh provinces as yet remained fubject to 
the Roman Empire; but the Romans, joining With the 
Goths, defended therafelves; as will appear by die Se¬ 
quel.. ’ 

6. The Emperor Honorius, then at Ravenna, feeing 417. 
the mighty Decay of the Empire, for Conflantius was 
poffeffed of a great part of France ; while, Ataulfus, 
the Goth, held Gallia Narbonenfis ; and the Vandals, 

Suevians and Alans, Spain, Againfl all thefe Enemies, 
he made choice of Conflantius , a Noble Roman ; who 
befieged Conjlantine in Arles, and drove him, for fear, 
to enter into Orders: Yet this availed him not, for 
he was put to Death. Conflantius defigned next to 
turn his victorious Arms ^gainft' Cotflans, but under- 
ftood that he was killed by Geronicus, who rebelling, 

•had proclaimed Emperor a Friend of his own, cal¬ 
led Maximus. This Geronicus paffed over into France : 

And hearing that Conflantius, having flain Conjlantine, 

Was coming upon him, he returned into Spain, and, * 

In Scorn, was murder’d by'the Roman Legions. Ma¬ 
ximus fearing the like Death, fled, and ehded his 
Days in Mifery. In the mean time, Honorius having, 
by his General Conflantius, reduced France and 1 Great 
Britain, he employed him againft Ataulfus, King of 
the Goths, in Gallia Narboncnfis. The Goth hard pref- y?,, Goths 
fed, by the Way "of. RouJfiHon, broke into Spain, com- ev^-Spam 
.putting greater Outrages than the Alans, Vandals, Sue¬ 
vians ox Siting! had done. After many Events which 418. 
appertain not to our Hiftory, the Goths came to Com- 
pofition with Honorius. But it was not fo with the 
Alans, who poflefled the greateft part of Portugal, and 
continued their Canquefh; treating the Vandals and 
Suevians, not as their Fellows in Arms, but as their 
.Vaffals. This put all Spain ipto a Flame, every one 
Handing, up for his Liberty, as Attaces lifted up him- 
.felf, to Lord.it over all. That each Nation might 
;be the more at leifure to follow their delperate De¬ 
signs, they all writ to the Emperor, to this Effedf: 

• Preferve the Peace, Sir, with us all ; Fake Hojlages from 
us all: Let us fight ; for if we kjtl one another, the Loft 
U tur own, anfi yours the Fruit of the Viblory, whoever 
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has the betterTour grcatejl Advantage, ts, to fee us all 
confumcl The War was accordingly begun, the £ 
Ians commencing it againft th t Vandals and! */««*. 
Conftantius came to this War bringing with him tVa- 
King of the Goths, whole Rehdence was in C^- 
itia : And Attaces, not able to withftand that rower, 

fled into Portugal. , . . ^ 

7. The Vigors purfued, and Attaces giving them 
Battel, was overthrown, though joined by the Native 
• Lufitamans : Thofe that efcaped out of the Battel, 
fled ; dome into Galicia, to Gundcricus ; others to Ltf

ly following their Generals, paid Tribute to the Em- 
75 * Sue- peror; Hermenericus, the Suevian King, at Lisbon, ap- 
vians in- plied himielf to the repairing of the Towns that had 
corporate' ^ tea deftroyed ; treating the Native Lufitamans no 
rvi:h ' h : otherwiie than his own Country-men. The Lujita- 
nl , m having die tree Liberty ot their Religion, and 
litanians. : u admitted to all Honours with the Sui- 

viars the two Nations joined Marriage; and by that 
Means became fo entirely one, that there was no know¬ 
ing the Suevian from the Lufitanian, or the contrary. 
Being thus joined into one Body, they could after, 
wards never be parted'; but notwithstanding the inva¬ 
sion of the Goths, the Inhabitants of Portugal were af¬ 
terwards called Suevians.

• y * K'ng; as did the Suevians, or Portuguefes , under theif 
Sovereign Hermenericus ; till Gundcricus , King of the

ma, and the Siltngi in Andalusia, if I-Icrmcnericus were 
once opprelfcd, lie brokfe the Peace with the Suevians _ ; 
and ruming luddenly, with Fire and Sword, into their

Ifchila to begin Kis Reign honourably, 
gathered a mighty Power, and meeting Andebalus on 
the Banks of the River Xenil, then called Silingus, flew 
him and the greateft part of his Army.

.wwand Carpentania to the Romans, apd entnng into 
League with them, by that means eftablilhed a large 
and peaceable Kingdom, He died Eight Years after 
his Father, and left his Son Riccianus to lucceed blip, 
being equal to him in valour, but more fortunate in the 
true knowledge of the-Evangelical Law, which he pro- 
fefled living, and adhered to at his death.

4. The Kingdom of the Suevians thus divided, fell 457 * 
into thole Calamities which commonly attend States 
that depend between Competitors.. Two. Years the 
Wars continued very furious, during which time 10 
many Towns about the Frontiers were fubverted as 
might well have contented either party; but at laitboth 
of them grown weary, gave over the ltrife. Mafdra 460. 
who had the better Title died, and left a Son called 
KemifmnrJus his Succeffor; he confidering how little 
had been gained on either fide by the V\ ar/not only 
made Peace, but entred into League with bis Compe¬ 
titor. Thus with their united Forces, they conquered 
feveral parts of Lufitania, which owned neither of them, 
but either followed their own Captains, or had again 
put themlelves under the Roman Empire,. f Thus dope, 
they both returned home fatisfied, having enlarged their 
Dominions, which they would have wafted by waging 
War upon one another. Two Years Franta enjoyed j pndigi- 
Peace, at the end whereof he died, leaving the Crown out Birth. 
to his Brother Frumarius: At this time hapned a Prodi¬ 
gy in the Territory of Braga, which was the Birth of 
two Children, each of them having two heads like one 
another, and of two feveral Sexes. Rcmifmundus and 
Frumarius falling at variance about Precedency, took 
Up Arms by force, whereof the latter gained of the .0- 
ther the City Flavin, now Chaves, in which arid all its 
Territory, he (pared not even the Stones, all the Coun¬ 
try was confumed with Fire and Sword. Remifmun.lus 
was finished with doing as much harm in his Enemies 
Country, as he received in his own ;.he took by open 
force the Cities of Orcnfe and Lugo, in which he exer- 
. eifed the utmoft Efforts of his Fury.

It was then a place impregna¬ 
ble, and accordingly put a Hop for a while to Rcmif r 
mundus ; but.he perfifting before it, had it at lalt furren- 
dred upon Honourable Conditions j though, contrary 
to his Faith given, he broke, the Conditions, robbing the 
Garrifon, and rafing the City. Lisbon made fuch a 
vigorous Defence, that he began to delpair of carrying 
it: but a Citizen called Lufidiut privately, gave him 
Entrance into it, fo that he was within beforetheTowns- 
men could put themfelves in order to oppole him.

persecuted thofe that continued firm in the Faith. All 
the care of the Prelates for reprefling of this current was 
fruitlefs, for it fpread it felf during the fpace of ioq 
Years, in which time the Catholicks (ufiered Opprelu- 
on, Banifhment, and cruel Deaths. There is no fur¬ 
ther memory of the A&ions of Rcmifmundas, after his 
Marriage till his Death} nor much of his Succellors, 
Theodulus, Varamundus, Minis, Faramirus and others, 

• til’. Thcodomim, during the ioo. Years that the Anan. 
•joo Herefie continued. In the Year 490, fomebiihes were 
taken in the River Minho, which on their Scales had 
certain Chara&ers, exprefling that fame number ot 
Years. Not long after came into Spain, Euncus Kang 
of the Goths, withadefiga to fubdue all the Country, , 
and began with Lvfitania, where having made great ha- 
vock, fie returned Victorious into France and died at Ar- 
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Us. Amalaricus , Grandfon to Tbeodoricus f & leceeded 530. 
Euricus, he being Married t6 Crofilda the Daughter of 
Clouis, and Sifter to Childebert, Clotarius y and Clodomi- 
rus Kings of France , treated her ill, becaufe Ihe was 
a Catholick, he being an Arian. She complained 
her Brothers by the means of Ausbertus Archbilhop 
of Braga ; Childebert hereupon came into Lufitania^ and ST}- 
having overthrown and flam his Brother-in-law, return¬ 
ed into France ,laden with Booty, and carrying away his 
Sifter, who died by the Way. 

7. In the Year 549, Agila was Proclaimed King ot 549. 
the Goths y he being overthrown at Cordova, retired into 
JLufitania. There he raifed new Forces to withftand A* 
thanagildus , a valiant ambitious Captain, who being 
pofleited of Scvil, ftiled himfelf King of Spain: He 
was fuppqrted by Rpman Forces, under the.Command 
of Patricius Libcrius, a General in efteem with the Em- 
peror Juftinian. Near to Sevil they came to a Battle, 
wherein Agila was otherthrown, and afterwards Mur- 
thered by his own Subjects at Merida. Atbanagildus thus yyy. 
became Sovereign of all that part of the Kingdom of 
the Gotbs y which lies between the Mouth of Tagus and 
Cape St. Vincent . The greateft part of this Domi¬ 
nion was again recovered by the Romans^ notwithftand- 
ing that Athanagildus did all he could to oppofe them, 
till he died at Toledo in the Year 567. 1 In thefe times 567* 
were famous for Piety and Learning, the Bifhops St. Men fa* 
Julian of Evora, Lucenius of Coimbra, Aprigius of Bcja, mm fof ■ 
Idacius of Lamcgo and Ausbertus of Braga , a Fleming by teaming* 
Birth: Alfo thefamous Orofius born at Tarragona in Ca - 
talonia, > flourifiled at Braga. The Prelates of Spain find¬ 
ing it not only convenient, but neceffary to confalt 
with St. Auguflin then Bifhop of Hippo in Afric for the 
better fettling and adjufting of matters of Religion, then 
much perplexed with Doubts and Controverlies • Bale- 
onius at that time, Bifhop of Braga , made choice of O- 
tofius to be fent to him with this Meflage. The chief 
point given him in charge, was about the means of ex¬ 
tirpating the Herefies then fpread about Sgaiir^ St. Au- 
guftin having therein given his own Opinion, ordered 
Orofius to pafs over into the Holy Land, there to take 
the advice alfo of the other Pillar of the Church St. 

Hieromc , who relided there at that time. There Orofius 
found the Prieft Avitus a Lufitmiian , who for the lovehe

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bore his Country, fentby Orofius at his return fane re¬ 
licks of the Protomartyr St. Stephen, whole body had

In Thcod»mirti<, the Memory of our Princes is happily 
Cmverfm renewed, fince through his Means mod: or^the Subjects 
tud Lu- returned to the true Faith. At the Beginning ol his 
Iranians j^ e ja n [ ie was art Arrian , but miraculouily converted. 
/<•<»» Ana- He 6 removed h ; 3 Court to the City Br.tgy where his 
' Son being defperately ficlc, and no Medicines availing, 
he asked, one Day, , which had been the Religion oh 
Sr .Gr/gory of Tours j this Saint being then famous lor 
Miracles: It was told him, he had been a Catholick. 
Immediately four Gentlemen were lent, with as much 
Gold and Silver as the fick Perfon weighed belides 
* other Gifts, to offer at the Shrine; with a Promile, 
That if the Prince recovered, he ffiould embrace the 
Catholick. Religion. The Sickncfs hereupon decreaied, 
yet the Prince recovered not perfect Health : Where¬ 
upon, the King begged fome Relick of the Saint 5 pro- 
mifing to renounce his Herefie. The Relick was refu- 
fed the Ambaffadors; and they, at Might, Ipreading a' 
thin Veil over the Sepulchre, laid. They mould reverence 
it as a Bel'ick,' if in the Morning its Weight mere conjider- 
ahlj increafed. Accordingly, the next Morning they 
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found it*as heavy as if it had been made of forne weigh¬ 
ty Metal, This Veil the Ambaffadors brought with 
them ; and the fame Day they landed, the Prince per- 
fe&ly recovered. The King performed his Promife, 
embracing the Faith ; and by his Example, and the 
Preaching of another St. Martin, who then came out 
of Fra?ice, according to fome Authorsj or, as others 1 
will have it, out of Greece, mod of the People were 
converted. Tbcodemirus had before ere&ed a Church, 
m Honour of Si:. Martin of Tours : Of this Church ’he 
made the other Martin Abbot firft, and then Bifhop; 
whence he was preferred to the Archiepi(copal See of 
Braga, 1 

• ^. Two Years were fpent in the Embaflages, ana 
other pious Works of the King, for his Son’s Health ; 
and all things being now in Peace, he ordered Lucrccius, Several Sy^ 
Archbifhop ol Braga , to affemble a Synod, for the bet- 
ter regulating the Affairs of the Church. Eight Bifhops^ 5*63. 
being met, they agian condemned the Herelie ol 
Prifcilianus ; ana took Order for the propagating of the 
Faith. Another Synod met after that, at Lugo, to ap- 569. 
point the Limits oi every Diocefs; which were after¬ 
wards continued, in the general Diftobution made 
throughout Spain , by King W.unba. Tbcodcmirus dy- 57 °* 
ing, the Crown came to his Son Ariamirus ; who, with 
the Approbation ol St. Martin, now Archbifhop of 
Braga, ordered another Synod to meet in that City; 
which was accordingly done two Years after: Twelve 57a. 
Prelates affembled there ; and one ol the principal Mat¬ 
ters handled, was, the fixing the due Time of Obferv- 
ingof Eaflcr . After fettling the Affairs of the Faith, 
the King raifed Forces; and invading the People cal- 577 * 
led Pyconcs, now PJoja, fubdued them. Luiva was now 
King of the Goths , and took for his Companion, and 
Succeflor, his Brother Leovigildus • Which done, here- 
turned into 'France, leaving Leovigildus in Spain, to fe- 
eure h\s former Concpefts, and add others to them. 

He vi&orioufiy traverfed the greateft part of Spain, and 
at lalt enter’d Galicia , Ariamirus in vain llrivirig to put 
a Stop to his Progrefs; who now perceiving how inef¬ 
fectual Force proved, thought better to try if Fair 
Means would prevail: Therefore he fent Ambaffadors 
to Leovigildus , to put him in mind of the Peace and Al¬ 
liance effabliihcd betwixt their Predeceffors^ and to de~ 
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fire the Renewing thereof. Leoyigildus, content with

Portugal. w j ch the H e ip 0 f his Friends, poffeffed himfelf of the 
Government, upon pretence of managing it for the 
young'King. But having, in Procefs of Time, lecured 
his Intereft, he ulurped the R.egal T'tle, .^ P?

The egy 
People, diffatisfied with Lcovigildus, rofe up in Arms, 3 3 ’ 
and proclaimed a Noble-man, called Malarious , King ■ 
but he being foon overthrown, and taken Prifbner by 
the Forces of the Goth, the Kingdom of the Lufitanians , 
or Suevians, was entirely brought under the Dominion 
of the Goths.

About this fame time the 
Gafcoigns invaded Spain, but were overthrown, and ex¬ 
pelled, though no Particulars of the Aftion are to be 
found inHiftory, nor of any thing that happen’d in 
the Space of almoft xo Years, which end with the Life 
of Bpcefuindus. He was buried in the Church of St. Leo- 67 x 4 
cadia, at Toledo. Some of his Coin* is ftill. to befeen. 

His only Son Theodofredus was left fo young, that he 
was thought incapable of inheriting fo great a Monar¬ 
chy, as will appear in the Sequel. It is here very re¬ 
markable, that Pontamius , Archbifhop of Braga, not 
content that he had done 9 Months private Penance, 
accufed himfelf openly, in the Synod, of committing 
Incontinency ; wherefore he was aepoled from his Dig¬ 
nity, with extraordinary Horrour of all the Prelates 
who heard the Accufation, though from the Mouth of 
one fo penitent. # So rare was it then to fee a Prelate 
guilty of any Crime; So rare now to fee them endued 
with ariy Vertue.

1. -VTOw was the Monarchy of Spain in a dange- 
rousCondition, Thecdofrcdus theSonoi 
fuindus (if there were any fuch, for it jgMgg'K ) be¬ 
ing left fo Young, that he was wha*MBpa bl e« 
managing the Government; the N»^ c oniul- 
ting what was to be done, asked advice of the Pope, 
who by Divine Revelation, anfwered: it was the MU 
Wamba 0 f God that Wamba Jhould be preferred to the Crown, He 
bis being a Man not known, many went out m learch 01 
Advance-^ bi m and at laft found him near ldanha, then a famous 
mens n the q * n • h&was thenbufie at Plow Wltha pair 

& im ' of Oxen, They told him what they came about, .and 
betaking itfor>ft, or believing it impoffible, anger¬ 
ed : That when the Goad he held in hit hand BloJJmed, 
Wamba wouldbe a King. TheGoad accordingly Ihoot- 
ing out Flowers, he was immediately earned away and 
Crown'd at Toledo, At the time d AnointingpisHead, 
a Vapour like a Cloud was feen to rife from it, and m 
themidft thereof a Bee which afcending into the Air, 
at laft vanilhed: This is in Ihort, what feme Authors 
relate, as to the Eleftion of Wamba. Others wholly 
rejecting all that is miraculous therein, fey, He was a 
Great Man at Court , and others, That be was Son to the 
y late Ki n g Recefeindus, and proclaimed the qd. day after 

his Death, fo that there could not be time to repair to the 
Pope , and the working of the Miracles, Theft latter aie 
the mod fuitable Opinions to Reafon, and there is no¬ 
thing certain in theft Antiquities, every Man may be¬ 
lieve as he plea ft s. . , 

nil Wars z. Wamba ( howfoever it was) being placed on the 
in France Throne, the People of Navarre , and other their Neign- 
b^urs, took up Arms to Ihake . ott the Gothijh Yoak ; 
but the New King taking the Field againftthem, foon 
quelled that Rebellion. In the mean while, the Count 
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fiilpericus revolted in the City of Nifmes, which is in Gal- 
tin Narboncnfis, then (ubjeft to the Dorwmon of. Spam ; 
which made Wamba raife new Forces agamlt that Re¬ 
bel], and gave the Command of them to Paul a Vali¬ 
ant Grecian.- He being Maftei; of the: Field 1 , mftead o, . 
punifhing the Count, rebelled himfelf, and with him 
fUnofmdus Governour of Tarragona ztiA Htldigfus the 
Civil Magiftrate. Bv thefe he was Proclaimed King of 
Spainl and Crowned at Narbonne with a rich Crown, 
offered by the Holy King XgwcAu at the (brine of St 
Felix Martyr of Gironnc. Htltericus the nrlt Rebel, and 
all GalliaNorboncnJispncd with the others; the lame did 
Catalonia and Navarre. Paul flrengthned with the aC- 
ceflion of fe many Provinces, had the boldnds to lend 
a Challange in moll inlolent Terms, to King Mamba, 

He at that time was in Wax with the People of Navar¬ 
re and Bifcay, and having cau.fed the Challenge to he 
ReadinanAflemblyofhischief Commanders,tho molt 
of t h e m advifed to the contrary, he refolved to march 
with fpeed againft the rebellious Enemy; none hehta- 
ted to follow the refolute Prince. They entred Na¬ 
varre, which they entirely lubdued in feven days, and 
being come into Catalonia, the King divided ins victo¬ 
rious Army into three parts; one took the way ot Per¬ 
pignan, another that of Aufetania, and the third kept a- 
long the SeaCoalh The King himfelf flayed behind 
with certain choice bands to be ready to repair to the 
place where moft Danger was. He _ took Barcelona by 
force, and was peaceably received into Gironnc, for the 
Tyrant believing that Wamba would not have the Cou¬ 
rage to come to meet him, and that he fhould foon be 
there himfelf, had feat to order Amador theBifhop, That 
he fliould acknowledge as his Prince the firlt that came 
to the Walls. Wamba being the firft, the. Prelate did 
as he was ordered, and the King laid to him, Paul has 
Propheftcdmy coming hither. Immediately he advanced 
to the Pyrenean Hills, and at the foot of them took Ca¬ 
libre and other ftrong places. . , , 

3. Wbilft Wamba reduced the Rebels, Paul retired Tat Re bells 
to Nifincs, leaving all he had provided for his Defence ' I’ranee 
behind him at Narbonne. All that was not lufficient to ■ ° y 
fecure that City to Witimerus, whom he had left there ' ‘ 
as his Lieutenant; for Wamba to avoid the Efiufion of 
Blood, having offered him feme good Terms, and he

obftinately refilling, an Affault was given, which lift¬ 
ed three hours, at the end whereof the City was taken, 
and ill it Wi timer us with others or his Ailociates. ^he 
fame hapned at Magalona, Agate and other ftrong hoi s, 
all taken by force and with much Slaughter. Nijmes held 
out longer defpair fighting for Paul but at laft it fub- 
mittedto mmbn. The French in the Town thinking 
they were betrayed by the Spaniards in hope ol Par¬ 
don, fell upon them, andfo they flaughtered one ano¬ 
ther, whilft the Befiegcrs breaking m, put them all in- 
73, differently to the Sword. Paul -quitting the Royal 
Robes, retired to an Amphitheater, a ftrong Roman 
Work, where he flayed two days the Victors only 
keeping Guard leaft he (hould efcape thence. 1 he 
King coming to the City, Arycbatus, Archbilhop 01 Nar- 
bonne, one oTthe followers of Paul , came out to meet 
him in his Pontifical Robes, and calling himfelf at his 
Feet, begged Pardon for himfelf and all the reft. 1 his 
action fomewhat appealeth fVamba, who Pardoned 
him and promifed to moderate his anger towards the 
reft. He entred the City in Triumph, where Paul' \ns 
brought Prifoner and fell down proftrate before him, 
as others did , their lives were granted, but they were 
committed to cuftody till it were refolved what punilh- 
mentto infli£l‘upon them ; all the.Wr were let tree, 
and the City ordered to be repaired, k was voted, 
that Paul and his Aflociates (hould have their Eyes put 

out, their lives being before granted them, but Wamba 

was content they Ibould only remain perpetual lri- 
foners. When he entred Toledo in Triumph, they vyere 
all carried before him upon Camels, and Paul m the 
midft of them barefooted, with a Crown of black Lea¬ 
ther on his Head, inftead of that of Gold he had alpi- 
r ed to; all their Beards long, and their Heads lhavedj 
Penalties ulually inflicted on Traitors at that time, and

,e Affir in the bounds of all the Bilhopricksof Spain were de- 
tns inya- remained, which continued in the fame form, till the 
ng Spain Moores conquered Spain. The fame Year another Sy- 
'firoyed. nQ ^ v/aS held at Braga to reform Abufcs: much about 
this time the Africans with a great Fleet fcourmg alofig 
the Coaft of Spain, did much harm: The King lent his 
Forces againft them, by whom they were overthrown. 
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their Fleet burnt, and all their power both by Sea and 
Land conlumed. It is thought that one Count ErvigU 
us a Grecian , baniflhed by the Emperor of Conftantino - 
pie, was the caufe of then* coming : he afpiring to * 
Crown, thought that the Goths thus invaded, would 
eafily have (ubmitted themfelves to him, becaufe he 
aad married a Niece of King ^ccejinudus, and that fVam- 
k wasthen'vcry Aged. Failing of his aefign, he gave 
JYamba a fort of Poifon that difturbed his Brain, and 
at the lame time prevailed with him to appoint him 
his Succeflor. Belides thele his Contrivances, FVam¬ 
ba dellrous of himfelf to laydown the burden of a Crown 
to him grown unfupportable, voluntarily quilted the 
regal Authority, and took the habit of a Monk in the 
Monaftery of Pamplicga , betwixt Burgos and Valladolid, 
on the Banks of the River Pifuerga , where he appro-, 
ved himfelf as good a Religious Man, as he had been a 
King. ‘Eight or more Years he Reigned, and lived Se¬ 
ven in the Monaftery; it is not known that he Had any 
Children, nor fo much as a Wife, he was Buried at 
Pamplicga ; King Ferdinand* the Saint, defigned to 
Tranflate him to Toledo , and his Son D. Alo?jfo the 
Wife, pitt it in Execution. There are two Tombs now 
in the Chappel of St. Leocadia , in the Cathedral of that 
City, one fuppofed to be PVamba\ and the other of 
Ring Ucccfiundus . King Philip the II. cauling them to 
be opened in the Year 1 575*, one of the Bodies was 
found cloathed in the habit of St. Bcncdift , which was 
therefore concluded to be that of PVamba, becaufe he 
wearing that Habit whilft living, was doubtlefi Buried 
in it. Some Authors will have him to be Buried at 
Cinanium , ovCitania , a City in the Mid-way betwixt 
Braga and Guimaracns. 

5. Ervmus Succeflor to TVamba , was Son to Arde-‘ 681. 
baftus, whom Ancient Records call Count, who was Ervigius 
married to the Daughter of King Chindafuindus .■ Ti&o’ f HCC(!t 'ds 
hedeferved not the Crown as being an unjuft Ufurper, ^ arn ^ a - 
he afterwards feemed worthy of it for his good Govern-’ 
ment, hisenfuing Virtues attoned for his former Crimes. 

One of hi&firft Actions was the aflembling of a national 682.

RafhneB. T 0 prevent the like Pfa&ices for the future, ” ortu * 
the King gave the Kingdoms of Portugal and Galicia to ‘ 
his Son Witifa, the Grandfon of Ervigius , being then 
of Age to Govern. To himfelf he kept the reft of 
Spain and Gallia Narbonenjis ; Witifa went into Portu¬ 
gal, and kept his Court in tne City Braga, where by 
ms unjuft Adtions, he railed many Troubles and muon 
Blood was Ipilr, his Father having lent him thither to 
prevent Dircord, which he feemed rather to low. 

This Country was eafed by his ablence, for he remo¬ 
ved to Tuy in Galicia , where he lived till the Death of 
his Father. It is no new tiling for a vertuous Father 
to have wicked Children ; Kitlg Egica, befides Witift, 
had Opas Archbilhop of Toledo, famous for aififting to 
the Deftru&ion of Spain ; he was alio Father of Fandi- 
toa. Wife to the unfamous Count Julian, and Mother 
to Florinda, the only cauleofthat lamentable Tragedy.

Spain, became 16 infolent, thar giving way to all man- A fur his

fcnt, rofe up in Arms, and put to the Sword t 
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Gafrifons of Sevil,.Beja and Bipula ; which done,’ be¬ 
ing aflembled to a great Number, they took Merida by 
Force, killing all they found therein. Mu^a, who ws 
then at %aragofa, ha/fed to quell this. Commotion:, 
which was eafuy done. Merida he (pared; Sevil ft {. 
fered much; at Bipula there was not one Stone left 
upon another; burwhat he did at Beja, is not known, 
though it may be ft pooled not to have efcaped, ha¬ 
ving been the Place of Rendelvouz. for the People of 
Sevil. 

7. The famous A&ions of D. Pelayo, or Pelagius, and Pelagias 
the milerable Ends of Count Julian, his Wife, and the fir ft 
Daughter, the principal Adfors in this Tragedy, tire thftt oppo- 
treated of in the Chronicles of thole Kingdoms to fa t!ie 
which they appertain. Pelagius, during the 19 Years Moors - 
he’reigned, had no Command in Portugal, where the 
Moors were, ft predominant, that there were as many 
Kings as Cities. But becaule the A&ions of Pelagius 
were fo great in. themlelves, and in the Conlequcnce of 
them, we will give feme Hints of what others write at 
large; Pelagius was in the great Battel, with his Cou- 
lin-German King Goderich .- After which, .he fled, with 
ci??° t0 Afturias do Oviedo ,• where he took 

Shelter in a, vaft Cave, now called Covadonga, among 
the Mountains of Au/cva ; and was, in that mi/erablc 
Condition, by his Men proclaimed King of Spain , a 
mighty Title, for ft poor a Beginning; and yet here 
began thofe Vi&ories, which, in the Space of 800 
Years, recovered all Spain. Pelagius had a Sifter, 
whole .Name is not known • but Mu\a, Governor of 
Gi/on, in Afturias,' being taken with her Beauty, enjoy’d 
her, upon ,Promile of Marriage. The Deiire of Re- • 
venging this Wrong firftlrioved Pelagius to appear in 
Amis: Thus it fell out, that as one Lady was the 
Caule of the Deftru&ion of Spain, fo another was the 
Motive of its Reftauration. Pelagius was the Son of 
Fayila Duke of Cantabria, Third Son of King Chinda- 
Jumdus, and of his Wife D. Lu^, the Daughter oc T/w- 
aofredus Duke of Cordova, and Brother to Favila. He 
was born at and bred at Alcantara, b y Grafes

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happy Father of the ArchbUhop St .tldcfonfus; By her 
he had Favila and Ermefenda, who fucceeded him in 
thak Regal Dignity. He took Leon in the Year y±%: 
And hence came the Title of Kings of Lew*, and the 
Bearing of a Lion for their Arms. He died at Canges, 
at the Foot of the Mountain Aufeva'm September, 7 g 7 ; 
and.lies buried in the Church ottC&vadonga, built by 
himfelf, and his Wife, and dedicated to the Vii'gin 

Ml % ’Favila, who fucceeded his Father Pelagius, had 
not Time to perform any great A&iohs, being killed 
in the Second Year of his Reign, by a Bear, as he was 
hunting. He lies buried in the Church of the Holy 
Crofs , founded by himfelf, zt-Cangds. He married Froi- 
livua , and either had no Sons, or, at leaft, they came 
not to the Crown; for his Sifter Ermefenda fucceeded 
him, and took to Husband, and King, D. Ahmfo, Son 
to D. Peter, Duke of Cantabria, defcended from Peca- 
redus I. During the foregoing Years, the Chrifiians in 
Portugal enjoyed full Liberty of Confcience. Several 
Moort/h Great Men ruled pver them: Allboacen, Grand- 
fbn to the General T ’arif, was Lord of the City Coim¬ 
bra, and all the*Territories betwixt the Rivets Aha, 
Mondego and Agueda ; governing with Tyrannical 
Power. Thus the Portuguefe lived in Subje&ion, 
when Heaven gave them Hopes of recovering their 
Liberty. Happy was the Kingdom in falling to Erme¬ 
fenda, for that fhe was the Mother of the Vi&orious 
and Religious King Alonfo, who conquer’d a great part 
of Caftile, Galicia and Portugal. He enter’d Galicia 
>■ with a powerful Army, and took the Cities of Lugo 
■ and Tuy : Then palling over the River Minbo, he over¬ 
ran all the Country, as far as ttuero ; entring the Cities 
and Towns of Braga, Porto, Agueda, Vifeo, and Chaves ; 
belides other Places of Importance: No Quarter was. 
given to the Moors ; and the. fhriftians were carried 
away to Ajlurias, he not defigmngto keep all he gain-, 
ed. This was the firft King, after the DeftrufUon of 
Spain, that had any Jurifdi£hon in Portugal. Thus he 
reigned, with great Honour, 17 Years; and died, at 
the Age of 64. His and his Wife’s Bodies were buried 
in the Church of Covadonga. He had Iflue, Fruela, who 
fucceeded him; FVimartmus, Aurelius, and Adofinda. 
By a Slave he had Mauregatus, who proved more like 
.- ~ the 
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the Mother, than the Father, as will appear in the 
Sequel 4 

o, Fruela , who inherited. his Father’s Valour, as 
well as his Kingdom, marched to meet a mighty Ar¬ 
my, lent againft him by Abderramen King of Cordova, 
(the firft that, in Spain, durftcaft oft the Authority or 
the African Calyph,) under the Command of Omar, to 
fevenge the Harm done by the late King Alonfo, in Por¬ 
tugal and Galicia\ He met with no Oppofition in Por¬ 
tugal : But in Galicia, King Fruela difeomfitted his migh¬ 
ty Army, killing him, and 60000 of his Men, - This 
•done, crofting Portugal, to befiege Set aval, he over¬ 
threw Aliaben Talt'b, who came to put ft Stop to his Pro¬ 
ceedings. with iyoo Hor(e,and 14000 Foot: Of the. 
Moors, 8000 were flajn in the FiglP; and of the Cbri- 
jlians, i 5 oo, This Viftory laid that Country open ; 
and the King, after an hard Siege, had Sctuval fiirren- 
der’d. to him. This is his laft A&ion, we know of, in 
Portugal: In other Places he performed many great Ex¬ 
ploits. He forbid Prlefts to marry, yhich had been 
allowed fince the Time of King Witita ; and was the 
Founder of theCity Oviedo . All his Vertues and Tro¬ 
phies were obfcUrea by his putting his Brother Wi ma - 
ranus to death, upon bare Stftpition that he intended to 
rebel, becaufe he was exceedingly beloved by the Peo¬ 
ple, for his extraordinary Endowments. Moft Authors 
agree, that this Wimaranut was Father to Bermudo the 
Monk, afterwards King. Fruela Was married to Moni- 
>na, the Daughter of Eudo Duke of Guiennc, in France , 
Their Children were, D. Alonfo , and the Lady Xlmcna. 
This King had alfo a Baftard-Son, called Eaimund. 
He profpered no more after the Death of his Brother 
FVimaranus ; for Abderramen, King of Cordova, recover¬ 
ed all that Part of Portugal which lies betwixt Cape 
St. Vincent and the River Tagus. After this Lois, he was 
murder’d at Cangas, by his Brother Aurelius. His Bo¬ 
dy, and that -orhi? Wife, were buried in the great 
Church of Oviedo, founded by himfelf. He reigned 11 
Years in great Efteem with his People ;* and two more 
after the Death of his Brother, no left hated thifo he 
had been beloved, - 

1 o. We have no Account of anything remarkable, 
done by Aurelius, the Succeffor of Fruela, in Portugal , 
BUt about this tune, Marvan iben^orat reigned in Coim- 
‘ I % bra : 
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bra: And T beodtu, a Noble-man; defended of the 
Gotbijh Kings, was Governor, of the Chrijlians . in thele, 
Parts, with the Title of Count. Aurelius reigned fix 
Years, died at Cangas, and was buried in the Church 
774 . of St. Michael. He leaving no Children, Adofmda , the 
daughter of Kifig Alonfo and -Queen Ermcfcnda , and 
his Sifter, fucceeded him. She married Silo, whole Pa¬ 
rents are not known; but fo he came to be King. He 
enter’d Portugal, to make War upon the Moors -, and 
took from them the City Merida, in Eftremadura. 
Thence he marched againft the People of Galicia, who 
were in Rebellion; and finding great Oppofition, af¬ 
ter the Viftory; he treated them with much Seventy. 
f Having obtained thele Vi&ories, the King gave him- 
felfup Ibentirely^o his Eafe, that the Queen managed 
all the Government. They had one Son, called Aide- 
pajlur, who, with his Wife Brunilda, built the Mona- 
fiery of St. Mary d’ Ovanna, in the Territory of T 'into, 
7 8 ?. for their Bury ing-place. The King died whence had 
reigned Mine Years, and was buried in the Church of 
St John do Pi-avia, founded by himfelf. His Epitaph is

The fuceeeding Kings, from the 1 ear 783, till 
9 24. The Battels they fought, and their. 
Comjuefls upon the Moors; but more parti - 
cularly,- in Portugal. 

i./^Ueen Adofmda confidering, the good Qualities'of 
Q her Nephew D. Alonfo, the Son of Alonfo the Ca¬ 
tholic^ King, *lhe appointed him her Succefibr. Mau- 
783. rdfjUjttis, the Ballard-Son of the lame Alonfo, begotten 
Maurega- on j Slave, loon deprived him of the Crown. To 
mstJuBa- compals his Defign, he enter’d into a League with the 
iff Moors, and became Tributary to them, the Tribute 

CraLt S confifting of 100 Noble Maids, to be deliver’d to them 
. yearly. 
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yearly • In cafe he gave not'the Maids, in lieu of eve¬ 
ryone, he was to pay 500 Pieces of Money, fuppofed 
to anfwer to as many Crowns in our Days. This Tri¬ 
bute was conveyed to Cordova, and gathered and fecu- 
red in feveral Parts of Aflur'ms, Galicia and Pflrtugal. 

Now feme Authors affirm, this Tribute was paid in the 
Year 7*70 ;*and if lo, it mull be in the.R ; eign of Aure¬ 
lius, who governed from the Yeat 768, till 774; and 
then Maurcgatus did not inftitute, but only continued 
to pay it. Whenloever it began, certain it is, it conti¬ 
nued till the Year 788, which was the laft of Maurc- 
gatuis Reign. 'He died without Iflue, and was buried 788. 
at Pravia . 

2. Bermudo , then in Deacon’s Orders, Grandfon to Bermudo, 
the Catbolick Alonfo, being Son either to Wimaranus, or aavanced 
Pfucla, his Brother, was promoted to the Crown after t0 the 
Maurcgatus. The firft Aftion of this King was very 
honourable; for Abderramen, King of Cordova, fending ^ 

to demand of him the Tribute of the Maids, he not Moors, 
only refuted to pay it; but, with a fmall Number, en^ 
countringan Army of his, of 60000 Men, under the 
Command of Mtt%a, overthrew it, and fo recovered 
the Honour of Spain, delivering it from thaUieavy Im- 
pofition. - Bermudo , though a Deacon, was married to 
Oufenda, or Vfenda ; by whom he had Ramiro, after- • 

• wards King ; and a Daughter, named Chrjflina ; He 
had alfo a Baftard-Son, called D.Nunho. * Though the 
Adtion we have fpoken of was great, hislafl: was in- 793.* 
comparably beyond it; for he not only refigned the He refits 
Crown, but, having Children of his own, gave it up the Crow. 
to D. Alonfo , Son' to King Fruela ; from whom it had 
been wrongfully taken by Maurcgatus, This done, he 795*. 
took the Habit of a Monk, in the Monaftery of Saha- 
gun ; where he died, and was buried, but afterwards 
transited to Oviedo. 

3. -D. Alonfo , who was reftored to the Crown by Ber¬ 
mudo, was bom in the Year 758. Though married to Alonfo, 
the French Lady Berta , he had no iffue, having lived 
continently with her; and therefore he was called, The 
Chafe , a Name rare among Princes. This Name of 
Alonfo , as it was fortunate to Spain in general, fo was it 

alfo to Lisbon \n particular, for its Recovery, Reftaura- y o 
fion and Defence, This King took it from the Moors, pyfj clr^ 
lulling a great Number of them iq the Aflault, and in qne p St \ 
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feveral Battels he fought to come to it. Some Authors, 
will have it, that Charlemaigne came over out of France, 
in Perfon, to his Afliftance: Others deny his Perioral 
Prefence: But all agree, his Army was,(6 great, that 
the Infidels could never make Head againft it. The 
799. following Year, the King took the Cities of Vifeo, La- 
mego, Coimbra , Braga, and other Places about 'Porto, 
Omar King of M/ridaf with a great Power, kid Siege 
to IBenavente ; but he and the greateft part of his Army 
were put to the Sword by Bernard del Qarfio, command¬ 
ing the Forces of King Alonfo. In the mean while. Alia, 
tan, by die Way of Eftremadura , entefd'Portugal, put¬ 
ting all to Fire and Sword, with fuch Succejfs, that he 
took Lisbon the 8th Year after it had been gained by 
King Alonfo. Many other Pkces ftibmitted to the Bar¬ 
barian j and he left Akhama , King of Badfiogi or Beja, 
to command there. This Alchama afterwards making 
an Expedition out of his Province, was killed by Ber- 
g II, ndrd del Carpio, at the City Zamora. Aliatan, to re¬ 
venge this Lofi, raifed great Forces in Barbary, which 
he divided into two Bodies j whereof, the one enter’d 
Cajiile ; the other, Portugal ; making great Havock in 
both Places: Both thele Armies were cut in gfeces ; 
one, in which Alahaban commanded, by the King, 
near the River Cefa ; the other, conduced by Melicb, 
813, by Bernard, in the Plain of Narnon, Abdalla , Governor ■ 
of Valencia, and Mahomet , of Merida, rebelled at once 
againft King Aliatan .- He marched againft^ Abdalla ; 
but whilft he was there engaged, Mahomet joined in 
League with King Alonfo ; whereby he became power¬ 
ful enough to conquer a good part of Portugal and 
Eftremadura. Aliatan returning with a mighty Ar- 
niy , overthrew the Rebel, and poflefled himfelf 
of all which he had conquered betwixt Merida and 
Lisbon, 

4 Mahomet thus expelled his Dominion, fled with fuch 
as would follow him to King Alonfo, liibmitting kim- 
felf to him as his Vaflal, The King lent him with 
one Baymund, to lubdue certain places then in Rebellion 
In Gallicia j they cafily overcame the Mutiniers, and 
the King ordered Mahomet to refide in thofe parts, ho-; 

• ping tq make his advantage of him againft the King of 
,81 4 ' Cordova, as he did for fometime: But Mahomet finding 
. , bixnfelf powerful, thought to recover what he had loft 

... . , -. and 
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and therefore privately .confpiring with Raymond, diey 
both Rebelled, ufurping great part of Gft.ca : The 
King hafted thither with a confiderable Army, Ray¬ 
mond prefently fubmitttd himfelf, and was not only 
Pardoned, but Married the Kingis Kmfwoman. Ma¬ 
homet though he had then 60000 Men, durft notgiVe 
Battle in open*Field, but retired to the ltrong Caltle 
of St. Chriftina , two Leagues from Lugo. There the. 
KingBefteged, and Hunger forced him to come out 
and give Battle, in which his Army was entirely rou¬ 
ted and he Slain. About this time was found the Se¬ 
pulcher of St. James the Apoftle, and Patron of Sj/ain, 
which had been hid almoft 800 Years; it was dilcove- 
red by Tbeodemirus Bifhop of Irta: King Aloifo remq- 
yed it to Compoftela, which he made a Bifhopnck, e- 
refting there a Church capable of lb great a Relick. 

Thus Crowned with Victories, and loaded with Years, 
for he lived Eighty Five, and Reigned Fifty Two; he 841. 
died, at Oviedo, and lies Buried in the Cnurch of St. X->m by 
Mary de Rearfto, his own Foundation. At this time Ordeal in 
the old Gotbijh Law of trying People by Fire was in «>• 
life in Portugal , as appears by the Tryal of EloJinda, 
accufed of Adultery by . her Husband Ariovigildus, (he 
after this manner clearing her felf, and he beings Con¬ 
demned to be Burnt, as me fhould have been it Con- 
vi£ted. Pope Honorius the 111 . abollflacd This Cuftom, 
yet afterwards, anpther worfe ftarted up, which was, 
that the Woman accufed, fhould allign a Champion 
to fight the Accufer, and that party which had the Vi- 
£iory was held innocent. * 

5T. King Bermudo by an incomparable kSt of Juftice, 
had taken the Crown from his own Children, to give 
it to Alonfo, to whom of right it appertained, and 
God to reward this rare Equity, ordained that Alonfo 
fhould live Chaft, and reftore it tq Ramiro, the ‘Son of R*. 
the fame Bermudo. * Scarce was he feated on the Throne, miio ois 
when Count Ncpocianus rebelled in Aujiuri a ufurped Actions. 

the regal Title: The New King with all the fpced he 
could, marched againft him, and having defeated and la- 
ken him Prifbner,put out his Eyes and thruft him into a 
Monaftery, Soon after he overthrew the Nonnans, 
who deftroyed the Coaft of Galicia, and the Rnglijh 
who had laid Siege to Lisbon : Returning to the River 
he vanquifhed Mahomet Cid Atauf, Lord of the 
" 1 4 Fort 
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Fort and Town of Gaya, and alio Muley Achim of A- 
giicda more to the Southward. Zplcyma IbonMufa, the 
tributary King of Lamcgo, and Tarif iben Images of Vifeo 
were admitted to grace upon their fubmUhon. Alha - 
mar King of Coimbra , boldly (landing upon his Defence, 
was overthrown, and all the Country reduced, $hich 
done, Ramiro leaving good Garrilons in his Conquefls, 
returned to Oviedo ; in nis way, he vifited John the Ab¬ 
bot of the Monallery of Lorvan , and beftowed Lands 
upon the Monaftery. The principal part of the Gift 
wastheTown of Montemayot the Old, a ftrong place, 
the Gamfbn whereof the Abbot was obliged to main¬ 
tain. In this Town w^s one Garcia Yannc^z foundling 
brought up by the Abbot, and by him preferred for his 
Valour. This Fellow envying the Honour of D. Ber- 
mudo the Abbot’s Nephew, and Governour of that Ter¬ 
ritory, fled to Abderramen King of Cordova , offering 
not only to renounce the Faith, but aflb to put into his 
hands Montervnyor , and the other Conquefls of King 
Ramiro. 

6. Whil [hGarcia Yannc% was with the MooriJlj King, 
the Abbot and his Nephew Bermudo , took the two Re¬ 
bel Counts AldercdusyWhofe Eyes he put out,and Pine/us 
whom with his Seven Sons, he put to Death, as being 
more obligate in their Crime. Knowing that^tygtt 
of Vifeo was joyning in League with other Moorifh Com¬ 
manders, he aflaulted his City, and rafed it to the 
Ground. Scbafiian Biflippof Salamanca , with the Ab¬ 
bot’s Content, afterwards repairing of it, is (aid to have 
found there die Tomb of Roderick^ the laft King of the 
Goth. * Garcia Yanne % having renounced the Faith, 
and calling himfeJf Zjulema-, had the Command of an' 
Army given him to execute what he had propofed. 
He entred Portugal , committing greater Barbarites than 
the Infidels, and laid Siege to Montemnyor which 
was bravely defended by the Abbot and his Men. 
Hunger beginning to pinch, they thought of an Expe¬ 
dient more to be wondered at than imitated, which 
was, that they flew all their Women and Children, the 
Abbot beginning with his Sifter and Nephews; This 
done, they (allied out upon the Enemy with fuch Fury, 
that they foon put them to flight: The Rebel %ulcma 
was killed by the Abbot, many of his Men were drown¬ 
ed in the River Mondcgo , and moft of them perifhed by 
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Several means, lo that few returned Home; 76000 
were deftroyca,.and Night flopped die purliiit of the 
Victors. Morning difeovered tne Fields covered not 
only with deadCarcafles, but with plenty of rich Booty: 

This was a finall comfort to them that had imbrued 
their hands in the Blood of their Wives, Children and Anincredi- 
Relations, but lome that had hailed to the Town after We relation 
the Victory, brought back the News, that all thole 
they had killed; were miraculoully reltored to life, and 
,fo all retunied joyful with the Vnflory and Recovery 
of their Friends. Tie Abbot Hayed in the place where 
he obtained the Victory, and there Built a (mall Her- 
mitSfe, and ended his days' in San&ity.' His Monks 
endeavoured it, but could not remove his Body, and 
our firlt King D. Alonfo Enritjuc % Founded a Monallery * 
in th& place, which was fimlhed by his Son and Sue- 
ceflor D. Sambo, and given to the Cijlcrcfon Order. 

This* is what related to Portugal in the Reign of King 1 

Ramiro; he obtained many other Victories, particular¬ 
ly the memorable one,, called of Clavijo , in which Sr! 

James the Apoltle is laid to have been leen fighting for 
the CbriJHavs , and was. thence called the Patron of 
Spain. This King Married Paterna, whole extra&ion 
is not. known ; he left the Crown to his Son Ordomio, 8yo. 
and died at Oviedo, where he lies Buried. 

7. D. Ordono was no way inferior to his Father for King Or- 
Valour, and being at full Age when he died, was very dono Re. 
acceptable to.all the States. His fir’ll care was to re- builds » «. 
people the Cities of Leon, Afiorga, Tuy, Amaya and o- Term. 
thers, almoll left defolate in the late Invafions; this &5T* 
done,, he obtained two notable ViiSlories, one over the 
rebeliio u^ y -ones, and the other over Ma^a by extra¬ 
ction a Goth, but turned Mabomttan. This Mw{a had 
pofleffed himlelf of the greateft-part of Spain, but was 
entirely defeated by our King in the Plains of Ahclda 
or Albayda, two Leagues from Lotromio. Many Moors ° 57 * 
upon this Defeat fent to Congratulate the Vidor, and H f uon}: ^ 
others ftood to fee the Confluences of it, Mahomet / T 
King of Cordova, alarmed at this fuccels of the Chrifti- ZjL 
ans, drew mighty fuccours out of Afriek, and with a 
formidable Army began to conquer the Cbriftian Ter¬ 
ritories. Ordomio met him in EJiremadura, near the Ri- 
ver Tagus, and though he killed double the number 
that he loll, was forced to leave the Victory to the 
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Barbarian} who recovered much of wh?t'the Cbrifiiant 
had before taken. He took Santarem, Irena and Betas ; 
then returning towards Cordova, he took and Fortified 
many Towns betwixt the Riyers Guadiana and Tagus ; 
the next Year was pot lo favourable to him, for the heft 
part of his Fleet was caft away on the Coaft of Galicia, 
and his Army was overthrown on the Borders of Na- 
« _ Q> vane, by the King thereof D. Inigo Ximene% Arifia. Ire- 
■ rut is feppofed to he the Town now called Leyria and 

Bptot Bada t near Medina. Many Cbrifiiant at tl^is time.ob- 
mined the Crown of Martyrdom,tgjder the power of the 
Moors, but elpecially at Cordova * King Ordonnoyrai 
Married to the Lady Mmia, by whom he had %A~. 
lonfo his Succeffor, D. Bermuda, D.’Nmmwo, Odvaybis and 
Fruela, whole Eyes the King their Brother caulea to be 
put out for cpnlpiring againft him. He had alio a 
Daughter called Aragonta, Wife to Samcbo Abarca, King 
of Navarre . King Qrdono was troubled with the Gout, 
and died of it at Oviedo, having Reigned Twelve Years, 
’* his Body was Buried in the Chappel of Bung Alonfo the 
Cbafi. 

King A- 8. Authors do not agree upon the Age of King Alan- 
lonfo HI. fo the III. when he came to the Crown; lome lay Nine, 
called the lome Fourteen, and lome Seventeen Years. Tnemoft 
Great. js too little for the great Actions performed by him im¬ 
mediately after his Acceflion to the Crown; nis Valour 
and other Vertues purchafedhim the Sir-name of the 
Great, only attributed to him among all the Kings of 
Cafiile ana Leon. Fruela Bermude % a great Man in Ga¬ 
licia rebelled and came down lb luddenly to Oviedo, that 
the young King was forced to fly to Alava, where ha- 
ing gathered his Forces, the Rebels put to death their 
Leader, and lubinitteA themlelves to him: Then he 
repaired the Cities of Oviedo and Leon, and built many 
Callles. In themean while Count £//o«rebelled in Alava, 
but was opprefled by the King’s Celerity: During this 
time he was at peace with the Infidels, Mahomet King 
of Cordova, ancl-Lof or Lope the Son of Musja King 
of Toledo, being at War among themlelves. They 
two being agreed, the King of Cordova lent Albuca- 
Hen and Alemandarin his Generals, the one into Bif cay, 
the other into Galicia , where they made great havock, 
the People flying before them from the Plains to the. 
Mountains. But King Aionfo marched with fucl^ex¬ 
pedition.

Then turning into Portugal, he re¬ 
took Vijeo, and had Coimbra yielded to him. * 

9. It appears, by a Grant of his to SifenanAus Bifhop 
of Compofiela, that the Territories betwixt Duero ana 
Minbo, and that called Tr<# os Montes, or Beyond the 
Mountains, were Delart, from the firft coming of the 
Moors till his time, when he Peopled and made them 
fit to withftand the Enemy. At this feme time theKing 
continued the Strufture of the ftately Church of St. 

James the Apoftle. Seventeen Bilhops were prelent at 
.the Dedication of it, above half of them were Portu- 
vuefe. Next by Order of Pope John the VIII. theKing 
held a National Council %t Oviedo, to provide for the 
Bilhops that were Expelled from their Diocefles, and 
eredf the Bilhoprick of Oviedo intp an Archbilhoprick ; 
afrer which the King again applied himftlf to Peo¬ 
pling of the Country, and was come as far as the River 
Tagus, when he underftood his own Sons confpired to 
depole him, bein| encouraged by their Mother and 
lome of the Nobility. He voluntarily performed what 
they intended to extort from him; co D. Garcia he gave 
Oviedo, Leon and Cafiile, to D. Ordfno, Gallicia and Por¬ 
tugal.^ Having refigned his Kingdoms, he went in 
Pilgrimage to Santiago, and at his return, asked of his 
Son Garcia, fomeForcesto make an. incurfion into the 
Moorifh Territories, which he performed fuccefifully. 

He entred'into League with the Kings of France and 
Navarre ; to the latter he gave his Sifter ZJrraca in Mar¬ 
riage, and married himfelf Ximena, Daughter either of 
France or of D. Tnigo Ximene^ Arifia of Navarre.. His 
Sons were Garcia, Fruela, Ordonno, fiamiro and Gonialo, 
who was Archdeacon of Oviedo. He Reigned 48 Years, 
died atgamora, and was Buried at AJlorga, where his 914.

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10. D. Garcia having wrefted the Scepter out of his 
Father's hand, enjoyed itbut three Years: ‘Tho’ he got' 
the Crown by unlawful means, he Governed well,* 0- 
vercame Ayola Lord of Palaver a, and is (aid to have ob¬ 
tained other Victories j he died at Xfimora, was Buried 
at Recap of Oviedo, and had been Married to the Lady 
Nunna, Daughter to the Count D. Numio Fernando £ de A - 
maya, but left no Jffue. His Brother Ordonno in his time 
Governed (o much to the fatisfa&ion of the People, 
that after his Death, he was unanimoufly allowed his 
Heir. He had not only preferved the Conquefts on 
‘this fide Tarn, but palling that River, took the Citv 
Beja , putting all the Inhabitants to the Sword, which 
(o terrified the Neighbouring People, that they aban¬ 
doned the Towns before he came neipr them. Having 
received his Brother’s Kingdom, after fome other ex¬ 
ploits, he returned into Lujitania and wafted all the 
Country along the River Guadiana . Among other 
places,'he took the Cattle called Alhajc, where all the* 
Trealure of the Maorifh Kings lay as in a place inpreg- 
nable, whereby he lb humblecFall the Infidels through¬ 
out Eftremadura , and as far as Algarve, that they lub- 
jnitted themfelves as tributaries to him; after which he 
returned to Leon. No (boner was he gon£? but they en¬ 
couraged by Abderramen King of Cordova revolted, but 
King Ordonno fpeedily returning and ravaging the Coun¬ 
try, they as loon (ubmitted themfeives, begging Par¬ 
don. The chief of thefe were the People of Merida, 
Badajo% and the Territories adjacent then io fruitful and 
plentiful of all things, that thence came the name, of 
Badajo being a corruption o fueled Al\, two Arabick 
words, fignifying, The Land of Life. King Ordonno hear¬ 
sing that Abderramen was marching towards him, ad¬ 
vanced to meet him, and in a Battle near TaUvcra flew 
ajooo of his Men. This done, he returned to Leon , 
and applied the (poiles of the War to Building the 
great Church there. Mean while Abderramen having 
drawn vaft (Applies out,of Africk^, laid Siege to Santir 
pvan de Gorma\ \ but the King (urprifing him in the 
Night, forced him with great Slaughter to fly back to 
Cordova . Still the Moore recruits his broken Army,and 
having wafted all the Country, fits "down before the 
City Porto, which was* bravely defended by Count 
Uemenegildns. Our King came to bis relief, and

King Alonfo the Monk, held out- tv^p 
Years in Leon , again!!: his'Brother Ramiro t But then, 
despairing of Succefs, he ftirred up Alonfo, Ordonno and 
Ramiro, the Sons of his Predecdior Fruela, to raile a 
Rebellion in Ajlurias and Bifcay, believing that Would 
draw away the King, his Brother, from attending up¬ 
on him. Nevcrthelels, the King continued the Siege, 
obliged him to furrender, sjpd afterwards put him into 
Priion. This done, he found Means to apprehend the 
three Brothers; and to prevent future Deugns, put out 
theirs, and his Brother the Monk’s Eyes. Two Years 
Alonfo lived blind: But the King'repenting of this Cruel¬ 
ty u led towards his Brother, toteftifie his Repentance,’ 
built the Monaftery of St. Julian, , ' 

a Two Months are laid to have palled in the Year

' Son to King Ordonno HI, by his Second Wife Elvira. 
The King awaking at the News of this Rebellion, met 
081 the Rebels, and a Battel was fought between them, 
which lafted the whole Day: Night parted the Armies, 
• and each returned home, neither victorious, nor over¬ 
thrown. In this Fight perifhed the Flower of the Spa- 
■nifh Cavalry, that ufed to withftand the Moors. Coim¬ 
bra was not concerned in this Rebellion ; it thenenjoy- 
cd Peace, under Portuguefe Governors: The Chief, 
who commanded all the reft, was, Count Gonialo

The lame Fate attended Lame- y 
go, and Vi/bo, in the Province. ofvSmvj.' The King Moors, 
adventuring to give the Moors Battel, was overthrown, 
and forced to retire to the Mouptains, being almoft re¬ 
duced to the milcrable Condition that Pelaynt, or Pcla- 
giw , had been, when firft Spain was over-run. Count 
Garcia Fernando^, Lord of Cajlile, being perfecuted by 
D. Vela, and his Adherents, always kept the Field, 1 
againft the Moores -, but being forfiaken by the People 
nr Leon, was not able to prevent the Lofs of many 
Places. _ In Portugal only, the fnaall Province between 
the Rivers Duero and Minho, and the Mountain- 
Country of Bcira, now adhered to D; Bermuda, who 
ftill called himfelf King in Galicia. Tq thefe Parts, 
many great Men, who before lived in the Territories 
of Coimbra, withdrew themfelves. The unfortunate 
King thus theuft into a Comer by D. Bermudo on the 
one fide, and by the Moors on the other, died at 983. 
Leon, in the 33 th Year of his Age, and‘x 8th of his 
Reign, was buried in the Monaftery of Sr. Michael 
of Difiriana, founded by his Grandfather, King Rami¬ 
ro II j and xoo Years after, tranflated thence, by King 
Ferdinand, to the Cathedral of Aftorga. He was mar¬ 
ried to the Lady Vrraca, of whole Parentage we have 
,no Account; nor did (he leave any Iflue. By his own 
Sifter, Ermefcnda, h£ had, inceftuoufly, a Son, called 
D. Saneho el Vellofo, or The Hahy.

ted by the fugitive P. Vela, invadCdagain the Chrijii'ab 
Territories, and without any confiderable opppfitioiu 
fubdued all the Towns between the Rivers Opera , atid 
Efta. Here King Bermuda came upon him lo Unexpe.- 
&edly, thatrhe put his vajVArmy to the rout; but Air ' 
pianqor perceiving hoW'difordered the Chrijlinus purlu- 
ed, rallying fome oF his fcattered Forces, changed thfc 
fortune of the Day, and drove ’thofo that before were 
yi&orious, to the Gates of Lean. That City had im¬ 
mediately fallen into the hands of the Infidels, had not 
the matcnlels valour of Count William Gon^ale<{, a Portu- 
gutfc, placed there Governour by the King, defended it 
againft the fury of the Infidels, tlio’ the King then-lying 
at Oviedo took no care to relieve the place. In the year

M>«4. Not that this delerved left Titles, for he might 
have been called the Brave for his Valour; the Legi¬ 
slator for giving good Laws to his People; the Bffiorer 
for repairing Leon, and in fine, the Defired as being 
one who left the greateft defire of himlelf, and was molt 
lamented by his People. He was Six Years of Age

The City was obftinately defended,.and l0 i7 
the King going-out in the^Evening unarmed, to view ‘ 
the Enemies Works, was fhot through'the Body with 
an Arrow from the WaHs. Some write .that he died Xin/t A» 
there prefently, others that hh wascarried to Porto. His i°'ho 
death we fhall hereafter fee'revenged as far. as it .could 
r. e - , Hjf body waslaidln a'ftately Tomb at Leon : he 
lived Thirty Two Years, and Reigned TwentylEight: 
being bred in Galicia by Count Mendtr Gonzalez, Lord 
of Vtcry, he marned'his ^Daughter.- By her he had 
^rmf/rfcr hiaoucccuor, an iSancha whoafterwards came 
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to be Queen ; he had alfi> a Baftard'Son, called- Nunnb 
Aharon do Amaya. or H$dcrictAnQtrH, Lieutenant ok 
jifiurUs, and Lord of Gijon. 

7. Bermudo III. of the Name, Succeeded his Father 
AlonfoV. butfo young, itwa§much feared his tender 
Years might produce feme notable Dilorders in the Go¬ 
vernment. His extraordimary Abilities far above his 
Years, loon dried up the Tears his lubjedts Ihed tor his 
Father* and made them rejoice in lo unexpected a 
Blelliflg. He was extreamly Religious and Devout, 
and therefore applied himfelf to the re-eftabliihing ok 
many ruined'Cnurches. Being of Age to Marry, he 
took ro Wife the Lady Ximena or Terefa younger 
Daughter to Count Sancho , Lord of Cajlile, by whom 
he had D. Alonfi, who lived but a few [days. He con¬ 
cluded a match between his Sifter the Lady Sancha and 
D. Garcia, the Son of Count Sancho 01 CaJlili.Kjpg 
Sancho of; Navarre, who Was Brother-in-law to D.Gfr- 
■cia, bore him Company to Leon to honour his Mam- 
age. The next day after their Arrival, the Bride¬ 
groom went out with the Bilhop to hear Mals; in the 
way, hewasaflaulted by the Sons of the traitor D. Veld , 
before Ipoke of, and by them ftabbed in feVeral places, 
hi? own God-father being the firft that wounded him. 
This News being carried to Court, the Bride forgetting 
hdr Grandeur, ran out to die place, and pittifully la¬ 
menting her lols, it was thought me would have given 
up the Ghoft upon the dead Body! She railed at the 
Murderers, whichCount Fcman Flavino hearing, had 
the impudence to ftrike her on the Face. The Mur¬ 
derers For the prelenrefcaped^ but Sancho King of N a- 
varre, afterwards getting them into his power,burnt them 
alive, declaring all their progeny for ever infamous. 

8 . D. Garcia thus murder’d, and no Heir Male re¬ 
maining to the Earldom of Cajlile , Sancho King of Na¬ 
varre poflefled hiinlelf thereof in the Right of his Wife, 
the Lady Elvira, Sifter to the late Count. Grown 
Great with this Acccffion of Power, he made War up¬ 
on King Bermudo , about the Limits of Cajlile and Leonj 
and conquered much of the Country, betwixt the Ri¬ 
vers Pifuerga and Cea. More had been won by him, 
but that Sancha , only Sifter to King Bermudo, was gi¬ 
ven in Marriage to Ferdinand, Second Son to King

Her on the Face as (he lay upon the Body of the dead 
Count er, was delivered up to her. This was ac¬ 
cordingly done ; and fhe, with her own Hands, put 
SmTo acnid Death, but well deferred by him The io?y. 
King of Navarre dying, and his Son Ferdinand fucceed- Jj«J- 
mg him, King Bermudo was m hopes to recover what^/ 
Ferdinand's Father had taken from him, They came m 
to a Battel in the Valley of Tamara, near Frtmtjla, Bermu ^ 
where, after ablfidy Fight, King Bermudo was killed, md b(m 
and his Arfny overthrown. Ferdinand, now victorious, cmu 
immediately laid Siege to Leon ; and having made him- Monarch of 
lelf Matter thereof, he was there Crowned King of Le~ Caftile, 
on s Galicia and Portugal, in the Right of his Wife San - Leon, 
tha, the lawful Heirefs of thofe Kingdoms. Thus, for Portugal -,

9. What I am about to relate, happen’d in the Reign ' ' - 
of King Bermudo , but in what Year, is not certain: 

Two Grandfons of Prince Alboa^ar Ramire^, Son to 
King Ramiro III, called Tcdon and Rofendo , with a Body 
of refolute Men, broke into that part of the Country 
that lies betwixt the Rivers Favor a and Duero, Having 
drove the Moon thence, they began to Till the Land Strata - 

and knowing well that the Infidels * would not fetter gimof tht 
them qhietly to reft there, they fortified themfelves on Chriftians 
a Rock, over the River Favor a ; which running round 
great part of it, makes it a fort of PcninfuU ; which, Moors, 
with the Steepnefs of the Rock it felf, renders it inaccef- 
fible any Way but one. Here they built their Habita¬ 
tion, and hence infefted the Country of the Moors . At 
length, on Midfummcr-Day, which is much reverenced 
even by thofe Infidels , in Honour of St, John thoBaftrft, 
the Moon of the Town of Paredes refcrted, in great 
Numbers, to fport and divert themfelves on the Banks 
of the River, and to bathe themfelves in it. D. Rofendo 
cloathing his Men in Moorifh Apparel, patted the Ri* 
ver, out of fight, and lay clofe in Ambufh till he few 
all the Banks covered with the Barbarians : Then, by 
degrees, coming out, as if he had been feme of their 
own Company, he fefiered his Men to mix with the 
Enemy, who took them for Friends.

i .T jExdmadd Prince' 6f ttivarre inherited the CroWn ® 

I? of JL«n,in'the Right of his Wife, the Lady 
Sdncba, Daughter to King Alonfa V, and Sifter toKmgJr„, e 
‘B'friiuido III, who died Without Iflue. The Earldom of 1 * 1 * 
t?4/lj’/e fell to him by his. Mother, the Lady Nunna ; 
and die Crown of Navarre lie inherited, from his Fa¬ 
ther: Three Crowns were united in him, and he was 
W$ worthy thereof; pureftafing, by his Piety, Valour 
aha Bounty, the Title of The Great. The Moors be¬ 
lieving King Ferdinand was Wholly employed in recon¬ 
ciling his new Subjects in Caftile, Lean, Galicia and 
Portugal, broke into Lufitania■, but hearing he Was pro¬ 
vided to receive them, theMetired haftily. He, once 
provoked,'would not putvp his Sword without doing 
Execution. He took the Town of Sea, and the Cities Hit Cw* 
Merida, Badajoz, Bcja and Evora, without any Refiftance. <P"fo ,wr 
Vifeo , guilty or the Death of King Alonfo, and fearing a f ^ Infi» 
Revenge, was ftrongly fortified, and governed by CiW® e “* 
Alnfun, a notable Commander. The King fete down 
before it, relolving not to ftir thence, till he were Ma¬ 
tter of it Eighteen Days the City Was battered, and 
bravely defended ; at the End ‘whereof, being the Eve 
Of the Feaft of St. Peter and St. Paul, it Was enter’d by 
Force, and never after returned under theYoak of the 
Infidels. _ The Man that Ihot King Aldnfo being taken 
in the City, had his Eyes put out, and both his Hands 
mid oneFoot cut off; which done, he was (hot to Death. 

The Governor Alafun had, in Cotlfideration of his Va¬ 
lour, Lands given him to live iipon, paying a certain 
Tribute. His Name is ftill preferved in thole Parts, in 
the Mountain called Aldfim, the Council of Aldfoen:, 
and other Places.

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• i The City Lamego held out no left obftinately, dii- 

. ring Tweiity Five Days, at the end whereof, it was 
t ftrrendred upon Articled the D&y of It was 

not then uled to expel the Moors, but to bring them 
to pay a moderate tribute. After thefe Cpnqueits, .the 
"Sung croffed the Province between the Rivers Duero and 
M inho into Galicia, to vifit the Sepulcher of the Apo- 
1029. • ftle St. James, and make his Offerings there: The fol- 
, lowing Year he conquered many places in the Province 
of Tras os Montes, and pierced down even to the River 
Tagus. Fang Ferdinand made glorious Conquefts the 
entiling Years; But they being out of Portugal, do not 
Coimbra appertain to us. Two Monks of the Ajlonaffery of Lor- 
taken by the van advertifed the King, that the City Coimbra was ill 
Mvice' provided, and worfe fortified, and therefore'it would 
. and Ajjif- ^ cafie to gain it. King Ferdinand marched m Decent* 
uveeofthe b 1067, and laid Siege to it, where he continued 
Mmks of t j]j ^following; fo that 7 Months were fpent in the 
,™a n A Siege: And it may be fuppofed, the Moors, before un- 
4 ' provided, upon Notice of his Coming, had prepared 
to receive him. Provifions grew fo fcarce in the Army 
towards the latter end of the Siege, that the King Was 
about raifihg it, and departing: But the Monks of the 
aforefaid Monafteryof Lorvan fopplied him plentifully, 
and the City was taken the 8th Day after. The King 
offered the Monks to take what they plealed, in requi¬ 
tal for their Intelligence and Supplies; but theymo- 
' deftly begged only a Church in the City: However, 
he gave them many rich Gifts, and confirmed all the 
former Grants made by his Anceftors. In token of Gra¬ 
titude, the Monks prelented the King with a Golden 
Crown, which Count Gon^alo Monte, Governor of the 
Province between Duero and Minho, had offered to their 
Church: The King reftored it, with i o Marks of Sil¬ 
ver, to make a Crols. Bpderick.de Bivar, Sumamed Cid, , 
that famous Captain, was gt this Siege, and Knighted 
by the King, in this City. Here was alto the renowned 
Portuguefe, Roderick. Frojat, Contemporary, and not much 
inferiour to the other for Warlike Exploits. 

3. The King returning to Leon, left Sifnandus, a no¬ 
ble and valiant Man, Governor of Coimbra , He made 
War upon Abudad, arefolute and powerful Moor, who 
had much difturbed the King at the Siege; but being 
fubdued, became a jnoft loyal Subject. Soon after, the

King Ferdinand was born in 
the Year 1007 ; and in 1030, married the Lady San- 
eba , by whom ne had the following Children, in Or¬ 
der as named, Vrraca , Elvira, Sancbo , Alonfo and Gar - 
da. By a Daughter of Paymund, Lord of Savoy, he had 
Ferdinand, who was a Cardinal; and D. Mininno Fer¬ 
nandes^ of Toro.

4. King Ferdinand forefeeing, that the Divifion of his 
Kingdoms could not but produce Dilcord among his 
Sons, bound them by Oath to ftand to this Diftribu- 
tion; leaving his Curie upon him that fllould attempt 
tp alter it. But, of what Force are Oaths, againft Am¬ 
bition? None of them was fatisfied, Sancbo, the El- The three 
deft, thought himfelf wronged, as having a Right to Br others 
all. Garcia was grieved that the Cities of Toro and Za- f* a at 
mora were given to his Sifters. Alonfo was offended that r,am ‘ 
Sancbo lhould think he had Right to his Dominions, 

G/ircjii was the youngeft, and therefore the laft in the 
Diftribution: But he proved the firft that took up Arms 
againft his Sifters and invaded the Lands of Toro, and 
others along the River Duero . which he would have to 
belong to Portugal. D, Sancbo . loon followed his Exam¬ 
ple in taking the Field, not to defend his Sifters, but 
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-toihip them all. King S*icK, before he undertook 
this Enterprise,; as^d the Advice of all his Noble- 
meit; who unanimoufly diffwaaed him from the Un- 
dertaldng, For fear, of incurring his Father s Curfcs. 
However, finding him not to be moved, they CQUnlel- 
led him to continue in Amity with King Alonfo, and 
ask Leave of him to pafs through the Kingdom ot Lew, 
into Portugal. To this* purple he met h;s Brother A- 
lonfo. at the Monaftery of Saharan ; but could not pre¬ 
vail to have Paflage granted him: Neverthelels, upon 
fecond Thoughts, they both agreed to conquer Portu - 
i o6q. gal. 0 .ur King Garcia, taken up with his own ambi- 
tious Defigns, had no Leifiire to look into the PrafticeS 
of his Brothers.

D. Roderick confpired together to oppofe his punilhing 
the faid D. Roderick, Necelhty obliged the King to 
wink at Offences, and fend for D. Roderick,' who was 
fled into Navarre , defigning for France, He immediate¬ 
ly returned, and came to Coimbra , then the Court of 
Portugal, at luch time as King Sanchoh Forces began to 
range in Galicia, and in the Province of Beira, without 
1071 . meeting with any Oppofition. The two E.uls,D.iV««y 
do Lara , and D. Garcia de Cabra, advanced to the Walls 
of Coimbra , with feme Troops of Horle. The King 
would have gone out to fight them, but D. Roderick

with his two Brothers. Peter and Vcrmui, to meet the

of Note: zoo Portuguefe were flain ; and Frojas hitn- 
lelf received many Wounds. 

6. King Garcia was gone to Santarem , when King 
Sancho, to revenge the former Lofs, pierced through 
• Portugal, with a numerous Army. Some advifed to pro- 
trail the War, and not hazard a Battel; but D. Rode¬ 
rick. Froja^, now recovered of his Wounds, was pofi- 
tive for Fighting. A Plain, not far from Santarem, 

Was chofe for that Purpole; where was fought as bloody 
a Battel as has been feen in any Age. The greateft Fu¬ 
ry was, when the Portuguefe itrove to gain the Standard ( 
of the Caftilians. King Sancho came thither ,in Perlon, 
to defend it ; and being unhorfed by D. EgasGomc% de 
Soufa, was taken Priforyer by D. Roderick. Froja^, who Rmh , 
delivered him up to King Garcia. No looner had he Garcia - 
delivered his Prifoner, but he fell down dead of the tak s him 
Wounds he had before received. King Garcia put his Prifmr t 
Brother into the Cuftody of certain Gentlemen, whilft 
he purfUed the flying Enemy : But King Sancho making 
his Efcape from them, made his Way to join Roderick. 

Dia$ de Sivar , called' Cid , who was then coming up 
With frefh Troops, that had not been engaged : Thele 
charging the Portuguefe , before tired, and now difperi- 
ed in the Purfuit, changed the Fortune of the Day: 
However, the Fight, thus renewed, lailed till Night. 

D. Peter and D. Vermui , Brothers to D. Roderick^ Frojas^ 
were killed, and King Garcia was taken by his Brother, 
who not long before had been his Prifoner, and who 
now kneW better how to fecure him than he had been 
kepthimfelfl Thus the Caftilians ^ recovered the Day, 
and the Portuguefe , before vi&orious, were put to the 
Rout. King Garcia continued in Prifbn io Years, 
when he was releafed by Death. There are Authors 
who write, that King Sancho enlarged his Brother Gar- 
da , contenting himfelf that he fhould be Tributary to 
him • and that D. Alonfo , Brother to both, returned 
hip to Prifbn, in the Caftle of Luna> where he died, 
with Irons on his Legs : With thofe very Fetters, at his . 
own Requeft, he was buried in the Church of St. Jjide- 
rus , at Leon *

0 King Alonfo had fix Wives: dhe Firft was, Ag- Alonfo/ 
her Parentage unknown, and flie left no Iflu z.w>yts,tmi 
The Second was, Confianee, Daughter to Duke Robert iUf ue - 
of Burgundy : She had a Daughter, called Vrraca, af¬ 
terwards married to Count Raymund of Burgundy ; and 
her 'Portion was, the Kingdom of Galicia : Her Hu£ 
band came to Spain, with'her Mother; and they had 
Blue, Sancha, and Alorifo the Emperor. King Ahnfo's 
Third Wife was, Berta, Daughter to Philip I, King of 
France: By her he had the Ladies, Sancha and Elvira ; 
the Firft married to Count Roderick Gon^ale^ Giron ; the 
Latter, to Roger l, King of Naples and Sicily. The , 

Fourth Wife was, Elizabeth, Daughter to the Empe¬ 
ror. The Fifth, Beatrix, a French Lady: Neither of 
them had any Children. The Sixth was, %.tida, her 
Chriftian-Name Elizabeth, Daughter of Almucamu\ A- 
ben Hamct, King of Sevil : She bore him a Son, called 
Sancho, killed at Twelve Years of Age, in the Battel 
of Velcg, in the Year 1100. The King, in his Youth, 
had to do with the Lady Ximena Nunc\ de Gufman, 
Daughter to King Garcia VI, of Navarre : Bjt her he 
had three Daughters; The Firft, Elvira , married to 
Count Raymund of Touloufc', her Portion was, a great 
Summ of Money, with which he returned to France. 

The Second Daughter was, Tercfa, Wife to Count Hen¬ 
ry, the Progenitor of the Kings of Portugal, Grandlou 
to Robert I. Duke of Burgundy, being the Fourth Son 10 
Henry, Eldeft Son to the Duke. Ot the Third Daugh¬ 
ter we have no Account, unlefs it was one that was 
married to Ferdinand Mendc^ the Elder, Son to Blent 
■Alao, Lord of Bragan^a. Some Authors would make 
the Lady Ximena to be lawful Wife to King Alonfo ; but 
there are undeniable Proofs to the contrary in old Re¬ 
cords, lpeciivipg the Time when each Wife was-avai- 
ried to the King, wherein none is left for this Lady, 
who, doubtlels, was no other than a Miftrels. 

1 o. Count Henry,, after he had married the Baltard- 
Daughtcr of King Alonfo, leryed the King in his Wars, 
and was lbme Times lent Governor into Portugal ; us 
were leveral others, from the Year 1071, till 1098. 

For, tho’ the Count was married in the Year 1 o 72, the 
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Kingdom of Portugal was not atyolutely afligned over 
to him till after the Birth of his Son Alonfo, .which was 
in the Year 1094: And we find, that from the Year 
1099, the Count continued fettled in Portugal, as abfo- 
lute Lord and Proprietor thereof, whereas* before, be¬ 
ing only Governor, at certain Times he ufed to follow 
and ferve King Alorifo > in his Wars. This King Alonfa 
was born in Galicia, in the Year 1095 ; was married 
the firft time in 1076; died at Toledo in 1108, haying 
yeigned 9 y Years, and lived 79. His Body lfes in the 
IMonaftery of Sahagun, with that of his Son Prince San - 
fho • There alio lie four of his Wives, Agnes , Confiance , 
Beatrix and fyyda ; the other two, Elizabeth and Berta 
in the Church of S tjfidorus, at Leon t Now we (hajl be 
aim oft .y 00 Tears without returning to Cajlile , for now 
begins to bud the Tree of the mod Auguft Kings of Por* 
tHgal , a Tree which has fhaded much of the World,

• which Opinion the famous Poet Camocns, m his Luji- 
ads follows: Ddmianus de Goes , in'the life 01 King 
nuel , fays, he was Son to William Baron 01 Joniznhc, 
and Duke of Lorrain , and Abida* of champagne, James 
de Valera* and Antony Bcutcr , tying ^ im * rom Cor J tm ~ 
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tinoplc, grounding their Opinion upon the Hiftory of 
Spain, writ by King Alonfo, miftaktng a Quotation of 
tne Archbiftiop D. Roderick, who Writes that he was 
of die Bifontine Province, meaning Befancon, the Ca- 

! )ital of the Dukedom of Burgundy, which they take 
or Bifanpium or Conjiantinople. Wolfangus Lucius writes 
he was of Limburg ; Duarte Numc% de Leon endeavours 
to prove he was Grandlon to Reginald Earl of Burgundy, 
by his Son Guido Earl of Verneuille in Normandy, Lewis 
Gollut in his Hiftory of that Earldom, fays, hewasBro* 
ther to Raimund, both Sons to Earl William; All thefe 
doubts are cleared by the Antient Manulcript of Fleury, 
which being a fragment of French Hiftory, was writ in 
the time of our Count Henry , for the Author of it brings 
him/elf as an Eye Witnefs of the three Suns that were 
feen at the Town of Scyrs, on the Banks of the River 
Garonne, in the Year 11 o 8. It was writ by a famous 
Benediftin Monk of that Convent, and reaches from 
the Year 897, till the Year 11 io T . Petrus Piteus a 
learned Man, publifhed it with other like Manufcripts, 
and it was Printed at Francfort in the Year 1596, By 
this Antient Manufcript it appears, that Robert the firft 
Duke of Burgundy , younger Brother to King Henry I. of 
France, had by his Wife Hermengarda , one onely Son 
called Henry, who died before his Father, leaving fiye 
Sons by his Wife Sibila, Daughter to Reginald Earl of 
Burgundy: Thefewere Hugo, whowasheir to his Grand¬ 
father, but being left a WJddower without Children, 
became a Monk of Cl uni, and lo died in the Year 
1091. Eudo or Odoa* who fucceeded his Elder Bro¬ 
ther, Robert Bifhop of Langres, Henry our Earl, and 
Reginald an Abbot; many other Authors too long to 
infcrt, have hinted that be was of the Houfe of Bur gun- 

f t, tho 5 perhaps none fpecified it (b particularly. °His 
amilyoftceallowedtobethat of Burgundy, it will need 
no further proofs to Ihew his Country* befides, that it 
is more likely he fhould come out of France, which 
joyns with Spain, than from Hungary or Conjlantinoplc 
fo remote. It is alfo a Sufficient proof of his Country, 
that all his followers were French , which Could not have 
been, were he a ftranger to them. 

A remark b * The Portuguefe ftrive to clear two points for their 
uponfome 'Honour, in^yhichthere is great difficulty, or rather 
Qmeits ifa i*or$ygUefe Atffaru 
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* an impofibilitjr, for that all arguments areagainft 

* them; the one is to make our, that the Sovereignty of 
‘ Portugal was granted to Count Henry without any ac- 
‘ knowledgment to Ca/lile ; the other that Tercfa was 

* lawful Daughter to King Alonfo. The Arguments for 

* thefirft, are, That no Records are to be found in Ca~

Monks. They found Ccrita who lived an Auftere Eremi¬ 
tical life, and conducted them to. Prince, Alonfo, Gy 
whom they were honourably received, and encoura¬ 
ged in their Foundation. . Being dilmifled, they fettled i no/ 
in a deep Valley, encompafled with high Mountains 
near the River Baroja, almoft two Leagues from Lame- 
go, where they built a Chappel Dedicated to our Sa¬ 
viour. which is (kill, in being in the Village called Pine- 
gro . The following Year, they built in a place where mi* 
they had feen certain Lighrs, during Nine Nights, as 
had been foretold by St. John Baptift to St. Bernard . 

Here Prince Alonfo vifiting them, enlarged the Stru¬ 
cture at his own coft; John Ccrita took the order here, 
and reduced feveral who lived an Eremitical Life in the 
Mountains to follow his Example.

But 
this is as Romantick as what our Authors writes, that 
the whole treaty was concluded without the privity of 
Prince Alonfo, as if the King could be fo lnfcuated to 
treat with a private Man ftolen out of a Town, ( wh 
his Prince was clofely Befieged, without feeing, his 
Commiflion, or to conclude Articles, and depart upon 
his bare word without the Ratification of the principal 
Points. Thefe Chimerical Notions are better palled 
by than to interrupt the courfe of Hiftory wjth them ,

a dmitted, he found it was the fame Man he faw in hi 8 
Dream, and that he came to give him the lame aliur- 
ances. At break of day he->went out of his Tent, and 
looking towards the Enft , fiw a mighty Brightness, in 
the midft of which appeared our Saviour on the Crols 
furrounded with Angels, who promifed him Viitory 
over the Infidels, and commanded him to accept the 
Title of King, if offered to him by his Army . Soon 
alter the sPortugucfe flocked about him, demanding the 
fignal of Battle, and unanimoufly faluted him King. 
He at firftfeemed to refufe that Title, but it being the 
confequence of the Vifion he hadfeen, foon admitted.it :

As they returned home along the 
Banks of the River Mondego , an Old Woman feid to 
others that were with her 16 loud, that the King and his 
company heard ft; 6 Do you know what the King and 
‘ Noblemen have been about ? They are confuting how 
‘totak c Santarcm-, the King hearing this, faid to thole 
Gentlemen, if any one of you had gone a flep from me 
before I heard that Old Woman, I would have cut of 
his head. So hard a matter is it for a Secret to be con- 
IIA „ cealed. The King being refolved to gain that ftrong 
Town, made a vow if he fucceeded to build a (lately 
Monaflcry at Alcoba^a, and endow it with all the Land 
he could lee at the time of making the Vow. At the 
minute he made* this Vow, St. BemaxA who was then at 
Clhr avail is in France , by Revelation from God, lent two 
Monks to begin that Monaflery. Five days the King 
fpent marching from Coimbra to Santarem , and made 
himfelf Mailer of it in an hour ; fomeof his Men had 
Scaled the Walls before they were difcovered, and then 
in the confufion had time to break open a Gate, at 
which the King entred. The Booty was very confi- 
derable, and the Town remained in the power of the 
Cbriftians ; feveral lefler places followed the fortune of 
Santarem , but the King now bent his thoughts upon 
greater Conquefls. . , 

9 . Our King being at the Rock of Sintra with an

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Flemings , under the Command of William LongEfpe , 
and other inferior Captains. Some Authors report, 
that Henry King of Denmark, a Duke of Burgundy, and 
Tbeodoricus Earl of Flanders werealfo in it. After flrug- 
ling with a Storm, they were coming to Water and re¬ 
cruit themfelves at the foot* of that Mountain; the 
number of Veflels was 180 fail containing 14000 men 
defigned for the Holy War; the King made propofols 
to them for conquering the City of Lisbon ; they ac¬ 
cepted, and the Siege was formed. The (hangers en¬ 
camped on that fide, where now the Church of St. Alonfo 
Francis {lands, and the King where is at prefent the bit 
Church of St. Vincent. For five Months the City was P‘ cn Z :h t9 
valiantly attacked, and no lefs refolutely defended. On c f e f' s * n r 
St. Vrjiilah Day, being the nil. of Othbcr , a mofl fu- l%m 
rious and bloody Affault was given to the City on all 
fides, with fuchmighty Refolution, that above % 0000o 
Infidels are foid to have fallen that day. But it is im- 
pollible the place then could contain near that number 
of all Sexes and Ages, and yet my Author forms to 
(peak only of Men. On the a^th. following, being 
t le Feaft of St. Crifpin and Crifpinian , the King entred 
the City in Triumph over the dead Bodies of his E- 
nemies.

It will not therefore be juft to omit one glori¬ 
ous exploit, whereof the memory Hill remains. Martin 
Moni% entring a Gate, found fuch oppolition from the 
Moors , that they were forcing him back and {hutting to 
the Gate .* to prevent which, being himfelf not able to 
oppofe their Force, he let himfelf fall a crofs the en¬ 
trance, and fo lying in the way, the Gate could not 
Ipeedily be put too, and his Men coming on, beat off 
the Infidels, making their wav over his dead Body ; nor 
mufl the Strangers be robbed of their part of the Glory. 

Many of them ended their days in this exploit, among 
them was one Henry of Bonneville near Co ten, at whole 
Tomb in the Churchof St. Vincent , many Miracles are 
reported to have been wrought; many others were Bu¬ 
ried,where now is the Church called that of the Martyrs 
from thofe that were buried there. The King according 
to what had been before agreed, offered to the Strangei s 
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half the City, but they fatisfied with the Booty and 
fome other rewards, departed to profecute their holy 
defigns, (or to their own Countries. Such as would flay, 
had Lan ds alligned them ; many other ftrong places 
were taken loon after in this current of the King’s good 
114.8. Fortune, the chief of them were, Mafia, Almada, Pal - 
mela, Cintra, Obidos, Trancofo, Alenquer, Serpa, Beja , 
Elvas, Coruche and Cetfmbra.. Thus the Pride of the 
Mahometans began to be humbled, and this Chriftian

Af¬ 
ter this Victory, returning to the Siege, he toojc it at 
the end of two Months; this done, he went with 60 
Lances and a few Crofs-bow-men to take a view of the 
Fortrefs on the Rock of Pamela, Being before the 
place, he difeovered the King of Badajo.% coming down 
Another a Hill with 400 Horfe and 60000 Foot, but without 
UU txplqit any order. Our King lay a whilebetwixt certain Rocks 
out of fight, confidering their difbrderly march, whilft 
his Company meditated on their Numbers. At. length 
breaking out liiddenly with that handful, he loon co¬ 
vered the Hill with dead Bodies, and the Infidels be¬ 
lieving 
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lieving a greater Army bad followed, fled in confuf.on, *• 

leaving all their Baggage to a few above 6 c Conquerors. 

Palmela upon the News of this defeat, imrnediatly fur- 
rendred upon only promife of Life. The City T«r left 11 fo. 
him by his Father, and now revolted, he reduced to 
his Obedience, and at the lame time, concluded amatch 
for his Daughter Mafalda, then Years of Age, with 
Raymund Prince of Catalonia. 

z. Some time before, he had fiibdued the City Btja, 
after a tedious Siege, but the Moors who are faithful no 
longer than compelled bv neceiky , finding now a he 
opportunity, rebelled.

4. The King had fo me time fince taken the City Bc- 
ja , but it was fcon after loft. Gon^alo Monde% de Maya, 
1170. called the Combatant , about this time made a Road into 
the territory of Beja , where was a great body of Moors , 
under the Command of Almolcymar , a Soldier of Repu¬ 
tation. Thefe two Bodies cncountred, and Maya re¬ 
mained Mafter of the Field ; foarce had he vanquifhed 
this Enemy, when he was met by Alboa^em King of 
Tangier ? who was coming to the aififtance of the van- 
quimea.

1. "IT'Ing Alonfo had enjoyed the regal Title 1 y Years 115:4. 

J\- when his Wife Queen Mafalda bore him his Sancho 
(econd Son and Succeflor Sancho. He was Born at I “tendshi. 
Coimbra the nth. of December , which being St. Mar- If'f’ 
tin' s Day, he had that Name given him, together with 1011

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the other. From his very Infancy, he was bred in the 
Flew ainidft the noife of Arms, and lurrounded with 
Hi, Alti- Dangers. At the Age of i? he engaged with the King 
m under of Leon, in the Plains of Arganal, andtho not ViCto- 
hi. Father, nous, came off With Honour: He was the foil Chri- 
fiian fcrince, after the Conqueft of Spain by the Moors, 
that advanced to the Walk of Sevil. His Father King 
Alonfo had ordered him to pals the River Tagus, to de¬ 
fend that plentiful Country. The Moors fuffered him 
to pafi undifturbed by Evora and Bcja, but having pat s 
fed Sierra Morena, he was met by the King of Sevil j 
with a numerous Army in the plain of Axarafe ; here 
they came to a Battle, which was obftinately fought on 
both fides till the valour of the Cbrijlians overcame the 
multitude of their Enemies, whom they purfued to the 
Gates of Sevil, making that River run Red with the 
blood of Infidels. In his return to Portugal , the Prince 
wafted all the Country carrying a vaft Booty, without 
meeting any oppofition. By the way he laid Siege, to 
lliebla, , ana had now reduced it to great extremity, 
when advice was brought him that the City Beja was 
diftrefled by the Moors. Thither he halted, and charg¬ 
ing the Befiegers, put them to the rout, and relieved the 
City.. The King of Bajadot' had lent Bavadan, a fa¬ 
mous Commander, with an Army to fpoil that part of 
Portugal, which he performed as was expected from 
him * being on his return, he was overtaken, by the 
Prince, ana forced to quit the Country, and his Booty 
with more haft than he came. This Prince valiantly 
defended Santarem againftthe M iramamolin, till his Fa¬ 
ther came to raile the Siege, and they both entred the 
place in Triumph. Theft were his principal Exploits 
till his Acceflion to the Crown, which was in the Year 
1185:. 11 By. 

a. The third day after his Father’s Death, in the 
3 oth. Year of his Age, and the 10th. after he was mar¬ 
ried, Prince Sancbo was Proclaimed King in the lame 
place where he was Born. Since this is the firft King 
that died in Portugal- we will ftt down the manner of 
The man- publick lamentation made for his Death which conti- 
ver of la-, nucs to this day, leaving the Formalities of the inau- 
s menting g urat i on 0 f the new King for another place. The

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them on their head. After them the Town Standard Bearer 
on a Horfe with mourning trappings, with black colours 
on his Shoulder, the end whereof trails upon the 
Ground. Then follows the Sheriff with two others in 
Mourning like the others, each of them carrying a Bee¬ 
ler over his head. Next to them come the Aldermen, 
followed by a multitude of People , in this manhfer 
they proceed to the great Church, where the Sheriff 
having made a fhort Speech, declaring the King’s death, 
and their great loft, he lets fall the Buckler from His 
head upon the Stones, and breaks it to pieces, at which 
the People raife a hideous lamentation. Thenthey go 
to the Mint, and lb to the great Hofpital, at both which 
places they perform the fame Ceremony, which done, 
they return to the great Church and hear Mali. The 
third day after, is performed the Ceremony of inaugu¬ 
ration, which fhallbe fpokeof in another place. Tips 
Ceremony was now performed at Coimbra, where Mar- . 
tin then Bifhop crowned King Sane ho and his Queen- 
Dulcis according to the cuftom of thofe rimes.

of the Order of Avis ', Peter Fernandes' de Caftro , that 
famous Cajlilian , who taking offence at his King, of¬ 
ten led the Moors againft him, being now.

All 
the territory of Tomar was wafted, and Abrantes plun¬ 
dered; As he was retiring loaded with rich Plunder, 
Martin Lofe\ a famous Commander encountred him* 
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atid after & mod fharp difpute, recovered all the Prey 
and took him Prifoner. % 

5\ The Miramamolin again overwhelmed this King¬ 
dom with an Army of 400000 Horfe and fooooo 
Foot (I could wifh a Cipher \Vere cut off from each 
Number, and it would appear pore credible,) He 
took Torres Novas without oppofition, but Tomar wa$ 
bravely defended by Galdin Pae\, .Mafter of the Tem¬ 
plets, who had done notable fervice in the Holy Land; 
The Moor offered to exchange the places he had taken 
for the City Stives, but this propofition being rejected 
by King Sancho , he in a futy laid Sidge to Santarerri , 
where the Plague raging in his Army, he was forced td 
break it up and depart; 63 Men of War from the 
Northern parts arrived at Lisbon, commanded by two 
Englijh Men of Note, called Robert Labrilc md Richard 
Cambil . The firft ten that came in, aided the King at 
Santarem againft the Miramamolin ; the others being * 
joined to them, there arofe fuch contention betwikt 
them and the Portuguefe , as might have been the eaufe of 
much Bloodfhed, had not the King prudently prevented 
it, and fent the Strangers away well contented. A moll 
terrible Plague and devouring Famine followed all thefe 
great fuccenes, and not only deftroyed Men in their 
Houfes, but even the wild Beaih in the Woods, or elfe‘ 
they ran to the Towns for Prey whiill Men fled to the 
Mountains for Shelter. The Monks of Alcobaca per-1 
ceiving they muftof necellity Perifli, hid an Image of 
our Lady in the Mountain, which.being afterwards 
found, a Church was built there, ahd called Our Lady 
of Help, To be brief, a great part of the Kingdom wa$ 
altogether unpeopled; all this Was forefliown by a to¬ 
tal Solar Eel i pie. 

6. As if all thefe Calamities had not been ftifficient 
to humble fb Imall a number of People and 16 narrow 
a Country, th ^Miramamolin Abcnjojeph , Brother td hint 
thatbelieged Santarem , afllfted by the Kings of Cordova 
and Sevill e ntred Portugal with 400000 Men; All the ■ 
open Country was by him mi/erably wafted, and the 
1 owns of Aka^ar, Almada and Palmcla taken With all 
that the Chrijiians had before gained in Algarve, Our 
*V n ?J? ac a , °Ppn(e fo puiflant an Enemy, conclud¬ 
ed a Truce Wtth him for five Years, which ended in a 
wonderful Edipfe of the Sun. This was followed by 
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Earth. Earthquakes, Floods, Storms at Sea, and many other 
quakes, Calamities For the (pace of 8 Years. Men laboured 
undations, under a horrid Diftemper, for their Entrails conluming 
tmd Storms they died raving. A confiderable body of Portuguefo 
for 8 Tears was a t the famous Battle of Alar cos in Caftile againlt the # 
11 95 ' M oor s 9 commanded by D. Gan^ilo Viegas ^Matter of 
Avis, who died honourably in that glorious Action. A 
multitude of Arabs after the Expiration of the Truce, o- 
i ig 6. verran a great part of Portugal f, confunung all that was 
not before fpoiled, and putting to the Sword all the 
i iQ7. Monks of the Monaftery of Alcoba^a. King SanchoaX. 
laft provoked by thefe Ioffes, marched out with his 
Forces, took Hoca de Palmela and recovered Bhas, not 
long before taken from him. Next he made War on 
the King of Leon his Son-in-law, having obtained of 
1200. Pope celeftin 1U. the Croifade for all that Tought’againil 
him, as a favourer of Infidels againft Chrifttans. He 
took from him the City Xuy, and Towns of Pontevedra 
and St. Payo de Lotnbco and recovered Contrafta, now 
called Valencia, before taken by the King of Leon. At 
length thefe two Kingswere reconciled through the me. 
diation of the King of Aragon, who to that effeft came 
I io$. to Coimbra, then the Court of Portugal. Some time af¬ 
ter there enfued Civil Wars in Portugal betwixt certain 
great Men ; the mod confiderable betwixt Peter Hpdri* 
gue% de Pereyre and hisCoufin Peter Mende$ de Poyares, 
who coming to a Battle near Valongo , two Leagues from 
Porto, the latter was there flain with many other Men 
of Note. 

7, The Holy City of Hierufalem being taken by So- 
ladin, the Chriftian Princes made preparations for re¬ 
covery of it, and our King Sancho defigned to have 
gone thither himfelf; but being diffwaded, lent ftp- 
plies and encouraged the knights Templersand Hof- 
pitallers to proceed vigoroufly in that religious Enter¬ 
prise In this King’s time was ufed in Portugal the 
A Talent weight called a Talent, but lefs than the Hyman, Greeks 
ufed in or Hebrew, being worth but four Ducats.

The misfortunes during 
his Reign, and his own bounty might Well have ex- 
haufted the lYeafure; yet fo well did he manage it.

rately ficlc, and being given Over by the Phyhtians, > 
his Father had recourse to Heaven for hts Health, 
which was obtained through the Prayers ot the Holy 
Nun Scmorina, then living in the Mountains ot Bajto , 
of the Province betwixt Duero and Minbo, as an ac¬ 
knowledgment for winch benefit received, the King 
beftowed Lands and Poffeflions on that Church, as dicr 
Some of his Succcffors. Soon after his miraculous ic- 
covery, his Father fent him General againft Torres ■ 
Novas, whence the Infidels ufeci to make Excuriions, | 
and Ravage all the Neighbouring_ Country. Ihc j 
young Prince gave good,proof of his Valour at this j 

$egc, and became Matter of. the place by plain torcc. ; 
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King Sanebo perceiving his Son ro be worthy to con¬ 
tinue the race of Portugucft Kings, gave him to Wile 
Vrraca, Daughter to Alonfo VIII. ofujhh. The 
Bride and Bridegroom could not lawfully be Married 
without a Difpenfation, being Coufms in the fourth 
degree of Confanguinity; yet without any, they had 
a Son the following Year 1x08. King SancLo lived 
Wfour Years after, and our Prince Succeeded him, 
being then Twenty Six Years of Age. The hrlt thing 
he did, was to give theTo\vn of Avis to the Military 
Order of that Name; Ferdinand Tans % being r the Ma- 
ftcrof it, who removec} thence from Evord^ where he 
had refided till then. 

? King Sancho perceiving that his Son Alonfo did 
not well agree with his Brothers and Sifters, as he left 
him the Crown, fo he provided’for them, giving the 
Brothers Money and Jewels, and to their Sifters 
the Towns of Alenquer ajld Aveiras. King Alonfo not j 
iatisfyed with the Crown, pretended h\s Father could 1 
not alienate any Towns from it, to give to his Sifters. [ 
The Brothers fearing his Power, tied, Ferdinand to Ca- : 
ftile y and Peter to Leon , and thento Morocco. . The^ 
Sifters Fortifying the Towns, left them by their Fa-j 
ther, provoked their Brother, who by force of Apnes, 
took the Town of Aveiras . This done, he lent Forces 
to Befiege Alenquer , and fat down himlelf before Mon- 
tenuiyor : Thefe Sieges lafted four Months, the King 
of Leon who had Married Terefa, Sifter to our King, 
forced him to quit that Enterprize, He marched with 
Prince Petcr^ through the Province between Duero and 
Mhiho , wafting all that Country, and befiegcd King 
Alonfo as he lay before Montemayor . Much Blood was , 
flied, and all’the Country mined, but at laft coming t 
to a Battle, our King was Worfted, and; the victorious J 
Army in their return took the Towns of Valencia, Mel -1 
Fulqofo and Freixa , with other places of left 
Note, which they Plundered, and Burnt what they 
could not carry away. The Portuguefe in the abfence 
of the King or Leon , again provoked him to fend his 
Forces. Martin Sancbe Brother to our King, but 
offended at him, commanded the Army of Leon , be¬ 
ing that King's Lieutenant.

Neverthelefs, Mourn 
and Serf a were (oon after Befieged by the Moors,but they 
were forced from* both places with great lofs by the 
King in Perfon. Out of the laft Engagement, he was 
drawn almoft ltifled, being very corpulent and oppref- 
fed with the heat of the Weather, and weight of his 
Armour. Afterwards he overthrew the King of B ida- 
;^near Alco^cr, kill ng 30000 of his Men. He fet out 
a Fleet to Sea, for the War in die Holy Land. To 
be fhprt, in all his undertakings, he came off with 
honour, as became the Son and Grandfon of fiich a

This King ufed extraordinary feverity to- 
j.-j. wards the Chuvch-men, for which being reproved by 
Stephen Suare \ de Silva Archbifhop of Braga, inftead 
of amending, he fee Officers to deltroy all the PofleC 
fions of that See. He perfifted lb obllinately in this 
fury, that Flm\orius the third wrote a Letter to him full 
of moft fevere Exprellions, calling him Tyrant: In fine, 
His Death, the King died before he was reconciled to the Clergy, 
or his own Sillers, the Kingdom at that time lying un¬ 
der an interdfoi. He lived 48 Years, and Reigned4 1:

Kve; It is true, Pope Innocent approved of th‘s 
match,, and yet afterwards’ Pope Alexander would 
hot allow ofit. All Military Employ meat ^ now 
Ceajing, the King applied himfelf to the Civil Ar- 
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fairs, and held a Parliament at Leiria. Next he 
took a Progrefs through the Kingdom, repairing 
the Forts, Towns and,Churches that had been ru¬ 
ined during the War. He fpared neither coff nor 
labour in thofe publick Works; he built from the 
Ground the Monaftery of Santarem,the Towns 
of Eftrcmo^, Odcmira , Monforte , Valencia del ■ Mtnho, 
then called Contrajla , and Viana de Lima.

I, T 7 Ing Denis, Eldeft Son to Alonfo III. and Queen j 
**■ Beatrix, was born at Lisbon on the <yth. of Otto- t 
her, 1261. and was fo called from the Saint whofe Day < 
that was. From his Infancy he was educated in all thole ; 
Vertues and Accomplilhments that make an Excellent 1 
Prince; In Truth, Juftice, and Liberality, he exceeded ( 
moft of them that had been before ’ him. His Father 
dying when he was but Eighteen Years of Age, though 
he honoured his Mother in all other Refpe&s, he would 
allow her no lhare in the Government. She refenting 
this as an Affront, went away into Cafti/e, pretending 
her Journey was only to pay a Vifit to her Father. 
That King, defiring to pleafe her, took a Journey to 
Badajoz, and lent to defire King Denis to come as far 
as Elyas. Thither the Princes Peter, Sancho, Jayne, 
and his Brother Emanuel repaired to him, by whom the 
King of Cafttle defired they might meet at Badajoz.. 
King Denis having entertained tnem magnificently for 
the jpace of three Days,lent them back,faying,He would 
foon be after them, but fuddenly returned to Lisbon , 
thinking it a better Expedient not to meet his Grand¬ 
father, than to deny his Requeft.

The difpoffeffed Princegave the 
Kingdom of Leon , to his Unkle John, and that of 
Murcia, to Jajme or James, King of Aragon, upon 
Condition they fhould alfift him to recover his right. 

Both thofe Princes endeavoured to poffefs thethfelves of 
what was allotted them , before the Injured ‘Prince 
couldbe Re-inthroned. King Ferdinand, overwhelmed 
ivith thefe Enemies, craved Aid of our King Denis, 
and that they might meet at Fuente Guinaldo, and Ba- 
dajoz. There having declared his wants, our King pre- 
fented him with a great Surnth of Money, a Cap made 
of an Emerald of ineflimable Value, and lent him fuch 
fnpplies of Men, as gained him a Superiority over his 
Enemies. 

7. Pope BcnediEl ’XI. fent his Legate to compote thefe x.ng De- 
Differences, and with the general Content of all Par- ms chfat 
ties concerned; our King Denis was appointed Media- Mediator 
tor between them. It was agreed that all Parties fhould betwixt the 
ftand by his Determination, to which purpofe a folemn o/Cnffjlc, 
Inftrument was figned, and Cautionary Towns given and the 
on all fides.

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lay all the way in tents, in the open Field. King Per- 
dir,and met him at Cuellar, they travelled tether to 
Soria, and there parted; our King proceeding to Tor - 
rellas, in the Kingdom of Aragon, where Jamjeot James, 
King of Aragon , and Blanch his Queen received him. 
here King Denis entertained them with fuch Magnifi¬ 
cence, as nad fcarce been feen in Spain. The Arbitra¬ 
tors and Parties, being come to Taracona, the Kingdom 
of Murcia, was by them divided betwixt the Kings of 
Caflile, , and Aragon, and feveral Towns were affigned to 
D. Aionfo de la Cerda, and he ordered to forbear 
filling himfelf,King of Caflile. « This Sentence ofKing 
« Denis, our Author admires for its equity, as it it 
« could be any juftjce to deprive the rightful Prince of 
“Three Kingdoms, and give him the Revenue of a 
« few Towns in’ lieu of them, and thofe Towns to be 
“ held of that fame Ufurper who kept him out of his 
“right. Judgment being given, they went -away to 
Agreda, where King Ferdinand was with his Mother. 
There Three Kings dined at one Table, and Three 
Queens at another, which were thofe of Caflile, Ara¬ 
gon, and Portugal. Hence King Denis went to Vallado¬ 
lid, to lee his Daughter, Queen Conflance, and fo retur¬ 
ned to his Kingdom. 

8 . King Ferdinand now at Peace with the Chriltians, 
refolved to employ his Arms againft the Moors of ( 7 m- 
naL’, To this effeft he craved Succours of King Dents, 
who lent him Seven hundred Horfe, Commanded by 
D. Martin Gil de Soufa , his Standard-bearer, and lent 
him Seventeen thoufand Marks of Silver, for which B.t- 
dajoz, Alconchel, and Burguillos, were given in pawn. 
This expedition was well begun by the taking of Gi¬ 
braltar, but its Progvefs was flopped; Firft, by want ot 
Provifions, and next, by the Death of King Ferdinand. 
Phillip the Fair King of France, placed Clement V. (be¬ 
fore Archbifhop of Bourdeaux) in St. Peters Chair, up¬ 
on Condition he fhould remove the Papal Seat.to Lions, 
that he fhould publickly burn the bones of his l re- 
deceflbr Boniface VIII. give him the rents of the 
Church Revenues, for Five Years, and fupprefs the 
Order of the Knights Templars, that he might leize 
their Revenues. This Pope not willing to perform that 
part touching the burning of his PredecefTor, thought 
to make the King amends, by falling the heavier on the 
• ■ -- • • Knight? 
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Khights Templars. Te this purpofe, at the infligation 
WS fine,We Knigks were cWed with moft 
heinous Crimes , and their (great foaftt* with Sixty 
Knights Were publickly burnt at Paris, t6the aftonifh- 
mentdfafl the World. The Pope had fent Orders to 
dl Pitts, that thefe Knights fhould every where be ap- 
preherided on the fame Day, but the Kings of Caflile , 

Ardgon, arid Portugal obeyed not, efteeming the merits 
of that Noble Order, above the unjuft Commands of 
a Byalftd Pope. Yet after much Debate, the Order 
was Wholly fupptefled, their greateft Crime being their 
Riches, which neverthelefs, in Spam were for the molt 
part bellowed on the Knights Hofpitaflers of St. John, 
now called the Knights of Malta. But King Denis, 
begged df the Pope that the Revenues of the Knights 
Template in Portugal, might be given to a new Order 
of Krtighthood, .he then inftituted to ferve againft the 
bordering Moors. His fuit being granted, this Year 
I3I0. was erefted the Order of Knights of our Saviour 
jefus Chrift , the King befides the poffelhons of the 131- 
Templars, beftowing on it feveral Towns and Churches, 
that were in his gift. This from time to time, has been 
fo increaled that at prefent, the Order enjoys a Reve¬ 
nue of about 500000 Duccats, divided into 500 Com- 
mendarfes, to Encourage Gentlemen with this reward, 
to the Conqueft of Africk- At prefent, thofe thoughts 
are quite laid afide, and thofe Revenues are almoft be¬ 
come Hereditary : Many of the Knights Templars be¬ 
ing found innocent were admitted to this New Order ; 
and a Mafter of it created. At firft thefe Knights were 
obliged not to Marry, but that vow was abolifhed in the 
time of- King Emanuel, by Pope Alexander VI. 

9. King Denis, in his latter Days, had much Conren- King De- 
tion with his Son Prince Aionfo. This Prince took for n ' s at 
the occafion of hisDifguft, the great Favour that Duke nmumtu 
Aionfo Sanchez , and Count John Aionfo , the King s lia- IS 4 *- 
ftard Sons were in with him. Havifig drawn Peter, a- 
nother Ballard Brother to his Party, the Prince pre¬ 
fumed to ask of the King, to refign to him the Power 
of the Adminiflratioh of jullice. Being jullly denied 
fo unreafonable a Demand, he drew over his Mother- 
in-Law, Queen Mary, to affift him towards obtaining 
his defires by Force, to which purpofe fhe asked leave 
of his Father for him- to come to her,into Caflile, and 

P 4 ’ being 
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being refilled, the Prince went to her, to CuidadRtb 
drigo, againft his Fathers Confent Being returned 
to Portugal, the Qpeen fent to demand of the King, 
what he had before refilled to his Jon; ana now again 
denied to her. This Projeft failing, the Prince contri¬ 
ved by his Servants, an Informition to be drawn, as if 
left by a Man that died at Magaula : containing a De¬ 
lian of the Elder Baftard, the King scbiefeft Favourite, 
to Poyfon the Prince. A Copy of the falfe Informati¬ 
on he fent to the King, who having examined the mat¬ 
ter, found it was a piece of Forgery. Being again dif- 
appointed, he perfwaded fome of his Followers to Mur¬ 
der Alonfo Sanchez,, faying his Father negotiated with 
the Pope, to exclude him the lawful Heir, and leave the 
Crown to a Baftard; but he in this did not fucceecj nei¬ 
ther. AU thefe praftices failing,the Prince betook hlmfelf 
to open Hoftility, robbing the King's Loyal Subjects, ra- 
vilhing Women, facrilegioully ranfacking Monafteries, 
foiling Giraldus , Bilhop of Ever a, and committing ma¬ 
ny other Enormities, without the reach of Juftice, as 
afted under the Heir of the Crown. 

The Prince JQ King advertifed Pope John XX. ofhisSons 
proceeds w D if 0 b e dience, and he difpatched his Bulls, admonifo- 
hjiDipbe- j n g bi ra to defift from force, and fubmit to his Father ; 
ce ' but all to no efFe£E. For he gathering a number of Cri¬ 
minals, and Out-laws, pretended to go in Pilgrimage 
to the Church of St. Vincent without Lisbon , defigning 
tofurprize that City. The King having timely Advice of 
it,halted thither to prevent him,and the Queen after him 
to Mediate betwixt the Father and the Son. The Prince 
thus prevented, turned away towards Sintra , and hiS 
Father after him. Both Bodies ftood as if they defign- 
ed to give Battle, but on a fudden the Son marched off; 
and tho' the King might have overtaken him , he per¬ 
illed not. Being come to Coimbra, the Prince fent a-, 
way his Princefs to Alcanizes in Cajlile, and then gave 
out that his Father intended to kill him. After difa- 
bufing the World of the falfehood of that Report, lit? 
Father declared all fuch ps Ihould adhere to the Son, 
Traitors; and knowing that the Inhabitants of Lejna 
had entertained him, he halted thither, where Nine of 
the chief, as Rebels, .had their Hands and Feet cut oft, 
and were afterwards burnt. The Prince went away to 
Santarem , and flying thence before his Angry Father^ 
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coffeffed himfeJf of foe.Cpftle of Coimbra , of Monte- 
Major the old, of Petra Gaga, and Porto, whither 
ckme to him his Baftard-Brother Peter , out of Cafttle . 
Guimaraens was defended againft him, by, M t m 
Rodriguez de VafioncelosAn the mean while the King laid 
Siege to Coimbra , which obliged the Prince to quit 
Guimaraens, and return to relieve that City. Here were 
to be feen all the ufual dire effefts of Civil Wars. The 
Holy Queen Elizabeth ceafed not to pafs betwixt the 
Two Armies, mediating for a Reconciliation, which at 1323.' 
laft foe comparted, the I$ing giving to the Prince, the 
Cities of Porto, and Coimbra , and the Old Town of 
Monte-Mato^, with fome additional Revenue. Par¬ 
don was given on both fides, and the Prince took an 
Oath to be Obedient to his Father for the future. But 
notwithftanding this reconciliation, the Prince preifed 
his Father to call the Cortes, or Parliament, and yet 
would not beprefent at it', but went from Santarem, 
towards Lisbon , with armed Troops."

ken by the Fleet of Caftile, under the Command of Peter 
tome de Marchena. Our King gave Advice hereof to 
D ijohn Emanuel, and he making fuit tp his King, that 
lie should fuller his Daughter to depart, received no An- 
fiyerl whereupon he openly declared againft his Sove¬ 
reign, The Portuguese demanded of the Goyernours of 
the Cautionary Towns, for Performance of Articles.that 
they jfhpuld deliver them up to him, fince the fault lay 
on the fide of Caftile. They copfuhing together, fent 
on? of their number to the King, to represent to him 
Hb,w iuijuftly he dealt with, the Portuguefe. He an- 
fyiiered, That if they delivered the Towns, they would 
incur an infamous breach of Fealty, and that he would 
not depart from the Siege he had laid to D. JohnNum\ez 
de Lards Garrifon, till he had his Head. Yet confider- 
ing the Difficulty of that Defign, he intimated he would 
defill, if the King of Portugal fhould requefl it of him. 
Qtieen advertifed her Father hereof, and he im¬ 
mediately wrote to the Caftilian, defiring him to raife 
the Siege, and promifing to make D .John Nunnez fub- 
mit himfelf as loon as the Princefs was lent into Por- 
t»$«l. The Qjjeen her felf. carried the Letter to the 
King, and he anfwered angrily, that he would raife the 
Siege for no Man. Which made her return difconfolate 
to Burgos. But tho’fbmeof the Nobles contrived that 
D. J«h>t might efcape, yet the King was fo watchful, 
they were difappointed. 6. The

Portugal. his Wife, that he give dui, hewoulffbe divorced from 
her and Marry the Lady Edener de Guzman , that he 
defiened to declare Peter her Son his Hefe and that he 
hinlred the Princefs Con ft once from gOiftg faXoPtrtiM 
While his Embaffador executed his Comtniffion, lie 
rnade all manner of Warlike Preparations both bv Sea 
and Land. He laid Siege to Badajoz, arid at the fame 
time his Parties ravaged all the Country about Araune, 
XX, and Cortefana. The Siege being tdiou S , tb 
Kina left fufficient Forces to continue it, and he with 
the'reft of the Army over-ran a great part ot And* 
luzia as far as Sevil, which done, he returned to the 
Siege. His Brother, Count Peter , did the like in G* 
JicL the Archbifhop, and other Commanders in vain 
endeavouring to oppofe him. Numerous Forces were 
railing in Caftile to relieve when the King, 

confidering the difficulty of the Enterprise, atid that 
Peter Alonfo, one of his Officers, had been defeated , 
raifed the Siege, and returned diflatisfted to Formal. 
But whilft he prepared to return thither ftronger than 
before, the Queen, without his knowledge, went away 
to Badajoz, where the King of Caftile, her Son-in-law, 
then was, thinking her Prayers might prevail with him 
to defift from War, and comply with her Husband. The 
King received her with Reipeft, but demanded lucn 
Conditions as he knew could not be granted. Scarce 
was fhe gone from Badojoz, when the Ca/hham followed 
as far as iElvas, ravaging aU the Country. Two days 
Ke fpent Plundering that Territory, and then Iaidoiege 
to Aronchez, but undemanding that the Portuguefe I ar- 
ties infefted the Neighbourhood of Xerez, 
suidos, and Alconchel , he removed to meet them. w° c 
meeting with them, he befieged Olivenca , and being a- 
ken with an Ague, was forced to depart, and , ret “" 1( ?

Some Troops, under the Command of the Brothers, 
Ferdinand, and John Roiz deCoftro, pillaged all the 
Country betwixt the Rivers Duero and Mmho, till dc 
ing met by tl ■ Archbilhdp of Braga with 1400 Porta- 
guefes, D.Jol de Caftro was killed, with 3°=» 

Men, and a geat Booty recovered. At Sea, 
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carrying aooo Men, put into Lepte in Andaluzia, where 
they, landed, Plundering the Country, and being met 
by D. Nunno Portocarrero , there enfued a hot Fight be¬ 
tween them, in which 2 6 Portuguefes and . 80 Caftilians 
were killed. Comedo, the Portuguefe General,was taken; 
and by the Portuguefes, two CaJHlian Commanders, for 
whom he wasi exchanged. The Caftilians let out 40 
Sail to Revenge this Affront, but a Storm difperled and' 
wrecked both.Eleets. Another Portuguefe Squadron, 
commanded by Miftfer Emanuel Pijj'ano , a Genoefe, had 
fpoiled the Coaft of Galicia , and was now again lent 
againft the Spanifh Fleer, that did no lefs harm in the 
, Kingdom of Algarve. They met about Cape S. Vincent, 
and fought with extraordinary Refolutidn, . till the Por¬ 
tuguefe Admiral, and many more, were taken, and the 
CaJHlian returned Victorious to Sevil. At the fame time, 

Ferdinand ArreteZ lying in Ambufh, took 70 Portu- 
guefes, and killed 180.

Kings to fome Accommodation. Philip the Fourth,

Our King, milling 
into the midft of the Enemies, made fuch havock, that 
the Moors loon turned their backs, and fled to Algebra, 
the Pqrtugttefes making a greater daughter in the Pur¬ 
suit, than they had done in the Fight. T 1 k King of 
Caftile, with no lefs Bravery, thrult himfelf into the 
midll of his Enemies, till flopp'd in his rafh Carreer 
by the Arclabifhop of Toledo. Yet To did he prefs Ali- 
boacem,, that defpairlngof SucceT,,he fled to A/gezira, 
and not thinking himfelf fafe ther&^pafled the Streights 
over into Africk. Both the Chriftian Princes followed 
the Chace as far as the Rivers BritabotelLu and Gnada- 
nicil.\ which they dyed with the Blood of Infidels.. 

.9. Queen Fatima, with many other Moorijh Ladies, 
were killed by the Soldiers in their Tents.

Several Colours and Horfes were fent for a Pre- 
fent to Pope Beneditt. The fevenrh day after the Vi- 
ctory,. the Portugtscfe being obliged to return home, the 
Caftiltan laid all the Booty before him, to take what he 
liked belt •, whereof he only took fome Anns, one of 
the Captive Princes, and five Colours.

p,wf , for coverec i the Love he ftill entertained for the Lady Agnes, 
the Lad, b p er f orm i n g her Funeral Obfequies. Being in the 
Agnes de Town of cmannede, in the Prefence of leveral Perfons 
Caftra of Not6j he foi emn i y Swore, That he had taken to Wife 
the Lady Agntt de Caflro, at Braganga-, Six Fears before 
that time. Then he caufed the Witneffes of the Mam- 
age, which were Giles Bifhop of Guar da, and Stef ben 
Lobato Mafter of the Robes, to be Examined. This 
done,'the Bilhops of Lisbon, Porto , and Vifeo, the Prior 
of Santta Cmz,, and other Perfons of Note, meeting to¬ 
gether publifhed the faid Marriage, and the Caufes why 
it was concealed; as alfo, the Difpenfation granted by 
Tope John the 12th. in regard that they were within the 
forbidden Degrees of Confanguinity. An authentick In- 
ftrument to this purpofe being formed, feveral Copies, 
were dilperfed, and the Original is Hi’> preferved among 
the Records at Lisbon. Not content herewith, he cau¬ 
fed two Tombs of the whiteft Marble, and moftexqui- 
fite Workmanfhip, to be ereCted; One of them for 
himfelf, and the other for the Lady Agnes , whofe 
Image ftood on the Top, with a Crown on her Head, 
that fhe might appear like a Queen after her Death. 
Thefe Tombs were placed in the famous Church of A 
cobaga, Then entring the Church of S. Clare at Coim¬ 
bra, he caufed the Body to be taken up, and being 
,-Crowned, and Cloathed in Royal Robes, placed it on a 
Chair, where his Subjects kifled thofe Bones that were 
once beautiful Hands, as being the remains of their law¬ 
ful Queen. After this Ceremony, being put into a 
Herfe, the Corps was conduced to Alcobaga, to be pla¬ 
ced in that rich Urn, with the nobleft Attendance, and 
greateft Grandeur, that has been feen; vail numbers of 
Noblemen, and Gentlemen, in long Mourning Cloaks 
and Ladiesin Whire Mourning Vailes, attended theFu¬ 
neral. From Coimbra to Alcobaga, it is 17 Leagues, and 
yet all that Diftancewas filled with many Thoufands ot 
Men, in two Rows, making a continued Lane, with 
lighted Flambeaus in their Hands. ' : 

4. The Unfortunate King Peter of Cafllle, being drove 
out of his Kingdom by his Baftard-Brother Henry, at- 
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fifed by the French, and flying from Sevil, after Joofing 
ail the Treafure he had amafled* arrived at the Town of 
Coruche in Portugal, with his two Daughters, Conftance 
md Elizabeth, and thence fent to Advertife our King, 
then at Coimbra, of his Arrival: That King’s Daughter 
Beatrix, was Travelling another way, to be Married to 
the Portuguese Prince, her Father not having any fore¬ 
thought of what hapned to him. This Accident much 
furprized the Portuguefe ; feme were for protecting a 
rightful King, their Neighbour and Confederate; others 
were for more fafethan honourable Courfes, not to em¬ 
broil themfeltfes in the Quarrels of others. This Ad¬ 
vice was followed, and our King made the beft Excule 
he could, for not entertaining that Unhappy Prince. He 
failing of this Refuge, withdrew to Albuquerque ;'but 
neither was he to be admitted there.He fent to ask a Pafs 
of our King, to Travel through his Dominions into Ga¬ 
licia, and the Earl of Barcelos, and Alvaro Perez de Ca- 
ftro, were fent to Conduct him: But they not only for- 
fook him by the way, but Hole from him Elenor , the 
Daughter of His Baftard-Brother Henry, whom he car¬ 
ried with him.

He went about the Kingdom in Perfon, to admiqilter 
Judice impartially to all Men. Tho' fo much fpbdued 
himfelf by the Love of the Lady Agnes de Cafiro , he 
iuffered no Crime of Incontinency to pafs unpunifhed. 

Several new Pieces were coined by him, on the one fide 
whereof, was his Effigies fitting in a Chair, holding a 
naked Sword; on the reverfe, the Royal Arms, with 
thefe Infcriptions, Peter, King of Portugal and Algarve, 
t iod afjift me, and make me Vittoriotts over my Enemies. 

He was fo Bountiful, that, like the Emperor Titus, he 
thought himfelf not a King the day he gave nothing: 

To this purpole, he kept always much Plate. He was 
much audited toMufick, and ufed to go abroad at 
Nights, and dance to the found of Trumpets. Notwith- 
ftanding his great Liberality, he left a confiderable Trea- 
' fure to his Succeflor, which he gathered without the 
lead diflatisfaftion to his Subjeds. In fine, fuch was 
; his Life, that his Death was generally lamented; and it 
j was in all mens Mouths, That fuch Ten Tears Government 
I never were, nor would again be feen in this Kingdom. 

Others laid, That either be fhould never have been born, 
or never have died. 

7. This King was of great Stature, a Majedick Pre- //;< p«<r/,8 
fence, his Forehead large, his Eyes black and beautiful, mid inter 
his Hair reddilh, which he wore long, his Mouth fmall, mint. 

He fomewhat dammered in his Speech, 
was addicted fo Poetry, and fome Verfes of his are dill 
extant. He Reigned Ten Years, wanting Two Months, 
and died in January, 1367. He is buryed by the Lady 1

Tomb. The L'ady Confiance, his fil'd Wife, lies in the 
Church of S, Francis at Santarcm.

Jn Cafiile he marryed Confiance , Baftard Daughter ,10 
King Henry. 4. Beatrix , Wife to D-Sancho, Earl of 
Aibuqt/erque, Baftard Son to King Alonfi XL of Cafiile. 

King Peter had one Baftard Son, called John, Malta 
of the Military Order of Avis-, who, after the Death 
of King Ferdinand, ufurped the Crown. 


C H A P. XI. 

The Firjl Part of the Life and Reign of Fer¬ 
dinand the first of the Name , and ninth 
Kjng of Portugal, from the Tear 1540. til 

1. T 7 Erdinand was the. Second Son of King Peter, and 
F his Wife Confiance. He was Born in the City 
Coimbra, and fucceeded his Father at 27 Years of Age. 
The Peace and Treafures King Ferdinand inherited, were 
not at all lading; for he engaged himfelf in a War 
againft Cafiile, pretending a Right to that Crown, after 
the Death of King Peter, as Great Grandlon to King 
Sancho , Henry, the prefent Poffeffor, being a Baftard 
and Regicide. Many Perfonsof Note, who fled outot 
Cafiile, encouraged him in this Enterprize, and many 
Towns not admitting Henry, offered themfelves to Per-, 
din.xnd. He bellowed vaft Pofleflions on feveral of the 
Cafiilians that came over to him, as particularly to Fer¬ 
dinand, Earl of CafiroXeres, and Brother-in-law to 

King Henry , he gave Fifteen Towns, to D. Alvaro Pere * 
de Cafiro , his Brother, Eight Towns, the Earldom « 
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Aftoyolos, and the Office of Gonftable; to Ferdinand 
Alor.fide Zamora, Nineteen Towns, and (b to riiany 
others, too long to, recount, betides Gifts in Money ana 
Jewels, which exhiufted the Treafures left by his three 
Predeceffcrs. Many Cities and Towns alfo of Cafiile 
declared for our King, where he immediately coined 
Mohteyy bearing the Arms and Titles of both Kingdoms. 

Our, King, in outward appearance, pretended moire Zeal 
to Revenge the Murder of King Peter, than Ambition 
to joyn that Kingdom to his own. To inculcate thte 
Opinion, he fent Embafladors to the Pope, the King of 
England, and other Princes, laying before theth the.nei- 
noufhefs of the Crime, as committed by a Brother" a- 
gainft his Brother, and by a'Subjefit againft his Sove- 
raign. 

2. Whilft the Embafladors were tin their way,the Enters into 
King concluded a League with the Moorish King of Gra- : League 
nada for Fifty Years, during which time they were to with the 
aflift one another, and neither was to pretend any.

The Princefs was marryed by Proxy 
to our King at Lisbon , the Aragonian Embaflador reprc- 
fenting her Perron. The Articles of Marriage were. 

That flie (hould bring iooooo Florins Portion; That her 
Father lhould make War on Cafiile two Years; That the 
Husband lhould give three Months Pay to 3000 Horfe 
in his Father-in-law’s Service. -Some Places in Cafiile 
were all'p allotted to the Aragonian, for every Man gives 
freely of what he has not. Soon after, the Bridegroom 
that was to have been, but never was, fent a Rich Pre- 
ient to Barcelona for the Bride, without expefling die 
Payment of the iooooo Florins. He alfo fent Eighteen 
hundred weight of Gold to be coined, to defray Charges 
mere. To Convoy the Bride, feven beautiful Galleys

tugal. the Place, after loofing 48 Men, becaufe he was not re* 
leiyed, and the Town was not Walled nor Garifoned y 
having Articled to Surrender, if not releived by a cer-,> 
tain time. Henry finding the Place was not Tenable,; 
Burnt it, and removed toGuemaraens, which being bet¬ 
ter Fortified held out againft him: Seing he prevailed 
little by Force, he thought to take it by Stratagem, and 
to that purpofe James Gonzalez de Cafiro , got into the 
Place difguifed like a Country-Man, but being difcover- 
ed. was put to Death, and his Body expofed to the Dogs. 
Now it was that Count Ferdinand de Cafiro, Brother-in- 
Law to King Henry carried about by him as a Prifoner, 
made his Efcape into the Town with his Keeper Rami¬ 
ro Nunez, and both went into the Portuguefes Service. 
King Ferdinand, who was then at Coimbra with a nume¬ 
rous Army, with all fpeed made towards the Cajlilian, 
fending before a Herauld to Challenge him, but he drew 
off by the way of Brogan pa, Vinaes, and Outeyro, which 
Places he took. Miranda was Surprized by certain Co- 
ftiltians, who in Carriers Habit were admitted in: Cedi- 
vin after a vigorous refiftance was Betrayed by Vajco 
Efievez, but his Treafon tho’ not difcovered in time to 
prevent' the Lofs of the Place, was fo foon found that he 
was Hanged for it, Henry having fecured 
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bailed to Cafiile, for that the King of Granada was now 
aftingwith a great Pdwer in Andaluzia. 

4. Ferdinand having miffed of his Enemy, divided his 5tveral 
Army under feveral Commanders, Garrifoning all Pla- Military 
ces he was fufpicious of. He had recovered moft of what Expedite 
was loft, but the People not fatisfied with his Proceed- ons. 
ings, complained he only knew the way* betwixt Lisbon, 

and Santorem, becaule he often went from the one Place 
to the other, whence it became a Proverb, That the Fool 
goes and comes betwixt Lisbon, and Santarem; when they 
would exprefs a Man often does the fame thing to no 
purpofe. Giles Fernandez with 60 Horfe, and 400 Foot, 
made an Incurfion towards x Medellin, where he took lb 
great aBooty,< that fearing to loofe it if purfued, hecau- 
fed his Uncle Martin Tannez, to feign himlelf to be 
Prince John, andasfuch todifcharge feveral Prisoners, 
who reporting his being there with a greater Force than 
really was,deterred the Enemy from following him. Gou- 
talo Mendez being General, took this Giles Fernandez 
with him to make an Inroad, to Badajoz. The Garrifon 
iffued out upon them, and both fides fought with greac 
Refolufiort. In this A&ion a Buteher of Lisbon, called 
Laurence, killed feveral Cajlilians. In the mean while 
Prince John forcing his way into the Suburbs of Badajoz, 

Burnt them. Gomez Lor encode Avclar, on the fide of 
Cmdid Rodrigo, took S. Felices, Inojofa, and Cerralvo, 

Here John Roiz Portocarrero , with only 23 Horfe, killed 
or took almoft 80 of the Enemy from Ledefma. This 
Year ended with a Fire at Lisbon, which Burnt down all 
the then Smiths Street, it is now the Confe&ioneis.

Scarce had Ine contented when her Marriage being 
faft ed in queftioix and the Husband not oppofing.it,. 
Judgment was eafily obtained for the K. Hereupon lien 
Husband went away to Cafiile and there publickly wore 
a pairof Golden Homs. In fine, Ferdinand Married the. 
Lady Ellenor. The whole Kingdom was aftonifiied at : 
this A&ion, but Lisbon (hewed it felf above all other 
Placea Here a Taylor, called Ferdinand Vafpcez., a bold 
well-fpoken Fellow, gathered 3000 of the People, and 
With them went to the Pallace, nothing being heard 
hut Reproaches againft the New Qlieen. To appeafe 
them, the King protefted he was not Married to her, 
and promifed the next Day to hear them, when they 
were Calmer, at the Church of S. Dominick. By Day, 
the Multitude wasin the broad Place before thatChurch; 
but the King fearing the popular Fury,was already gone 
away to Santarem. When the People underftood it, they 
vented their Malice in Reproaches, and this made the 
Qiieen ftir up the King to Revenge. The Taylor was 
apprehended, and many of his Followers; (ome where- 
bf had their Hands, others their Feet cut off; many 
tnore fled, now too late underftanding, that Subjects 
eughtto have no other Red refs againft the Mifcarrages 
Q( their Sovereigns, than by their Prayers to God. In the 
jftpan while, the King traverfed the Kingdom with his 
beloved Confort, till being come to the pleafant Mon- 
aftety of Lepa, Two Leagues from Porto , he then decla- 
ira, what he denied at Lisbon } to wit, That lie was 
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Married to the Lady Ellenor, and affigned her a greater 
Tovnurre than any Queen before her ever nad. 

■8. Alt the Nobility killing the Qtieens Hand, only 
Prince Denis Son to the late King,. by the Lady Ames de 
Cdfiro refufed it, for which the King offered to Stab him, 
but was prevented, and the Prince fled to Coimbra. Tho 
many of the Multitude were punilhed, the clamours 
of the People againft the King's Marriage cealed not, 
nor were they continued without reafon , for that Ma¬ 
nage was in reality unlawful; Ihebeing the true Wife 
of %ohn Lorenco, Ferdinand at laft remembrihg he was 
contracted to the Princelsof Caftile, fent to inform her 
Father, Thattho he could not perform that Article, he 
would fulfil all the tell. That Prince did not feem at 
all to be concerned, -but Embafladors were fent on both 
Tides to Ratifie the Peace. The New Queen having 
gained a Crown by her Beauty, fought now to gam the 
Affections of the Nobility by her Bounty, and fheat- 
tained her end in a great Meafure, 1 for many who before 
, railed, having taftedof her Favours, began to extol her 
Generofity. Befides, the more to bend them to her, Ihe, 
married all her Relations among the Nobility: 

. a. King Ferdinand Hill purfuing his ; inconftant Hu-, 
mour, began again to break with Caftile, takingfome 
Ships of that Crown in the River of and enter¬ 

ing into a Confederacy with John. Duke of Lancafter, 
1 Third Son to Edward the Third King of England, and 
married to Con fiance the Eldeft Daughter of King Peter' 
of Caftile, in whofe right he fitted himfelf King. It 
was agreed, they fhould joyntly make War upon the 
Kings of Caftile and Aragon; That they fhould bear an 
equal part in the expence of the War, and that King Fer¬ 
dinand fhould have all he could take in Caftile , except¬ 
ing Towns and Cattles; That each fhould have what he 
could gain in Aragon ; King Henry fent an Embalfador 
to Portugal , to proteft againft thefe proceedings, but to 
no effefil. Hereupon, Henry marched with his Army to* 
wards Lisbon, his Admiral Mifter Ambrofto Bocanegra at 
the fame time entring the River Tagus with 1 2 Galleys. 
About the middle of September he fet forward from 
Zamora, and by the way took Almeyda, Pinnel,Linnares , 
i* Cerolico , and Vifeo , where Prince Denis offended at King 
Ferdinand, offered his Service to him. They marched 
to Coimbra, from whence Ferdinand was newly gone to 

Santarom, 
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Sawetrm,rcA here Hetyry quartered in Ihe Suburbs. Ollr 
King being left forward to Fight than he had been to 
give the Occafion; marched without obferving T ^ 7 3 - 
much order, towards Lisbon, about the end of February. Hf Qpar- 
The King, and thole that were with him, could from v* 
the Walls of Santarem difcover the Energy marching to- 
midi Lisbon, yet had not the Courage to attack' them. Lubon ‘ 
lisim being lurprized, Henry entred at S.^/ow/sGate, 
ana took Up his Quarters in the Monatteryof S. Francis* 
the People retired to tho ftronger parts pf the Town. 

Our Fleet had been fent to hinder the CaftiliarrSqmdtoh 
from entring the Port,but our Ships were taken by them, 
and only 4 of pur Galleys ofcaped, faving themfelves la 
the Creeks. The People of Lisbon underilanding there 
was a defign to betray the City, dragged! one of the Con- 
fpirators about the Streets,and then cut him in pieces; a- 
nother was expofed to the lails of a Mill, which call him 
into the River. The Frqncifcan Friars, where the King 
quartered, thought to have expelled him thence;‘ but 
their defign being difcovered, he put them into Boats, 
without Sails or Oars, and expoled them to the mercy 
of the Sea; yet they got a Sboar. The Caftiliaris poffefc 
fed the Skirts of the Town, and many Sldrmiflies dayly 
hapned.In the mean while,the Earl ot (7y0»,Kirfg Henry s 
Son, took Cafcaes at the Mouth of Tagus, whilft feveral 
Parties wafted the Country. The Lisbonians not able to Mo(l of she 
expel the Enemy out of the Suburbs, fired the Houles; City Burnt 
and they, in requital, let Fire to'the Rua-nova, or New 
Street, and fo tne greateft part of the City was Burnt. 

The Country betwixt the Rivers Duero and Minho, was 
no lefs infefted by the Forces of Galicia, which routed a 
Portuguefe Body that came to oppofe them.

fled to Cafiile, where he was kept from the Crown of 
Portugal, which would have fallen to him, as we Ihall 
fee in the next Reign, had he not fled for killing his 
Wife. , . , 

2. A mighty Solar Eclipfe preceded the Death of A great 
Henry, King of Cafiile, which happened on the 30 th. Eolipfi of 
of May. Embaflaaors went immediately from Porta- the Sun. 
gal, to propofe to John, the new King, a Match betwixt 1, 79 - 
his Eldeft Son Ferdinand, then a Year old, and Beatrix,

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-thjt .Kingfor a Private Man, whom fhe raiftc|,to, the 
honour of ar| Ear!. After fojnc time, the King ordered 
him to appear publicity at Leyria, as if newly come 
ftprn England, and there, as had been agreed, he was 
.apprehended for coming into Poyttfgal without leave. 

...... Within a few, days he was again let . at Liberty, and it

Kingdom. ', tinder this Pretence he returned to England, 
to'foDicite tfie execution pf the Treaty concluded. 

3. King John linderftanding that Edmund, Duke of 
Tork., railed Forces in Englamfto Conquer Cajllle for 
his Brother the Duke of Lahcajler, who had a Right to 
It by his Wife, the Daughter of King Peter, ana that 
he intended to affilt the, King of Portugal ; marched 
now as far as Zamora, fitted out his Fleet at Sevil, and 
lent Ferdinand 0fores, Matter of the Knights of Santiago, 
to fecure Badajoz,. The King of Portugal had already 
fitted put 22 Galleys at Lisbon ,, and fent Commanders to 
aO the Frontiers. The firft AClion of King Ferdinand 
was the demolilhing the Walls of his own City of Evora, 
which were (b ftrong, that three Years were fpent in 
that Work. The Portuguefe Fleet, commanded by the 
Earl John Alonfo Tetto, the Queen’s Brother, let out from 
Lisbon, and in the Sea of Algarve met with the Fleet of 
Cajllle, confifting of 17 Galleys, under the Command 
of Ferdinand Sanchez, de Toar. He being inferiour in . 
number, endeavoured to Ihun coming to an Engage¬ 
ment : But our Admiral purfues and comes up with 
AH *be bim off of Suites, having left behind 8 Galleys, that 
Portu- went to take in fome Fifher-Boats.

reyra. Prior of Crato, marched with 1000 Lances, and 
4000 Crofs-bow-Men in quell of him, but came too 
late, for he was retired to Badajoz,. King John ftreightly 
befieged the Town of Almeyda, thither came to him 
Prince John, who was fled from Portugal on account of 
killing his Wife, and offered, with the affiftance of fome

atavourable Opportunity. The King went aboard to 
receive the new Guefts, who were lodged in theMona- 
' fiery of S. Dominick., where Rich Prefents were beltowed 
upon them, and they were fumptuoufly entertained. 

The King was by the Treaty obliged to furnifh the Eng¬ 
lijh with Horfes, and he gave them more Mules than 
Horfes, for there were fcarce any in the Kingdom, and 
he gave fuch as could be had. The Duke of fork ad- 
vifed our King to adhere to Pope Vrban, and difown 
the Anti-Pope Clement , which the King willingly corn- 
plyed with; for there being then aSchifm in the Church, a Schifia 
th eEngli/h would not hear the Maffes faid by Portuguefe hi the 
Priefts, becaufe they acknowledged the Anti-Pope. Ed- church 
ward, the Duke’s Son, was foleranly contracted to the Tne Duke 
Princefs Beatrix, they being both about fix Years of Age. V \ ork 
Elvas was at that time befieged by the Caf Ilians, who 
hearing of the Arrival of the Englijh , railed the Siege, . 
and departed. The Englijh committed many Outrages Beatrix . J 
in Lisbon, and being ordered to March agamft Cajtile , 
did no lefs harm in the Country as they went, which 
was the caufe that many of them were cut off by the 
Pertuguefes . D. John Alonfo , Earl of Onrem , and the 
Qpeen's Brother, dying, the Queen gave his Title and 
Honours to her Gallant, John Fernandez. Andeyro. He 
was a marryed Man, and his W ife in Galicia. I he King, 
to take him from the Queen, caufed his Wife to come 
to Court, and the Queen endeavoured to gain her with 
Gifts, which {he received, yet at the lame tune openly 
fpoke of the Queen whatfoever her jealoufie dictated. 

5. This Year another Powerful Fleet of Cajtile from 1332. 
BiJcaj entred the River Tagus, and meeting no Oppofi- 
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The Fleet tion,' deftroyed fome Veffels; then Landing, they burqjt 
of Caftile three Royal Palaces, and ravaged aU that Coait. At 
again ra- jengh, Peter Alvarez, Pereyra, Prior of Crato, with 200 
vages the Horie, cut off alrnoft all the Party of the Enemy, ana 
Ctafl. recovered the Booty they carryed away, which was fome 
check to them for the future. Nunno Alvarez, Pereyra 
lay in Arnbufh with 24Horfe, and 30 Foot, near the 
Bridge of Alcantara, there he put to flight 20 of the 
Enemy, who fled to the Shoar. The Enemy increahng 
to about 250, his Men refufed to Engage at fuch odds, 
and he, to draw them on, run upon them alone, Where 
hisHorfe fell upon him, but his Men coming to his 
. Refciie, brought him off, the Caftilians at the fame time 
retiring to their Veffels. The Queen having in Publiek 
rent a Veil in two, and given one half to nef Gallant, 
John Fernandez Andeyro, and the other to Count Gonealo, 
for that they were fweary, and had no Handkerchiefs to 
wipe their Faces, for it teems they were not then ufed in 
Portugal ; Gonzalo Vaftuez'de Azevedo, her Coulin, re¬ 
proached her with it; and the, in Revenge, accufed him, 
and John, Baftard Son to the late King, of holding In¬ 
telligence with the Spaniards. Hereupon they were both 
committed to Prifon. She contrived to put them to 
Death, but failing in her Projects, fet them at Liberty,' 
and lliewed extraordinary Kindnefs to them both, the 
better to difguife her Praftices againft them, as alfb fince 
Hie had failed to deftroy them, to'bind them to her In- 
tereft.' 

The Eng- 6. The Matter of the Knights of Avis being now at 
liih and, Liberty, joyned with fome English, and making toge- 
Portu- ther 200 Horfe, and 4000 Foot, they marched to Caftile, 
guefe take and laid Siege to Lobon, which they took, the Enghft, 
Towns in being the firft that entrea. Cortiio fell into their hands, 
Caftile. and was more hardly ufed; for tno’the Priefts appeared 
on the Walls with the Bleffed Sacrament, th t Englifh 
put all to the Sword, in Revenge of one of theirs that 
Was killed. The Kings of Caftile and Portugal were 
now at the Head of their Armies, the former at Badajoz , 
the latter at Elvas , ready to decide their Quarrel by 
Little. ' King Ferdinand Knighted 24 of his own Pe<> 
pie and the Englifh ; but being told, he could hoc, tho 
a King, confer that Honour^ becaufe he had not received 
it himfelf, he caufed’the Duke of Fork, to Knight him, 

and then repeated the Ceremony to thofe 24 Knights.

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The whole Day was foent by both Armies looking upon

This 
it appears, thefuture Pretenfions of the King of CaftHt 
to the Crown of Portugal , were juft, as were Queen El 
lessor's to the Government; and that the fucceedingKing 
John was an llforper,having no lawful Title to the Grown. 
King Fet- 8. King Ferdinand being Sick, his Queen Ellenor con- 
dinand d ufted the Princefs, then not full Thirteen Years of 

falls fick. Age, to Elvas. When both Parties had fworn the Per¬ 
formance of Articles, the King and his Bride met, in 
Tents near thatCity. Such was Queen Ellenor s Beauty, 
that the Caftilians feeing her faid, King Ferdinand were 
much to blame,had he not loved her, having feen her; or 
if, having loved her, he had not made her a Queen. Here 
the Cardinal of Luna produced a Difpenfation for them 
to marry, they being within the prohibited Degrees of 
Confanguinity; after which there was a tnoft fplendid 
Entertainment. Then they returned to Elvas , where the 
nuptialRites were folemnly performed with extraordina¬ 
ry Pomp ; and after all publick Teftimonies of Joy, and 
Demonftrations of Grandeur were over, the King or 
Caftile gave rich Prefents to all the Portuguese Gentry- 
Qjieen Ellenor returning to Almada , where King Fern- 
nandhyfxck, and intimating, That foe liked not tne 
Kingof Caftile ; The Mafter of the Order of ■* v,( * 
commended hisSenfe and Modefty ; to which foe an* 
fwered, That is true , but 1 mould have a Man be wore* 
Man . At laft, King Ferdinand being convinc’d of the 
extravagant Familiarity that was betwixt the Qijeem an 
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Count John Fernandez, Andej/ro, and being unwilling 
by punifoing to expofe.her Weaknefs, or to lofe her he 
fo pallionately loved, he ordered the Mafter of the Knights 
of Avis to make him away privately. But though he 
performed not at this time what was enjoyned him, yet 
afterwards he murdered him in the Revolution* that 
happened when the Order was void. 

9. The King now fpent with Sicknefs, removed from 
Almada to Lisbon , where he died very Penitent, on the 158?. 
24th. of October, 1383. He was almoft Forty four Ferdi- 
Years of Age, reigned Seventeen, and was buried with nand diet. 
Pomp, in the Quire of the Monaftery of S. Francis, at 
Santarem. His Prefence was fo Graceful and Majeftick, 
that through any Difguife he appeared to be a King, his 
Vifage was long, his Complexion fair, as was his Hair, 
andhisEyes fparkhng. The great Expence of his Wars 
obliged him ro enhance the price of the Money,' where- m> c " 4 ' 
of he coined feveral Sorts; but after his Wars ceafed all raCftr ‘ 
the Coin was reftor’d to its.intrinfick Value. He remo¬ 
ved the Univerfity, erefted by King Denis at Coimbra 
to Lisbon, hut it afterwards returned to the fame Place’ 
from whence he brought it. He was rather Prodigal 
than Liberal, which may appear by the many Towns 
we have mentioned he gave to the Caftilians that came 
over to him. As to his other Gifts, one Inftance will 
lerve to demonftrate the reft. To John A/onfo de Moxi- 
w,.oneof the Caftilian Gentlemen that came over to 
Portugal, behdes Towns and Lands, he gave, in one Day, 
joHorles, 30 Mules, 3 Suits of Armour, 30000 Marks 
u „\ a , 4 Sumptures loaded with rich Tapiftry. 

He pulled down the Roman Walls of Ebora, to build 
wew. And thus, though unfortunate in all his Under- 
takings, he fecured tohimfelf the Love of all Men.

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He was fent to receive it at Avis a Convent of that Or¬ 
der and was there educated, till of Age to bear Arms. 

His* Aftions till the Death, of King Ferdinand, have 
heen related; it now remains to recount what he did af¬ 
terwards. The late King, in his Will, left the Adraini- 
ftration of the Government to his Wife Queen, EUenor, 
in purfuance of what had been Stipulated with King 
John of Caftile, upon his marrying the Lady Beatrix, 
lawful Daughter to King Ferdinand : ; tho' the unbridled 
Malice of the Multitude Defamed her with the Name of 
Count John ..Fernandez Andeyro his Daughter. Qiiceti 
Ellenor entred upon the Government with Extraordi¬ 
nary tokens of Grief for the Death of the King her Hus¬ 
band. The Council of the City of Lisbon advifed her 
not to be fo negligent in the Government as her Hus¬ 
band had been; and fhe anfwered them fo gracioufly, 
that they went away well fatisfied. The King of Ca~ 
fiile i mm ediately fent Embafladors to condole her Lofe, 

. and at the fame time to require himfelf to be proclaimed 
King in the Right of his Wife, and in purfuance of the 
late Capitulations. Scarce was this mentioned throughout 
the Kingdom, when a general reluftancy appeared in the 
Countenances of all Men. D. Henry Manuel de Villena % 

Earl of Sea , and tinkle to the King Caftile, was ordered 
to Proclaim him in Lisbon , but was oppofed by D. Al¬ 
varo Perez de Caftro, in behalf of King Peters lawful 
Iflue by the Lady Agnes de Caftro. The fame happened 
at Santarem, Elvas, and in mod Places of the Kingdom. 

King John propofed his Title, by his Embaffador, to the 
City of Lisbon, but it was not favourably received. _ 

2. The Firft contrivance of the Matter of Avis, with 
forae others, was to Murder the Count John Fernandez, f£ *£f ** 
the Queen's Favourite 5 and the laid Matter being ap- ^ 
pointed General of the Country, betwixt the Rivers Ta- 
m and Guadiana , he marched Three Leagues from Lis - p ert ^ r , 
«», whence fuddenly returning with armed Men, he Aq. ' 
rufhed into the Palace, and there Murdered the Un- deyro. 

^ Count. The Queen, when fhe heard it, faid, He 
:d a Martyr, and 1 will to Morrow, in proof of it, 
undergo the Trial of Ordeal. Next, fhe went tp know of 
die Matter, whether fhe alfo mutt die; and a civil An¬ 
swer was returned, to quiet her. The Rabble, raifedby 
the clamours of one of the Matter’s Pages, who cryed 
he would be killed in the Palace, flocked thither, arid 

would 
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would certainly Juve defttoyed the Qpeeft, had not 
V>.John\ the Matter of Avis,, looked out at the Window.' 
He feeing the Multitude bn hi* fide, went away, follow¬ 
ed by them to the great Market, called Recto, to Dine 
with the Queens Brother, the-Earl of Barceles, who 
was confentingto the Miltqer. The Bifhop ox Lisbon 
was then afloat Dinner at his Houle, and with him the 
Prior of Gssimaraens, and a Notary of Stives. They 
hearing the Tumult, got up into the Belfrey, where the 
People feeing them, called out co have the Bells- ring. 
They hot regarding to obey thefe Tumultuary Shouts,, 
the Rabble broke in, and call them headlong from the 
Tower, then dragged them to the -Market called Recto, 
where they lay naked and expofed to the Dogs, till the 
next Day. D. John, after Dinner, went to Court, to 

beg the Queen’s Pardon for murdering the Count. She 

took little Notice of him, but threatned the Kingdom 
with the Power of Caft He ; vet fearing the Rabble, flie 
went away from Lisbon to Alennner, praying to God, at 
her departure, that fhe might fee the City burnt. 

3. Don John fearing the Power of the Queen, refol- 
ved to go away into England^ but the more this was- 
rumoured, the more the Multitude preffed him to ftay, 
and protect them againft Caftile. He made fome feem- 
ing oppofition, but was foon brought to comply. A 
Council was named, where it was refolved that D. John 
fhould marry Queen Ellenor , for defence of the King¬ 
dom; and that if the King of Caftile had ever a Son 
by Queen Beatrix , the Government fhould continue in 
D. John and the Queen, till that Son came to Age. Here 
ceafed all the Reproaches that had been call upon the 
Queen, who when this Overture was made to her, re¬ 
jected it with Scorn. Neverthelefs he was declared Pro- 

„ . , teftor of the Kingdom, by the Commonalty, in the 
f.'jJ* Church of S. Dominick ; and becaufe mod of the Nobi- 
i g* /’ lity were abfent then, they were fummoned to meet in 

the Kine- the Town-Houfe, where the chief of thembeing dubious 
dom. what to do, one Alonfo Jannez,, a Cooper, ftept into the 
midft of them, and laying his Hand on his Sword, 
threatned fuch as fhould refufe their Confent; and they 
fearing the Multitude, contented to what had been done 
in the Church of S. Dominick. Thus was D. John, Ma¬ 
tter of Avis, entrufted with the Government and De¬ 
fence of the Kingdom.

Ability. Ne?tt, to fecure many of his Party, he diftri-

,artd promiftd a general Pardon for all Crimes but Trea- 
fon; not confidering that the only Treafon was to fop-' 
port him. , ; 

4. The Queen began to think herfelf in Danger at Mt CtftU 
Alcnqner,nnd therefore leaving Vafco Perez, de Comens ,f Lisbon 
GoV^rnour there,fhe went away to Santarem.

The lame 
Jiappened at Ponte de Lima. The King of Caftile, now 
at Cordova , having twice lent his Fleet againlt Lisbon, 
ordered a ftrong Party to enter Portugal by the way w 
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Cuidad 'Rodrigo. They plundered all the Territory of 
Trancofo, and the City of Ftfcu-, but as they returned, 
laden with a Rich Booty, they were charged by a rfor- 
tuguefe Body; much, inferiour to them in Number, yet 
with fuch Refoliition, that of all the Caftilians, only 
260 .efcaped, not one Portuguefe being loft in the Aftion 
(if Credit may be given to fuch a Relation, after affirrh- - 
ing the Fight was obftinately maintained.) In the mean 
while, the Fleet of Caftile , confiding of Forty Ships, 
Ten’Galeons, fome Galleys, Twelve Barks and other 
finall Veffels, rode in the Harbour of Lisbon. That Th: Carti- 
Kingalfo marched from Cordova with a numerous Army, Hans outer 
ami appeared before Elvas, whicBf was refolutely de-Portugal, 
fended; and now finding the general AVerfion of the ' 
Portuguefe to him, it was debated, whether Portugal 
ought to be invaded at all, but at laft tavas refolved to 
enter, it by the way of the Province of Myra. 

. 4, The new Portuguefe King underftanding the ap-. 
preach of the Caftilians, marched out of Guimaraers 
to give them Battle, having drawn together his Forces 
from Coimbra, Porto , and other Places. On the 14th. of 
Auguft in the Morning he entred the Plain of Aljubar- 
rtta , where he Knighted feveral Gentlemen. The Ca- 
ftiliaus defigned not to fight, intending to march direttly 
to Lisbon, yet after fome Confutation, they refolved to TlyFam-nf 
Engage. There was a great dilproportion in Numbers, Rat tleoi' 
fortheCaftilians are reported to have been 33000 ftrong, Aljubar- 
ahd th e Portuguefe but 6500; befides which Diladvan- rota- 
tage, they had the Sun and Duft in their Eyes. The 
Sun was going down when thefe two unequal Armies 
engaged. Th e Caftilians at the firft Charge broke through 
pur Vanguard, but the new King then coming up, not 
only with Words, but with his Example, fo animated 
his Meri, that in lefs than an hour thlt multitude of 
Enemies was put to the rout. The King of Caftile, who 
began the Fight on a Mule, being then troubled with an 
Ague, was forced to take a Horfe to fave himfe! f. Molt 
of the. Portuguefe. who fided with Caftile , and were in 
the Front of the Army, were put to the Sword, for no 
Quarter was given to them. The Royal Standard ot 
Caftile was taken, but many pretending to the Honour, 
it could not be decided by whom. The full Number of 
th^lain is not known, b.ut it Was very great on the part 
of’ Caftile, of whom about 3000 Horfe are reckoned to. 
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have perilhed, and very many Men of great Account. 
This is the Famous Battle of Aljubarrota , fb called, for 
thatSt was fought near the Village of that Name.

“ I believe, to all Impartial Men, will’appear nearer to

“ turn to our Hfllory. The new King coming to San- 
, tarem, had it delivered to him, and finding there many 

Ladies, whofe Husbands were in the Service of Caflile, 
he gave them all Liberty to go to them, which they 
gladly embraced. 

The (>. The Portnguefe King's next care was to Reward 

fie of Por- thole who had (ignalized themfelves in the Battle, thd 
tugal upo h chief whereof was the Conllabl^, to whom he gave 
the Fw- J ar g e Polfeffions, and the Title of Count of Ourem . 
He, encouraged by this Honour, refolved to invade ty- 
r ,e ' ft He. Having gathered 4000 Men, he met and defeated 
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the Matter of Calatravd, D. Martin Xanez de Barbuda, 
wh (5 had entred Portugal with a ftrong Party ; and piir- 
v fuing hi? Succefi, took the ftrong Town of Villa Garcia. 

Thence he marched to the Plain betwixt Magapela and 
Villa Nueva de la Serena, where he had a terrible and long, 
as well as doubtful Battle with D. Petfy Moniz, Mailer 
of the Order of Santiago, Three feveral times .the Fight 
was renewed; and lafted almoft two days with incredible 
Obftifiacy, but in the Conclufion, the Portuguefe ob- 
1 tained a mod Glorious Viftory, This done, he went 
away to aid the King, then lying at the Siege of Chaves , 
width was furrendred to him. Moving thence, they 
laid Siege to Cdf-ia, but after having battered it fome 
days with great Fury, were forced to rife and depart , 
the ConftabTe to thb Province of Alentejo , and the King 
on foot in Pilgrimage to Our Lady’s Church'* at Guima- 
raens , as he had promifed before the Battle of Aljnbar- 
rota, Moll of them that held any Forcreffes for Caflile , 
furrendred themfelves now to the new King. He laid 
Siege-to the Town of Chaves , whereof Martin Gonzalez, 
tk'Jtayde was Governour, who held it out till he had no 
Water left, and then articled to Surrender in Forty days, T ,0^ 
if not relieved from Caflile ; and by confent of that i 
King he at length delivered up the Place.

At the fame time, 
MCaflilian Admiral, James Hurtado de Mendoza, en¬ 
ded the River Tagus with a Fleet of Forty Ships, and 
Fifteen GaDeys. Nunho Alvarez Pereyra, with all the 
Forces he could make, marched to oppofe Prince Denis, 
who upon the News of his approach returned to Caflile. 
The King had giVen to the Conftable the foie Govern¬ 
ment of the Province of Alentejo, and! Algarve, which 
he for fome time held, but foon after refigned, and went 
away to the King to affift him at the Siege of Tuy ; 'but 
it was taken before he arrived there. Mi(fer Ambrofo Ma¬ 
rines, a Genoefe, was lent Embaflador from Caflile to fet¬ 
tle a Peace; in order to which a CelTation was agreed 
upph forNine Months.

The Body of King be¬ 
ing depohted in the Cathedral of Lisbon , ontlieijfo.o 
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Aagufi, the next Day his Eldeft Son Edward was pro- 143 

ciain^J King. An Aftrologer advifed him to pafs by that An Afro- 
unfortunate Day, for that all the ConftellaricnS were logical Prt- 
Confpired againft him. But he religioufly flighting thefe diSfim. 
Prediftions,went on with the Solemnity,and was Crown* 
fd that very Day. Then began the Aftrologer publickly 
(as he had before done in private) to denounce, that his 
Reign would be fliort as to time, but tedious for the Mif- 
fortunes which would happen in it. The New King went 
to divert himfelf at Sintra, where his Son Alonfo, not full 
ao-Months Old, was Sworn Heir to the Crown by the 
Nobility. This was the only timethe like Ceremony was 
performed without the Concurrence of the Commonalty 
by their Reprefentariv'es.

* For outward Accomplifhments, he was an excellent 

Horfeman, loved Wreftling, and was much addicted to 
Hunting. He writ fome Treatifesin Latin, favoured 
learned Men, and was very Religious. Several New forts 
pf Money were coined by hinj, and considering how pro¬ 
digal his Predecefiors had been, in giving away the Re¬ 
venues of the Crown, he confirmed a Law invented by n ]S 
Father, That no Female fhould inherit any Gift of the 
Grown, ' ' ■. 
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7.H1S lawful Iffue (as he had no other) was as follows.^ Hit ijf«e. 
ift. D. Alonfo, his Succeflor. 2diy, Ferdinand Duke of 
Vifeo, Maftex of the Military Orders of Chrift and Santi¬ 
ago, and Conftable of Portugal ; and alfo Father to Ema¬ 
nuel, who was afterwards King. _ 3dly, -Philippa, who 
died of the Plague at 12 Years of Age. 4thly, Ellenor, 
married to the Emperor Maximilian, who was Grand- 
Father to the ever-renowned Charles the 5th.

Alonfo,Exs\ 
of Barcelos, ftill held out for the Queen, but his Son

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vUnza, the Earl of Orient, and the Archbilhop of Lisbon 
prevailed with the King to remove him from the Go- 
vernment, laying Difloyalty to his Charge, and they at 
tile fame time difplaced all Officers, as well Civil at 
Military, that had been preferred by him. Not fo con¬ 
tent, they accufed him of afpirine to the Crown,and fo. 
far prevailed, as to have him oanifned the Court; which 
done, feveral Libels were difperfed abroad, fraught with 
nothing but Reflections upon him, and many Articles 
laid ttf his charge, were Judicially examined. Prince 
Henry came from Algarve to Court, to vindicate his Bro¬ 
ther s Honour, but to little purpofe, becaufe he was 
look’d upon to be no fefs guilty than the other, and both 
of them were charged with poifoning King Edward.

from the Tear 1470, till 1481« 

i./'XN the i 8 th. of September, died at Se tubal , Prince j 
U Ferdinand, Brother to King Alonfo , and Father 
to many Children; whereof one was Emanuel afterwards 
King. Soon after his Deith, hlS Daughter Ellenor wad 
married to Prince John, he being Fourteen Years of Age, 
and fhe Thirteen. Twelve Portugrtefc Ships now coming 
from Flanders , were taken by the Englijh ; whereupon, 

Our King ordered Reprifals to be made, and fent Em¬ 
bafladors to complain of it; which was followed by a 
lafting Peace. In the mean while, Perfons were fent to 
difcoverthe Port ofArzila, on the Coaft of Africk, who

News of his approach. Upon this Conqueft, the King Tangier,

- Whilft he made Preparations for War, he lent an 
Embaflador to Ferdinand mb Elizabeth, to deman . 4 
Crown, whoreturning withfuch an Anfwer^s b b 
expected; he immediately advances to Cafhlepy the* 
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of Aronches , with 5600 Horfe, and 14000 Foot. With 
this Army he came to Plafencja, and was there joyfully 
received by many of the Nobility. There he found the 
true Queen, and was contra&ed to her, thofe there pre- 
fent, and many abfent, by Proxy, fwore Allegiance to 
him. The King then (tiled himlelf King of Caftile , and 
Portugal , and nothing was wanting for Bedding with the 
Queen, but the Difpenfation from Rome, which Ferdi¬ 
nand and Elizabeth, with all their might oppofed. No 
fooner was this known to the Caflilian King and Queen, 
but they alfo took the (tile of Caftile and Portugal, and 
fent Forces to invade that Kingdom, which having made 
fome fpoil returned without any oppoficion. Queen 
Joanna fent her Letters, to all die Towns of Caftile, ex¬ 
horting them to return to her Obedience, fince they had 
twice lworn her lawful Heirefs to the Crown. The King 
marched to Arevalo, and thence to Toro, which City held 
for hitri, and the Caftle he took by force. Zamora was 
delivered to him, and thither he conduced his Bride. 

Thence they returned to Toro t where Queen Joanna, Mo¬ 
ther to the Bride, and Sifter to the Bridegroom, died on 
the 13. tit June. Ferdinand and Elizabeth railed all the 
Forces they could, and had now gathered together 
12000 Horfe, and 30000 Foot. With this Force FerdU 
marched and encamped before Toro, where feigning 
Friendftiip, he lent to advife King Alonfo to depart, or to 
decide the matter by lingle Combat; neither whereof, 
he well knew, could as circumftances ftooJ be accepted. 

However, Peter de Avendanho (b cut off the Caftillian s 
Provisions, that he was forced to draw off his Army to 
Medina del Campo. Thither came Elizabeth to Ferdi¬ 
nand, reproaching him, that he had not accepted of a 
fingle Combat, on fuch terms as the Portngaefe allowed 
of.

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Prince John the left Wing, and the Archbittiop of To- 
ledo the Right. D. John de Caftro, Earl of Monfanto , 
brought up the Rear. The Sun was now going down, 
and a final] Rain began to fall when the two Armies 
engaged. Prince John gave a vigorous Charge on his 
fide and was received with no lefs Bravery, yet forced 
the Caftilian Wing to retire to the main Body. At the 
fame time the King advanced before his Men, and the 
Fight was maintained on both Tides for the fpace of an 
hour before any gave Ground, both Referves coming 
up to fecond their Princes. The Portuguefe , over¬ 
powered by the number of their Enemies, began to for- 
fake the Royal Standard, which was taken, after both 
the bearer s Hands were cut off. King Alonfo in delpair 
would have caft himfelf into the midtt of his Enemies, 
if not diffwaded by fome of his Followers. In Con- Th. 
clufion, the King, and thofe Gentlemen that could bear g« 
him Company, fled to Caftro Nmho , where they were "0 
honourably received by Pair de Avendapo the Gover- 
hour. Prince Johyt , who had defeated the Enemy s 
Right Wing, feeing the routpf the Army, with what 
Forces he could gather, flood firm on an Eminence, 
where he continued all the day. ^ Moft of the other 
routed Portuguefe caft themlelves into the Riyer Ducro , 
where more perifhed by Water than had done by the 
Sword. King Ferdinand (who never loved Fighting) 
did not lead his Men, but flood with a ftrong Party on 
a rifing Ground,, to fecure his ownEfcape, in cate of 
need, and feeing his Right Wing drove by Prince jchu, 
and the main Body hard put to by King Alonfo^ he with 
that Body of Guards hafted away towards Zamora- with¬ 
out expefting to fee the Event of the Battle. 7 bus he 
came at Night to Zamora in a Confternation, nor kno w¬ 
ing whether he was Vfltorious, or defeated. Such was 
his Cowardize and Precipitation. 

6. The Prince continued ail the Night on that Emi- 
nence, we have already mentioned, by found of f rum- 
pets, and the light of Fires calling together the Remains ^ 
of the flattered Army.

King Alonfo had fent D. Alvaro, deAtayde 
from Toro into France, defigning to follow in Perlon , 
and crave Succour for carrying on the War, in cate this 
Embaffador found a favourable Reception. _ King Lewis 
entertained D. Alvaro with fuch feigned Fnendlhip, that 
he eafily perfwaded the King his Matter to go over into 
France. The King having refolved upon that Journey, 
after fettling the Government of thole few Places he 
held in Caftile , about the beginning o £ June fet forward 
for Portugal, carrying with nim his Bride, that mould 
have been Queen, Joanna , now fpoiled of her Crown. 

K’. Alpnfo Being come to Miranda, fhe went away to the City

10. King Alonfo , ever fince the Lady Joanna of Caftile 
Was conftrained to take upon her a Religious Habit, fell 
into an extraordinary Melancholy, and had relolvecl 
nimfelf to turn a Mon!;; but returning from acquaint¬ 
ing his Son with his Defign to Cintra , he there fell fick 
of a violent Fever, which in a few days carryed him off.

11. TheDifcoveriesin this King’s Reign were as fol¬ 
lows '. Nftnho Trifiau, and Antony Gonzalez, failed as fat 
as Cape Blanco, in 20 Degrees of North Latitude,whence 
they brought feme Moors,nnd alfo Blacks, then a Rarity 
in Spain. Nttnho returned, and proceeded as far as the 
Iflands of Arguin. Lanzarote and Yanez found the Ifland 
of Garsas, whence they brought 200 Slaves, /toy 
Gonzalez returning, pierced as far as the Ifland Tider: 
Alvaro Fernandez difeovered Cape Matos,a.tid going 100

mas and Principe, the Kingdom of Beni, as far as Caw 
Catherine, and Sierra Leona , were alfo difeovered. Job 
ae Santarem, and John de Efcobar, found the Couutry 
ca lied Mina. Ferdinand Po, that which bears his Name. 
The Ill.mds Azores were now firft known , fo called 
from the many Hawks feen there, and are Nine in num¬ 
ber, lying due Weft of the Rock of Sintra. In one of 
thefe, on the top of a Mountain, called Del Cuervo, ex 
of the Crow, was found a Statue of a Man on Horfe- 
back, his Head bare, his Left Hand on the Horfe s Mam, 
the Right pointing to the Weft ' It flood upon a none 
Pedeftal, which, together with the whole Statue, was all 
of one piece, and under it were certain Characters cut 
in the Rock, but could never be underftood. 
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CHAP. VII. 

The Firft Part of the Life and Reign o/Jolin, 
the Second of the Name , and Thirteenth KJng 
of Portugal ; from the Tear of our Lord 
1455. till 149*. 

l.lN-the renowned City Lisbon, on the Third of May, jsi f th 0 f 
' 1 1455. was born the rnoift excellent Prince John the /ovgjolm 
Second, King of Portugal, firnamed the Perfett and the the Second. 
Great. He was baptized in the Cathedral, with the 145-5. 
greateft pomp and Iblemnity, that had till then been feen. 

This Prince was educated and inftrudted in all Arts, that 
can accomplilh a Perfon of that Charafter. This, and 
his perfonal Worth, moved King Henry the 4th. of Ca- 
jiile, to propofe a Match between him and his only 
Daughter, the Lady Joanna. However the King h s Fa¬ 
ther, gave him to Wife, the Lady Fllenor of Lancajier, 
eldeft Daughter to his Brother Ferdinand ; having ob¬ 
tained the Pope’s Difpenfation for it, and theywere ac¬ 
cordingly married on the 22th.of January, 1470. Soon 1470. 
after his Marriage, the King preparing for his Voyage 
into Africkj the Prince asked, and obtained leave of him, 
to bear him company, where he behaved himl'elf with 
fuch bravery, that his Father Knighted him in the Mof- 
of Arzila , then converted into a Chriftian Church, 
on the 24th. of Augufi, 1471. Alonfo the Prince’s only 14” t. 
Son being born on the 18th. of May, at fuch time as King 
Alonfo, was marching into Caflllc, to marry the Lady 
foma, rightful Heirefs of that Crown", he ordained, that 
in cafe he had Blue by her, and his Son fliould die before 4 ■' > 6 
pint, then his Grand-Son fhould be fworn his Heir, which 
Was done, and Prince John was left to govern the King-

The King confideringhe had obtained that Note in his In* 
fancy, when he had not judgment to know on whom he 
ought to bedovv Honours, tore it, telling him, it was a 
diffident Favour he did not punifli him for having uled 
linifter means to obtain it. He had refolved to build a

3. Before this Fleet failed , the Cortes or Parliamen 
had met at Ebora, where the Form of Obligation, t a 
Lords and Governouts of Places were to enter into wit 
the King, was fettled, becaufetill then the Nobility and 
Commanders exercifed a defpotick Power in their juri- 
dictions independent of the Kings, and by their tyranny 
ttl Proceedings were grown burdenfome to the 1 eopi. 
and dangerous to the Sovereign, who had little moie 
him but the Name. King John being now at peace, 
broad, ordered that no Lorclfhould exercife a )u 
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Power in Cafes Criminal. This pleafed the People, 
but made him odious to the Nobility. Soon after, he 
made a Law, That his Judges, and other Officers of 
Juftice,lhould execute their employments throughout all 
the Territories of great Men that pretended exemption 
from them. All tne Grandees oppofed thefe New Ordi¬ 
nances; but the King was not fo jealous of any, as of 
Ferdinand Duke of Brogan pa, a Servant of Whom pre¬ 
fented to the King certain Letters from the King of Ca¬ 
jlile to the faid Duke, which much increafed the King's 
fufpition, and caufed him to decree his Death. In the ,.q 2 
mean while, the Plague beginning to diffufe it felf at t!]1 ’ 

Lisbon, King John removed his Court to Monte-Mayor, a , Lisbon, 
a more healthy Place. An Embaffador was fent into 
England, tocorifirm the eftablifhed Friendfhip with that 
King. Another was alfo difpatch'd to Castile, about 
concluding the Match defignea betwixt Prince Alonfi of 
Portxgal, and the Princefs Elizabeth of Cajlile, which 
was not effected tillafterwardsEmbaffadors came thence 
to Portugal on that Account. By his Etnbafladors that 
hadbeenin Cajlile, the King had farther information con¬ 
cerning the Duke of Braganpa his holding Correfpon- 
dence with that King- "l he Duke was warned by the 
King to forbear any farther proceeding in that Correfpon- 
dence; yet he debited not, but on the contrary, propo- 
fed to unnaturalize himfelf, in order to be at liberty to 
withftand his Sovereign. The King undeifhnding that 
the Duke accompanied his Son Prince Alonfo in his Jour¬ 
ney from Moura to Event, he refolved to apprehend 
him. After the Solemnity of the Princes Reception was 
over,the Duke coming to take his leave of the King, was, 
by his order, fecured. 

4. The Duke being now in Cuftody, the King called 
his Council, and laid before them the Copies of his Let¬ 
ters of Correfpondence with Caftile.

Late at Night Proclamation was made for appre¬ 
hending the rell of the Confpirators, and the next Mor¬ 
ning the Duke s Carcafs was expofed to publick view up¬ 
on the Scaffold. Moft of the Traitors were apprehended. 
The Bifhop of being put into a Ceftem,was there 

eaten alive by Worms. His Brother Ferdinand was£ 
headed; the fame end had Peter de 
tiere Coutino died in Prifon, and D. Alvaro de AtapdeM 
to Caftile, and was afterwards pardoned by Kin.

Venetian Galleys being taken by the French, and the 
Men put afhoar ahnolt naked at Cafcaes, the King not 
only relieved them with Cloaths, and other Neceffaries, 
but gave them fitch a Sum of Money, as redeemed their 
Galleys, wherewith they returned home. Whereupon 
that Republick fent a Solemn Embafly, with Prefcnts, 
to return him Thanks for that extraordinary Aft of I-Jo- 
fpitality. The Town of Azamor in Africf lent this Azamor 
Year to fubmitit felf to our King, and was taken into in Africk 
Proteftion. The way to India by Sea beginning to be fubmin 10 
laid open, after the Difco very of the Cape of Good Hope, the Ki ”S- 
the King fent AJonfo de Payva, and John de Cubillan, ro 
take a Journey into India by Land. Others followed 
them; but the particulars of thofe Aftions belong to 
the Portuguefe AJia, where they may be found. The 
Catholick King and Queen falling fhort of Ammunition 
at'the Siege of Granada, fent to defire a Supply of King 
John, which was fpeedily and plentifully conveyed co 
them. John Alonfo de .Aveyro c! if covered the Coalt of 
&»i, and brought thence the firft Pepper that was ever 
brought from thofe Parts; as alfo an Emballadcr from 
te King, who was honourably entertained, and fent 
back loaded with Prefents. James de Almeyda, a Knighc 
of Malta , Sailing for Afrit f with 30 Sail, in which were 
Boo Horfe, and 1000 Foot; and being put by his Port, 
landed near rhe City Anafe, where encounlring a mul- 
tifude of Moors , he killed 900, and carryed away 400 
Prifoners. The King improved this Accident, by giving 
out he had chaftifed thofe Moors for their Difobedience 
to their Prince Muley Bcljabe, which that Prince believed, 
and ever accounted himfelf much obliged ro King Jchn.

tho' it happened fome Years latter,let us here relate what 
Was done in this cafe. In the Year 1492- multitudes 
of Jews came out of Caflile into Portugal, engaging to 
pay the King a certain number of Ducats for each Head, 
and only defiring to be permitted to pafs through the 
Kingdom. Eight Months were allotted them to ltay; 
and certain Ports affigned them to Embark. Ttye Term 
expiring, many went over to theCoaft of Fez, where 
they were plundered and abufed by the Moors , having 
been little better treated by the Portuguefe. Many re¬ 
turned to Caflile, pretending they were converted, and 
many flay'd in Portugal under the fame colour. fh« 
King, the following Year, finding them obftinafe in their 
wicked Practices, made all that could be found Slaves j 
and taking their Children away, fent them to the IUand 
of S. Thomas, to be there brought up Chriftians.

Coming a little to himfelf, he asked, how the 
Tide wasand being told, faid, he Ihould die within 
two hours. Juft at Sun-fetting he gave up theGhoft on r --- 9 '- 
the 25 th .of October. Being fenfible he mull die,he com- !1 - J 
manded the Plate furnilhed by the Churches for the late 
Wars, to be reftored. He ordered Duke Emanuel Ihould 
Succeed him, having firft ufed ail polfible means to leave 
the Crown to his-Baliard-Son George , which was the 
greateft Aft of lnjuftice he wa9 guilty of, or indeed 
that could be.

ria Virtues 5. Let us now give fome Specimen of the many ver- 
tues that adorned this King. Firft, for his great Aea in 
Matters of Religion, Pope Innocent VII. publickiy c 
led him, The Eldeft Son of the Church. Daily he per¬ 
formed feveral Devotions upon his bare Knees, ana in 
the Holy Week (pent whole Nights in mourning he ° 
the Sepulchre. He forbid the ufe qf Mules;- and becau 
the Clergy faid, they would have recourfe to the 1 ope 
on that account, he made it Death for any Body 
fnoe them, and fo that Difpute ended. His JuWjJ 
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jwas fuch, that he rewarded fome Judges, before whom 
he was Caft in Law Suits; and hearing a Man was con¬ 
demned to Death ,' who had been Fourteen Years in 
Prilon, he pardoned him, faying, They better deferved 
to die , who had kept him fo long, to Condemn him at lad. 

Few ever exceeded him in Liberality and Gratitude, for 
having borrowed 1500 Ducats of Peter Pantoja , and 
kept mem but five days, he then fent him his Money, * 
and 2 jo Ducats for the Ufe of it. Pantoja complain¬ 
ing that the Lucre ft was too great, he ordered him as 
much more, and faid, He would do fo as often as he com¬ 
plained, James Fernandez, Correa, his Faftor in Flan¬ 
ders, having lent Maximilian the King of the Romans 
30090 Ducats without hi#Order, he fent him Thanks 
for fo doing, and gave him 1000 Crowns. Edward del 
Cafal, a Man of Worth, having employed another to 
beg feme Favour for him, the King feeing him, faid, 

Since you have .Hands to ferve me with, why have not you a 
Tongue to fpeak bo me ? 

6. There was nothing that daunted him, in lo much More of hh 
that others fearing to go aboard the Fleet, becaufe oPgood Qua 
the Plague, he went himfelf, and is faid to have fpcke Utits. 
unconcerned with theGhoft of a Gentleman that was 
dead, and came to warn him of the Confpiracy of the 
Duke of Vifeo. Favourites he never had any, and was 
Juch an Enemy to thofe fort of Minifters, that the Car¬ 
dinal George da Co ft a, who had entire influence over his 
father, fled to Rome before his Acceflion to the Crown. 

None that deferved well, pafled unrewarded, for he car- 
tyed about him a Table-Book, In which were the Names 
and Services of ail thofe that merited of him. All 
Men had accefs to him, their Buiinefs was heard and 
anfwered. Truth was fo much admired by him, that 
hethade D. John de Menefes his Lord Steward, only be¬ 
caufe he laid, He always fppke the Truth, thp it were 
difpleaftng to him. As for Learning, he underftood f'hi- 
lofophy, was skilled in Matbematicks, well verfed in 
Hiftory, and a great admirer of Poetry. Tho' his 
Countenance reprelented much of Gravity, and his Car¬ 
riage had much of Majefty, yet at times he was plealant 
and facetious. To conclude, his Government was in- 
feriour to none or the belt Kings that preceded him., 
and may be a.Pattern to all thofe that come after him. 

‘Scarce any excelled him in all .lorts of Vernier, and for 
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his Zeal to Religion, he was the firft that propagated it 
ii> .the Torrid Zone. In fhorr, he was a Father * of his 
People, Bountiful, Juft, Merciful”, Generous, Brave, a 
lover of Truth, and fure rewarder of Merit. 

Hit ifttt. 7. King John had oqly one Lawfully Begotten Son, 
which was Prince Alonfo, born at Lisbon in the Year 1475. 
and who died, as has been faid, unfortunately, by a Fall 
off his Horfe in the Year 1491. being newly married to 
the Princefs Elizabeth, Daughter to King Ferdinand, and 
Queen Elizabeth of Caftile. This King had alio One 
Baftard-Son, called George, created Duke of Coimbra, 
Marquis of Torres Novas, Mafterof the Military Orders 
of Santiago and Abis, and Lord of the Lands that had 
belonged tQ Prince Peter.

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O*to, prefented to him George, King Jofot’s Baftarfo 
Son, whom he received favourably, and treated as if He 
had been his own. Here the Cortes or Parliament met, 
but did little Bufinefs, as well by reafon of the Plague, 
as for that King John had left all Things in good Order. 
After fending Embaffadors to Rome and Ca/tiie, the 
King gave the Tenth of all his Revenues in Africk, to 
the Churches there, and reinforced thofe Garrifons. At 
Setuval came to him the Sons of the late Duke of Bra- 
ganja, executed by King John , their Unkle D. Alvaro, 
and D.Sancho, Son to Alonfo, anqther of that Duke’s 
Brothers, who were all reftored to their Eftates.

At Torres Vedras , whither he 
fled from the Plague, he received Embaffadors from thp 
State of Venice. The Jews whom King John hid mads 
Slaves, in great Numbers had now Liberty to-deprt the 
Kingdom; and though they offer'djthe King a Prefent of 
aconliderable Sutnmof Money, he would not accept it, 
A time was fet for them all tg depart, and it was order'd 
that they fhould leave behind them all their Children 
that were under Fourteen Years of Age* Many of 
them rather than deliver their Children to be bred up 
Chrillians, murdered them; and fome there'were that 
killed themfelves as well, as their Children. _ The time 
of their Departure being put off, they offer’d, if their

VTOthing remarkable happened the Yearijio,but

the Coaft of Afrk f fubmitted chemfelves to King Ema- 
and became his Tributaries. The following Year 
tnreatned a Breach between CajlUe and Portugal ■, be- 
caufe Kmg Ferdinand fitted out a Fleet at Malaga, with 
Btlign to invade the Portuguefe Conquefts. The Pope 
■ in 8 upon him for Succour againft the I-'rcnch, obliged 
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fum to defilt from that Enterprise. Neverthelefs, that 
Faithlefs King as if his Defigns had not been known, 
folicitcdKing Emanuel to joyn with him againlt France, 
and highly refented that he Courteoufly entertained a 
SmlTSquadron in his Ports. Henry the 8th. King of 
2 ^W,whohad married Katherine Sifter totheQueen 
oi Portugal, now fent King Emanuel the Garter, having 
received him into that moft Noble Order. On the latt 
Day of January, was born at Lisbon, Prince Henry, fia 

Kings Seventh Son; a mighty Snow falling ]uft before 

his Birth, which is a thing rarely, feen in Lisbon. We 
: Shall have more occafion to fpeak of him hereafter, when 
: he afeends the Throne. Alonfo King, and Apoftle of 
Conso, this Year fent his Son Henry , and his Brother 
Emanuel, with many Young Noblemen into Portugal, 
to be inftrufted in the Chnfttan Faith. With them came 
Peter, that Kings Coufin, whom he fent ashisEmbaffa- 
1 dor to Rome, to fubmit him and his Kingdom to the 
Pope. King Emanuel fent the Black Prince Henry with 
„ the Embaflador; they arrived at Rome the following 
Year, where they were courteoufly received, anddilmil- 
fed by Leo the Tenth, then fitting in S. Peter s Chair.

At laft upon the 
ble Application of D. Alvaros Wife, he was lent for to 
Court, feverely reprimanded, and then pardoned.

With this 
Prefent he fent Three Embafladors, the chief whereof 
was Trijlan da Crnha, with a moft magnificent Retinue 
The Prefent confifted of an Elephant covered with 
Cloth of Gold, and governed by an Indian ; a Per Ran 
Horfe with rich Furniture; a Panther that would Hunt 
and was at Command like a Dog; and a whole Suit of 
Veftments, for all occafions, all of Cloth of Gold fo 
thick Embroidered with Pearls, and precious Stones, that 
the Ground of it could not be difeerned. The whole was 
valued at 500000 Crowns. Bernardin Freyre, and Fran- 
cis Pereyra PeBana, arriving now from India, the King 
caufed them to be caft into Prifon; being informed how 
unworthily they had treated Mathew , EmbafTador from 
Men, Grand-Mother of David, Emperor of Ethiopia 
and Regent of that Empire, during her Grand-Son's Mi¬ 
nority.

He believing no Confidence could be repofed 
in thole that were Rebels to their Lawful Sovereign, not 
only advifed them to return to their Obedience, but lent 
Supplies of Ammunition and Money to the Cardinal 
Adrian, afterwards Pope, the Conftable, and Admiral, 
then Governours during the King's Abfence. 

7. Ellenor the new Queen of Portugal was the Iaft 
Year at Evora, on the 18th. of February delivered of a 
Prince called Charles, who lived but Fifteen Months.This 
I r 21, Year on the 18th, of June, at Lisbon , fhe brought forth 
the Princefs MmJ. Many Matches were propofed for 
this Lady, but none took Effeft, fo that fhe died a Maid 
at the Age of 57 Years.

Ber- 
n ardin Ribeyro, a Man well born, and an ingenious Poet, 
was in love with the Princefs, and fhe favoured him 
for his Wit. Seeing her depart he became a Hermit at 
Sintra ; thence he went a Pilgrim into Italy, and retur¬ 
ning through Savoy he received Charity of the Dutch- 
efs, who knowing him, ordered he fhould not ftay in the 
City. He returned Home, and ended his Life with his 
Pilgrimage. The Venetians, who had for many Years 
enjoyed all the Trade of Spice, being now deprivdof 
it by the Portugtiefe having difeovered India, lent an 
Embaflador to pray they might be allowed all that was 
above what the Kingdom coniumed, at a certain Rate. 
This Embaflador was honourably entertained, but re¬ 
ceived not a fatisfafiicry Anfwer.

Before his Death happened a mod cruel Fa¬ 
mine, and after that, a terrible Plague. The Pelfilence 
continued the following Year,and fucli prodigious Earth¬ 
quakes fhook the Illand of S. Michael, that Mountains 
fell upon fome Villages, and others were overturned in¬ 
to the Sea, with great Daughter of the Inhabitants. 

King Emanuel, as to Stature, was tall, fomewhat lean, 
his Hair dark-brown, his Forehead high, his Eyes green 
and pleafant, his Arms fo long, that when hanging 
down, his Fingers reached below his knees. He was 
much addifted to all Sports, as Riding, Dancing, Mu- 
fick,and Feafting; very Devout, and therefore on Holy- 
days went to feveral Churches} extraordinary Charitable, 
a lover of Aftrologers and Jefters. He reformed feveral 
Religious Houfes, that lived not regularly. 

9. HisStrublures were (o many, and fo great, it would His Stru- 
fwell to a Volume to particularize them ; in lhort,they Burts, and 
vvere Thirteen Monafteries in Portugal, befides all thole other 
in Afia, Africk, and America ; and befides Repairs in K'mks. 
other Places, Eight great Churches, the great Mofpital 
of Lisbon, Five Palapes, Cuftom-houfes, Store houfes, 
many Magazines plentifully ftored, and above Twenty 
Forts of confiderable Magnitude, befides many of Ids 
note. Alfo feveral Bridges, Moles, Fountains, and other 
Works were begun and finifhed by him. To encourage 
Gentlemen to ferve in Africl he inftituted new Com- 
mendaries to Reward thofe that deferved well, and al¬ 
lowed W^ges to an Hundred Knights for their Enter¬ 
tainment there. He fir ft gave the hundredth Penny of 
his Revenue to Pious Ufes. By him the Laws of the 
Kingdom were digefted into Method, and Regifters 
made of all Eftates and Foundations, as alfo a Book of 
the Arms of the Nobility. Kings at Anns, and Rules

Eighthly, Edward, Duke of Guimaraens, who 
married Elizabeth, Daughter and Heirefs of James Duke 
of Bragan^a, by whpm he had two Daughters; Mary the 
eldeft married to Alexander Farnejins, Duke of Parma-, 
and Katherine, Dutchefs of Bragary a, from whom, 
tho the younger, are Defcended the late Kings of Portu¬ 
gal. Ninthly, Alary. Tenthly, Antony, who both died 
in their Infancy. By the Third Wife, Firft, Charles, who 
died an Infanr.

Rain, Thunder and Lightning, that none living had ever 
feen the like. Whilft this Prince was Baptizing, there 
broke out fuch a Fire in the Palace, as ajarmed the 
whole Court, and gave occafion to various Conjectures 
on what it might Prognofticate. The Prince was juft a 1 j o 2. 
Year old, when his Father Aflembling the Cortes, or Par¬ 
liament at Lisbon , caufed him to be lworn Heir to the 
Crown. At three Years of Age lie was weaned. Being 
come out of his Infancy, he was given in charge to 
Gonzalo Figueyra, a Noble Citizen of Lisbon, the Queen 
his Mother ftill overfeeing his Education.

In March follow¬ 
ing, the King beinp at Almeyrin , King Henry of France 
fent Monfieur de Btron to him, defiring he would ftand 
Godfather to a Son he had newly born; which the King 
granted, and D. Conftantine of Braganpa, Brother to 
diat Duke, went to reprefent his Perion. It was found 
necelfary, for the fecurity of the Conquefts in Africk , 
to ereft a Fort over the Bay of Alcazar. The King 
ordered his Embaffadors refiding at Brnfj'els with the 
Emperor, and with Prince Maximilian , then Governing 
Spain, to encline them both to fend fome Auxiliary 
Galleys for carrying on that Work, the particulars of it ( 
may be feen in foe Port aguefc Africk. Prince John was 1 5 -P- 
now Twelve Years of Age, and ftill continued under the 
Government of Women, when the King began to think 
of fettling his Family, which was accordingly done in 
February Following. Antony de Pefqttera had fome Years * f 49 - 
fince fet out a Ship at S. Lsscar, and traded in the Por- 
tugnefe Conquefts of Guinea Sjjd Brajil, and was now 
returning to thofe Parts. King John fent out Vafco Lo - 
renfo, with Orders not to take him, unlefs in the Con¬ 
quefts, but he over-haftily feized him in the Canary 
Wands; whereof Prince Maximilian, who then go¬ 
verned Spain, complaining, he was releafed, and Vafco 
Lorenjo for a time confined to the Caftle of Ovidot, but 
foon difeharged.

l, Ardinal Henry, Eighth Son to King and Birth of 

V Seventh by his Second Wife, Qpeen Mary, was K. Henry. 
Born at Almeyrin on the Iaftday of January, 1512. 

Pope Paul the Third lent him the Cardinal ’s Cap, and 
he was at once Archbifhop of 'Braga, Lisbon, arid Co¬ 
imbra, Abbot of the Famous Monaftery of Alcobafa, 
and twice Governour of the Kingdom; tho’ unfit for 
the Crown, fo fit for the Mitre, that upon the Death 
bf Pope Paul, he had many Votes in the Conclave to 
focreea him. Whilft Governour, he never forbore to 
" Aft as a Prelate •, and tho’ a Prince of the Church, he 
Pflffbrtned all the Duties of a private Prieft. He was 
xiAlcobafa when the News was brought of tlie lofs of 15-7 8. 
the King his Nephew,- and his Army, ; The Goverfiours 
faifhim this Advice by D. John Serran , Provincial of the 
Jefuite. He immediately fet ou t for Lisbon, where,upon 
bisarrival, the publick lorrow was renewed, upon the 
Confideration that the Inheritance of the Crown rtiould 
fill to him, then 67 -Years of Age, and the laft of the 
Male Line.

The Pope alfo would Inherit this 
Crown, as being now devolved to the Church, being in 
the Rands of a Cardinal, and urged, that it had been 
Tributary to the See of Rome-, which was true, but a 
bob'r Title for Inheritance. Katherine of Medicis, Queen 
Of France, alledged, Ihe was defeended of King Alonfo 
foe third, by his firft Wife Maud, Counfefs of Bologne, 
gn whom he had a Son; but her Title Was rejefred, as 
over antiquated, being above 330 Years ftanding. Savoy 
and Varna were loon thrown out, becaiife too weak to 
carry on their Pretences, not becaufe they wanted a 
Title.

Gates to him, and Antony removed to Porto , which Place 
refufing him admittance, he began to batter, and there¬ 
upon it was furrendred to him Sancho de Avila followed 
the Grand Prior clofe, and coming to Porto, battered it 
from the fame Place the other had done, and entring 
plundered it. Antony efcaping thence, and being for- 
laken of all Men, abiconded fora longtime in the Moun¬ 
tains. Being clofe purfued at the River Lima, he had 
certainly been taken, but that one 'Thomas Cacheyro, who 
ftill followed him, Swam over the River with him on his 
Back. In this manner he fled from Place to Place, nar¬ 
rowly efcaping in feveral Dilguifes. King Philip offered 
80000 Crowns in Gold to any that could difeover him, 
and rhomany poor People were concerned in his Efcipe, 
none ever offered to betray him. Antony came in dif- 
pyuk ta Lisbon, and thence to Setuval, where a Woman 
aififled to hire a fmall VeiTel for him, which carried him 
into England ; whence he pafled into France. , and wa9 
there favourably entertained by the Queen Mother Ka¬ 
therine of Medicis, and her Son the Duke of Alenfon, 
who afpired to a Crown, and hoped if he could get 
Forces into Portugal, tofecure that to himfelf.

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‘Africk., apd many pretended to prophecy the Day he rfoTerce- 
would come to them. King Philip being about to make ra iflands 
his Entry into Lisbon, received this News from the/° r Ante- 
Iflands, and therefore fent thither Peter Valdez, with 600 n y- 
Men and fome Cannon to reduce them. He found a 
very ill Reception, and therefore kept at Sea, not know¬ 
ing what to do. Advice was brought him, That D. 

Lope de Figueroa waspreparing at Lisbon to follow him 
with a greater Force j and he, that the other might not 
have any fhare in the Honour of fubduing thofe Iflands, 
ralhly adventured to land. With much difficulty he got 
afhoar upon S. James his Day, and at Firft took fome 
pieces of Cannon from the Portuguefe, But Cyprian de 
F'mejredo, theGovernour, coming out of the City with 
aU the Force he could make, drove before a Herd of 
Oxen, which being pricked forwards upon the Span's- 
.ards', put them into diforder, and he then falling on, 
drove them into the Sea, where 450 of them perifhed. 

Many Barbarities were committed towards the Dead, 
fome being cut in Pieces, and others dragged about the 
Streets. Valdez, was in this inferable Condition, when 
D. Lope de Figueroa came to be a Witnefs of his rafh- 
hefs; for he could do nothing after that Lofs. Upon 
the News that Levies were making in England, France, 
and Flanders , to bring Antony into Portugal, the King 
fent the Prior of Malta, to fecure the Province betwixt 
Pwro and Minho, Ambrofe de Aguiar , and Veter Pc 
mb, were fent to the Terceras. The Marquis dc Santa 
Cruz returned from Sevil, with Twelve Galleys, and 
Twenty Galleons, and found there Thirty Veffels ga¬ 
thered from Portugal, Bifcay, and other Places. With 
this Force he failed towards the Iflands in July.

els de Portugal, Earl of Vimiofo. John de Jaen , Chaplain 
to the Major General, frighted by the Cannon, ran down 
into the Hold, where fle died with fear. Anthony think¬ 
ing fome of his Commanders had not done their Duty, 
as being corrupted by the Spaniards-, cut off D. Duarte 
de Cajlro’s Head, on fufpition that he was one of them. 
He was not himfelf in the Fight, being then received 
afhoar in the Ifland Tercera, where he was received as 
King. Some of the French Ships returned to France j 
others plundered the Ifland of Fayal. The Marquefs after 
his Victory, having Twenty eight Lords, Fifty Gentle¬ 
men, and a great number of Martinets and Soldiers, 
Prifoners, beheaded all the former, and hanged the lat¬ 
ter. This done, lie returned to Lisbon, carrying with 
him Two India Ships he met in the way. Antony coined 
Money, much under Weight, wracked the People to 
raife more, incited the religious Men to take Arms, and 
forbore not too, in the miclft of. his Mifery, to endea¬ 
vour to corrupt Nuns. He failed thence in November , 
with Thirty Sail for France, but fome of them forfook 
j ?. him by the way. Aboutthe middle of February, King 
Philip returned to Caflile. As foon as the Seafon was fit 
for (ailing, Monlieur de Charles, a Knight of dHalta, 
came from France with 1200 Men to fecure the Hunch 
to Antony. In July arrived there the Spani/h b leer, con- 
lifting of Sixty Sail, and among them Twelve Gafleys, 
whicii raufed admiration •, for that thole Veflels had ne¬ 
ver before been ufed in the Ocean, but for Coafters.

D. Emanuel de 
Silva the Governour, after abfeonding fome time, was 
betrayed by a Slave, taken and beheaded. His Head 
was put up where he had fee up that of Bclchior Alfonfo, 
for Tiding' with King Philip , and it is remarkable, he bad 
{aid it (hould be taken down when his were fixed in the 
Place. 'Some were beheaded, others hanged, and all that 
had any Honours or Employments conferred by Antony, 
were deprived of them. All the other Iflands were eafi- 

^ *ii' Antony having left all he poffefled in the Seas, and Anton/ 
having no hopes of Succour in France, went over into flies two 
.England, the differences betwixt King Philip and Queen England. 
Elizabeth encouraging him to hope for afliftance there. 

The Queen was eahly perfwaded to embrace this Enter- 
prize, and offered her Ships, and Two thoufand Men 
that had ferved in Holland, but upon very hard Terms, 
which were granted, and are thele ; That the Queen 
(hould furnifli no Sail, 15000 Landmen, and 5000 
Marriners, for which Antony within Two Months after 
he was in poffeflion of Lisbon , fliould pay down Five 
Millions, and 300000 Duccats a Year forever. That 
the Englijh fhould Traffick freely in Portugal , and India. 

That the Queen might bring her Fleet into Lisbon Ri¬ 
ver, and Antony fliould be obliged to aflift her againft 
King Philip. That the Garrifons in Portugal fliould al- 
walys be in the hands of Englijh, maintained by the 
Kingdom. That Bifhopricks fliould be conferred on 
Englijh Catholicks, and fo others too tedious to relate. 

Sir Francis Drake had the Command of the Fleet, and 
Sir John Norris of the Land Forces, which were 22000 
Men. 'They failed from Plimuth, and arrived ar Co¬ 
rona the 4 th. of May, where they landed, and having 
fpent Five Days before the Place without any fuceefs, 
returned to their Ships with lots. In the mean while, 

King Philip lent Advice to Lisbon, That the Cardinal 
Alert us who was Governour, and the Coupe de Puentes 
who was General, might be in readiness. ’1 he Fnglijh 
landed fome Horle, and taocoFoot at Pent the, which 
Place they rook, and thence coa fling along, entered the 
River of Lisbon.

ji2 Antony feemed now only to have corns to take his 
laft Farewel of his Country, for ever after he refided in 
France , tho' never quitting his claim to this Crown, till 
Ht dies in he at p ar i s in great Poverty, and the 64th. Year of 
France. - Age> H ; s Body was' buried in the Church ot the 
Nuns of Ave Maria, and thelnfcriprion on his Tomb, 
calls him King. Hewas endued with feveral good Qua¬ 
lities, his Perfon was comly, and his Countenance plea? 
fing. He was not unlearned, elpecially in Divinity, and 
wrote a Paraphrafe upon the Penitential Pfalms. He 
could not marry, as being of the Military Order of Mal¬ 
ta ; but by feveral Women had the following Baftard 
Children : Firft, D. Emanuel de Portugal, who married 
Emilia, Daughtet to William, Prince of Orange. Se¬ 
condly, Chriftopher, v/ho died in France. Thirdly, Pe¬ 
ter, who became a Francifcan Friar, and was called of 
the Defart, remarkable for Piety and Learning.Fourthly, 
Denis, who took the Habit of S. Bernard , in the Mona- 
ftery of Vftbuena. Fifthly, Alonfo, who ferved u the 
Galleys of Naples, where he died.

CHA P. VII. 

The Reigp of Philip, the Second of Spain, 
a-d fir ft of Portugal ; and FJgthtetnth 
King-, from the Tear 1580, till 1598. 

Birth of r. TftHilip the Second of Spain, and Firft of Portugal, 
King Phi- 1 Son to the Flmperor Charles, the fifth, and die 
lip- Emprefs Elizabeth, Daughter of King Emanuel or for'• 
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mal, was born at Valladolid on the 13th. of March 152^ 

After the lofs of King Sebaftian in Afrtckj, he fent Don 
Chriftopher de Moura to condole with the New King, 
and Cardinal Henry, offering his afliftancein reeftablifh- 
ing the Kingdom in its former Splendor, and Money for 
the redemption of Captives. The Firft he ranfomed; 
was the Duke of Bcqrcelos, Son to him of Braganga, 
and with him feveral Gentlemen. King Henry dying, 
and the Kingdom being in a Confufion, for that the Go- 
vernours feared to declare who was the next Heir, and 
the Multitude began to declare for Antony the Grand 
Prior-, King Philip came to Badajoz, hoping his ap¬ 
proach would induce the Portuguefe to declare for him ; 
but being deceived of his Expedition, he fent the Duke 
ot Alva who reduced all the Country with much eafe, 
as we have teen in the foregoing Chapter. At the time 
the King intended to enter the Kingdom in Perfon, he 
fell fo dangeroufly Sick that he was given over. He lud- 
denly recovered ,■ and Ann his Queen who was with 
him died. Being reftored to his Health, he was received 
at Elvas, D. Chriftopher de Moura, and Nunho Alvarez. He enters 
Pereyra, attending upon him as Minifters of State for Portugal, 
this Kingdom. Lisbon was not yet quite clear of the 
Plague, and therefore he ordered the Certet or Parlia¬ 
ment to meet at Tomar on the 15th. of April. In his 
way thither he met the Dutchefs of Braga*$a, and they 
were long together; tho‘ their Diteourle was not over 
pleafant; for the King treated her not with all the Com¬ 
plement fhe expected, and fhe never gave him the ftile 
of Majefty. Being come’to Tomar, before the opening ot 
the Parliament, he caufed himfelt to be Sworn King, 
according to the Portuguefe manner, and his Son Prince 
fames Heir of the Crown. Next lie granted a general An, Am- 
Pardon to all that had fided w ith Antony the Grand Pri- nejty. 
or, only excepting Fifty two Perlons, and excluding all 
religious Men, that cfpouted his Quarrel, from Spiritual 
Promotions..

That no New Impofition fhall be laid upon 
the Church. That there fhall be always a Portuguefe 
Council with his Majefty, for the Affairs of the King- 
dom. Thefe are the Principal Heads, the others being 
much of the fame Purport, or left Material, I omit for 
brevity fake.

During the fliort time this Hypo¬ 
critical Scene was afterl, ll\e wrought fome Miracles. 

Being at laft examined, fhe was punifhed, and from 
thenceforth led lb Godly a Life, as almoft purchafed her 
the Opinion of Sanftity, fhe before endeavoured to gain 
by Hypocfifie.The King tho' he left the Cardinal in Por¬ 
tugal, governed the Kingdom himfelf with the afTiihnce 
of his Portuguefe Council, compofed of very worthy 
Perfons, in the choice of which he never erred.

5. Scarce was the laft Impoltor pumfhed, when ano¬ 
ther ftarted up in his place. This was one GqhzaIq Al - 
vare the Son or a Mafon, who, like the other, became 
an Eremite, and did much feeming Penance, lafhing 
himfelf, and then crying put, where he might be heard, 
O unhappy Sebaftian, all thy Penance is but little , in re - 
fpetl of thy Crimes. A Rich Farmer, called Peter Alfonfo , 
joyned with him, and concealed him, giving out Orders 
in his Name. At : length he gathered 800 Men, calling 
himfelf Earl of Torrefnovas , Lord of Cafcais, and Go- 
vprnourof Lisbon . None law the pretended King but 
the Daughter of the falfe Earl, fhe being defigned 
C^ueen, and alfo the Wife of Antony Simoens , a Rich 
Man. Whenfoever this Pageant King was forced to ap¬ 
pear abroad, he wore a great pair of Spectacles, which 
covered moft: part of his Face. He fent a Son of Simoens

Palace, for that he was coming to undeceive the People. 
This Meffenger being taken, and then let go, increafed 
the Opinion of the People, that it was King Sebaftian , 
becaufe Antony Simoens having known him, would not 
other wife have differed his Son to go on that Menage.

Some were fent to the 
Galleys, and the Towns of Ericeyra , Car boner 0 . and 
Mafra were left almoft defolate, the Inhabitants flying 
for fear of Punifhrnent. Yet after all this, many thought 
King Sebaftian mult come out from the Defart,and there 
was fcarce any that lived an Eremitical Life in Portugy 
who was not imagined to be that King.

Command of D. Alonfo Perez de Gu^tnan, Duke of . 
Medina Sidonia, and Generaliflimo.' The Land Forces 
amounted to 20000, the Mariners above 1 rooo. Tfiey 00 
fiiled itotA Lisbon the 27^. of May, and after being * 
difperfed by a Terrible Storm* met again at Coruna. 

Swing thence, the greatelt part of this Mighty Fleet 
was deftroyed, either by the Englijh , or by violent 
Storms, which drove it round Scotland and Ireland, fo 
that the Duke of Medina Sidonia with a very few re¬ 
turned to Santander. In Revenge of this Attempt, 

Queen Elizabeth feht the Fleet, we before fpoke of in 
the Life of Antony the Grand Prior, to Invade Portugal, 

The Difappointment fhe met there, made her think of 
Intercepting our India Fleet.

The King was brought in a Galley (attended by many 

others) built with fuch admirable Workmanlmp, tna 

the like was never before feen, and it obliterated 
Memory of the Famous one made by Ptclomj, K u 
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{Egypt, which.at that time was the Wonder of the World. 

'VEhflft this multitude of Veffels rowed down the River, 
the thundring of cheCannon from the Veffels themfelves, 
and-from the Caftle, fhook the Earth, and rent the Air. 

Being come on fhoar, the King proceeded to the Cathe¬ 
dral, and thence to the Palace, entertaining his Eyes with 
fuch prodigious Sights of Gold and Silver, chat the time 
falling fhort to view all, he returned the next cay to be¬ 
hold the lofty Eabricks, which exprefted the greatnelsof 
their Affettion who received him. Such was the Magni¬ 
ficence of the Piles erefted, filch -the Colt bellowed on 
them, and fuch the folid Strength of them, thac they 
feemed as if defigned for many Ages, not for the ufe of 
one only day, which was coo fhotc a fpace even to Ge- 
inolifh them. 

3. TheMajeftyof thefe Works was fo amazing, thac 

the King, tho'tifed to Regal Entertainments, faid, He 
never till that day thought himfelf a great King. Hereby 
feeming to call Lisbon , Felicitas Philippica, as once J':iitts 
Cafar gave it the Name of Felicitas Julia; In the Pc iace 
heperformed the twoSolemn A6ts or Swearing the Prince c 

and holding the Cortes or Parliament, which met with 
extraordinary Joy and Satisfaction of ail Men, hue in the 
enddifappointed them of their hopes. Firft, for that the 
King was fcarce feen by his Subjects, and next, tor rite 
unfatisfaftory Anfwer he gave to their Demands. 1 .he 
Reafon of it was, that his coming to the Kingdom, and 
calling the Parliament, were Actions proceeding from his 
own Inclination; but the difoMking of them, was wholly 
the produftof the ill Advicefff his Minifters. iiis Fa¬ 
vourites fearing he fhould take an Affection to the Por- 
tuguefe, and perhaps continue among them, were uneafie 
at the Splendor of his Entertainment, and fo much In¬ 
fluence had they over him, that he gave more Credit to 
their Words,than to thofe marks of Refpect and Loyalty 
hefaw with his Eyes.This is the greatelt Misfortune can 
befal a Prince, to be fo led away and infatuated by the 
Flatteries of Favourites, who only attend their private 
Intereft, as ro forfeit the Atfebtions of their People. 

This is the height of Tyranny in Minifters, to covet .«il 
for'themfelves, and allow nothing to others. * 

4. Seven Months the King fpent in his Journey t o h.j 


•“gA, flaying there, and returning home. Being cun 
Madrid, he departed this Life the faff day Man, 
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the Year of Grace 1621. the 43d. Year of his Age, and 
2 ,d. of his Reign. His Body lies buried with his Predc 
qeflorsin the Royal Monaftery of St. Lawrence, com¬ 
monly called the Efcurial. His Pifture, drawn as he 
appeared at the Cories or Parliament held at Lisbon, iq 
his Robes, with the Collar of the Golden Fleece, and the 
Sceptre in his Hand, reprefents him of a pleafing A(pecr, 
yet full of Majefty. Of Stature, he was rather little, but 
proportionable; his Forehead high,his Eyes blue.hisLips 
thick, his Complexion fair, with a frelh Colour, his Hai? 
yeDow, his whole Countenance beautiful, and reprefent- 
ifig much Grandeur. He was a rnoft Holy Prince* and 
at his Death feemed to havfronly one thing to lament, 
which was, that he fulfilled what his Father had Pro^ 
phetically foretold, viz. That he fuffered his Favountes 
to have fo much the Afcendant over himv Had he given 
lefs Ear to his Minifters (who always niind their own 
Advantage, tho’ with the lofs of their Matter's) and been 
more ablolute in taking his own meafure, he had proved , 
one of the greateft knd moft fuccefsful Princes in the 
World. For he was fo Fortunate, that notwithftanding 
all the Mifcarriaaes of thofe that governed him, he ftill 
came off with Honour and Reputation , adding new 
Conquefts to his Dominions, both in India and Africk.' 

5. His only Wife was Margaret of Aufiria, Daughter 
to the Arch-Duke Charles and his Dutchefs Mary.

Image of the glorious Martyr S. Sebaftian had been 
jfeen to fweat plentifully. A Year before the King’s 
Journey to Lisbon, two Comets of a wonderful Magni¬ 
tude appeared in the Signs of Virgo and Libra, one of 
them fo prodigioufly great, it reriewed the Memory of 
that which appeared at the Birth of Muhridates, that 
extended over one quarter of the Heaven. After them 
enfued the Death of Popes and Kings, the overturning 
*bf Stares, and the fall of Great Minifters, whofe Ruin 
‘is by nothing more evidently foretold than by the unla w¬ 
ful means they ule to rile, and yet none takes warning 
by him that went before, to avoid the Precipice. At the 
City Bapaim in India there happened fuch a violent 
Storm, as carryed 4way Churches, Houfes; Trees, and 
Mountains.

When he entred the 
tfte-Sluctn Great Court before the Palace, all the Avenues were 
thronged with People flocking to lee him, and all the 
Nobility came to Condu6l him before the Vice-Queen. 
Such was the joy throughout the City at the firlt jig 
of him, that he feemed either to want only a Herald to 
Proclaim him King then, or elfe courage to leize the 
Crown.' But he was too wife* to commit his fortune 
to the wild Sallies of the giddy Multitude; and therelore 
having vifired the Vice-Queen, he inllantly retired to 
A/wda, without fo much as entring the Houle or tsra- 
%ar.pa, for fear of heightning the Jealoulie of theh^- 
matdt, who were already too much alarmed.

Michael de Al~ 
nteida, Antony dcAlntada, and Mendoza, were accord¬ 
ingly privately conduced into the Duke’s Clofet at Al¬ 
lium. Antony de Almada reprefen ted to ltim the mife- 
rable ftate of the Kingdom, the little Security any Man 
had of his Life or Eftate, and that even he himlelf had 
rioother-Refugeto. fly to but the Crown. Helhewed 
him the low Condition the Spaniards.were reduced to, 
the Afliftance he might expeft from Foreign Prihces 
who were Enemies to the Houfe of Auftria, and parti¬ 
cularly from France, the Conveniency of the’Sea for 
bringing of Succours; and laftly, the fmall Number of 
Spaniards that were left in Portugal, the Garrifons being 
drained to fupply the Army in Catalonia . This DifcOUrfe 
was pleafirie enough to the Duke, yet nevetthelefs keep¬ 
ing nimfelr within the Bounds of his Natural Timidity, 

, lie anftvered fo as they might not haVe caUlb to ckfpiiV 
of him, nor to hope much more than they did before - ; 
telling them, He was fenfible of the deplorable-OnHi- 
tionof tile Kingdom, and of his o\vri Danger;! that he 
commended their Zeal for their Cpuntry, and'was be- - 
bolding to them for their good Wifhes towards liim^ 
but that it Was not as yet time to think’of applying fijt/h 
violetft Remedies, which mightiprdve of ! Faral Gotlfe- 
quence. To; this dubious Anfwer,he added fuch < art fits 
juid particular Thanks, that they cpuld'rio longer d A^bt 
|ht that their Propolals wei*e acceptable, and pet they. 
foetid he would jn^ke no advances till'the S'ueceis'pf their 
Eiittfrprize ijyas paft.afl diflgef.; Afch-'Tome pri'vaife’Qjfib 
ference with Pinto, he returned'to PWavicioJa, but- not 
tyith that inward quiet Which he liftjd tb enjoy iiT’apt'i- 
,vite Man, and therefore immediately' commUryidated 
the whole Affair to th« Dittchefs. ‘This Lady was by 
Birth a Spaniard, and Sifter to the Duke of Msar.YpSi- 
Honia, a Grandee of Spain, andGovepjour of Anda'luXtd . 
She was naturally ambitious, and her Father had endea¬ 
voured to improve that Inclination in her. Befides her 
Knowledge in other Languages, flie was fo perfeft in 
htr own, andjiad fuch an infinuating- way, that fhe drew 
all mens hearts. All the Cuftoms of Portugal lhe had 
made Natural to her felt, and had by her'extratordinary 
Application and Carriage gained an abfolnte Alcenda/.t 
over her Husband, who never undertook any thing of 
foment without her Advice, and therefore could not

He was ftnt^ and vvitli him the whole 
Scheme of .thgir intended Proceedings.' Pinto acquainted

efcape • but Veirig wounded in his Right Arm, fo that he

. tude, he leaped out at a Window, and bad the good fortune 
to efcape.Immediately the Confpirators broker into the Chan*, 
ber, and rij>t filing the Secretary, tho f they fearched all cor¬ 
ners, they th^eatned an Old Woman-Servant with prerent 
Death, if fl*e did not difcover him; and (he, to fave her Life 
pointed to the Flace where he was, being a clofe Cupboard 
or Clofet, taKeh out of the thicknefs of the Wall, where they 
found him covered with Papers. Fear prevented his uttering 
one word ; and D>. Roderick de Saa gave him the fir ft Wound, 
firing iPiftol at him after which, feveral of the Conspi¬ 
rators having ftruck him, they call the Body out at the Win¬ 
dow, crying, The Tyrant is dead, let Liberty live, andD . John, 
King of Portugal. 

15. The Multitude, who had flocked to the Palace, gaVe 
great fliouts of Joy, feeing the Body call: down, and fining 
upon it, # every one endeavoured to have a ftroke at it. Suqh 
was the end of Vafiott cellos, a Man of great Parts, and inde¬ 
fatigable, who had gathered Vaft Riches, part whereof was 
r plundered in this hurly-burly. Pinto lofing no tim^haficd 

be / tee • t0 j 0 y n t h e party that was to feize the Vice*Queeh, 4 hd fijiind 
Jueenand t h e y aDJ j all the reft were already fucce&ful. Thofe who 
f* rs . W^re to entelr that Princeft’s ApartJnent being codie to the 

Jeizecu Door, and the enraged Multitude crying out, they would fef 

fire to it, if not opened quickly, the Vice-Queen with jier 
Ladies, and the Archbifhop of Braga, appeared in fier Cham¬ 
ber, believing her Prefence would appeafe the Nobility, 
caufe the Commonalty to retire. Whereupon advancing 
feme fteps towards the chief .of the Confpirators^ flie faid f 
£ confefs, Gentlemen, that the Secretary has juflly incurred the. ha¬ 
tred of the People, and your IndigHatibv, by his Auftcrity and in¬ 
fo lent manner of proceeding. His Death is a fufficient Revenge. 
Believe that what has hitherto pdjjid, may be attributed to the 
hatred conceived againfi the Secretary, but if you proceed in this 
Uproar, you cannot avoid being reputed Rebels, and you will de¬ 
prive me of means of' epecufing you to the King. D. Antony de 
Mcvefs anfwered, That fo many Perfons of Worth were not 
met onlv to punifh a Wretch, who ought to have died by 
rhe Hinds of the Hangman; that they came to do Right to 
the Duke of Braganza, to whom the Crown of Right apper¬ 
tained. She would have replyed, hut Almeida fearing the 
Confpirators might cool, faid, Portugal had no King but the 
Duke of Braganza; and then all the Confpirators cryedo ut j 
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Qo& fave D. John, King of Portugal. The Vice-Queen feeing 
them paft reclaiming, thought to find more Refpeft in the 
Qqr, but as fbe offered to go down, D. Charles de Noronha 
riayed her to retire to her Chamber, and not expofe her felf 
toThe &ry of the incenfcd People. In a Rage, finding her 
felf forcibly detained, flie cryed out, Why, what can the Peo - 
fUdojome?

After his Arrival at Lisbon, he prefently appointed Gov.er- New Go* 
noorsfor ail the Frontier Towns, ehoofing for that pur- vernturt 
pbfe Men of Fidelity, Valour and Experience, who im- Kei ®* 
mediately went away to their Ports witn what Forces ,ie FriU ' 
they could gather, and ufed all poflible diligehce to put 
the places committed to them into a pofture of defence 
Commiflions were given out to raife Forces, and imme¬ 
diately after the Coronation , the Cortes or Parliament 
was Summon’d : They met the 28th of January, and 
by a folemn Acft acknowledg’d King John to be their 
lawful and rightful Soveraign, as defeended by the 
Pnncefs his Mother from Prince Edward, Son to King 
Emanuel. In this Affcmblyof the three'Eftares, the King. '

Lisbon to take the Oath of Allegiance to the new King, 
in his Name, and in the Name ol all the Inhabitants oi 
that Coaft,. who teftified an extraordinary fatislaChon 
for that Change. Thelflands Azores, relolved not to 
be die lalt that declared for die King, and to give him 
forne proof of their Fidelity, at the very beginning ot 
his Reign, they l’eized to Ships coming from /aM 
that knew notliing of the Revolution, and fent them to 
Lisbon, after havin'! taken off all die Soldiers that were 
aboard them, In My alfo this Year, a CarawlI^] 
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ched Exprefs from India , by John de Sylva Tel/o, the 
VicC-Roy, brought the News that the King had been 
Proclaimed in all his Dominions in AJia, and as far as k j ng jof^ 
the Coaft of China. The Hollanders at this time were Proclaim- 
very powerful in thofe Seas, and being at War with erf/nlndia, 
Spain, did ail the harm they could in the Portuguefc Co- 
Idhitis and Factories, endeavouring with the afltftance 
of the Indians, utterly to extirpate all others, that they 
might themfclves ingrofs that Trade. To this purpofe, 
they omitted not any manner of Villainies that might 
conduce to their advantage, and particularly though 
they had afterwards certain Intelligence of King John’s 
being Proclaimed, and being in amity with their State,yet 
they ceafed not to profccuce their ends in diofe remote 

f arts, as fiiall appear in the Sequel of this Hiftory. 

Ipwever, before the Revolution reached India, they 
haij got footing in Ceylon , laid Siege to Malac.i , which 
they took, and had their defigns againft Goa, and all 
other the Portuguefc Conquefts in India. In America 
Slip they were poflefled of Pernambuco, Paraiba, I{io 
Gtande, Clara, the Illands of Tamaraca and Ferdinand 
Se NoMnba, and towards the South of Porto Caho and 
Segeripe, all places appertaining to the Crown of Portu¬ 
gal.. But after they had information of the Truce conclu¬ 
ded betwixt Portugal and Holland, they perfidioufly 
made themfclves Mafters of Angola , and the Illand of 
St. Thomas in Africf of Maranhao in America, and of 
Malaca in India. To complcat this Prince’s Happinefs, 
though before there was a mortal Enmity betwixt the 
Portuguefe and the Hollanders, yet now on the 12th of 
June a Ceffation of Arms betwixt the two Nations was 
agreed upon and concluded, at the Hague, for 10 Years, d Ceffation 
and foon after the States fent an Ambaflador to Con- °f. f rms 
gratulate the King, upon his Acceffion to the Crown. I ? 1 "* 1 
The Portugal Ambaflador returning, brought with him ^ utc “‘ 

Two Regiments of Horfe, and confiderable fupplics of 
Arms and Ammunition. The Catalonians alfo lent the 
Lord Sala on the fame Account, and roRarifie the League 
before concluded by the Pcrttigucfc Ambaflador. 

3 - All new ereifted Monarchycs are fubjetft to a thou¬ 
sand accidents, and unkfs protected by fome Heaven- d.Confi>ird- 
ly power, can lcarce continue long in their full fplen- C 1 
dor. The King of Poitugal was railed to the Thron z‘k\ ff-r. 
afli.s Ar.ccftyrs, in a manner almoft miraculous, hb,. erc j l Ll ’ 
Dd 2 mounted 
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mounted without any oppofition, 600 Towns, and 
15000^ Villages, fubmitted to him in lefs than eight 
days, and all the people of the Kingdom declared they 
were never happy till his Acceffion to the Crown. Ne¬ 
verthelefs, no fooner was he feared on the Throne, but 
he found many Enemies, and among rhem fome of thofe 
who had helped to raife him to that Grandeur. About 
I op. of the GreateftMen in his Kingdom, Confpired 
to deftroy him,- and if Heaven had not prote&ed him, 
there had been but a fhort fpace betwixt the Birth and 
Grave of his Sovereignty. The Arch-Biftiop of Braga, 
the chief Inquifitor, two other Bilhops, the Marquefs 
of Villareal. , and his Son, the Duke de Caminha , were 
the principal Confpirators ; D. Lorenzo, Pide% de Car - 
vdlloy the Count de Armamar, and D. Attgufim Manuel, 
Xvere brought in as Affbciates, the Jews of Lisbon were 
concerned in the Defign, and there was a party in the 
fleet then lying at Belem, one Man being aboard every 
Ship, in order to Fire it upon a fignal given. Laurence 
Pide% deCarv'allo , was to break into the Queens Apart¬ 
ment with 10® Men, to fecure all there. It was given 
in Charge to the Jews, to fire the City in 8 or io-pla¬ 
ces, that the people being bufied there, they might have 
time to force the Palace. The Inquifitor General fens 
Letters into Spain to acquaint the King with the Dfr 
fign, that the Forces on the Frontiers might be ready 
to March to Lisbon , upon the firft Advice, and the Duke 
de Maqueda to enter the Port with the Fleet of Spain . 
Concerning the manner of difeovering this Confpiracy, 
there are three feveral Accounts. One is, that the Let¬ 
ters being directed to the Marquefs de Ayamonte , who 
• was Govcrnourof the Spanijh Frontiers, he broke them 
open, and fent them back to the King of Portugal, 
when he had feen the Contents, which is molt probable; 
he being afterwards Convi&cd of High-Treafon,and put 
to Death, at Segovia , for Confpiring againft his King, 
with the Duke of Medina SidGnia , and the new King of 
Portugal. Another fays, that a Spy employed by the King 
to go often into Spain , meeting a Bohemian who was em¬ 
ployed to carry the laid Letters, and fufpedling fomething 
by his Difcourfe, made him Drunk, then Stabbing him,and 
having taken the Packer, brought it to the King; bur 
rhis leems not ro have any thing of probability, or con- 
fcquemly of Truth. The third is, that D.Alfonfo de 

Portugal, 
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Portugal, Count de Vimiofo , being deprived.o/ his Com- 
mana on the Frontiers, and grievoufly refenting that Af¬ 
front ; the Arch-Biftiop of Braga, conceived the defire 
of revenge would eafily engage him to enter into the 
Confpiracy. He therefore difeover’d the whole defign 
to him, and the Count feeming to embrace the propo¬ 
rtion acquainted the King with the whole matter. The 
Confpiracy being difeovered, the King fo ordered the 
Affeir, that moft of thofe perfons therein concerned were 
apprehended, without the lead noifeor confulion. The 
5th of Auguft , at 11 at Night, was the time appointed, 
for putting the Confpiracy in execution. That very 
morning the King caufed all the Troops that Quarter¬ 
ed in the neighbouring Villages, to march into Lisbon, 
upon pretence of a review to be taken in the large place 
before the Palace. He with his own hand, gave feveral 
Billets Sealed up, to perfons he could confide in, with 
pofitive Orders to every one, not to open his Billet rill 
12 at Noon, and then punctually to obey what it di¬ 
rected. Then having fent for the Arch-Biftiop of Braga, 
and Marquefs of Villareal under colour of communica -. . 
ring fome important Affairs, they were both feized in 
the Kings Lodgings about Noon,without any noife : At 
the fame time a Captain of the Guards puhlickly appre-^ . . 
headed the Duke of Caminha, in the place before the Pa- 'puniji 
lace. Thofe who had received the .Billets having open¬ 
ed them, found each an Order to take up one of the 
Confpirators, and fecure him in fuch a Prifon, till fur¬ 
ther order, which was fo pun&ually executed, that 47 
were taken without any difficulty, none endeavouring 
to efcape. When, the News of the Confpiracy was 
noifed abroad, it is not pofiible to exp refs the rage con¬ 
ceived by the multitude againlt thofe that were the fo¬ 
mented of it, every Man defiring to be the Exccurioner 
of them, as is the nature of the Rabble, wherever they 
conceiVe a hatred. The Wrack, forced a Confelfion 
from many of the Criminals, and the Arch-Biftiop, the In¬ 
quifitor, the Marquefs of Villareal , and Duke de Cami - 
nba, , to fave themfelves that mifery, owned the whole 
Defign. The Marquels, the Duke, the Count de Ar - 
mamar, and D. Auguflin Manuel , were fenrenced to be 
Beheaded. The Arch-Biftiop and Inquifitor, becaufe of 
their Character, the King Condemned ro perpetual Im- 
prifonmenr: All the others were adjudged to oe Drawn, 
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Hanged, and Quartered, and they all fuffered according, 
to the Sentence pronounced againft them, upon the 29th 
day of Attguft. It is remarkable, that when the Mar- 
quefs on the Scaffold had fpoke to the people, they cri¬ 
ed out furioufly,. let him die , let him die ; To which the 
Marquels anfwered ; So the Jews cried out dgmnft Chrift . 
Several 4. Thefe Executions having fecured rhe Prince, he 
Military bent all his Thoughts upon War, and having to that 
expeditions, purpofc obtained of the Ring of France five Colonels of 
Horfe, three of Foot, and two of Dragoons, he order¬ 
ed them to be ready to march to the Frontiers, and rai¬ 
ded new Troops to reinforce his Army that lay then be¬ 
fore Badajo%: However, they were otherwiie employ¬ 
ed, for the Council not thinking it expedient to waft 
'an Army before a Town that did them no harm, thofe 
Troops that befieged it were recalled to fcrye eife- 
where. The firft A<^ of Hoftility I meet with betwixt 
the Spaniards and Portuguefe , was in the Province of 
Alentcjo , near Eh as. A Party of Spaniards having broke 
into chat Province, exercifed all manner of Cruelties 
to terrifie the People, fparing neither Age nor Sex, nor 
even the Churches. £>. John de Acofta, who Comman¬ 
ded at Ehds , having notice hereof, fent out five Com¬ 
panies of Foot under the Command of Gafpar deSequeira 
Manuel ; Thefe were followed by 4ooMen under the Con* 
dudk of Luis Mendc% de Vafconcellos : Thefe being joy- 
ned by certain Troops three Leagues from Campo Ma¬ 
jor, marched towards the Spaniards , who full continu¬ 
ed their Ravages, and Charging them, killed 200 upon 
the fpor, purfuing the reft £0 the Gates of Badajofo 
where they took fneltcr. This fortunate beginning was 
followed by like confequences ; 606 Spaniards advan¬ 
cing into the Province of Afentejo to furprize the Town 
of Mont aha 0; Mafcarenhas, Colloncl of a Portuguefe Re¬ 
giment, with only four Companies Attacked them be¬ 
fore they came to the Town, and with fuch good fuc- 
cefs, rhat having killed 18 or 20, the reft retired to the 
Pafs on a fmall River, and he fearing fome ambufli, be- 
caufe Night drew on, purfued no further. In the mor¬ 
ning' perceiving they were quite gone, he followed 
them as far as the Town of Ferreira in C aft He. , which 
he Plundered and Burnt without any oppbfition, though 
it might ealily have been defended againft a greater 
jpov/er, Beyond the Mountains, the Spaniards had fack- 
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edr and Burnt four open Towns, to revenge which, Lcr 
x$is Gome% de Figueiredo pafled over into Galicia, rook; 
the Town of Monterey s and having pillaged reduced ic> 
to A(hes. To requite this, another party of Spaniards 
fell into the Countrey about Bragan^a, but die Inhabit 
tants and Soldiers who Quartered thereabouts affem- 
bling, cut moft of them in pieces, and then piercing into 
Caftile, burnt feven Villages, and theTqwn of Geronda,o£ 
which, they left nothing {landing but the Walls: At the 
fame time, Luis Gome% de Figueiredo with 1 500 Foot and 
joo Horfe fell upon the Marquefs of Farrafona , who 
marched towards Valverde with 2000 of the former, 
and 200 of the latter, and after a Fight, which lafted 
about four hours, obtained the Victory, which had been 
greater but that Night coming on hindred the purfmr. 

5. Daily A&ion more and more incenled the two Na- 0l ^ r ^ ar 
tions, and an implacable hatred had taken polfeffi- ex „ 
on of their hearts, fo that the Frontiers were never free p/ 0 jf/. 
from Daughter and Rapine. D. Gaft on Coutinho rhe Por¬ 
tuguefe General, being informed that 6000 Spanifl? Foot, 
and 800 Horfe had fortified chemfelves in two Villages, 
one whereof was in Galicia , the other in Portugal , he 
marched with 30 Horfe to view them, and finding their 
Works weak enough to be overthrown, if Attacked with 
vigour, ordered his Foot to advance : A Party of the 
Enemies Horfe that advanced, was eafily Repulfcd, 
which caufing fome Confternation in the main Body, 
gave t\me to plant two pieces of Canon againft them. 

Thefe two pieces having played fome time, D. Gafton 
who had made four Batallions of his Foot cuurageoufly 
aflaulted the Works in as many places : The Soldiers be¬ 
ing as forward in thepurfuitof Honour as rheir Offi¬ 
cers, nothing could withftand them : They forced the 
Entrenchments, took four redoubts, entred the place 
and took all the Baggage, but lion contenting them- 
felves with this Vidlory and the gaining of 11 Colours, 
they burnt all the Villages for two Leagues about. A- 
bove 400 Spaniards were killed upon the place, 14 Of¬ 
ficers, and 70 Soldiers were taken. Nor was this all, 
the Portuguefe General making his advantage of the E- 
nemies Confternation, the next day marched inro Gar 
licia , and purfuing thofe that having efcaped, had for¬ 
tified themlelves in another Village, forced them again 
to retire, burnt nine Houfes, and then returned home 
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with Honour, and his Soldiers enriched with Plunder. In 
the mean while, Vafco de Acevedo Coutinho , and Ematiutl 
de Soufa dc Abreu, being continually infefted by the Ex- 
curlions of the Spaniards, gathered all the Forces they 
could and marched to Lobos, in the Caftle of which' 
place, the Spaniards always had a fafe retreat, after 
committing their ordinary Ravages. This Caftle they 
aflaulied and carried with the lofs only of 22 Men 
which done, they burnt 700 Houles, as well in the 
Town of Lobes, as in the neighbouring Villages. This 
was not yet the laft ftroak of ill fortune the Spaniards felt. 
'Martin Alfonfo de Mello, undemanding a great body 
of them was marched from Badajos< to Attack Oliven^a, 
a Town feated on the River Guadiana , which parts 
Spain and Portugal, aflembled all the Forces he could to 
relieve that place. Being on his March, an Exprefs 
fame to him from the Governour, giving an account 
that they had alfaulted the Town in two places, but 
met with fuch a vigorous oppofition that they were 
forced to retire with the lofs of 200 Men ; ndverthe- 
lefs, he defired fome fuccour, leaft they fhould return. 
They accordingly returned, hoping tofarprize the place, 
feigning themfelves a Portugucfe Convoy with Provili- 
ons, yet met they with no better fuccefs, being again 
repulfed with the lofs of 140 Men. Martin Alphonfi, 
ftill hoped to be . able to overtake them in their returnj 
but they taking another way than was given out, he 
milled of them, and therefore difmifled his Troops to 
their feveral Garrifons. 

■ It was a generally received Opinion throughout all 
Spam, though the Author of it was not known, that the 
Duke of Medina Sidonia, held fecret Correfpondence 
with the King of Portugal, and favoured his Caule. The 
’ ground of this Sufpicion was, that King John had to 
his Queen the Sifter of that Duke, and upon this Jea- 
loufie, it is thought the King of Spain talking one Day 
wkh the Count Duke de Olivares^, complained to him, 
That he had three or four times obferved the Family of 
Gunman was fatal to his Grandeur: The Count Duke 
who was himfelf of that Family, immediately difpatch- 1 
ed an Exprefs to the Duke of Men f i?ia Suionia , fummon- 
ing him to appear at Court with all pofliblc Speed. He 
pbeyed, and Being come to Madrid , he was perfwaded,

upon him, he fhould publiifl? a Mamfejio, contain 
ing a Challenge ™ the new King of Portugal. , Others' 
ateof Opinion, that the Duke knowing himfelf to be in 
feme meafure guilty, ^mblifhed the laid Declaration" and 
Challenge of his own accord, to blot opt the illOpinir 
on conceived of him: Whatfoeybr the grounds Were that 
moved him to it ; Certain it is, he publifhed and dilber- 
fed. throughout Spain and Portugal, a Cartell in Vindica- : 
tion of his Honour, charging the hew King with the 
Crime of Rebellion j and challenging him to Angle 
Combat with all the Formalities ufed in thole Cafes, 

This Cartel was dated at Toledo, the 29th. day of 'Sep*, 
umber, 1641, and is too long to trouble the Reader 
with in this place; nor is it fignificant, fince as it happens 
to moft things of that Nature, no Notice was taken of 
it. 

7. The Bilhop of Lamego betrayed to the Spaniards, JVPortu- 
as has been faid above, being now exchanged for certain 
Spaniards of Quality ; continued his Journey to pome ’ylP 11 * 0 * 
on his Embafly to his Holinefs. Upon his Arrival, the ^ otne * 
Spani/h Embaflador protefted, that he would immedi¬ 
ately return to Spain, in cafe the Pope received him as 
Embafladour from Portugal , Hereupon the Pope to 
prevent Diforders that might happen, ordered he mould 
1 come to Town by Night, but luftered him to be vifited 
asan Embaflador. He of France fent his Coach to fetch 
him from Civic a Vecchia, with a Guard of all the Portu- 
i e fi and Catalonians that were then ar Pome. Being 
tome thither, he took up his Lodging at the French Em- 
bafladors,- who received him at his Door with all pofli- 
ble marks of Relpeift : We fflall fee what became of 
this Embafly in its proper place. On the 27th. of Sep¬ 
tember, arrived at Lisbon a Fleet of i3 Sail from Ango¬ 
la, richly laden ; two days after came in another from 
Hjo de Janeiro of no lefs value in fundry forts of Com¬ 
modities.

Affiances brought that the Portuguefe Ambaflador in Sweden , had 

concluded, C Qp C f vc j ec l an Alliancebetwixc the two Crowns, which 
the King for the farisfaclion of his People, caufed to be 
proclaimed by his Heraulds. To confirm which, in a 
fe.w XJays there arrived at Lisbon four Swedifo Ships la* 
dep.yrtth Naval and Warlike Stores, fent by the Ambaf- 
fador ; ; and Letters were brought from the Queen of 
Sweden , in which (he gave their Portuguefe Majeftiesaf- 
furances of her firm Adherence to them in all <duc (hon'd 
be for their Service. Triftan de Mcdo^a had in like 
manner eftabli(hed a firm Friendlhip and Alliance with 
the Hollanders. However, the Dutch Fleet that was up¬ 
on the Coaft of Goa in India, took fbme Portuguefe Ships 
commanded by Sancho Faria de Silva, who was kill d in 
the AtSlion with 50 of his Men. At the fame time they 
took feveral places in Braftl, driving out the Portuguefe. 
D. George Mafcarenhas, who was Vice-Roy there, lent 
Advice to the King, and he immediately writ to Franca 
de Andrade Leitan his Ambaflador in England, ordering 
him inftantly to go over to complain to the States ol 
the taking of thole- Places. The States confidering 
how uncapable the King was at that time to do himfelt ^ 
right, made fixiall account of his Ambaflador demanding 
reftiturion. Goa was at the fame time Bcfieg’d by dw 
fame Fleet, which not being ftrong enough ior fuch an 
Enterprize, begged the aflillance of a Neighbouring 
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vjng : That Prince blocked it up by I-and, but as foon 
Tjj C underftood of the Revolution of Portugal, he rais’d 
Siege* joyn’d in League with the Portuguefe Vice- 
Roy, and by this Means, the Dutch Fleet was Forc’d to

tions, both Parties encreafed their Troops. # The King 
of Portugal ere&ed fix places of, Arms on his Frontiers, 
and put 5000 Men into each of them. The Spaniards 
afembled on all fides,and four or five Armies appeared in 
as many places to oppofe and infeft the Portuguefe . Here¬ 
upon daily A<ftionenfued,fometimes theone,and fometimes 
the other being fuperior: Ferdinand Teller de Menefcs 
Governor of the Province of Bcira, was one of the firft 
that gained upon the Spaniards . He made an inroad in¬ 
to Old Caftile , where he took and burnt* the Towns 
of S. Martin and Elgas, with the Caftle of the latter, 
which commands all the Territory of Gat a. Having 
madehimfelf Matter of Valverde, and finding it conveni¬ 
ently feated to annoy the Enemy, he left in it a Garrifon 
well provided. A fmall Body of 2500 Spaniards endea¬ 
vouring to give a check to his Proceedings, was put into 
Diforderat the firft Charge; and the Portuguefe ufing 
their Advantage, cut in pieces mod of their Enemies. 

Martin Alphonfo de Melo Governor of Elves , was no left 
fuccefsfiil about the fame fiime.For having received intelli¬ 
gence that a party of 300 Spanifh Horfe ravaged the 
Country betwixt ' Badajo% and Valverde ; he fent out a 
good Body of Horfe, with 150 Mufqueteers, ordering 
them to attack the Enemy wherever they met them. This 
was fo couragioufly performed, that mo ft of the Spanifh 
Horfe being fiain upon the place, the reft quitted their 
Horfes to lave themfelves in a fmall Wood hard by; fo 
that 174 Horfes became a prey to the Victors. Thefe 
were yet but fmall Advantages; D . Francis de Melo 
General of the Portuguefe Horfe in the Province of Aten - 
tyo, entred Eftremadura 3 where finding no Forces to op- 
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pofe him, he took Aroehes, Jrtllar del h\ey y Codifier* and 
Ancinafola; defeated feme Troops that adventured to 
oppofe him, took : a vaft Booty, and fo many Ptifoners, 
that the King of Pdrtugal ordered many of the leftft co* 
fiderable to be fet at Liberty. £>. John de Gar*/ Gover¬ 
nor of Badajoz> fent out 800 Horfe, and 2000 Foot^ 
with defign to furprize Oliven%a y but D. Francis de Meh 
charging them by the way, put them to flight with die 
flaughter of 300 Men. 

4. Thefe continual Incurfions kept the Spaniards al- 
Other Mi- ways upon their Guard, and made them think of fee* 
litary Atth ring themfelvesi To this purpofe they began to forrifie 
tfis. Aidea del Obifpo ; but Ferdinand Tellez de Menefes being 

unwilling to fuffer that Work to g6 forward, marched 
with 500 Foot* and four Squadrons of Horfe, attacked 
' the Place, and carryed it, though obftinately defended: 
140 Spaniards were kill’d in the Aflault, and 1 16 taken, 
and all the Works, as well Old as New, were levelled 
with the Ground. Then palling on, he did the fame to 
the Town ol CafiHlejo , which was no lefs ofFenfive to 
the Fortuguefe Frontiers,then the other would have been. 
The King to (hew he was no lefs formidable by Sea 
then by Land, even in the firft rife of his Greatnefs; fit¬ 
ted out 13 great Men of War, under the command of 
Antony Tellez* ordering him to feek out the Spanijh Fleet, 
or in ’ cafe he found it not, to attempt feme Sea-por: 
Town; the Spaniards , though weak, omitted not to 
make their utmoft efforts, and infeft their Enemies Coun¬ 
try, as much as in them was. Chelas , a confiderable 
Town of Eftremadura , and feared near the Frontiers of 
AlentejOydid often fend out Parties, which did incredi¬ 
ble damage in that part of the plain Country fubjedt to 
Portugal. Francis de Mclo who had the charge of tHofe 
Frontiers incenfed hereat, marched with all the Force 
he could gather, with a refolution to carry rhar Place; 
nor did he fail of his Defign altogether,, for meeting a 
Squadron o (Spanifo Horfe he cut them off, and then 
applying his Scaling Ladders, after a Difpure of five 
Hours, entred the Town. His Men immediately fell 
to the Plunder, which loft them the opportunity they 
might have had of entring the Caftle with the flying 
Enemy. Francis de Melo ieeing nothing more could be 
done then plundering the Town, returned leaving the

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fleets full of dead Bodies, and,having loft but 16 of

5t Whilft the War continued in this manner betwixt Alliances 
thefe two Neighbouring Nations, thofe qf a greater di- in Africa 
ftance fought the Frienafliip of the new King of Portugaland Afia. 
That King near Goa whom wj mentioned before, was, . ■ . 
the firft that moved for this Friendfhip,. when he rais’d 
his Siege from before the City; The King of Morocco 
Ass not long behind him, for he underftanding how fait 
the Crown was fettl’d by the unanimous approbation of 
the whole Kingdom, and fo many Alliances with molt 
Princes of Europe, except thofe that were devoted to 
If/tin, fent now into Portugal, to defire leave of the King, 
that an Ambaflador might come to put an end to the A-> 
nimolicies which had been produced by tjie violent pro-i 
cedure of the Spaniards, . x 

6. The ill Fortune of the Spaniards raifed in them amM ilitary 
implacable defire of Revenge. They affembled 1500. AZlion in 
foot, and 300 Horfe., to take a Fort that Ferdinand Tel-fib* ? ro ' 
lt$de Mcnefe? had built in Val de JMula , on the Frontier^ ™ nc ?^ 
of the Province Tralos Montes , and marched till rhieyt Montes, 
came in fight of rife Fort;there difeovering 60 Portuguese', 

Horfe, and 400 Foot, they halted to confult what was; 
to,be done. D. Sancho Manue/>t\\ePortuguefe Camp-, 

Matter having obtained Leave of Ferdinand Tellez;, 
though, fo unequal in Number, charged the Enemy fo< 
vigoroufly, that at the.firft fhock the Foot fled, and the,- 
Horfe feeing the Rout, durft not . come up to fupport; 
them. Having with fuch cafe overthrown thofe Troops, : 
the Portuguese General refolved to make ufe of the Ad- * 
vantage, being informed they were retired to Puentes in 1 , 
where feme Fortifications were begun to be 
thrown up.Being coo weakco attack them there,he ftayed 
till 500 Foot more had joyn’d him, and then advanced ;. 
he planted feme Canon againft the Place, and began to^ 
batter it, but feeing no effetft, thought of fending-for , 
more Troops to carry it by Efcalade , when he was told, ; 
the Spaniards affembled in great Numbers from all parts; 
to cut off his Retreat. His danger drew D. Alo7ifo Fur - 
Wo de Mendoza to his Aififtance, but being ft ill much > 
wferiour to the Enemies, they retired with Speed, and 
unmolefted by the Spaniards . Nor was there any more 
|tiet on the Frontiers of Galicia ; for D. Martin Day a - 
the Governour of that Kingdom, not being in a con¬

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elition t6 oppofe two Portuguefe Armies that broke in tipi 
on him at once, they burnt 150 Villages in that Coun¬ 
try, and returned home with a corifiderable Booty. 

y. It was now but reafonable the Forces fliould have 
been put into their Winter Quarters; neverthelefs the 
In tbe Prd- Dtfke d'/ilva having gather’d all the Power he cotild 
nance of fent them under , the Conduct of his Son to 
Beira* the Province of Beira. Ferdinand, Telle% de Mentfts 
having Notice hereof, formed a Body of 7000 Foot and 
1700 Horfe, refolving to prevent the Spaniards , whoft 
forces were no lefs Confiderable; he marched to Valii 
Muld y and encamped before the Town of Guardan ) 
which he Summoned, and finding no Dilpofition in tie 
Governor to furrender, batter'd it with two pieces tf 
Canon. The Bartery was of little effedfc, and therefore 
Ferdinand Tdle% commanded Peter Soufd de Caftro to at¬ 
tack the Out-works with all the Mufqueteers, and Gaf 
par de Scixas with feme other Battalions to fuftain him; 
The Attack was begun with great Refolution, and con¬ 
tinued for three Hours, at the end whereof the Be- 
fieged put up a white Flag, and fent a Drum to offer to 
I Capitulate. The Garrifon marched out upon fbrry 
Terms, the Governor and Officers being Only allowed td 
carry their Swords, and all the Souldiers to rhe nunM 
of'340, being fent Prifoners to Lisbm. The Booty was 
great, belides much ftore of Provifion and Ammunition 
found in the Place ; but the main Confluence of taking 
this place was, that it letured the; Portuguefe Frontiers, 
and laid thofe of Caflile open to Incurfions. Whilft this 
was doing, about the Province of Beira, without the 
Sfamjh General, who had taken theField,his attempting to 
luecour the Town ; D. Antony Mafcarenhes commander 
of Valladores , took Quintas and Corgra. D. Sancbo Ma¬ 
nuel plunder’d and burnt the Towns of Sorvo , Avilar and 
Chalcngai the Captains, Edward Miranda, znAEmmd 
de Andras , did’ the fame to thofe of Bafjuilba , Vi liar del 
Puerto , and Saranitho , and fo did others all along the 
Frontiers. D. Francis de Me/o , General of the Cavalry 
in Alleyitejo , being abroad with ^ooMen, theGovernour 
of Badajo % upon Notice of it, marched out with 700, and 
leaving half of them in Amtufh, with the other half ad¬ 
vanced tc draw on the Portuguefe: Melo thinking he had 
no more Enemies to deal wirh but what were in fight, 
charged them, and they as foon retired, till they drew 
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hiift into the ambuffc. He walfi at firft furprized* faffing 
hiflifelf Attacked by that frdh b&tyy. but tecoveriik hifn- 
felf divided his men, and fentondpart tochargethofe 
that had drawn him on whilft the other enga&kMh&fe 
that lay in ambufli. In this manner die Fight continu¬ 
ed a confiderable time, after Whiebi’ frefii Ttbops ap¬ 
peared, coming from Badajjofo afliftance of tne 

Spaniards, and others frtan Elt'as, to fuftain the PoVtth- 
ttiefe. Thefe laft were 1600 Fo&t,arid four SqatfdfOrts^Of 
Hotfe, under the Conduct of the Count de Obidos.- NoW . 
ihe face of Affairs was changed, for - the Parttiguep& ob¬ 
tained a Compleat Victory. The' firft of the Spdnifh 
Troops were cut in pieces, and the laft retiredTwkhAne 
lerfs of 176 Horfe. Of the Portuguefe , 37 wefe killed 
in the ambufh, and 16 in the Engagement after it. 

8. The Aflembly of the States, or Parliamerit cif Per- 
tugtil, being the only Authority ! that could eftablift the Ose Cortet 
Crown, and raife fuch fupplies as were necefl&ty for £> r P^xr/w- 
the fupport of it ; the King fixt their Meeting for-the ment 
iitb. of September and that day the Sedion was edm- 
U6nced with all the Ceremonies ufual upon fuch occa/i- 
ons. The Bifhop of Elvas performed the Office of Chan¬ 
cellor; acquainting that Aflembly in the King’s Name; 
with the caufes of their being convened. He reprefented 
the'great Blefling of Liberty, the King’s extraordinary 
Gareto repair , the* Harms done by the Spaniards, the 
mighty Power he'had, as Well 1 by Sea as Land ; the Al¬ 
liances he had made Abroad, and put them in mind how 
he had never lay’d any Impofitions upon his People, but 
maintained the expence of his Houle upon the private 
Patrimony of his Family ; and that being now much ex- 
haufted, he recommended it to them to find out means 
to fupport fo great a Charge, a flaring them of his Royal 
Protection, and that their Liberties and Privileges fhould 
be religioufly preferved. Great was the expectation the 
King had conceivcd*of this Aflembly, nor was he difap- 
pointed, for they gave fuch Teftimonies of their Duty, 
as exceeded even his Hopes. They returned Thanks for 
his Care in aflerting their Liberties, for delivering them 
from the Yoke of Spain ; for the Alliances he had made 
Abroad, and for ail his good Intentions, offering him

D. John ' Bpdrigue^ de Sou^a, y VafconceBos Count 
AConfpi- <of Cafielmelhor , went over to Brazil in the Spani/h 
racytofei^e -Fleet, in the Yearj 1639. In 1641. he was lent by his 
Carthage- General to the Spani/h Plantations, .in the Weft-Indies, 
na, difco - xhe News of the Revolution of Portugal, being then 
vered-, and brought to the Fleets ,the Spaniards cr yea down the New 
rfcePcrtu- ling’s Title, and exclaimed againft the Portuguefes a* 
guefcs, fe- Rebels. This fenfibly touched the Count de CafteM- 
mt *' her, yet he was forced to bear with it, being in no con¬ 

dition to make his refentment appear without his cer r 
rain deftru&ion. There were ieven Portuguefe Gallons 
in the Fleer, And in them 3000 Men. With the Officers 
of thefe Ships, he confpired to feize the F*Ieet, as alfp 
the Town and. Cittadel of Cartagena, in npw Spain, be¬ 
fore which, they were then at Anchor. Moft of the Of¬ 
ficers were already engaged in this Defign, and alfdif- 
pofed for putting of kin execution, b\\t the Count ha* 
ving communicated it to Antony Teneqsdo a Portuguefe, 
in jwhom he confided, as having done him many fignal 
favours; he difeovered the whole matter to the Cover- 
mour of the Cittadel, who immediately apprehended the 
Count, and had him Condemned to Death. This Sen¬ 
tence had been executed within two days, had riot the 
Count appealed to-the Court of Madrid , and the Ad¬ 
miral of the Fleet having had the Sentence confirmed by 
xhe Council there, no hopes remained for his deliverance 
but in God. Whilft the Admiral fent into Spain to 
have the Scntcaee confirmed, the King of Portugal got 
intelligence of what had hapned. He immediately fent 
away a Caravel, Commanded by a Captain, in whofe 
Conduifl he had great confidence, ordering him to fail 
for Cartagena, and ufe ajl poffible means to deliver rhe 
Prifoner. TLe Weather proved favourable to the De- 
fign, the Captain Arrived fafe, and found means to et 
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the • Count kndw wfes dome ro rbfeue him. Tb this 
pufpofe, he agreed With a Dutch Captain who' Com¬ 
manded a Frigat irt that Port, for the Caravel being'fo 
leaky, that it could nbt be put to Sea again, he btirnt it A 
Jfa the mean while, the Count with ready Mbney an<l 
large promifesf corrupted a Corporal, and two Spani/h 
Soldiers, that had the keeping of him, and they altoge¬ 
ther gor aboard the Dutch Friear, which carried them 
fafe to the Ifland of Tori'uga, where they wefe favoura- 1 
bly received by tUc Prcncb Governour. Thence they 
went over to the Ifland Tcrccra } and laftly arrived at 
Lisbon, whare they wefe bountifully rewarded by" the

l/Tf* H £ hatred the Spaniards and Portuguefes bofe td 
"'; one another, was too great tb futfer rhem to lie 
ftill: Though the'Seafon was not yet fit for Atkion, 
<he frontiers were never 4 free from incurfions. D. Sail* 
dtoManuel a Pdrpuguefe Major-General, thinking no d tp 
fitulties too great to be furmounted, marched but vvirlt 
j$o Horfe, judging that a fufficient number to plunder? 
the Town of * Fituro in ' Qafltlc, four Leagues fromthd 
Frontiers of Portugal His Defign Being divulged, and 
the Spaniards, believing his Forces greater than they* 
Were, they abandoned the Town, leaving it to be rah- 
Tacked by the Soldiers without the leaft oppofition. But 
the retreat proved not without danger, for the Spani- 
tods of the neighbouring places allembling to the num j 
ber of zoo Horfe, Charged them before they could re¬ 
cover their own Frontiers; and that with fuch refoluti- 
on, that the Portuguefes were at firft forced to give ground. 
But having quitted all the Booty which encombred them, 
(hey rallied, and giving a frefh Charge, wbrfted rhofe 
by whom before they had been drove* Night com- 
jng on, put an end'ro the Battle. The number of the 
Bead was equal, and the Vidlory had Been dubious, 
but that the Spaniards got away in the dark, leaving the 
Booty and the Field to the Portuguefes, This fmall 
Adlion was the caufe of a greater, for the Marqtiefs de 
Elecha, General of the Spanijh Hbrfe; refolving tb te- 
Yenge that lofs, emred Portugal With joo Horfe, ana 
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300 $foskei:ier$, furprized the Town of Sabugal, fired 
i j.Hdfifes, killed feven of the Inhabitants he found ip 
Arms, and drove away all the Cattle he found. Not 
cdri^nt.vfith this, he returned by the way of Alfayatesxo 
bravo the Garrilbn, but this boldnels coft him deal, 
ftrdlnand T clle^de Memo's the General Who was withi- 
in two Leagues of that place, gathering 200 Horfe and 
three Companies of Foot, fent tp the Governour of A? 
fayates to joyn him with the belt men he had, which 
■was, accordingly performed; that Governoiir bringing 
witlrhim 200 Men. With this force they purfuea the 
Spaniards, and having overtaken, fell upon them: The 
Fight Was bravely maintained, for the Spaniards and 
Portuguefcs gave thred fevcral Charges in fuch a mariner, 
that it was nor difccrnable who had the better : being 
now fallen in after the Fire, with . Sword in hand, and 
the Marquefs dc Elecba, the Spanifh General, and D. 
Francis de Erajfo, who was next in; Command to himj 
being both Slain, Victory began to incline to the -Por- 
tuguefes, for the Spaniards difmayed at the lofs of thgit 
Commanders fled, leaving the Field ftrewed with Dead 
Bodies, Arms and Plunder which they^ quitted to fare 
their Lives. The Porttiguefes were forward enough to 
have purfued them, but Ferdinand Teller held them inj 
fearing to fall into fome ambufli, being to pafs before the 
Enemy. The Duke of Alva’s Enterprize redounded more 
to the honour of the Spaniards . He being defirous of do 
ing forqething confiderable in Portugal , drew together 
8000 Foot and 900 Horfe, with which he entred Por¬ 
tugal, burnt four open Towns, put many of the Inha¬ 
bitants to the Sword, and finding a vigorous refiftance 
at Efchaliam, which place, he had cauled ro be Attack 
ed ac the fame time, he retired again, to avoid meeting 
all the Troops of the Frontiers drawn together to oppofe 
him. ^ ' » 

2. It was not only the fuccefs on. the Frontiers that 
rendred the King of Portugal fortunate. Two Jefuits, 
being procurators for the Provinces of Cochin and Got 
in India , arriving at this time, brought him an Account 
how well affedted the people in thofe diftant Provin¬ 
ces were to his intereft. This happy News was .a great 
addition to the joy of his fuccefs in War, for they sflb--

Mathias de Albuquerque having 
feWfed the King of Portugal well, was by him contihtf- 
td General of the Frontiers, The fit ft attempt mafic 
by the Marquefs proved unfortunate, for he could not 
make hiinfeli Matter of Ougcla, a little Town in Portu- 
gd y which after the Gate had been forced with i P£- 
laid, was bravely defended by the Inhabitants, for ttfe 
fjtocfe of fix Hours. Among the other Defendant^‘a Toe Por- 
Womandid Wonders with a Baker’s Peel ; and though tugueftw 
wounded> could never be perfwaded to retire till the my in E- 
-Mault was given over. The Portugucfes after this Were lUemadu* 
not flack to return the Spaniards their Vifit at Mentejo ; ra. 
which place, though well fortifyed and defended by four 
Companies, they affaulted ana took by Scalade, where 
falling diforderly tp Plunder, the Spaniards took the op¬ 
portunity to rally, and fell upon them fo refolutcly, that 
they had all Periled, but that the Mohteicro Aforcatne 
in opportunely with his Horfe, and forced the Spaniards 
to : retire to the River Guadiana y where many of them 
weradrowned. Hence the Portuguefes advanced,and »a- 
fed Mcmbrillo an open Town, fave a Trench that had 
been thrown up about it.

King John 
rejoycing at this Victory which feenred his Crown,crea¬ 
ted the General Earl of Alcgrctte , giving him a Penfion 
pf 4000 Crowns, and rewarded many otfaer pf the Prin¬ 
cipal AJeq in the.'Army. The Afarquefs of Torrecufa la¬ 
boured to gather all the Forces of Eflrcmadwra ; being 
g?iev^d he was net pretent at the Battle, as believing i« 
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loft for want of CondudV, and it troubled him the moreD 
becaufe he was the advifer of it. 

: ' 3. Whilft thefe things hapned in Eftnmadura, feveral 
Ineurfions were mfde on all the Frontiers of the King- 
domibut in them was nothing Memorable, for the Portto- 
gtiefis were moft upon the Defenfive, and the Spaniards 
-only kept the War afoor, till the affairs of Catalonia 
might be fettled, that then they thight turn their whole 
Force to this fide. About this fame time, D. George de A 
Mafcarenhas, Count de Monte Albano who was or die 
Council of State, and had other great Employments^ 

Was impeached of Confpiring with others againft the 
King, for which he was committed to the Caftle of Bt- 
fem, and the reft to other Prifons. Upon Examination*' 
the Accufation was found malicious and groundle/s, 
whereupon he and all the others on the fecond of Nd- 
yimbcr were honourably difeharged, and reftored to 
their Eftates and Honours. At thi? time alfo dyed the 
Arch-bifhop of Braga, one of the managers of the firft 
Confpiracy againft the King. Dying, he made it his 
requeft to the King, that he would pardon his Treache¬ 
ry, and grant that his Body might be Bupyed without 
fome Parifh Church, without any inferiprion upon it, to 
the end, no Memory might furvive of one that hath been 
Traytor to his King. 

4. The Portuguefe Governors on the Coafts of America The Affairs 
at length concluded a Truce with the Count de Najfau, of Ameri- 
who governed at Pernambuco for the Hollanders. Yet fo ca * 
far were they from obferving the Articles of it, that they 
rais’d a new Fort at Segeripe,took feveral of our Ships, 
and committed many Barbarities againft the Portuguefes, 
that according to compofition, remained under them at 
Pernambuco. Thefe things moved John Fernandes' Veigra , 
and Francis Berenguer, to lay the defign this Year of 
spelling them that Province; the fuccefs of their 
Emerprize_ belongs to another place. In Africkj Tangier 
had nil this time held for the Spaniards , but now the 
Garrifon fecured their Governor, fent him Prifoner to 
Lisbon, and declared for King John. The Moors thought the Dutch 
to have furprized that City, and gave a delperate Af- contrary to 
laulr, but were repulfed with great Lofs. The Dutch Faith gi-. 
tn India, notwithftanding their repeated Orders from ven < ta k e 
the States to ceafe from all Hoftilicies, Hill found pre- f evt,al . 
fences to carry on the War; and landing a great mm-^ ac , et 
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tejfrpfMen in Ceylon,- cook the Fort of Negumbo, .having 
firft overthrown the Portuguefes that were to defend & 
tfcey- prefuming, though much inferidur in Ntimber, and 
Xjpptrary to their Orders to meet die Enemy in open 
Jffield, who purfuing them after the defeat, entred die 
|(ott in that Heat, putting above 300 of our Men to the 
^yord. The 'City Macao in China was near falling a- 
jajn into the Hands of the Spaniards-, many of the In- 
• •habitants favouring them intercft, and railingj 
f '■■■ -dangerous Tumult to promote the fame, but by the 
Gpurage of Sebajlian Lobo the Governour, who fired 
^rpm the Caftle upon the City, together with the In- 
ierpofition 6f the Jefuits, it was again reduced to Obe¬ 
dience. Gon^alo Sequeyra was fent Ambaffador by the 
'l^yng to the Emperor of Japan, but through the 1 11 digi¬ 
com of the Hollanders was not received.

1. The King having certain intelligence that the.Spa? 
pfh Army daily increafed at Badajo%, gave out all the 
necelfary Orders for his Troops to Rendefvouz at, El- 
vs, and* to be himfelf the more at hand, went over to 
Alien Gallega, which was the caufe that many of the 
Nobility and Gentry repaired to the Army. On the 
15th day of Qclober , the Marquefs de Legane%, marched olfh Amy 
from Badajc^, with 12000 Foot, 3000 Horfe, 10 pieces on the Por- 
pf Cannon, tnda Train proportionable, and halted in mguefc 
fight of the-Bridge oiOliven^a, and Fort St. Antony. In Frenwer/. 
two 4 ays he took the faid Fort, and another at the 
fopt of the Bridge, both which, he demolilhed, and 
broke feveral Arches of the Bridge, to cut off’the Com-, 
munication of Oiiven^a. Whilit the Spaniards were bu¬ 
lls at this work, a Party of 600 of their Horfe, meet¬

Not 
content with what was done* they advanced to Silkros^ 
aijtfdce fix Leagues higher in the Cduntrey ; burhfcra 
theya mcc not with, their , ufual futcefs, for after : forne> 
skirmilhing, they were forced to retire. The Spaniards 
tb divert the Enemy from ravaging Caflilc y On the ; 5th' 
iAuguft, Attacked Fiaccs y but to no purpofe, for tlio’i 
, the Wall was low and weak, it was fo refolutely de-» 
^fended that they were forced to quit*the enterprize. 

2. Wherever the Portugucfes came, they utterly de-? 
Ifoyed all before them, that the y Enemies Frontiers, be¬ 
ing bare and defolate, they might find the greater diffi-- 
culties, if they attempted to invade Portugal . Now to 
remove the Spaniards ftill farther otf', and in cafe the 
War continued to employ them about recovering of 
their own, or if a Treaty of Peace were let on Foot, to 
bvefomething to reft ore, they were rclolv’d to attempt 
^ taking of Codifjeira: This place was confiderable 
« well for its Riches, as the Strength of the Caftle 

and 
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arid Number of its GarrHoh. Tlie Count de Alcgrttt^ 
.who as has been faid, was rewarded With that Title by 
the King, to (how himfelf worthy of it, refolved to uft 
his utraoft Endeavours to gain this place. It was diffi- 
cult to carry' it by open Force and a Seige, and there¬ 
fore he concluded upon a'Surprise. Having chofen 600 
Foot, and fome Troops of Horle, backed by a good 
Number of Voluntiers, and provided Soiling Ladders, 
Petards, and all other NeceffarieS, he Marched by the 
way of Fortalegre and Rivas to Artmches , where he was 
reinforced by other Troops and Volunriers, with whick 
Forces he polled himfelf within a League of Codiffeirt, 
There he halted till Night, having fecured all the Men'ht 
met by the way; That none might carry Intelligence 
to die Enemy. His eagernefs made him think k dark 
enough fooner than really it, was; And therefore ap¬ 
proaching the Place, whilft yet fome glimmering of 
f iohr was abroad, he was difeovered at a dillance, by 
a Sharp fighted Sentinel, who giving the Alarm in the 
Town, was foon anfwered by the Cattle, in both which 
Places, As well the Inhabitants as Souldiers, Ran to 
the Walls, and put themfelves in a pofture of Defence. 
Notwithftanding, all the oppofirion' made from the 
Walls, the Portuguefes boldly made up to the Gate, and 
Fifed the Petardfs at the Town and Cattle Gates, which 
were tom in pieces, and they Entring put to the Sword, 
all they found in Arms. D. John de Guevara, was ren¬ 
ted into the great Market-place with many of his Offi¬ 
cers, hoping there to Maintain his honour; but the harm 
they did among the Portuguefes , enraged them the 
more, fo that they were fcarce farisfyed to difarm and 
make them prifoners of War. The Danger being over, 
they fell to plundering the Town, and not fo content . 
let fire to it, reducing to allies the place they defigned^ 
to have maintained. This fuccefs made the Vidors 
think of attempting Badajc%. They marched to Teleiu, 
a Fort Built the foregoing Year, by the Aiarqnels a: it- 
gane%, as an out-work to Badajcx. There were in it, 
150 Spaniards, who at the firft Summons, bdeiy out-

3. Nothing better was the fuccefs of the Marquels de Attimi it’ 
A)tma, the Carhqlick King’s General, betwixt theRit- the Pro-. 
yefs DUere. and Minbpt in his defign of furprizirtg Salva* twice of 
iertta. He marched with 600 Foot; ana 500 Horfej Beira^ 
but the Count de Cajlelmelhor, who commanded the Pm,* 
tuguefs ip that Province, underftanding his Efcfign, poll* 
edhimfelf under the Walls of that Place ; and the Maf- 
quefe perceiving his Intentions had taken Ait*, pdfted 
himfelf not far off, and being matter of the Field, erCflb 1 
«d a fort upon an Eminence, that might lerveas a Bri* 
die upon the Garrifon of Salvutcrra, and where he might, 
be at Hand upon any Opportunity, to throw hlitifelf 
into that place which was very eonfiderabJe, as being 
Upon the .Frontiers of Beira. Some cohfiderable Adkion 
might rcafonably be expedled. here, the Spaniards keep’*- 
ing to their Strength, and the, Portuguefe to, theirs, and 
the Forces on both rides daily encreafing. The Spanifh 
Army grewt up to the Number of 1 ooop'Foor;ahd 3006 
Hone . which on the g«i..of November^ undertook the 
Siege of ,Salvaterra, and preffed it fo vigordufly, that 
they loon lodged themfelves upon the Ditch, ahd had bt* 
gun to, mine,\ hoping in few days to carfy thd place, 

This was the pofture of their Affairs, when underttafl* 
ding that all the Forces of the Province of Beirut com¬ 
manded by Count Seren, reinforced by others of Aleti~ 
iejo, utider the Condudt of £>. Sancho Manuel, Went 
marching with all pofiible fpeed to the Relief of thd 
Town, they raifed the Siege with fuch Precipitation, 
that they left behind [them much PrOvirion ; Am¬ 
munition, their Baracks, s and about 300 lick and laftie 
Souldiers.- , The Portuguefes coming later then they had 
hoped, as thofe who were flawed by the violent RaiMj 
fee** much troubled to be disappointed of meeting the 
fyanijh Army, the touting of which they had prOsfiifea 
to themfelves, and, greater. Security to their Frontiers 
ftf the fheurCj Having btimt the Baracks,; and the' 
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Country round abput, they returned to their Winter- 
quarters, as the Spaniards had done on their fide. 
B-tbfides ,,, ^ Thus ftood all the Affairs on both fides, when as 
the one as the other perceived that this fort of Adi- 
JJoJiihiies. fefyed only to harrafs themfelves. The'Catholick 
<King feemed to maintain an Army to no purnofe, fince 
Sn 5 or 6 Years time, he had done nothing out wafte 
Mohy, and loofe Men and Ground. All the Pertuguefei 
, • . did, wa^ to deftroy Towns, frighten the Country Peo¬ 
ple, and kill fom£ few Soldiers. Thefe Confiderations 
moved both Parties to put their ftanding Forces into 
( Gaydifons, and forbear farther Hoftilites. Whilft the 
-Catholick King attended, the Affairs of Catalonia , and 
diade his mtereft at Home, to obitrudh the new King’s 
•being treated as fitch by the Pope, and the vacaijt Bent 1 
fices in Portugal, to be filled py Men of that Princes 
pfefenting; he laboured to heap up Treafureof the Riches 
brought him from India-, that whenever the Catholick 
King fhould renew the War, he might not want Mo¬ 
ney, which is the Life and Sinews of all Armies. He 
alfo took care to ftrengthen himfelfwith Friends and 
Confederates, and having iecured the King of Prance, 
his Minifters endeavoured to joyn in Amity with the 
new Common-wealth of England. It remained to "'

the Church. The otlier, that fie kept the Arch-bifhop 
of Braga Prifoner, for which he was excommunicated, 
* and therefore the Pope demanded, that the Revenues 
fhould be reftored, and the Arch-bilhop put Into his 
Hands, as being his proper Judge. To thole things the 
Portuguefe Minifters anlwerd, that had the Pope lent 
his Nuncio, the Difpute about thofe Revenues/might 
have been eafily accommodated; it being made appear, 
that the Crown was in pofleflion of them for about 
Years. And as to the Arth-bifhop, that he being guilty 
of High-Treafon, what the King had done, was juftifi' 
able according to the Canons, and therefore he couldin- 
cur no Cenfure of the Church. Ncverthelefs, the King 
was ready to rommic the Tryal of that Caufe to fuch 
'Judges, as his Holinefs fhould appoint; but not to deli- 
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Vef his Perfon, becaufe of the danger there was, tint 
lie fhould be fer at Liberty by the way, if he touched at 
fln y port of Spain; as alfo, becaufe King 7 o/;« not be; 
ihg yet owned a|S fuch at Rome, they would not adjudge 
the Arch-bifhop guilty of High-Treafon;, The Court 
pf Rome feemed fntisfyed as to this Point, but not as to'

1 5. In this pJaeO it will hot be atnifstO relate the end 
pf the Misfortunes befallen to Edward ,; Brother tp King g* 
John. It was laid above, how he was taken in GertrUf t /j et 
ny, where he ferved the Emperor, and delivered upfo tdiiihliH 
the Minifters of Spain, as guilty of being privy to the 
fevolc of Portugal. It was lay.ed 'to his Charge, that 
being a Subjeift of the King of Spain, he had ndt difeo- 
f^red to Him the defigned revolt of that Kingdom. ( Otl 
this account, fie was put into the Caftlc of Milan, whdre 
ftefli Evidence was Found againit him. He was' fcejpc 
with Guards upon him in the very Room, all lii/Ovgni 
Servants being removed from him, upon Sufpicion thifi- 
they contrived his Efcape. The Gpternor of tho ’CaV 
ftleimagining that his Cor.feffbr who was a Jeluit^ifiigiic 
hijye a hand in that Contrivance; ferit him word to efroife * 
another; fo it'were a Subject of' thg King of Spain, and 
no jefuir, letting him alfo know, that every now and 
then he muft change his Confcffor. This Meflage.bfc^ 
ing delivered by the.Lieutenant of the Caftlc,' D: Ud- 
mrd broke out into a Pa’lion, which he had neVejt cjofte 
before, and among many other ,falh ‘Exprelfions,. faid,- v 

His Comfort was, that he fuffered for the Kjng his -Mb 
Iher ,• for hit Family and Country, for which he was frilling 
to lay down his Life. This the Lieutenant depofed ar 
gainft him ; and feveral Soldiers alfo teitifyed, that being 
upon his Guard, they had heard him drink a Health, to" 
the King his Brother. The Governor having taken 1 ' 

thofe depofitions,’ there came a Commilfion from Spain, 
appointing three fudges to try him, and they again ex¬ 
amined all the Witncfles; then they proceeded to ex¬ 
amine the Prifoner himfelf, who being asked What ho 
knew of the delign of revolting in Portugal.; utterly de- 
ftyed he had any knowledge of it, but unadvifedly in his'

7- We left the Portuguefes at Pernambuco laft Year, 
. fuccefsful on both tides, and.behcging the Hollanders in 
' '* lY tn their Towns, all along the Coaft. Thefe laft, ereded 
a new Fort,- to (ccure the Communication between Slnco 
Pont as, and Aff'gados, but their Garrifons attempting 
to caft down the Weeds that were in the way, were o- 
bliged to quit that Work, with the lofs of many Men. At 
rhe fame time, D. Antony Philip Camarhao,who was gone 
to reduce the Indians olPjo Grande, gave a great overthrow 
to rhe Dutch 2 who cav/.r to arrack him with 500 Mui of 
rhea* own, and i joo Indians. The News of this We¬ 
eds, 
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cefs, being brought to John Ferdinande% Viegra, he lent 
for Andrew Vidal , with fix Companies to reinforce the 
Victors. To the end, the Enemy might not perceive 
his Forces were helfened, he kept them in continual A- 
larm ; and Henry Diafa who commanded the Blacks , 
with only his own Men, rook the new Fort the Dutch 
bad ereefted, putting all wirhin it to the Sword. An¬ 
drew Vidal, at Paraiba, having laid himfclf in Ambufh, 
fentout 40 Portuguefes, who drew 220 Dutch and Indi¬ 
an: into the Snare, where they all perjfhed. Both the 
Befieged and the Bcfiegers at Pernambuco fufibred great 
Want, but feveral methods were found to relieve the 
latter. The former had no hopes, but in a Fleet they 
expe&ed from Holland. They had three Ships, which 
lay to fecure their paffage to the Ifland Itam :raca , and 
other parts of the Continent, which John Fernando^ 

Vieyra perceiving, he attack’d them with 50° Men 
in Boats, who took one, and burnt the other two, thcr> 

! >afling over to the Shore, he drove the Defendants from, 
everal fmall redoubts, and eredled a Fort at rhe Port Sr. ‘ 

Markf in which he left 200 Men with 18 pieces of Can¬ 
non, which he had taken from the Enemy. 

8. The Dutch were now reduced to the laft Exrrcmi-^, D ucc h 
ty, when 3 Ships arrived from Holland, bringing Provi- lK 
lions, Ammunition and Men ; as alfo an Account, that rece ive 
two Fleets were fitting oiit , the one to tccurc Per- Succors, 
nrnbuco, the other to conquer Bahia, .. Near the fame 
time, a fmall Ship and two Caravels, brought fome re¬ 
lief to the Bcfiegers from Portugal. John Fan: mile% 

Vieyra, was feveral times warned, that a Confpiracy 
was carryed on againft his Life ; yet he ftill flighted ihe 
Advice, till being one day advanced from his Company, 
he law three Fire-locks levelled at him, whereof only 
one gave Fire, and (hot him through the Shoulder. Ne- 
verthelefs he pardoned the Confpirators, contenting him- 
felf with only a verbal Check, given them Face to Face. 

Now at length, arrived a great Fleet from Holland, un¬ 
der the Command of Sigifmund Van Scop, with 4000 
Men, and all other Neceflaries. To oppose this great 
Power, the Portuguefe Commanders gather’d all the Soul- 
diers and Inhabitants, that were before difperfed in pla¬ 
ces of lefs Conlequence, and fo conliderably cncrcafed 
their Force, that they flood no longer in fear of their E- 
neipies. On the 5 th. of Auguft, Sigifmund Van Scop mar-

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■-T c^ed ymh 1200 Men, ro attack the Town of Ollnda ; 
but a pafs that led to it, being well fortifyed, he twice 
aflaulted it, and was as often teoulfed with gredt lofs, 
and himfelf wounded. The following Night, 1000 
Wen fallyed upon one of the Portugucje Quarters, but 
with with no better Succefs. After this, Sigifmundm- 
i[l?d fome fm-ill Forts in convenient places, as well to. 
fecure that Coaft, as to amuze h<s Enemies; his delign 
being a< foon as his Fleet could be made ready, to (ail 
for Bahia, and make himfelf Mafter of that Place, but 
that belongs to another Year.

UTLld only fome Incurfions of D. Gallon Coutinbo, , Governor of 
intia ' Tangier, and the Martyrdome of Sebnftian Gome *, who 
■ fuffered Death with exquifite Torments, ror his conftan- 
C y ip t he Faith. D. Phillip Mafcarenbos , continued in 
the Government of Indirt, where likewife there happen- 
ed little of moment, by reafon of the Truce with the 
tflKch ; only about the latter end of April, 46 Sail ly¬ 
ing at Anchor,without the Bar of Goa, ready to fail the 
next day ; luch a fudden violent Storm arofe, that not 
* a VelTel, or fo much as one Man was faved, but all to¬ 
gether perifhed in the Sea.

tnte l ifts T in Alcntejo, finding his Forces too weak to with- 
ftand the many Incurfions of the Enemy, applyed him- 
tjeri of A- felf with great diligence to fortifie the Frontiers, and 
featejo. particularly Quguela, and Campo Mayor ; but upon Ad- 
; vice, that the King had appointed Martin Alfonfode 

Meio, Governor of that Province,' he retired to Lisbon, 
being unwilling to ferve under him. Andrew de Albu¬ 
querque, General of the Artillery, comtnanded during 
the Ablence of the Govcrnour. No fooner was he vett¬ 
ed with this Power, but the Spaniards made an Incurlir 
pn with all their Horfe, int6 the Country, betwixt Gfr 
romevha, and Elvas, and cavryed away a great Prey 5 
Albuquerque, though he drew out of Elvas, being too 
weak to oppoft them. To' revenge this, he font Henry 
4e Lamor/e with fomc Troops, to draw out the Spani¬ 
ards of Albuquerque, which he managed fo dexteroufly,

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that bringing them into an ambufh they were totally rou¬ 
ted and 120 Horfes taken. The Enemy made another 
Incurfion towards Olivtn^a, but as they retired, 200 
Portuguefe Horfe Charging them in the Rear, recovered 
all'the Booty. At this time came to Eh as, Martin Aft 
ftmfo de Melo, the new-Govern our. The Baron de Mc- 
linguen General of Horfe, Commanded the Span! ft For- 
ces. He gathered 1200 Horfe, and advanced towards 
Elvas, 800 Horfe, and three Regjiriems of Foot march¬ 
ed out upon the alarm. Martin. Alfonfo fent the Horfe 
before, ordering Andrew de Albuquerque to Attack the 
Enemy, if he found them on this fide the Rivers Guq- 
SanaorCaya. Albuquerque Detached the Commilfary-Gj?*. 
neral, D.John de Ataide, with four Troops, and the 
fete Orders. D. John, finding only a part of the Ene¬ 
my on this fide, would not Charge them, which Anto¬ 
ny Jaques de Payva perceiving, he fell on with his Troop, 
but being overpowered, his Men fled; thofe with D. 
John, ipftead of feconding, followed their example, as 
did alfo thofe that were with Albuquerque. 1 he Spa¬ 
niards .purfued, till they difeovered our Foot, and An¬ 
drew de Albuquerque rallying his Horfe under their ihel- 
ter, when having no Foot, they drew ok carrying a- 
way40Prifcners. John Pafcbajius Cofinandcr, our prin¬ 
cipal Ingenier, palling betwixt Eft rerun* and Elvas, ws 
unhappily taken by a Spanifh Party. The King o,re red 
the Count de Singuen in exchange for him, but the Spa¬ 
niards left no methods untried to bring him to their Ser- 
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vice, till at lair they prevailed. 

. 2. The Count de Caftello Melbor, who Governed ^ im bf 
the Province betwixt the Rivers Ducrc arid Minbo, Un- f 
demanding that the Count de S. Eft c van, General of />; ver .-r c 
Galicia, was to March with 15°° Foot, and 40-..

3. This Year the King created his Eldeft Son T beo- a Defign 
kjlus, Prince of Brafil, and began to Aflign the Reve- to Murder 
mies of the Hotife of Braganza, for the maintaining of/fin^ John, 
his Houfe. As the King ftudied all means to fecure his 
Grown, To the Minifters of Spain omitted not by all 
ways, tho’ never fo unjuft, to contrive his deftrudtion, 
and had no\^ infalliblAcompafled it, had not a fpecial 
Providence preferved mm. On e Dominick Leyte, a. Na¬ 
tive of Lisbon , who had been Clark in one of the Courts, 
and whs well defeended, fled to Madrid, where, having 
offered his Service to that King’s Minifters, he under¬ 
took upon feveral great promifes, and fome rewards in 
poffelfion, tp A (raffinate Khgtfobn. In order to ir, he 
returned to Lisbon in May, with one Emanuel Roque, ' 
where, by degrees, hd hired feveral Houfes in the Tur¬ 
ners Street, next the Church of Sc. Nicholas. He opened 
Doors all along from one Houle to another, made loop¬ 
holes through the walls to the Street, and provided le- 
veral Fire-locks loaded wirh Poifoned Bullets, to Shoot 
the King as he pafled that way in proedfion upon Cor- 
fus-Chripi-day ; that if one piece (hould happen to fail, 
another might certainly hit. The day being come, and 
he lying in wait, tho’ he twice attempted to fire, his 
Heart "failed him, and the King being pafled, he (hut 
the Doors, and went away to the Monaftery of Our Ld- 
dj of Grace, where Emanuel Roque expected him with 
two Horfes, and they both returned to Madrid. There 
he framed excufes for miffing of his Defign ; and re¬ 
ceiving frefh encouragement, returned again to Lisbon. 

By the way, he difeovered his Defign to Emanuel Roque , 
who getting to Town before him, on pretence of taking 
a Lodging, difeovered the Treafon. Dominick. Leyte, 
being Apprehended, Confefled the Crime, had both his 
Hands cut off, and was afterwards Hanged and Quar¬ 
tered.

However, King John km three Men of war tojoyn 
the French Fleet. Ar Rome, F. Nunho da Cunha , prefen- 
ted a long memorial to the Pope, preiling him to Con¬ 
firm the Biihops Elected by the King, becaufe of the 


de S-f'ttJa Coutinho , who was Ambaflador in Holland , af- 
ter having interpofed all the delays that could be ad¬ 
mitted to hinder the States fedWhg a Fleft to Pernam- 
iiico, finding they had now 30 Sail ready to puttaSea, 
boidly madeufeof certain blanks he had of the Kings, 
to affure them that Parnambuco Ihould be reftored ; 
which done, he immediately gave the King an Account 
thereof, defiring he would order him to be fecund, 
and if it were neceflary to take off his Head, to fatisifie 
the States, rather than the fraud ihould be imputed to 
HisMajefty. By this wile the Fleet was kept hack 
from June till December, when it was put out three 
times, and was ftill beat back by unfeafonable weather, 
tb the great advantage of the Portuguefes in Pernambm. 
The King on the other hand, always pretended he had 
ordered his Subjedts in that Province to lay down their 
Arms, that they maintained the War in Contempt oi 
his Commands, and that the fuccours they had from Ba¬ 
hia were all by ftealth. Several propofals were made 
fo/buying thofe places the Dutch poflefied there, but they 

all came to nothing. ,

to Sea again, and foon appeared before Bahia, rear 
ingto attempt the City, he Anchored atthelfland T 
parica, oppofite to it, and three Leagues diftant, wb 
U fpeedily eretfted a Fort, and four redoubts on as ma 
ny Hills that Command it, then ftretched out his F h 
fo that all the Shoar lay expofed to his Cannon. . ^, 
ay Teller the Governour of Bahia , fortified the pa» M 
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Lm the Ifland to the City, but adventuring contrary 
Se advice of the Council pf War t 9 Attack the Hot- 
fadrrs in their ftrength, was repulfed with great lots. 
This done, he immediately fent advice to the King, of 
Ae Condition he was in, who ordered him fpeaty re¬ 
lief. Twelve Ships were.fitted out, under the Corn¬ 
ed of Antony Tetley de Moneys, Count do ViHa-Pov 
1 with. Orders, that after relieving Bahia, five of 
them (hould be delivered to Salvador Correa de Sd, and 
Bmavidet appointed Governour of the Province of Ria 
d jimeyro, and Captain-General for the Kingdom of 
jteo/a. His inftruC^ions were tp endeavour the recOr 
rely of that Kingdom, bafely ufurped by the Dutch, af¬ 
ter they had overthrown Peter Cefdr de Mene/es, under 
colour of ftiendfhip, as was faid before. The Fleet fet 
fail and the Dutch at Pernambuco having intelligence of 
it. and fearing it was defigned againft them, earneftly 
prefled Sigifmund Vanfcopt to quit Bahia , and come to 
their afliftance, for they were milch prefled by the Be- 
fiegers. The Portuguefe Governours at Pernambuco, per- 
peiving- that the Dutch about Rio Grande improved that 
Countrey, which was a great relief to the Befieged, 
fent Major Antony Dias Cardofo with 300 Men, who de- 
ftroypd all he found there, driving away 200 Prifoners, 
and a vaft number of Cattle. After this, Andrew Vidal[ 
tnaithed with 800 Men to Ceard Merim f on the North 
pf Hj 0 Grande , and \ wafted all that Territory, killing 
70 Hollanders , and bringing away many Prifoners, and 
much Cattle as fupplied the want of Provifions there 
Was before in the Camp. Whilft thefe 800 Men were 
abroad, the Befieged made feveral Sallies, but without 
any fuccefs, and John F tnande% Vieyra to curb them, or¬ 
dered that feveral Parties (hould continually keep the 
Enemy in alarm. Then the more to ftreighten, them, 
he raifed a Fort oppofite to one the Dutch had built to 
cover the City Mauricia , v^hich he managed with fuch 
dexterity, keeping them always upon their guard, that 
though it was begun about the beginning of 0 &ober 3 
they never perceived the work till the 6th of November , 
when our Artillery began to play upon the City, the 
Shoar and the bar, for all thofe places were within reach.

The Count dc Villapouca Arrived 
jy; Bahia, eight days after the Enemy had abandoned the 
Fort j but eight of their Ships again appeared upon the 
Cpaft. Some Ships went out to . receive them, and af¬ 
ter.a long difpuce, two Portugucfes and as many Dutch 
yv^re burnt and funk.

D. John Luis de Vafcoir 
cellos, who Commanded at Mar^agam, fent Prefents to

Horfe, made an Incuriion to the Walls of Msr^agam, 
and though D. John fought with him from nine in the 
Morning till three in the Afternoon, he was forced to 
retire, being overpowered by the number of the Infi¬ 
dels.

Slgsfmund Vanfiep, , who comman¬ 
ded .the Dutch, proclaimed a Pardon 10 all 1 Slaves, or 
PdrJugUefts, that fliould .come over, to him, but it took 
no effttx On the i 3 ch. of AfriU he .took the Field, 
with 7 500 Foot, 506 Seamen, 3OO Indians, 5 pieces of 
Cannon,and a great quantity of Ammunition j and mar¬ 
ching to the Fort Barreta, the Captain who commanded 
there, unadvifedly went out with 80 Men, molt of 
sivhom were kill’d, the- Captain taken, and his Enfign 
furrendred the Fort. 1 Franck Barreto, who commanded 
the Pormuefes, having called a Council of War, it was 
refolved to give the Enemy Battle, though at fuch great 
odds, rather than ftay to be beaten out of all their Polls 
]by degrees. According to this Refolution they march¬ 
ed, and ported themfelves in a fmall Plain, at the Foot 
bf the Mountains Gararapes, on the 16th. of They 
font out Major Antony Dia^ Cardofo, with 20 Men to 
obferve the Enemy, who ftirred not that Nighr, but ap¬ 
peared next Morning, being Low Sunday, uponthe 
Mountains j Antony Dias with his 20 M>jn> and ^0 In- 
dians that had joyned him, skirmilhing in their Van, 
The Enemy drawing near, our Men attack d thcm-with 
Sword in Hand, and at the firft Charge difordered their 
Van, which retiring to the other Troops, endeavoured 
to rally. Henry Dm, with his Regiment, preffmghard 
upon tnem, was overpowfed by the frefli Troops, and 
forced to give way,fo that many of th e Portugucfcs who 
were difordered in Confidence of the Victory, began to 
fly.. Francis Barreto, in good time rallyed them, and 
charging the Enemy again, recovered the Day. Yet 
the Dutch were riotfeon broke, for the Fight continued 
four Hours very obftinate. At laft the Dutch gave way, 
andVetired to a Hill, whether Franck Barreto thought 
not good to purfue them, becaufe his Men vl/ere lpent 
with Travel, and fading a 4 . Hours. There were taken 
33 Colours, many Arms, and a great Booty._ Ac 
the Enemy returned to the Shoar, ^ leaving b 
1O0O Dead; and carrying w wounded; of the lorn 
guefes, 80 were killed, and 4OO wounded, T- ‘ ns „ ’ 
Francis Barreto marched back to poffefshis former Quar¬ 
ters, hoping the Enemy was. not in a Condition to 
(troy their f and lb it proved } . for they had only 
felled thcmlelves of the Fort Barret ai ind Town • 
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Unda, which Iaft he refolved to recover. At Night he 
lent Henry Dias' with his Regiment, and forne other 
Companies, who drove put the Enemy, killing 160 of 
them, and recovered 5 pieces of Canop. Franck Barre¬ 
to ordered the Works to be rafed, and his Men to re¬ 
tire to their Poft. Sigifmund Vanfcof fent a Drum, de¬ 
manding exchange of Prifiyiers, which was refufed, and 
they all font away to Bahia. Some Ships of the Dutch 
Fleet that had been feparated by Storm, arriving now, 

Sigifmnnd feveral times attacked the Quarters of Henry 
Dias, but was as often valiantly repulfed by the Blacks.. 

There was great want of Men and Provilions in our 
Quarters, which was in fome meafure remedyed by the 
arrival of Collonel Francis de Figucyroa from Bahia, with 
300 Men, and a quantity of Cattle. The joy of this 
Succour was abated by the Death of D. Antony Philip 
Cmarao, Governor of the Indians, a good Chriftian, and 
refolute. Soldier. Sigifmund Vanfcop perceiving Fortune 
favour’d him not at Pernambuco, put to Sea with fome 
Ships, and landing in feveral parts of Bahia, returned 
with a great Booty he had'gather’d. Francis Barreto 
growing better veried in the Affairs of that Country, con¬ 
tinued the War with good Conduit, as we lhall fee in 
the following Years. 

4. It has been faid above, that , Salvador Correa was 
fent from Lisbon with the Tide of'Governour of pio de nuteh 
Jantyro, and General of the Kingdom of Angola. In 
farmary, he arrived at pio de Janeyro,' and found there ^ Angola 
Emanuel Pacheco de Medo , with the 5 Ships fent by the j n Africko 
Count de Villa Pouca. , in purfuance, of the King’s Or¬ 
ders. Salvador Correa was no fooner landed, but he cal¬ 
led a Council to deliberate about recovering the King¬ 
dom of Angola. It was unanimoufly refolved to go up¬ 
on the Enterprise, and for the carrying of it on, the In¬ 
habitants contributed 55000 Cruzadoes (which is 7333/. 

06 j .— o 4 d. ) This encouraged him to hire 6 Ships, and 
buy 4 fmall Vellels. He lifted 900 Land Men, and 600 
, Sea-men, and having made all neceflary Provifion for 
them, failed for Angola on the 1 ztb. of May, with 15 
Sail. The weather proved fo bad, his fmall Vcffels 
Could not keep up with him. However he arrived at 
Quicombo, where he was ordered to raile a Fort, and 
landed to view the place. Five days afeer, arrived his 
Vice-Admiral, and two of the fmall Vellels, but th* 
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Night following, the'Vice-Admiral funk in the. Baf, 
without the leaft Wind, no Man knowing, what fliould 
lie the caufe of it. In perilhed 360 , Men, for only 
two were laved. Salvador Correa called a Gouncilj 
where he propofed, thqt though the Kings Orders were 
not to make War upon the Dutch , as'luppofing they li¬ 
ved peaceably with the FortugueJ'es , yep,-finding on the 
Contrary that they ceafed n&t to make War upon thofe 
who were retired up the Country ; he thought it was 
but reafonable to aflift their Country Men, and cxpell 
thofe XJlurpers. All that were prefent anfwered, they 
would either recover Angola , or dye. With this una¬ 
nimous Confent he fet fail again, and arrived at Loanda. 
Having taken a Black, he reported that 300 Dutch, with 
iooo Blacks fo ftreightned the Portugucfes , who were 
fled! to the City Mafangano, that it was lmpoliible to 
have any Correfpondence with them. Having received 
this Confirmation of the unjuft proceedings of the Dutch, 
be fent to fummon the Governor of Loanda to furrender. 
This Meflage fo furprized him, that he lent to defire only 
8 days, to refolve what was to be done. Salvador Cor¬ 
rea perceiving this was only to gain Time to call in their 
Men that were Abroad, replyed he would grant two 
Days, after which they muft expeeft to be treated with 
the uttnoft Rigour. They accepted of the offer, .and in 
that time gather’d all. the Force they could into theFortof 
St Micloael, which commands the City, and that of our 
Lady on the Shorn-, both which can contain 5000 Men. 
At. the expiration of the two days, Salvador Correa lent 
to know whether they were ready to furrender; but 
they anfwered, they were refolved to hold out to the 
Jaft. Hereupon he inftanily landed 900 Men, anduiar- 
• ched to the Town, which he entred without Oppofiti- 
on, pofiefifing himlclf of the Fort S. Antony abandoned 
by the Enemy, who had left in it 8 pieces of Canon, 
whereof only two were nailed. With the other 6 and 
4 Demi-Canon brought from the Ships, he formed two 
Batteries that Night, which at break of Day began to 
play on the Fort of St. Michael, but not with any conli- 
derable effect. Salvador Correa difpleafed at tins dilap- 
pointmenr, and more at the News, that the Dutch had 
defeated the Pcrtvguefcs at Mafangano, refolved to ven¬ 
ture upon a defperatc Adtion, which was to aflame bot 
the Forts, Joy tied by a Line of Communication, an 
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defended by 1200 Dutch . French and Germany And as 
inany Blacks . Accordingly at break of Day* the affabfc 
* Was given, and though bravely carryed on, he was 
forc’d to retire* leaving 163 Aden killed, and carrying 
off 160 woundad. However he refolved upon A fecona 
attack, but the Enemy prevented him, by hanging out 
a white Flag, and furrendring the Forts. Five days after 
the Surrender, the Dutch that were abroad in theCounr 
py, being 250, with 2000 Blacks , upon Advice that 
the Forts were befieged, came ro relieve them, but fin* 
ding them loft, agreed to be fent away with the reft* 
notymhftanding the, Queen G/w£rf,and the King of Congpt 
Officers encouraged them to continue the War. The Fore 
pf Bcnguela hearing what had happened at Loand'a $ was 
immediately furrendred by the Dutch that held it. Sal - 
ppdor Correa , having gathered all the Pprtuguefes that 
were difperfed about the Mountains, repeopl’d the City 
Loandai and fent fome Vefleljtto recover the Ifland $r* 
tbomas. But thofe Dutch that he fent away, paffing by 
that Ifland, and giving an account of their ill fuccefs, 
their Country Men there, went away with them, lea¬ 
ving behind iheir Artillery, and moft of their Ammuni¬ 
tion, which the PortugueJ'e Inhabitants foon made them- 
felves Mafters of. Not contcm with this, Salvador Corr 
m fent all along that Coaft, to all places where the 
Dutch had fa&ories* and in two Months, wholly clear¬ 
ed the Country of them. Being now rid of the Dutch i 
Salvador Correa , refolved to take Revenge of Queen 
Ginga y the King of Congo , and their, Confederates, Who 
had affifted them. He gave the Charge of thjs Expedi¬ 
tion to Bartholomew de Vafconcellos y with whom joyned 
the King of Dongo y and the Jaga bf Ambaca, who had 
always been faithful to the Portttguefes. Vafconcellos , 
fpon reduced the King of Congo , and other ieflet 
Princes ; the Ifland of Loando , being tak£n from the 
former, and new Tributes impofed on him* as a Punifh- 
ment of his Infidelity. Queen Glnga fled 300 Leagues 
up the Country. This«Queen was Daughter to a King 
oiAngola^ who Was beheaded by the Portuguefcs y in re¬ 
venge whereof, fhe gathered all the Youth fhe could,- 
killing tha old People and Children wherever fhe cartie,' 
*nd continued a favage Life in the Mountains with th'efe 
Robbers, always watching all Opportunities of dbin^ 
form to the PonuiuefeSi NoW At length b$ing driven

He Executed-; his 
Orders 'fo ftkcefsfully, that the Spaniards: diSot&sily ^ 
turfuing the detached Party, he fclhn and cut off- 30 of 
them/putting the reft to flight. , The Enemy revaiged 
this misfortune upon the poor Country People, killing 
many unarmed, in return for which cruelty, D. Roderick, *, 
with 600 Foot and 200 Horfe, marched to Sabugo a 
Town Two Leagues from CuidadRodrigo, of abode 300 
Houfes which he plundered and burnt down to the 
ground. The Spaniards aflembling a good Body pur? 
Jued him retreating, but he drawing up at their approach, 
they marched off. After this D. Roderick. joyning. hit 
Forces with D. Sancbo Manuel who Governed the-other 
part of the Province, they both together burnt many 
open Towns in the Territory of Cuidad Rodrigo, and re¬ 
turned with a conliderable booty. Thar part of the 
Province which was fubfeift to D. Sancbo Manuel ms 
this Year free from any aifts of hoftility. 

4. The affairs of Portugal both at Rome and in France, 
continued in the fame poiture we left them the laft Year. 
fhe Dutch Francis de Soufa Coutinbo ftill continued in Holland much 
prepare to hated by that People, who looked upon him as a 
Sttakc War Faithlefs man, for the many affurances he had given 
upon For- them of the Kings quitting Pernambuco , which they faw 
took no Effeft.

.omitted nothing on his part that could tend to the com 1 
paging of his Defign. Collonel Brink., Commanded 
the Dutch , under. Vanfcop ; and fome Italians that de¬ 
bited- from the Pmtuguefes, informing, him how weak 
they were, he obtained leave to march into the Field, 
to undertake fome conliderable Enterprise, and difpo- 
fed all things in order to it. Barreto having notice there¬ 
of, gathered all his Men that were difperlcd, repaired 
his Works, ordered the Bridge of St. Bartholomew to 
be fortified, and all the people that attended rheir Plan¬ 
tations to be ready upon the firft Alarm. On the 18th 
of February, Collonel Brief, marched one with 5000 
Foot, 700 Pioniers, and fix pieces of Cannon, guarded 
by 300 Sea-men, and advanced towards- the Fort Bar - 
reta, whence without halting, they departed towards 
the Mountains Gararapes ; upon advice hereof, Barrc- 
' to called a Council of War, in which, it was rciolvcd 
to follow and give them Batrle ; and accordingly he 
fet out with 2600 Portugucfcs, Blacks and I; dir,ns. A- 
bout four in the Afternoon, they reached the Moun¬ 
tains Gararapes, and found the Enemy ported on lorne 
©f them with Guards in the Valleys, ho ne were

Night many of the Inhabitants that were dilperfed a* 
bout, the Countrey reinforced the Camp. c Morning dif- 
covered rhe Enemy in the fame pofts as the day before, 
and Francis Barretd \yas rcfolved to expeft they Ihould 
Attack him. Thus, they continued till .about One in 
the Afternoon, when the Dutch beginning to move. Bar- 
re tp fent Collbnel Andrew Vidal along the fide of a Hill, 
to poffefs himfelf of the Top.^ John Fernande% Vieyra\ 
with 800 Men advanced along the plain betwixt the 
Hills. Both of them met with vigorous oppofition^ but 
their example animating the Men, they puttheEnenjy 
to flight in both places. Thence they marched at the 
fame time to beat the Enemy from the Top of a HiU 
which Collonel Brinks himfelf maintained, in which 
place, they advanced not much till Brink being (hot. 
dead, his Men w^redifmayed, and then all fled outright 
The Portuguefes purfued as far as the Fort Barreta, the 
difpute having laftedfrom two of Clock till eight at 
Night. Of the vieftors 47 were killed, and above 200 
were wounded, of the Dutch , above 2000 were left 
dead in the Field, and among them Collonel Brink* 
the Prifoners and wounded Men were yet more numer 
j-ous. The Dutch Standard, 1 o Colours, fix pieces of 
Cannon, and a great quantity of Arms, Ammunition^ 
and Provifions were taken. Francis Barreto having no 
more Men than juft fufficed to carry on the Siege, un¬ 
dertook no other Adrion this Year. On the 4th of Noe 
vernier, failed from Lisbon to Bahia , the firft Fleet fet out 
by the new Company. The Count de Caftcllo Metier, 
appointed Governour of Brazil, Commanded it, and 
* Peter Jaques de Magallaens was to bring it back.

ed by the Militia. The Spaniards underftanding that and ate 
the Frontier Garrifons were weakned, fent all their Horfe protetted. 
ro lie in wait for the Garrifon of OHven^a, who by 
Night without beiftg difeovered, pofted themfelves in 
the Olive-Gardens about the place. John Homem Car- 
iofi, going out in the Morning with his Troop to dif- 
cover, on a fudden perceived his retreat was cut off. 

However, he was no way difmayed, but doling his 
Ranks, and joyning Captain Wiliam Lanier, a French¬ 
man, who fupported him, he refolurely forced his way 
■through the Enemies Squadrons, and recovered'the 
Town without any confiderable lpfs. The Spaniards 
returned to Bada/o Some days after, the Count dc St. 

Lorens'o fent Tamericom with 800 Horfe, to attempt 
fomewhat againft the Garrifon of that City.

Both - of them had fome reincounters with the Spaniards! 
who broke into their Territories; and they alfo made 
feme incurfions upon the Enemy, for the moft part with 
fuccefs.

- All his follicications at Rome having proved inef- 
fedual, the King now refolved nor to trouble the Pope 
fuUh er > fo th at nothing new hapned at that Court 
Francis de Soufa Qoiitinho was dill Embaffador in Holland, 
aiid dexteroufly diverted thofe People from fending 
(uppOies to Brajil. The States having Endeavoured to 
corrupt his Secretary, that they might fee the Kings 
Letters, he improved their artifice to his own Advantage. 
Forms Secretary having acquainted him with the over¬ 
tures made to him, he ordered him to confent to them, 
and having filled up . fcveral blanks he had under the 
Kings hand, as he thought convenient; delivered them 
to the Secretary, who co’nveyed them to the States, 
and they fuppofing them to have been the Kings betters, 
were thereby induced to deferr fending a Fleet they had 

defigned for Brazil. It was not long after this, when 

a Servant of his having accidentally Shot a Coachman, 
the Rabble rofe and made 3 Aflaults upon his Houle, 
and had certainly Murdered him and his whole Family 
had he not been relieved by the Prince of Orchis 
Guards. In September , Antony de Soufa de Maccdow no 
had beer. Embaffador in England came to the Ham, 
and Francis de Soufa went away to Refide as bin a 
dor at the French Court. Since the departure Qt » 
tony de Soufa from London, there was no PortH|*w 
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nifter there, that whole Kingdom being then in confu- 


fion.

Sigifmund Vanfcop the Dutch Comman- fonted* 
der thinking this fuccefs had rendred the Portuguefes lefs 
vigilant, made a Tally at break of Day upon the quarter 
ofjCaprain Antony Borges Vchoa , who having Notice of 

Ks approach, received him To warmly without his works* 

Ait he was Toon Forced to retire leaving many of his Men 
dead behind him. The Dutch General made many other 
Sallies both before and after this, but none confiderable 
till the 7 tb of OQober , when he attempted the quarter of 
Captain Emanuel de Aguiar with aJl the Foot in the 
Garrifcn, but neither here was his Succefs any better 
than in the former Attempt. On the i $th of December t 
thfy again Marched out and lay clofe in ambufli dear 
the Salt-pits, but the Fortuguejes having intimation of 
the Place they lay in, attacked them there, and after a 
Vigorous refiftance put them to flight with confiderable 
Slaughter. In thefe and the like attempts the Year was 
Spent, the Enemy ftiil deerdafing in power, as receiving 
no fupplies from Holland , our Embaffador Francis de 
Soufa artificially diverting all that were defigned for 
them. 

6. The Baron de Alvito , who governed Tangier , know- 
ing the chief fiipportof that place confided in the booties 
brought in from the Countrey, cenlcd not to furprize an * in 
the Moors in fevcral parts, and brought home confide¬ 
rable preys, which was a great relief to the Garrifon. 

Nunho da Cunha did the fame at Mar^agao, and in one 
meurfion killed 300 Infidels , and brought away 47 Cap¬ 
tives. D. Francis de Noronba fuccccded him in that poif, 

and entred upon his Command with no lefs fuccefs than 
his Predeceffor went off. In India, D. Philip Mafcaren - 
was ftill Vice-Rpy, and this being the lajft Year of 
the Truce with the Hollanders „ they Teemed inclined to 
attempt the Kingdom of Jafanapatan before it was ex¬ 
pired. This obliged the Vice-Roy to fend a Fleet un¬ 
der the Command of D. Bpdericl^ de Monfanto, to the re¬ 
lief of that place, but the Dutch attempting nothing, 
the Fleet returned to Goa . The Count de Aveyras , failed 
from Lisbon this Year, to be the fccond time Vice-Roy of 
M4, but he died by the way. Four Ships and rwoCara- 
Vcls, were Tent this Year for India, 1 Anno, 
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Anno, l6fi« 

lXPi John da Cofta, governed the Province of Alton 
Enterwixes jo, as was faid the laft Year, during the abfena 

entheFron- of the Count de St. Lorenzo, which continued till the 
tiers cf A-Year, 1657. Through the negligence of the Cominifr 
lentejo, feries of the ftores, Forrage grew fo fcarceon the Fron* 
tiers, that feveral Troops of Horfe were forced to re* 
tire from Elves, and Camp Mayor, farther into die 
Countrey.' The Spaniards made their advantage of tbu 
opportunity, for a Party of 12.00 Horfe and 600 Foot, 
from Badajost, carried away a great booty from the 
Territory of Villaboitn, there being no Troops in rea- 
dinefs to oppofe them. To revenge this lofs, D. John 
da Cofta, ordered Andre ip de Albuquerque, General of the 
Horfe, with 1000 of them, and $00 Foot, td make 
himfelf Mafter of Sahaticrra , which is fix Leagues 
from Olivenqt, and where the Spanifto Comminary-Ge- 
neral John de Rosales then was with feme Troops. An¬ 
drew de Albuquerque aflembled his Troops at Ohven^n, 
and marched with fucb fecrccy to Salvager a that lie 
had fecured all the avenues before the Enemy heard 
of his approach. The Foot broke into the Town with 
little opposition, and with as little took the Caftle, 
where they made ico Horfe Prifoners. The booty 
Was very considerable, the Town confiding of 4 00 
Houfes. Andrew de Albuquerque returned to Oliveny, 
having loft but three Men in this A&ion, for certain 
Troops of rhe Enemy that appeared ferved only to be 
WitneSScs of the burning of rhe Town. Some few 
days after, D. John da Cofta lay in ambufli to cut 
off the Troops of 'Badajo^, that uied to come out to 
Forrage between rhe Rivers Guddiana and Cap, but 
they not going out that day, his Defign was disappoin¬ 
ted. His Horfe being now much out of Cafe for Want 
of Forrage, the fcarcity till continuing, he ftudied all 
means how to difable the Enemies Troops. Being in¬ 
formed that they had turned 400 Horfes to grnis neat 
Medellen , which is 16 Leagues from Campo Mayor:, m- 
gave charfie to Captain Emanuel de Sald.mhi to en iea 
vour to deilroy them. Saidanba committed this Enter* 
prize to his Lieutenant, Francis Lobe, who Set 
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twice,- with only 1 o Men to put this in Execution, but 
discovering parties of the Enemy both times, he was 
forced to return. The,third time he went through, and 
baying defeated 15 Men that guarded the Horfes, kill'd 
jnaft Of them, and returned in fafety. The Enemy now 
making, great Preparations to enter upon Addon, Du 
Jobnda Cofta, who had neither a Force tooppofe them 
in the Field, nor Provifions in the Frontier Towns zo 
holdout a Siege, acquainted the King with his wants* 

Whofeot large fuppiies of Mony, whereby the Province 
was put into fuch a Pofture of Defence, that the Spani¬ 
ards thought not fit to attempt any thing on that fide: 

But D. John da Cofta being thus fupplyed, ceafed not to 
moltft them, with continual Incurfions. Not to fpeak 
of other Small Panics, one of 30 Men, commanded by 
the Cornet Stephen de ftpeba, came off with more HonV 
our -then Succefs. Being advanced in the Enemies 
Country, he found his retreat was cut off by 7 Squat- 
(irons; whereupon he retired to an old ruined Houfe 
he found in the Field. The Spaniards furrounded iti 
and offered him quarter,which he refusing, they attacked 
ir.and were repulfed. After endeavouring in Vain to burn 
it, they went away, carrying with them the Hoifes of 
We in the Houfe, and the Cornet returned ro Mourn 
aFoot, having lost two of his Men. About the begin-’ 
mng’of November, Prince T heodofius, the King’s eldeft 
Son, having privately dole away from Court, without 
his Fathers Knowledge, appeared at Elves, and was 
We received with all the Refped due to his Pcrfon. 

1 be King was not a little disturbed at this Accident be¬ 
ing jealous of the Prince’s Designs, and therefore uied 
all gentle Means to draw him back to Lisbon ; but that 
which at laft prevailed with him, was want of Money;

The Count de Atougm 
who governed the Province, T rat os Montes , lived this 
Year free from A&ion j both Sides, as if it had been by 
Agreement, forbearing to infeft one another.

. Roderick, de Caftro ; moft of the Year being fpent in In- 
curfions of no great Moment. In November, when the 
Prince, as has been faid, appeared at E/m, D. Roderick , 
that it might be faid he had infufed new Courage into

Town of Bodon, plundered and burnt it. D.Sancho Ms- 
nuel who governed the other part of the Province, ceafcd 
not all the Summer to infeft the Frontiers of che Enemy, 
and to repulfe fuch of them, as made inroads into the 
Country, fubjc&to his Command.

Antony de Soup <fe 
Mncedo, who had fuccceded Francis de Soufa ■Caiitinbo,m 
the Ambafly of Holland, followed the Footfteps otM 
Predeceffor, entertaining the States with hopes oi anji^ 
commodation, to gain time, whilft the Dutch rnig 
expelled Brazil. Having in fome mealure fettled tho 
Affairs,he laboured to enter upon a Treaty with the r 
foment of England, which was forwarded by D- Emsnu 
Pcrcyra, fent over to that cffe&, and afterwards com 
rnenced by the Envoy 3 ol:n de Guhnaraens, 
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4. Francis Barreto, with unparalleled Refolution ahd Francis 
• Corfftancy, continued the War in Pernarhbuco. About parreto 
the beginning of March , he laycfl 300 Men in Ambufli, Pfeeutet 
betwixt the Forts of Sinco Pontas, Affogados and Bane- r ^ e War. «* 
•«, hoping to cur off the Communication between thoffe Brazil! 
Places and Arrecife ; 'Twelve of thefe Men difeovering 
a Boat of the Enemies, fwam to it, and took it, and 
the Dutch that came to fuccour their Boat, difcOVering 
the Ambufli, retired in time, fo that the Portuguefes had 
hot the Opportunity of making any further Advantage on 
them. The Hollanders jef the Fort Affogados j made a 
fally upotl the quarter of Mendoza, but were fooh re- 
pulled With the lols of 6 Men, befides thofe that were 
Wounded. Francis Barretc, underftandiug that the Dutch 
bad great quantities of Sugar Canes at Rio Grand*; 

Whereof they expe&ed .very foon to make their Advan¬ 
tage; he fent thither. Captain John Barbosa Pinto, with 
300 Men, who after deftroying all the Country, and 
taking 18 of the Enemy, returned with a great number 
of-Cattel. Sigifmund Van Scop, the Dutch Commander; 
delirihg to perform fome A&ion, which might encourage; 
the Befieged, refolved to deftroy the Thicket, Which co¬ 
vered the quarter of Aguiar, from the Fort Affogados. 

To put this in .Execution, he marched out with tHe 
greateft part of his Strength, but Emanuel de Aguiar; 

Who commanded there, being in a readinefs, received 
him fo roughly, that for fix Months after, he never of¬ 
fered to fally again. Continual Succefs, put Francii Bat- 
ittt out of doubt of Succels, and therefore he ceafed ndc 
perpetually to follicit the King, and Count Cdjlello Mil- 
itr, then Governor of Brazil for Succour, that he tnigHc 
with fpeed put an end to that War, before the Dutch 
hoto at Peace with all the World, had the leafure tO fetid 
lupplies thither, which might much retard, if not whofc 
ly deftroy,the fuccefs of his Labours. 

v The BarOn de Alvito ftill governing fattgier; it-r.it.-.r- 
happened that certain Veflels laden with Corn frorri Li's- dh a Lj»j 
bon, arid the Iflatids, failing for that City, wefe caft d- 
wayj which caufed fo great a Famine in that place; that 
the lnhabitafics Were forc'd to feed oft Herbs and Roots 
they could gather in the Fields.

Antony de 
Soufa de Macedo, having obtained leave of the King to 
quit the Embnfl'y of Holland, ■ D, Antony, ^^..fuccee- 
ded him in that employ. He made it his bufinefs to 
heighten the miiunderttandings betwixt the EngH/hmi 
Dutch, becaufe the latter having fuftained great Ioffes 
by the War they were engaged in with the former, were 
thereby diiabkd from lending fuccours to Pernambuco. 
The Ring at the fame time considering how advanta¬ 
geous the Friendfhip of England might prove to his 
Affairs, refolved to fend an Ambaffador thither, and pit¬ 
ched upon the Count de Penaguiao for that employ, as 
we have laid before. 

Francis 4 - Francis Barreto, the General of Pernambuco , conti- 
Barreto, ruled the Siege of Arrccife, *vith confiderable refolution, 
Ms further hoping at length to reduce the Belieged, whofe only ■ 
Aflions in hops confided in the fuccours they expelled from Hoi- 
Brazil. land. The firft part of the Year palled without any 

'' ' memorable Adi: ion. In May, Francis’Barreto , ordered 

Major Antony Di.iy Cardoso, with 400 Men, tolieclofe 
in ambufh, and fend .out parties to endeavour to draw 
rhe Garrifons of the Forts Barret a and Affogados, into 
the fnare. The Major peflelt himfelf of the poft af- 
figned him without being difeovered, and fending out 
certain (mail Parties drew out the Enemy, as he had 
defigned, buc the number of the Hollanders being grea¬ 
ter chan had been expe&ed, the Fight continued doubt¬ 
ful for above an hour ; at length the Dutch were rou¬ 
ted and fled to their Forts, leaving the Field covered 
with dead Bodies. After this, Barreto being informed 
that the Enemy had laid up great ltore of Brazil-Wood 
and other Commodities at Bfo Grande, in order to be

. We left the Baron dc Alvito, Governour of Tan-The Spani- 
' Air' labouring under great fcarcity of Provifions rhe laft udi try the 
Year. He had not as yet received any relief from Us- 
bm, which being known at Ceuta, D. John Somes, who f ‘ ' > 

Commanded there for die Spaniards, hoping their wants . 
might reduce that Garrifon to revolt from their King,! 
fent two Brigantines and a Bark thither, ordering the 
Commander of the Bark to enter the Port, and con¬ 
vey the Letters he had writ for that purpofe, to the Ba¬ 
ron, and other Men of note. 1 his being puc in exe¬ 
cution, the Baron read the Letters, which were to per- 
fwade him to fubmit himielf to the King of Spain, 
with promife of great Rewards, ,or e!.e to ol.er him 
fafe paflage to Lisbon. The Baron, whole Loyalty was 
not fhaken having in vain endeavoured to draw tho 
in the Bark a-fhoar, caufed another to be fitted out, 
in which, went fcveral refolutc Gentlemen with ir - 
Arms, and Orders to Attack the Enemies Bark, when 
they lhould approach to receive the Letter they expe- 
<fted. The Barks coming together they fired, mlb-a 
three of the Spaniards, and carried the reft Pnioners 
to the City. This Adtion fo cxafperaced the Spaniards, 
that they fent three Ships to interrupt any relic that 
might be defigned for Tangier, bur the Baron ordering 
the Veflcls that came from Lisbon to be detained in r.l- 
garve, till further advice from him, rhe Enemy quin«l 
their ftation,and gave way to five Caravels with Pi01. li¬ 
ons to relieve thatCity. The Baron being informe < 
certain Captive Moors in the Town, had by intelli¬ 
gence witli thofe abroad, agreed to let them c ves c.i 
the Wall of the old Town, near which, the odim 
were to lie hid in order to receive them; he 01 •*- 
three Soldiers habited like Moors to be let own, .11. 
when the Infidels came on to fuccour them, ^ ^ 
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received with fu£h a volley of. great and fmall (hot,\ 
as laid many dead before the Town, the reft flying with 
more fpeed tnan they came on. 

6 . D. Philip Mafcarenhas, having ended his Vice-Roy- 
fliip in India, and obtained leave of the King to return 
home, imbarked for Lisbon , and died by the way. Th t 
Count de Aveyras, Jent by the King to fucceed him, 
dying alfo in the voyage, as was faid before; the 
Sealed Patents, which are always laid up to provide for 
fuch exigencies, being opened, it was found that the 
care of the Government was committed to D. F. Fran* 
cis dos Reys, Primate of India , Francis de Me to de Cafiro , 
and Antony de Soufa Coutinho. Having entfed upon th6 
Government, they fitted out a Fleet of n Sail, Com¬ 
manded by Antony de Soufa Coutinho , one of the Go*? 
yernours. This Fleet let fail in order to recover Maf 
date $ feme of them entred that Bay, but receiving 
much harm from the Cannon of the Town, they flood 
out again, and came to Anchor in the River Lafette , 
loo Leagues from Mqfcate. They had lain there bud 
a few days before they difeovered a mighty Fleet of 
Arabs, Commanded by one Hali. a Moor. Antony de 
Soufa , received them with fuch gallantry, that after the 
Battle had laltedinany Hours, he obtained afompleat 
Victory, killing above 5000 of the Infidels . Captain 
Antony Lobe , in this Adion, being boarded by two of 
the Enemies Vcflcls, fee fire to his own Powder, and 
blew fiimfelf up and both them. Antony de Soufa re* 
turned to Goa , where he found Z). Vafco Mafcarenhas, 
Count de Obi dos, whom the King had appointed Vice* 
Roy, upon the News of the Death of the Count .de 
Aveyras . Within a very few days , the whole City 
running into Mutiny, offered the Government to Antony 
de Soufa , who rejeded their oder; then they pitched up* 
Oh £>. Bras de Cafiro , a Turbulent Man, who presently 
accepted of it, which done, they feized upon the perform 
of the Counr, and kept him Prifoner. But God (hewed 
bow difpleafing to him this Rebellious Government 
was, by the Judgments that immediately attended the 
beginning of it, for the Dutch before the expiration of. 
the Tiucebegana War, which proved themoft fatal 
to the Pot tuguefes, of any they ever had fince theCon- 
ejueit: of that Countrey. The Hollandrs refolving to 
break the Truce, fitted out 10 Ships, under the Corn- 
v '*'• * , ..mand 
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mand of John Manfucar , who coming to T utocortm] 
feized all the Money laid up there to buy Pearl, and at 
the fame time took a Ship bound from Cochim to China . 
D. Brdt de Cafiro , immediately prepared to oppofe them. 
Ceylon was the place next to danger, as being that they 
had always aimed at. Emanuel Mafcarenhas Homem r 
yvas Governour there, who hearing of the preparations 
of the Dutch , fent four Companies to fecure Caldturc , 
the fafety of Colttmbo depending on that Port. This 
reinforcement not coming in time, the place fell into the 
hands of the Enemy, and for Columbo, all the people of 
the Countrey flocking thither could not hold out long 
for want of Provifions. The News of this lofs being 
carried to Manicravare , where Love Barriga Comman¬ 
ded, the whole Garrifon mutinied, becaufe, according 
to the Orders received from Mafcarenhas, he defigneH 
to march them to Columbo , and killing fome. that oppo- 
fed them, lent him away and took the Field. The 
King of Candia thinking to make his advantage of this 
diforder, marched a good body of Forces towards them, 
and offered them large terms if they would come over 
to his Service. They anfwered him with their Wea¬ 
pons, and after a fight which lafted many hours, reci- 
rired to Columbo. Emanuel Mafcarenhas the Governour, 
having gathered what Forces he could into the City, 
defigned to oppofe the mutiniers, and fired three pieces 
bf Cannon. They refolded to be revenged, being re¬ 
inforced by two Companies of Foot, which deferted to 
them from the City, but the Religious and Inhabitants 
to prevent the mifehief they faw impending, opened one 
of the Gates and let them in. Emanuel Mafcarenhas , 
took Sandtuary in a Monaftery, and the City chofe for 
their Governours Gafpar de Araujo Pereyra, D. France 
fy/j’m, and Francis de Barros da Silva, and to Command 
in the Field Gafpar Figueyra da Serpa , an experienced 
Soldier. He hearing the Dutch with fome Natives were 
abroad gathering Cinnamon, marched to cut them off* 
but they having intelligence of his march, were gone 
before fo having reduced fome Towns that had re¬ 
volted, he returned to Columbo. The Governours re¬ 
ceiving advice that the Dutch were railing a Fort at 
dngratota, which would "Command all the Countrey 
about Columbo , fent Gafpar Figueyra with 300 Foot, to 
ilrjve them thence. Gafpar Figueyra, marched with ex- 
lv jpedition. 
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' ©edition, and having fecured all the Avenues by which 
die Enemies might receive any relief, carried on a Trench - 
foclofe to their work, that having railed a Platfonri 
and planted thereon one piece of Cannon, he fo in- 
commoded them, that after to days the Dutch furren- 
dred upon difcretion j no of them were taken , 40 
W, and 300 Chingalas, who were feverely pumlhedy 
as being for the moft part Subjects to the King of Por- 
mat. At the fame time John Botado, who was in this 
Inland with a Company of Portuguefes and tome Black?, 
wasi fet upoh by an Officer of the King of Candia, with 
qooo Men, arid though the Blacks forfook him, the For- 
hmfcs fought fo defperately that they put the Indians 
to flight, leaving fo many dead that rfiofe who faw 
them could hot be perfwaded they had been killed by 
f© few. John Botado, with his Men retired to iColumbo. 
Four Ships and one Caravel failed this Year from Lh- 
bm for India, and two Ships from thence arrived in 
Portugal.

i.lTlng John had refolved not to make any great Efforts 
W4r I*- to carry the War for into the Spanijh Ternto 
ne a. ties concluding it his fecureft courfe to fill his exchequer, 
coldly on fortify his Towns and build Ships, whilft the Spaniards 
both fidcs. wafted themfelves with their Wars in Italy and 

were diverted from putcing Portugal intoany danger. 1 his 
was the reafon that he kept no more Forces afoot rn^toi- 
teio then ferved to fecure the Frontiers, and conlequently 
the’adions there were of fmall moment and few of them 
worth relating. The moft confiderable was a party ot 
9 soHorfe,and iOO Musketiers,Commanded by Andre* 
de Albuquerque Generali of the Horfe, whichdefend 
1300 Spaniards, killing 200 of them among whom was 
their Lieutenant Gmerall ofHorie, foe Count deM' 
ranto, and taking above 4CO Prifoners. Neither didh* 
Year produce any Exploits of note in the other Provifr 
ces, which continued in full Peace, bating feme fmall 
Alarms given on bothfides, which only ferved t P 
the- Garrifons upon their Guard without any damag 
done on either fide. 
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j. In them id ft of all his fortunate Succefftj,the King 
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rdsivefr one Fatal blow, which outbalanced many pf 
his former profperities. This was the death df -hiS, . 

Eldeft Son Prince Thcodofius, whom for his excellent ?'™'* 
qualities be entirely loved, .The Prince as has be^ Theodofi* 
fefore hinted, had Laboured under a tedious ficknefs, 
and tho’ the Force of it was abated, he never after 
joyed perfeift health, for there continued a defluxion upon } * 
Msftomach, which no medicines could ever remove, tjut 
00 the contrary fome that were ufed feemed to haften 
Jjis End. On the 3d of May he took to his bed, spiel 
for 6 Days the Phifitians Employed all their Arc foe 
recovering of him, rhe whole Clergy and layety offering 
up tbeir Prayers to God for him. All proved in vain, 
for the Number of his days was compleat, therefore on 
the Night he received the Viaticum and on the 15th 
gave up his Ghoft. The Encomiums beftowed on this 
Prince are fo great, they will appear incredible, and 
therefore I think fitter to omit than trouble the Reader 
with them. He dyed Aged 19 Years, 3 months and 7 
days. His body was buryed in the Bpyal Monaftery of 
Belem, being Attended thither by an incredible multi¬ 
tude of the People Lamenting the Lofs of fo hopefull a 
Prince. Immediately after his death the King^ affem- 
bled the Parliament , in which his Second Son Prince Al - 
fmfi was Sworn Heir to the Crown. The 3 Eftates 
agreed to Support the charge of the War with the Tenth 
of all Temporal and Spiritual Eftates, and in cafe the 
Spaniards fhould befiege any confiderable place, then to 
add one Fourth part more of the laid Tax, but if it 
fhould happen the Enemy Invaded the Kingdom with 
fnch powerfull Forces as might bring it into danger, 
then they offered all they had for the Support of the 
Crown: Before the Parliament broke up, the King fu- 
itained another Lofs, in the Death of his Eldeft Daughter 
Joanna, who departed this Life on the 17th of September, 

She Lyes buried in the Monaftery of Belem. 

3. The Affairs of Portugal continued much in the fame The Portu- 
pofture we left, them at the Courts of Rome, Prance and guefc Em• 
Holland, In England the Count di Penaguiao follicited bajjadors 
the fettling of a Peace with the Ufurper Oliver, who brother , be • 
was much offended at the protection given in Lisbon, to headed for 
the Princes Rtipert and Maurice .

D. Pantaleon deSa, the Etnbafla- 
dors Brother walking one Evening in the New Ex¬ 
change, and- refenting an affront which he thought 
he had received from one Gerard, the Night following 
repairs to the fame place attended by the Embafladois 
retinue, and with Sword and Piftoll, falls upon all he 
meets. A great Hubub riling, the P ortuguefes were beat 
off chiefly by one Collonel May an Irijh man. One 
Greenway was killed in the feuffle. For this Murder 0 . 
Pantaleon de Sa, as the Author of the Tumult was Try. 
cd and •condemrfed. Having in vain pleaded his pnvi- 
ledge and made his efcape out of Priforf by the help of 
the Lady Mdhun, being again taken, he was beheaded 
upon a Scaffold on Tower-Hill. 

A. Francis Barreto who Commanded in Pernambuco, 
tho’ his Forces were much leflened and no fupplies came, 
was not at all difeouraged, but carryed on the Seige of 
Arrecife with a full Refolucion either to Conquer or die. 

’ The befieged were now reduced to defpair, and there¬ 
fore determined to attempt gaining the Port Array A, 
which Sigifmund their Generali knowing to be a At- 
ficult Enterprire, endeavoured to divert them from, 
but perceiving he Laboured in vain, told them, the only 
means to attack that Fort was by Gaining firft the quar¬ 
ter of Aguiar. On the i ith of March , hemarched out of 
the Fort Affogados with the greateft part of that and the 
Neighbouring Garrifons. Captain Alfonfode Albuqmfn 
Commanded at the quarter of Aguiar.

& The danger increaled in India , where D. Bras de war in In* 
Cairo had ulurped the Government; for the Ofcb^tb 
threatened Ceylon, and other places were not free froip tfte Dutch. 
Apprehenfions. The three Governors, who we laid lalt 
Year commanded in Ceylon , fent Gafpar de Figueyra de 
Scrpa, with 9 °° Foot to reduce the Towns that had 
revolted, and bring in Provifions. The King of Can- 
ilds Forces forfook the lower Country, and entrench¬ 
ing themfelves ftrongly, endeavoured to exclude him 
the Upper. He attacked them vigoroufly, and their 
nutnber being grear v was rcpulfed, but they adventu¬ 
ring to purfue him, he rallyed, drove them back, and 
entred their Works with them, making a mighty Slaugh- 
ter. This Succefs made many Towns fubmit,- which, 
pav^d their Arrears of Contributions, and a great quan^ 
tity of Cinnamon, Provifions, Arms, and other Plunder 
was conveyed to Columbo. Soon after, io Companies 
were fent to attack a Town on the Frontiers of Candin l 
where there was great ftore of Provifions ; and though 
ioooo Chin£dht defended a Wood that lay in the way, 
they were defeated, and the Town taken. On the i Jth 
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of Mar arrived at Colombo, Franca de Mello de Caftri j 
lent to command in that Ifland, by D. Bras de Cafiri, 
With 8 Ships, and 15° Foot. With him went Q. Aha- 
ro de ‘Atayde, as General of the Forces, but fan Age and 
Difenfes rendred him incapable of that Poll; whereup¬ 
on Franca de Mello gave it to his Nephew, 

Mello de Cajiro, who being drove out of the Field % 
the King of Candia; Franca de Mello , at the earned re- 
queft of all the People, reftored Gafpar de Figueyrade 
Serpa to that Command . No fooner bad he received it, 
but he marched out againft the King of Candia , and ha* 
vihp worfted him in ieveral Encounters, forced him to 
retire to the City Candia, near to which he encamped, 
and continued a confiderable time ; underhand raifing 
fuch*jealou!ies in the King’s Mind, that he caufe him to 
behead many of his Favourites. The Dutch at the fitme 
time had agreed with Hidalcan, to b'eficge Goa by Land, 
whilft they blocked it up by Sea, promifing him the 
plunder of the Place. They came -before it according 
rd agreement with a Squadron, but Hidalcan failing 
with his Forces, they drew off again without attempting 
any thing. This Year two Galeons failed from Ltsbm 
for India, under the Command of Luts de Mendoza Fori 
tado. The Ship Nojfa Scnhora da Penha de Franca, K- 
tiiming home from India , was taken by the HoHandtu 
in the latitude of Pernambuco. s

1. HpO begin this Year, Tamericour, Lieutenant Ge- 
1 neral of Horfe, by order of che Count deSoure, 
marched with all the Horfe he could gather, and tome 
Foot, to the Valleys Of Mata Moros , and St. Ann, neat 
the City Xeres. All the Country people was retired to 
thofe Places, and defended chem the fpnee ot iome 
Hours ; but being at length defeated, the Villages wert 
plundered and burnt ; which done, the Portuguefe 1 rooj* 
loaden with Booty, returned to their Quarters. Veiy 
few days paffed before another Enterprise of mor 
Oliva ta- Confequence had the defired Succefs. Oliva was a large 
ken by the Town, not far from rhe City Xocl, defend d by an ol 
Portugue- Caftle, and was the Receptacle of the Spaniards, wnen 
fes. they made Incurfions on that fide. Thither Andre *,, a , 
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Albuquerque, though not well recovered of his Wounds^ l 
marched with a°°o Foot, and 1500 Horfe. By break -/■ ) 
«j5fday he attacked the Town , and made himfelf ma- . 
fter of it without any difficulty. At the Caftle he ■ 
found more oppofition, becaufe twd Petards he ap¬ 
ply^ to the Gates, failed of the intended effedt, and 
all the Spaniards able to bear Arms, had-retired thither. 

However, Albuquerque lodged himfelf under the Wall, 
and began to carry on two Mines. The Befieged per¬ 
ceiving it, began to parley, and after three days, fufren- 
dred upon Condition, every one might take with him 
what he could carry. The Booty was great, becaufe 
not only the Inhabitants of Oliva, but of many qther 
Town?, had conveyed their Goods thither, as to a place 
of Security. This Conqueft coft the Lives of 41 Men. 

Albuquerque added fome Works to the place, and leaving 
a Garrifon in it, returned to Elvas . The Count de Sour* 
having obtained leave ro repair to Lisbon-, Andrew de 
Albuquerque, Was left fupream Commander in the Pro- , 
yince of Alentcjo. The King exprefly commanded him. • 
to forbear making any Incurfions into the Spanijh Terri¬ 
tories, or driving thence any Cattle, except fuch Hor- 
fes as were fit for Service. The Duke de S. German, 
the Spanijh General, upon notice hereof, offered to a- 
gree, that no harm fhouid be done on either fide to the 
Country people; but Albuquerque leprefenting to the 
•King, the great Advantages that accrued to bis Army 
hy tbefe Incurfions, the King recalled his former Or¬ 
der, and the War was carryed on as before. The Spa- 
mrds, to fliew they had not made thofe Overtures, for T/;j? Span j. 
WftRt of Strength, drove a great Prey from the Territo- ards carry 
; r y.of Monfaras j and the Captains, Denis de Mello, and a great

Peter Jaque^ Wert away 
t0 ! the Fleer, with a Refolution fo to fecure the Bar of 
Arrecife, that no Succour might poflibly be conveyed 
in. On the 5th. of January, the Works by Land were 
advanced nearer, and the Enemy (hut up within a nar¬ 
rower Compafs, and a Battery of 9 Pieces of Cannon 
raifed againft the Fort Rcgo, Collonel Andrew Fidal ta¬ 
king up his Poft there. On the 11 th of January, Frakce 
Barreto with 2500 Foot, marched to the Fort, raifed 
two batteries the one of 7 and the other of 5 Pieces of 
Cannon, and began to carry on his approaches with 
great Art. That Night they came within Musket-fhot 
of the Fort. On the 15 th both the Cannon and fmall (hot 
played inceflantly on bothfides, the Dutch at the famepae 
attempting to put fl 5 me fuccour into the Fort, but were 
disappointed. That Night Hugh Naquer who Com¬ 
manded in the Fort -Surrendrea, Capitulating for the 
Garrifo'n to march out with their Armes, and to be fent 
to Portugal. Before day, he marched out with 70 Men. 
Two Companies of Porttigue/es were put into it. Hence 
Francis Barreto marched to the Fort Altanar, whith af¬ 
ter fomelhort refiftance was delivered upon thd fame con¬ 
ditions as the otheir. Before the taking of this Fort the 
Dutd had abandoned 3 others, andr.ow quitted 3 more > 
jwiiSPthe fame precipitation. Barreto defigning neit 
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Jlo attack the Fort of Sinco Pontas* was informed 
that the Enemy had fecured a Poft, he thought to have 
lodged his Men upon; whereupon he fent Collonel Andrew 
ipidal, with 1000 Men to diflodge them, which he did; 
and Fortifyed himfelf in the fame Place. Next Mor¬ 
ning the Canon was conveyed thither and the Trenches 
were opened aifainft the Fort Sinco Pontas. The Dutch 
■ perceiving the danger to approach; made overtures for a

4. OurxAffairs in India were not lb fuccefsful as in A- i 
merica. D. Bras de Caftro continued in the Government, 
no Vice-Roy being yet come to call him to account for i 
his Ufurparion. Francis de Me So, who commanded in •] 
Ceilotjy fent out Antony Mende % Aranha , with 400 Pom- % 
guefes, and fom e 1 Cljingalas to endeavour to fight the . 
Dutch, but they avoided coming to blows as much as 
could be, knowing that want of ProviGons would in 
time, ruine us. He marched and in th^piway to' Calature,1 
found an Entrenchment guarded by fome Blanks whom 
he defeated. Then advancing to* Diagao a place whtlife' 
he muff pafs the River, he found it Guarded by two 
Companies of Dutch, and a Number of Chingal*s,tHybn, 
whom he kept Firing for the Space of 10 days, and ha¬ 
ving provided boats to waft his Men over* the Dutch 
quitted the Poll and he poflefled himfelf of it. He con¬ 
tinued 30 days about Calature hoping todrawOutthe 
Dutch, and then finding hisDefign fucceeded nor, mar* 
ched through the Country of Alicaao then fubjedt tp the 
Enemy, deftroying all that flood in his way. Here he

D. Lewis de Haro prime Minifter of Spain, with a fce- 
dule under that Kings hand containing Large promues 
if he delivered the place. Having received thefe.aflu- 
rances he refolved to Revenge the wrong done to his* 
Reputation, in attempting his Fidelity. He agreed with 
D. Alfonfo to receive him with 30 more into the Caftle 
' of Salvaterra , in difguize as if they came thither ro 
Trade, leaving the reft of the Troops belonging to Al¬ 
cantara ready in a Wood hafd by.

fioh of the government. Twelve Dutch Men of War 
Arrived at Ccilon from Batavia, Six of them lay before ' ' 
the Barr of Columbo, the other Six made their way to Ca* 
laturc, whefe Landing their qjen they layed Seige to it, 
’and the place being very ill provided, after the Garrifort 
had endured the utmoft Extremities it was at laft, furren-r 
dred upon honourable Termes. Gafpar Figueyra de Serf a 
hot knowing that Xalature was loft, advanced with 5.0Q, 
Tmuguefes to endeavour to put fome fuccour into it, but 
being attacked by 1600 Dutch, was totally routed and . 
many of his men killed. The Hollanders purfuing their 
Vidory came and fate down before Columbo y raifedFour 
batteries,' and playing continually with 1,2 peices of hea- . 
vy Canon, ruined not only the houfes but the works of ; 
the Town, and gave .a furious aflault to the Fort Sanfta 
Cru%, yet without foccefs for they were repulfed with 
confiderable Lofs. At the fame time feverall other at¬ 
tacks were carryed on with great Qbftinacy, infomuch 
that at laft the Dutch broke into the City, where they 
found no lefs oppofition, than without, moft of them that 
entred being either killed or wounded,. At length they 
were repulfed in all parts with the lofs of pear iqoo 
men. This difeouraged not the Dutch who ftill carryed 
on their works with great. diligence, . railing new 
batteries and lodging themfelyes upon the edge of the 
ditch. ' Then they fell to mining which ri)e befieged 
underftanding, they countermined and drove them o\\t of

Enemy alter their resolutions and change the Siege into

The Dutch having recei¬ 
ved conficterable fupplies, carry on their works anew, 
jnd again fall to battering of the place incefiantly.

(pfladors from the King of Candia Were conduced 
through the Enemies Qmp into the, City, where they 
I de man ded it lhould be put into the hands of their Mafter. 
All the anfwer they received was by thralling them out 
of the gates. Though* they lhewed this refolution, the 
City began tobeinfeded with the ftench of the dead who 
wete not well juried, and Famine raged, lb violently 
that it was proved that Mothers had eaten their-own 
■Children. Gerard HWtf tbe Dutch Generali being kil¬ 
led by a (hot in the Head, the Governor of Gale, who 
fucceeded him in’thatCom man d .fearing leall another Ge¬ 
neral might come and rob him of the Honour of taking 
the Place, carryed on his Works, and plyed his Batte¬ 
ries fo briskly, that feveral large Breaches were made. 
On the 7th. of May, 1656. he alfaults St.- John’s Bul¬ 
wark, and carrying it, with the fame heat enters a 
new Fort that waj railing; thence the Dutch venture to 
- break into the Town, whence after a long difpute they 
were beat out, and the Befieged following their Advan- 
I tage, recovered the Fort and Bulwark; yet frefh Ener 
mies coming pn,the Dutch again made themfelves mafters 
of the latter, and lodged themfelves therein. That 
Night the Governor of the Town being informed that 
' two Women had eaten their own Children, caufed them 
to, be (hot to pieces at the mouth of great Guns. Next 
Day, (being it impoflible to maintain the Place, he 
call’d a Council, where it was refolved to furrender. 
Afreif fome Debates, the Articles were agreed upon , 
which were honourable to the Befieged, and in purfu- 
ance to them, the Governor marched O&t with only 94 
Officers and Soldiers, and ioo Towns-men. The Hol¬ 
landers committed all manner of Sacriledge in the 
Town, .and without regard to their Articles,.plunder’d 
thole few Towns-men and Soldiers that were left alive.

i.’T'HE King’s Diftempers which had long tnolefted 
A him, daily incrcafed, yet«hc omitted not to apply

nothing occurs this Year, but fome‘few incurfions/more 
like Robberies than military Exploits, and the confe- 
quence of them incpnfiderable Skinniihe's, whereof fa 
many have been already related in the foregoing Years 
that to fay more of them, will orily. ferve to naufeatg 
and tire the Reader. This quiet was general throughout 
all the Provinces of the Kingdom, and enabled them 
the better to bear the Storm that erifued after the Kings 
Death j for the Spaniards then altering thfir nicalures, 
the following Years were full of Ad ion ; conliderable.

Heieup- 
on D. John turned away as if he intended to march " 
redly to Lisbon, which put that City into a confterna- 
tion/and no lefs furprized - the Count deCaftaneda fea¬

with Two Regiments of Foot, and moft of theHorle, 
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to attack the Town of ViUabuim , a place . confiderabW 
both for it’s Riches and Strength, neVenji^efs the Go- 
vernour who was z French man, upon the firft approach 
of the Spaniards rcfolved to Surrender, having privately 
Articled with the Spanijh General, that for the faving 
of h{s Reputation, he might be permuted to fire his 
Cannon for ah hour without ball, that fo he might be 
thoughr to have made'fome defence. Yet the Surrender 
was not without blood, for fome of the inhabitants en- 
Jie takes couraged by a Parifh-Prieft, endeavoured to make fome 
oppofidon, but were foon quelled by the' Spaniards . 
ViUabuim. The Town and Caftle were raifed down to the Ground 
for a Terror to, other places. Hence the Army moved 
towards Villaviciofa y and having taken an exprefs that 
was going to Elvas arid Jtirumenha y to encourage thofe 
governours to defend themfelves couragioufly, upofi 
promife offpeedy relief D.John fent him \ back to the 
Count de Caflaneda ro let him know he would be with 
him the next day. He performed his word, but the 
Count who was much inferiour to him in numbers, kept 
himfelfclofe in his Camp under the Walls of Ejtremo *. 
D. John intending to attack him in his Camp, was dii- 
waded by the Duke of St. German , and marched away 
to Borba y a place of fmall Strength, but that had a 
Caftle, and the governour Upderifl^ da Cunha being a 
defperate man, had perfwaded the Townlmen to joyri 
with the Garrifon, to defend it. Such was his Folly or 
tafhnefs, that he reproached and fired upon the Trumpet 
rhat came to bring him t^e Summpns to Surrender, 
whereupon the Town was affaulred pn all fides and 
taken. The governour with a few men retired into the 
Caftle, which having for a while flood the (hock of the 
JCanon,^ and beginning now to give way to it’s fury, 
Acunha s heat being fomewhat allayed, he fent out to 
beg he might be admitted to conditions. No intreating 
could prevail with D. John , who being inc^nfed, would 
Borha de- ^arnit , 0 ^ noc bing but that they ftiould Surrender upon 
liveredto diferetion, which Was accordingly done. The Souldi- 
him* ers were ajl made prifoners of War, the Town plun¬ 
dered, and Burnt, the Caftle Dcmolifhcd, and dx Cm - 
ha the Governour, with Two Captains were itrangled 
jn the Market-place. 

Jurumen* 3 « the Spanijlo Army directed its.courfe to Juru~ 

ha befeiged menha^ an'ancient and noted Town feated upon a Bill, 
frD. John, ■ • * Inns 
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along the Eaji\ fide of it runs the River Guadinna] on 
the iVeflisz pleafant hilly Country for the jnoft part 
covered with Trees, Gardens and Vineyards.. On the 
top of the hill oyer the Town ftands the Caftle which, 
is itrong, and has 17 Towers. The Fortifications of th& 
Town were all New, and confifted of Five very large 
baftions, feverall half Mopns, a good ditch, and 
Trench, with other modern works.. Emanuel Lobato 
pinto was at this time Governour pf Jurumtnba , the 
garrifon confifted of 3000 men and was plentifully ftored 
with provisions, and all Sort of warlike-ammunition* 
when the Enemy fate down before it. Z>. Joh$ polled 
his Army about the Town, drew his lines, whereof the 
extreams ended at the River, which as has been faid, 
waters one fide of the Town, and then opened his Tren¬ 
ches and began to raife batteries. The line of circum- 
vallation was carryed on with the utmoft diligence, 

I and fortifyed to perfection, leaft the Portugucs Army, 

: as was expe&ed, fhould find an opportunity of relieving 
I the place. On the other fide the Governour omitted no- 
| thing, that might conduce to the fecurity of his garrifon, 
j vet lo as that he always fpared to expofe his men, re¬ 
ferring them for the laft extremity. The Portugues Ge¬ 
nerali underftanding how Jurumenha was befet, fent 
thither Emanuel de Scqueira an able Commander, to 
aflift the Governour in defence of the place. He got in 
by a boat in the Night unperceived by the Enemies 
Guards. D. John railed two ftrong Forts, one on each 
fide of the River, And betwixt them Jayd over a 
bridge of boats, by which he received pleryufufty fup- 
plies from Otiven%a y and with his Cannon cut off from 
the befieged the ufe of the River. All things being 
difpofed for an attack, he ordered the Spaniards and 
Italians upon a fignal given in two feverall places, to 
attack the covered way. The Spaniards going on too 
Predpitaty after a long fight, were repulfed and drove 
Back to their Trenches with the Lois of many men, 
among which were feveral Officers ; but the Italians y 
whofe ConduCb was better, with fmall lofs lodged them¬ 
felves on the counterfcarp, and yet the next day it being 
thought a work of too much difficulty to force the 
Town on that fide, they were ordered ro quit the 
Poll they had taken. Being moved thence, they were 
ordered to joyn the Germans , who lay before the 
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great baftioo, which, it was hoped, might with /note 
eafe be ruined, and four more pieces of Cannon were 
there planted to batter it, which played with goqd fuccels 
and began to fill the ditch. In the mean while a French 
Ingenier fent from the Pomgues Camp to view the 
Spanijh Lines being taken, difcovered to D. John that the 
Count it Cajtaneda had refolved to attack him in his 
works, having.with him at that time 13000. Foot and 
3 ooo Horfe, and only expetting the auxiliary E nglijh, 
which according to the contratt of marriage with hi? 
Majefty of Great Britain would foon be with him, 
This intelligence caufed D. John to fortify his Lines, 
having by the advice of the Duke of St. Gentian , refol¬ 
ded, to receive the Enemy within them, tho’otbers 
advifed to march out and meet them. Having ( difpofed 
all things for the reception of the For fugues Genera^ 
to forward the Seige, he orders a general aflault to he 
given to all the works of the befieged, the Italians ad 
Germans without much difficulty lodged themfelves 
5 n the counterfcarp, and the Spaniards upon whom by 
die hottell Service, after four hours fight with great 
daughter on both lides, made themfelves maftcrs of two 
great baftions, and all the fpace betwixt them; fo that 
mow the Town had no other defence left it but it s bare 
wall. This was the condition of the place, when the 
Count de Cajtaneda with the Fortugues Army, came 
and encamped within a League of the Town, but afar 
feverall movements to difcover the weakeft part of the 
Enemies works, finding it a matter of too great difficulty 
to Force their Lines, he marched away, having before 
his departure fent a Letter to the Governour, directing 
him to make the belt conditions he could for his garnfon, 
for that it was impracticable to relieve him. All hopes 
of releif being Loft, and the Town now reduced to 
extremity, the Governour upon a frefh Summons from 
D. John, capitulated and delivered up the Town upon 
fuch Terms as he could obtain. Thus after a months 
furumen- Seige D. John took pofleffion.of Jurumenha, but void ot 
hifurren- inhabitants, who all marched away out of their hatred t° 
dred, the Spaniards, yet well ftored with provifions and Ammu¬ 
nition, tho’th e Pomgucfcs had fpoiled moll of 
Corn before they quitted the place. D. Ferdinand 
Efcovedo, was left Governour there after the works tut 
been fufficiently repaired. ... 
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v Having fecured Jurumenha, D. John loft no time; bus 
wiediatdv marched awhyttoWardS Wtavieloft where

U* Ptirttigtie* Army then lay ftrongly ihtttetiched. He 
ufed all his endeavours to ! draw them to a rattle, bur- 
ofogand wafting all the GoUtitry about; but perceiving 
the Count de Cajtaneda was uxtmovei, he removed ana 
planted himfelf betwixt Aveiro and Monforte y botfc 
which places, tho’ well FOrtifyed, being terrlfyed with 
the fuccefs of the Spanifh Arms, furrendred Upon the 
Firft Summons. Both places being fecured with good- 
garrifons jie hafted- thence without delay to Crate, a 
Town belonging to the Knights of Malta, eftcompafled 
otdy With an old ruined wall, and a fmall Treticn, but 
Very Rich and at thir time* filled witH great Stores o£ 
Provifions. Tho’ the place was L not Tenable, the Count 
ie Cajtaneda fearing to lofe all thofe ftores, put out 
the former governor and fent to fucceed him an 
old rafh Major. This man never regarding the weak- 
nefs ofthe place, anfwered the fummons fent him by 
D: John with fcofn and contempt, whereupon the Can¬ 
non began on all fides to ruin the old walls, and From 
the higher grounds to beat down the houfes and kill' the 
People in the Streets. The inhabitants dnd even the 
gartifon Souldiers perceiving themfelves expofed to 
inevitable ruin through the fooll hardinefs of their new 
governour, being alfo headed by the old one, in a mu¬ 
tinous manner befet his houfe and obliged him to fend to 
beg conditions which when offered he had flighted 3 ffe enters 
Hut it was now too late, D. John fought Revenge for Crap* 
the infolence of the Foolifh Governor and would not 
hearken to any Termes. In this deplorable condition, 
the inhabitants fent out again two Antient-Priefts, to - 
move the Spanijh General to Compaflion, but whilft 
they were pleading for the Town, the Enemy without 
expetting any Command from their Officers, broke ili 
and made themfelves Mafter of the place. D. John, 
by his Authority took care that none but fuch as were 
irt Arms fhould be put to the Sword, no woman Ra- 
vifhed, nor no Churches facked. Through a nhiftak? 
both the Governour* were led to Execution, till D. John 
bang informed of the innocence of the former that had 
been layed afide, Caufed him to be honourably difmik 
fed, and the latter for his ralhnefs was Shot to Death 
in the Market-Place. The Town of Crato was plun-

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dered arid burnt down to the Ground, and the Cattle 
blown From Crato , the vijftqmops Army marched 

to which atfirft Hood put againft the Summons 
fent in, but fpon after, whilftjthe Governor,had fent, 
out to treat of a Surrender* ’the Spanijh Soldiers.as they 
had done, at Crato, attackecf and entred the Placed Of 
which dilhonourable Action, when the Governor com¬ 
plained to D. John , he caufea all their Goods to be re- 
ftored to the Inhabitants, and granted honourable, Con¬ 
ditions to them, and to the Garhfoiv The Cj^nc de 
Sartlnarayvas appointed Governour of this place' and, 
with hirfi were left two Italian Regiments. After which , 
Adtiof i$'"p.Jph$ put his Army , into Quarters, andfo ' 
ended the Affairs of : thi$ Yeaf.

1. "DOth Crowns were earneftly intent upon renewing 
King Al- _ the War this Year, and nothing was omitted on 
fonfoto^ej either fide, that feemed conducing to a vigorous Cam- 
Mpon him paign. King Alfonfo being now at Age, to take upon 
the Govern- him the Government of his Kingdom, according to the 
cuftom of Portugal , had removjed his Mother from the 
publick Adminiltrarion of Affairs, and was therefore 
ambitious to begin his Rule with fome important Adion, 

^ r which might gain him Reputation both at Home and A- 
broad. His firlb ftep hereto was to remove the prime 1 
Minifters and Officers of the Kingdom, and to lupply 
their places with others more fuitable to his own Incli¬ 
nation, or lets offenfive in the Eyes of the People, then 
the former had been. He called to him the Count de 
Caftavcda, who had of late commanded the P.ortuguefe 
Army, pretending he had need of his Counfel at Court, 
but in reality to eafe himfelf of a Man, who being pre¬ 
ferred by the Queen, was likely to adhere to her par¬ 
ty, and (he who was of a haughty proud Spirit, and 
had been removed from the Government againft her 
Will, now was forming a Fadtion ro fupport her Au- 
, rhoriry. D. Sancho Manuel , Count de Villaflor , who 
had commanded in the Province of Bctra, was made 
General of the Army, in the place of the Couut de Ca- 
fianeda. It was this D. Sancho Manuel who brayely de¬ 
fended Elias, when belieged by £>. Luis de Haro . Den¬

D. John, am. On the North of it rgnsa fmallRiverBWhich be¬ 
ing drawn out into little Tenches, fertilizes the plain: 
Aboiit the Town is a Mud Wall, and at this time fojne 
other fmaji ’Works had been: caft up, fuch as, the prefent 
Exigency Would permit.

Do Spuldier, whom the Garrifon difdainingco fubmir 
to, Emanuel de Miranda an old Commander, was Cub- 
(tituted in his Place. The Spanijh Army having inverted 
ihis place, .the general Officers were intent upon fecuring 
all the advanragious Ports. In the mean while the Pom- 
vutfi Horfe made fame Skirmifhes to keep them off at a 
aiftance, but being beaten back to the Town,the Belie¬ 
vers in the purfuit, poffefied tjjemfelyes of the Mona : 
ftery pf St. Antony, which they found but flenderly guar¬ 
ded, and lay commediouily to offend the Town. But 
the Spaniards fped hot fo well at the Carmelite Mona- 
ftery, which lay betwixt that of St. Antony , and the Ci- 
ty ; for after hx Hours fharp difpute, .they were forced 
to leave the befieged poflefled of it. This done, D.John 
dtftributed the Ports to his Army, but thought ic need- 
lels to intrench himfelf, not doubting to be mafter of 
fb weak a place, before the Portuyucfi General could 
gather a fufficient Force to attempt the relief of it. 
However the Trenches,were opened agatnft the Town; 
and Batteries railed , but the firft that gained a poit 
were the Italians , who with much bravery ftormed, and 
took the Monaftery of the Carmelites, whence planting 
their Cannon, they made a great havock in the Town. 
The Spaniards afhamed to be outdone by the Italians , 
carryed on their Works with great diligence, and ha¬ 
ving with much {laughter reported the Befieged, _who 
f.'.yed upon them, made chemfelvej uiafla- of the

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Church of St. Dominick, , which overlooking the TownJ , ' 
they planted their Cannon upon it, to the great Damage 
of the Befieged. D. John, feeing the miferable condition 
of the Place, fenc another Summons, offering honoura¬ 
ble Conditions if they furrendred in time, which all the 
Officers of the Garrifons, feeing no poflibility of holding 
the Place, or likelyhood of -Relief, thought ic time to 
accept of, but Levoss de Soufa , Eletft Bifhop of Per*?,' 
and Adminiftrator of the Church of Ebora, a Man fit¬ 
ter for the Army than the Church, croffed their defign^ 
railing Factions among the People and Garrifon, and by 
this means obftrufted the furrender that and the follow- 
ing day. The Clergy and Laiery, Women and Chil¬ 
dren flocked to the Works, and endeavoured ti/make 
up the Breaches, bnt all in Vain, for more was already 
ruined than could be retrieved, and the continual Fite 
of the Enemies Cannon, rendred all their efforts unfuc- 
cefsful. This Fury being fpent, and the People coming 
to themfelves, at length they capitulated, ana delivered 
up the City upon fuch Conditions as could be obtained, 
which were not very Honourable. On the 9th. day* 
after it was inverted, the City was furrendred. There Ebora 
inarched out xoco Foot, and 300 Horfe of the Garri- deliveredh 
fon , who according to Articles were to be conducted John, 
t into Caftile, and there to remain Prifoners of War during 
the Summer. 

4. The News of the Siege of Ebora beingjbrought to The Por- 
Lisbon, caufed mighty commotions and tumults in that tuguefe 
City, whereupon the Young King by the advice of his General 
> Counfel, fent orders to the Count d: Villaflor , to releive Count de 
Evora at any rate, and at the fame time commanded the Villaflor, 
Count' de Cajlaneda-, with what Troops he had and ° r > 'J r ?y°. 
could raife to fupprefs all Seditions in Lisbon. The ^ **?'•***■ 
Count de Villager received his orders the very day that F3 ‘ ' 

Evora was Surrendred of which as yet he had no notice, • , . 
and therefore having called a Council of War,rhe advice 
of the Count Sabugal was followed, which was not to .. .. 
hazard a battle at any difadvanrage, but to cut off the 
Enemies Provifions. In order hereto, the Army being 
now 12000 Foot, and 4000 Horfe, and having recei¬ 
ved intelligence of the Surrender of Evora, marched 
and incamped at Laondil where they had plenty of Pro- 
vifions and ftreightned the Enemy. In the mean while 
the News of the Surrender of Evora, being brought to 

Lisbon 
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r A mnipy at bon] the multitude ran headlong into all Sorts of Licenti* 
Lisbon fir bufnefs, and not only the vulgar rabble appeared inthefe- 
the lofs of dition, but great Numbers of the more fubftantial fort 
Ebora- joyned with them. The Firft effort of their fury ; fell 
upon the Arch-Biftiops Pallace, which they plundered 
burning and carrying away all that was in it, the 
Arch-Bifh6p himfelf having before made his efcape to 
Court. Thehce they turned their rage againft the 
Count of Caftaneda, whofe houfe they ranfacked as 
they had done the Arch-Biftiops, he himfelf being alio 
fled ; and after him they exercifed the fame barbarity, 
towards the principal Magiftrates and other great Men 
of the City. Whilft this paffed in the City, the King 
iconfulted With the Arch-Bifhop, the Count de Cafianeda 
and other gfeat Men, about the mean.s of quelling this 
Sedition/ The Count advifed to fall upon the raging 
Multitude, .with fuch Forces, as were in the Town, 
Whereof the greateft part were Forreigners, and there¬ 
fore would J^e faithful, in the performance of their 
duty. But the Arch-Bifhops opinion prevailed; which 
Was to let the fury of the multitude pafs over, and then 
•v bf therrifelves they Would Return to their Duty. The 
Rabble having raged all about the Town, came at laft 
; to/the Kings Pallace, wberd'many being weary, and 
Cbming to, themfelves began to (link away, and ap 
laft the King Looking out of the Window, and telling 
them that his Army now befieged thofe, who had before 
layed Siege to Evora , they all retired with cohfufion 
to their houfes, blaming one another, for what they 
had all done. No Notice was for the prefent taken, of 
what had hapned, but fome time after, feveral of the 
Ring-leaders were punifhed under other pretences. 

D, John. 5* During thefe TranfadHons, D. John or Auftria, repai- 
tnarcbesout red the Fortifications of Evora , and finding Provifions 
o/Ebora began to grow* lhort, having left a fmall garrifoninthe 
to give the City, marched out to give the Portuguefes battle, rho’ con¬ 
form- trary to the advife of the Duke of St. German , who was 
guefcs&rt- utterly againft hazarding a battle, till the Forces they 
^ e * dayly expedted from Caftih were arrived, and for the 
fubfiftance of the Army, advifed the turning out of the 
inhabitants, upon whole ftorcs the Souldiers might live 
many days. The Fortugucs Army lay v/irhin half a 
League of Evora , having a final! River before it. Thi¬ 
ther D . John marched thinking either the Portuguefes 

would 
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Would give him battle upon equal Terms, or elfe thde 
he foould remove them from their advaacagious Ports, 
by 17 pieces of Canon whidh he planted upon an Emi¬ 
nence. But the Count de Villajlor refolving not to quit 
his Advantage, and .the Canon which was ill planted, 
doing as much Execution among his own, as among the 
Enemies men, D . John drew back and encamped with- | 
out Canon Shot of the River. Thus both Armies con¬ 
tinued all Night ready for A&ion. At break of Day, 

D. John moved in order of battle, to force the pafTage 
of the River, where a bloudy difpute enfued, till, after 
a confiderable Lofs bn both ffdes, the Portuguefes (lan¬ 
ding their ground, the Spaniards who fought at gredt 
difadVintage, were forced to give way, and retire into the 
plain of Ebora. D. John difeouraged at this repulfe, piic 
3000 Foot, and 600 Horfe, under the Command bf 
Francis Gattinara Count of Sartirane into Ebgra, refol¬ 
ving to march back into Caftile without coming to 
a battle, if poflible to avoid it by marching over the 
Mountains. His firft days march met with no obftrudt- 
ion, becaufe the Count de Villaflor was marched before, 
in order to choofc an advantageous Poft to give battle 
in, where the Horfe might be of fmall ufe, in which 
the Spaniards were much Superior to him. Some there 
were, who advifed to march on all Nighr, but D. John 
thinking that would look too- like flying, refufed that 
wholefom adyice. In the Morning he was informed, 
that the Pdrtttgues Arrhy was at hand* being covered 
from him by the tops of the hills. It wa 3 no time now 
to think of avoiding a battle, and therefore D. John 
drew up his Army, and being poffefTed of a high hill, 
thought good to remove and make himfelf mafter of 
two others that lay in the way to Eflremo At the 
fame time the Portuguefes not knowing any thing of the . 
Enemies defign, had refolved to poflefs himfelf of the 
fame place. Hereupon the Count de Villaflor advancing 
with the Horfe, fell upon the rear of the Spaniards , 
whofe Horfe were upon the Plain, their Foot having 
already gained the hill. D. James Cava Hero facing about 
with his Horfe, received the charge and made good his 
ground, fo that the Portuguefes having fpent half the 
day and gained no advantage, began now to faint un¬ 
der the toil and heat, which D. John perceiving, he , 
fpeedily pollefled himfelf of the two hills he aimed at, 

LI drew 
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drew up his Horfe in four bodies upon the Pkjni pi* 
ced his baggage in their Rear, and planted Jiis Ganon 
upon the hills. On the other fide, the Portuguefes feizes 
.the hilt which D. John had quitted, looking upon it as 
Toe battle part ofVi&ory, to poflefs the ground the Enemy had 
of Ebora. designedly abandoned* About three hours both Armies 
. continued in thefe Polls, refrelhing their wearied men, 
when D. John thinking he had given them the flip, be¬ 
gan to continue his inarch, but the Count de ViHaflor 
perceiving it, refolved not to fuffer him to go off, with¬ 
out hazarding a battle. The fignal being given, he ad¬ 
vances, and the Portugues Left wing of Horfe firft char¬ 
ged the Right of the Spanifh, who recieved them with 
liich Refolution, that the Fight continued a long time 
doubtful, till Emanuel Fretre one of the Portugues Ge¬ 
nerals of Horfe wheeling about with fome Squadrons 
he had referved, fet upon the Enemies flank and broke 
through them, whereupon the whole wing was foon put 
to flight, as was the referve coming to their relief, and 
the Left wing which was ordered to relieve the Right 
by reafon of the diftance and badnefs of the way, could 
never be brought to ingage. Mean while Count 
Scbomberg , who commanded the Portugues Foot, re- 
folved to attack the Enemy upon the hill. This being 
an A&ion rather rarti than*valiant, the Engliflo auxilia¬ 
ries undertook climbing the hill upon their hands and 
feet, and rho” many of them fell, yet the greater part 
gained the top, which encouraged three Regiments of 
Portugues Foor, to afeend a farther way about which 
. was much eafier. This extravagant ralhnefs, ot the 
Englifh, fo terrifyed the Spanifh Foot, that they 
immediately without fenfe of (hatne betook them- 
felves to flight. In a moment their whole infantry 
was put to the rout, notvvithftanding D.John alighting 
from his Horfe, performed all that.man could do to 
jnake them rally and face the Enemy. But now the 
victorious Portugues Horfe, comming in to fecond their 
'Foot, there enlued a terrible daughter, for it was no 
longer a Fight. The Duke of Sr. German who had been 
fenc before to mark out a Camp, hearing the noife of the 
Canon, halted back, and finding the whole Army dif- 
perled and routed, with much difficulty perlwaded 0. 
John to fave himfclf by flight. So both the Generals 
halted away to Aronches % D< James Ma^acan whole 
’ fquadron 
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Squadron had not been broke, gathering as many of the 
Horfe as he could, made the laft effort againlt the vig¬ 
ors, but being overpowered, he was forced to give way 
to the ftronger fide. Of the Spaniards were fiain in this D. John.' 
Fight about 4oooj the-wounded were more, and above o/Auftria 
aooo taken, and among them the Marquefs del Carpio , defeated. 
Eldeft Son to D. Lewis de Haro. Of the Portuguefes 
above 1000 were killed, and many wounded. All the 
Enemies Canon, and baggage, as alfo D. Johns moll 
fplendid Equipage was taken, 

6 . The Prifoners taken in Fight were all fenr to Lisbon] 
where the joy of the multitude was as extravagant, as 
their rage had been for the lofs of Evora. The King 
therefore finding all was fecure at home, fenc thofe 
Troops he had kept at Lisbon , to bridle the Rabble, 
under the Command of the Count de Caflanheda, to 

join the Count de VUlaflor, with ^orders to lay Siege The Count 
to Evora. Thefe two Generals put their orders in Ex- de Villa- 
ecution, and formally befieged that City, yet knowing flor mo¬ 
rn Enemy could come to it’s relief, forbore any affaults vers Ebo- 
to fpare their Men, The Count de Sartirane, who as ra * 
has been faid, was made Governour of that City by the 
Spaniards, defended it with much bravery the Space 
of Eleven days, being ignorant what was become of 
the Spanifh Army, but being then informed of it's defeat 
by a Lecter from D. John, in which he ordered him to 
provide for the fafety of his garrifon, he then Surren- 
dred the place upon honourable conditions. 

7. D. John having gathered the remains of his broken d. joha 
Army, and received lome recruits out ot Gallicia, lent atttempti 
D. James Cavallero, with a good body of Horfe and Foor, Eivas, 

to endeavour to Surprize Elvas, but the garrifon having but is re* 
taken the Alarm, he was repulfcd, and .forced to retire prefed. 
without (jffedling any thing. To add to the misfortunes 
of the Spaniards, their great Magazine ol powder which 
they had layed up at Aronches, was accidentally blown 
up, which ruined many of the new Works they had 
iriade about the Town fince they took it, and killed 
above 2000 of the garrifon and inhabitants. 

8 . Winter put not an end ro Action, for theDUke ofj^ 
Offitna, who Commanded upon the Spanifh Frontiers, 0 f offuni 
about Cuidad Rodrigo, tho’ he could gather but a (mail jjniiai. 
Force, yet being ambitious of Fame, he relolvc-d to ps/rt not 
raife a Royal-Fort, not far from Almeida the V rtmues f,r from 

^ 1 1 Frontier! Almeida,' 
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Frontier. He marched to the place he had pitched uj£ 
on with what ftrength he could make, and began the 
work which was extreamly difficult by reafon of the, 
unfeafonablencfs of the weather, and the danger from the 
Enemy, to oppofe whom he incamped before the work 
with all his Force to cover the Labourers. Peter Jajutt 
de Magallaens, who commanded upon thofe Frontiers, 
was then fick, and Alfonfo Furtado de Mendoza was fub* 
ftituted in his place. D John of Auftria who was now 
returned to Bajado% from Court, where he had been, to 
anfwer to what was obje&ed againftjiim upon account 
of his late defeat, hearing of this undertaking of the 
Duke de Ojfuna, fent him large Supplies under the 
Command of the Count Bouettc, with which acceflion 
the Duke was now increafed to about 7000 Foot,and a- 
bout 2000 Horfe. . Not above a Canon lhot from him 
lay the Pertugues Army, confiding of a like Force. 
Mendoza perceiving the Duke was not- to be drawn to 
a battle, his only defign being to cover his work, and 
it being a rafhnefs to attack him in his Camp, thought 
the only way to draw him thence would be to enter 
the borders of Caftile , and put all' things to Fire and 
Sword. To this intent he fent out a party of Horfe 
to Almeida, which the Duke perceiving, charged and 
there enfued a hot difpute; the Portuguefes giving way, 
and drawing on the Enemy till the reft of their Forces 
came up with them. Thus the Fight was protracted 
till (he grofs of both Bodies came to Engage, and then 
the Spanifh Horfe gave ground, and had been utterly 
routed, had not the Count de Bouette flood firm with 
his Troops, and given thofe that fled time to Rally. 
But the Duke perceiving there was no likelihood of 
ftanding the (hock of the Portuguefes, fent a Squadron 
of Horfe to fall into their Camp, which they underftand- 
ing, drew back to fccure their works, and rhe Spaniards 
defign, being no other than to difeharge themfelves of 
them, both parties as it were by confenc, returned to 
their Camps. The execution on both fides was e- 
qual, in all about 800 Horfe fell,.but not(b many Foot. 
This drawn battle was the iaft, neither fide being deli- 
rous too far to provoke the other. However the Duke 
finilhedthe Fore he had begun, inro which he put a ftrong 
garriibn, under the Command of D. Gregorio Tapia . 
Thus ended the Adtion of this Year, with the Year it lelt.

j.t^TO fooner the Spring begun to open then the.Pcr- 
.lN tuguefi Army to repair to their general Re.ndel- 
vouze at Efiremos'. Being aflembled to the number of 
1 5000 Foot, and 4000 Horfe, under the Command of 
the Count de Caftanheda , they marched into the Fronti¬ 
ers 0 iCafiile, with a Refolution tojaefiege Valencia de 
Alcantara , a place ftrong by Nature, but not regularly 
fortifyed. In their way they fpent fome days upon the 
Banks of the River Caia, about the Bridge of Badajos', 

(hewing themfelvesthere,as it were to provoke the Enemy 
to Battle. D. John of Auftria, who was then in chat 
City, had a fufficient Body of Horfe, but neither Foot 
enough, nor any ftore of Ammunition to encounter the 
Portuguefe, having loft all the foregoing Summer, how¬ 
ever to do what the timd would permit; he cauled all 
the Frontier Towns to be ftrongly Garrifoned, and his 
Horfe to attend the motions of the Portuguefe Army, fo 
as to keep them from ftraying to wafte the Country, but 
not to hazard an Engagement. The Count after a few The Count 
days, marched and invefted Valencia. This I own is dc Caftan- 
feated upon a cragged and rocky Ground, by it r uns a bed a he- 
rapid Stream , and on its North fide is a large plain ; izQes 
had no modem Fortification, as was laid before, howe- lencia, de 
ver fome new Works lately cafl up, added to the Natu- Acancaia. 
ral Scituation of the place, rendred it of a conlidcrable 
Strength. Falritius ftpjfa, an Italian of. known Valour 
and Conduct, was Governour of the Place, and had 
with him a refolute Garrifon of Spaniards and Italians. 

The Count de Caftanheda, perceiving the ftrength of the 
Place, and refolution of the Garrifon, refolyed formally 
to befiege it, and to that purpofe,polfeiring himfelf of the 
Monaftery of St. Francis, which was within Cannon lhot 
of the Wall,planted there his firft Batttery, and then railed 
feveral others in convenient Places. Mean while D. 

John of Auftria, being in care for the Town, fent D. 

James Correa with'allthe Horfe, either to attempt put¬ 
ting fome Succour into the Town, if he found an Op¬ 
portunity, or at leaft by his Prefence, to encourage the 
Defendants. Correa having marched up to the Portu¬ 
guefe Lines, and finding them in a poiture to receive 
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him, attempted nothing, but wheeled off again, and 
marched bark till Night over-rook him. Then, having 
ordered his Troops to halt, he fent out Count Bouette 
with a Party, to bring in fome Provifions for his weary- 
cd Men: The Count being departed, a hidden cloud of 
Dull pwhich arofe, being driven by the ftrength of die 
Wind ,fo terrified the Spaniards, who imagined the whole; 
Pormuefe Army was coming upon them, that they dif- 
perfed and fled about all the Hills, calling away their 
Arms, and leaving their Baggage, fo that all their Com¬ 
mander James Correa could do, was not of any efte# 
to bring them again into a Body. Count Bcmtte retur¬ 
ning with the Provifions he had gather’d, found only the 
icatter’d Baggage, and marks of their flight, where¬ 
upon, he went after, and having overtaken them in the 
Morijing, they returned together with dilhonour m 
Badajo%, But rhe Count dc Cafianbeda making ufe of 
his time, and having now made feveral Breaches in the 
Walls lit for an alfiuilt, fent to fummons rhe Governor so 
lurrendcr in time, fince all hope of Relief was vanilhed, 
and the place was in no condition to hold out. The 
Govcrnour to gain time, cn.trcd upon a Treaty, but pro- 
poled fuch high Terms that they were fcornfully rejed> 
ed by the Portuguese and immediately;the Batteries were 
renewed wirh more ficrcenefs than before. Then fol¬ 
lowed a furious Affault;, which the bclieged flood with 
fuch undaunted Refolution, that after a great flaughter 
on both fides, rhe Portngucfes were compelled to give it 
over. This repnlfe moved the Count to carry .on his 
r/orks more deliberately, and endeavour to fpare the 
Blood of his Soldiers. But it was not long before Am¬ 
munition began ro grow Icarce in the Town, which o- 
biiged rhe Governor no hearken to a Capitulation offer¬ 
ed h .rn by the Portit^ucj e, for fear leaft they becoming 
icnfible of his want, fliould afterwards impofc harder 
Conditions upon him. However, though the Propofal 
was mod; grateful, yet he carrycd himfclf very high, and 
would not leem to comply, but upon powerful Argu¬ 
ments and Perfwafions. At length, after much debate, 
it was concluded, that befidcsall other Honourable Con¬ 
ditions, the Govcrnour fliould be allowed to fend to D, 
John of Aufiria for Relief, and that if he were not then 
relieved, he fhould furrendcr the Town, In the mean 
while all Holt Hides were to ccafe, and a Meffenger 
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having brought this account to £>. John, he fent D. James 
Correa with 3000 Foot/and what Hbrfe he had ro at¬ 
tempt to fuccour the Town, but hebeing much inferi¬ 
or In all refpeirts to the Befiegers, thought not fit to 
expofe his fmall Forces to. certain Deftru&ion. After 
the expiration of the four Days, the Govcrnour deli¬ 
vered up the Place, marching out with his Garrifon up¬ 
on as honourable Conditions, as he could himfclf de- 

man d. * 

2. Whilft D. John of Aufiria & Credit daily decreafed 
on account of thefe many Ioffes, the Duke of Ojfuna T 
thought it fit to raife his own Reputation. In order 0 j 
hereto, he marched to Caftel Rodrigo, a Portuguefe Town, a J 
encompaffed| with an old but ftrong Wall, and feveral ft 
Out-works ; yet better fecured by the Courage and Ex- g< 
perience of its Governour, John Ferreira, who had n 
there in Garrifon a Regiment of tryed Valour. This 
place the Duke hoped to have carryed by Storm, but 
having been feveral times beaten off with great lots ; he 
fate down quietly before it with 7000 Foot, fending a- 
bout his Horfe to gather Provifions. After a few days 
lying ftill, as if he had no further defign againft the 
Place, he marched off that he might the better iurpnze' 
the Garrifon, for in the dead of a dark Night, he rctut- 
ned again, attempted to fcale the Walls, where the 
Watch was negligently kept, yet being difeovered, and 
the Town taking the Alarm, he was beaten off, and no 
hope lefc of prevailing, either by an Mault, or Sur¬ 
prize. Both thefe Defigns failing, he refolved upon a 
formal Siege, and accordingly raifed his Battcries,whence 
he fliook and ruined the Walls with his heavy Cannon. 

; peter Jaques de MagaHaens, who commanded the Po)~ 
tuguefe Forces in thole Parcs, and to whom the defence 
of that Garrifon belonged, having gathered all the for¬ 
ces of that Province, marched with fpeed to its relief, 
and ported himfelf on a Hill, oppofite to the Town, 10 
difpoiing his Troops thac the Enemy could not judge of 
their number, hoping thereby to move them to raile the 
Siege, which fell out as he exported ; for the Duke not 
being abie to judge of his Strength, thought not good 
to expofe himfelf to uncertainties, and therefore drew 
off from the Place. Peter Jaques having gained this 
Point, refolved to purfue the Enemy, and force him to 
a Battle before he received die Reinforcement he cxpeCt- 
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ed from D. $ohn. Ic was.no hard matter to draw the 
Duke to a Battle, he being a Man that relyed more 
upon Chance and Fortune, then Prudence and Condud- 
therefore as foon as he perceived the Portunufes were 
not fuperiour to him in number, he chofe his Ground 
apd drew up his Men. Both parties being difpofed for 
the Fight, the Spaniards made the firft onler, advancing 
haftily and Firing ; but their Precipitation put them into 
Diforder, which the Portugusfcs taking the advantage of 
they fell in with their Horfe and Foot, and in a momem 
7 b! Duke put them to the rout. The Duke, who had rather 
ever thrown play the part of a Soldier then a General, having in 
to Petcr perion feveral times charged the Enemy, feeing himfelf 
Jaques de ajmoft abandoned by his own People, and befet by his 
Magalla- Ad verfanes, at laft lived himfelf by Flight. Of the' Spa- 
CSis. wards, about 2000 were killed, anil near 500 taken - of 
t'ncl>ortu?wJes,%an were loft : All the Spaniards Baggage 
and Cannon, with the Duke’s Equippage were taken. 
This Adtion was performed about the beginning of the 
Summer^ afterwards the Hears increafing, and both 
Farcies being fufficiently worn and tired, they retired in¬ 
to quarters of Refrefhmenr, and nothing more happened 
worth the relating • let us therefore pals on to the enfu?

,; WE are now drawing to the end of this tedious War, 
_ and though betwixt the death of King John,and 
the Conclufiorj of the Peace, there happened feveral 
rhings remarkable enough in the Civil Government: yet 
I have thought fit not to interrupt the Series of Marfhal 
Affairs now drawing to a Period, but rather to put an 
end to the coarle of thefe extern contentions, ana when 
i come to relate the inteftine Troubles and Confufions, 
then at once to fum up thofe Accidents that preceded 
in order to them, that then the Reader may with the 
more eafe to his Memory, take firit a view of the whole 
War, and next of the ftrange Caraltrophe that enfued, 
with all_the previous Accidents tending to it. 

2. Before the main; Armies could take the Field, both 
parties cealed not to in’felt their Enemies Frontiers, with 
ireqitent Incurfions, But for the moft part, thefe AdH* 
4 ' • . ons 
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ons were inconfiderable, being rather like Robberies, A Body of 
then publick Hoftilities. The firft Atftion of moment Spanilh 
we find this Year, was an incurfion made by 1000 P<?r- Hwfc 
muefe Horfe, towards Badajo plundering and burning te *' 
all the ^Country before them. Count Marjini at this 
time, commanded’ on the Spanifh Frontiers, who upon 
the news of the Spoil made by the Portuguefes , comman¬ 
ded D. James Correa General of the Fiorfe, with 500 
Men to oppofe the Enemy. Correa after representing 
die weaknels of that number, having received a check 
for his feafonable Advice, marched out. The Purtu- 
guefes were then difperfed, but hearing of the Approach 
of the Enemy, affembled their Troops, and having lay’d 
part of them in Ambufh, with the remainder charged 
the Spaniards , who meeting lefs oppofition then they 
had expedted, thought themfelves fecure of the Vidtory, 
till being encompaffed by thofe that rofe our of the Am- 
bufli, moft of them were either killed or taken. D. 

James Correa , with thofe few chat could efcape, fled to 
Badajo not much troubled at his lofs, becaufe he had 
been contrary to his Judgment and Advice, fent upon 
the Acftion with fo fmall a Force. 


3. Whether it was that the Portuguefes were refolved 
to (land upon the Defenfive, and therefore lpared their 
Forces; or that the Difficulties their new rifing King- T02 Mar* 
dom labour'd under, would not permit them to be fo qmjs of 
forward as the Enemy, is hard to determine ; but cer- Ci.acena 
tain it is, the Spaniards were generally the firft that General jf 
took the Field. So this Year, the Marquefs of Car ace- j SP 311 ^ 
m , who with a general Applaufe for his good Service arc s « 
in Italy , and the Low-Coimtrics\ had been appointed 
General for this War, having taken a review of his 
Army, which he found to conlilt of 12000 Foot, and a- 
bout 6500 Horfe, marched into Portugal , with a full 
Refolution to befiege ViUaviciofa m This Town is the 
antient Scat and Patrimony of the Dukes of Bragan^a, 
and is properly called ViUaviciofa , becaufe of the plea- 
fantnefs of the Air, theTruitfulnefs of the Soil, the beau¬ 
ty of its Forrcfts, and other Delights wherewith that 
Territory abounds. The Town it felf is feated on a 
high Hill, and is divided into three parts. The firft 
which is in the nature of a Suburb, contains feveial 
Monafteries, many Inhabitants, and the {lately Houfe of 
the Djake of Bragan^a, To this joyns the Town, eu- 
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compafled with an old Wall, but little inhabited. A** 
•bove all, ftands the .Caftle, well enough fortifyed for 
that time, having a Ditch* a covered Way, a Half- 
Moon, and other Works. Chriflpphcr Brito , was at 
this time Governor of the place, and had under him fe- 
veral expert Commanders, and i ooo Garrifon Soldiers,* 
befides the ToWns-men that were fit to bear Arms. As 
foon as Brito underftood the Enemy advanced towards 
him, he fecured and {lengthened three ftrong Pofts 


without the Walls, vi%. the Duke of Bragan^as'* Houfe, 
Th ftt - which was built like a Caftle ; the Fort of St. Bentdift; 
aueff" an ^ r ^ e Gate ca ^ ec * No. Eighteen Companies of Spanijh 
Caracena Mufquetiers immediately affatiltcd theic. three Pofts at 
befieges * the * ame ^ me muc h Bravery, but they were all 
Viilivicio**three with no lefs Valour made good by the Defendants, 
fa. However, Brito confidering thole places were too far 

remote from the Town, to be kept without great ha¬ 
zard of weakning his main Strength, drew off his Men 
‘the Night following, and abandoned them. AsToon as 


Day appeared, the Spaniards commanded by Bpdericl ^ 
Moxiea , enrred the Houfes next to the Town, without 
any Oppofition, all that were able to bear Arms, being 
withdrawn into the Town. Here the Soldiers commit¬ 


ted all the Outrages that could be cxpe&cd from the 
cruelleft Enemy, fparing neither Sex nor Age ; ravifhing 
Women, and prophaning even the Churches, tillTome 
religious Men who had made their Elcape, giving an 
account of thefe barbarous Proceedings to the Marquds 
of Cara%ena y he took Order to cure this Licentioufnefs 
of the Soldiers. Being thus poffeffed of the Suburb, 
tjie Marquefs planted his Cannon againft the Town, but 
being impatient of delay, he atfaulted the Wall with 
Scaling Ladders, and at the fame time npplyed a Petard 
to one'of the Gates, yet all in Vain, for he met with 
fuch vigorous Refiltance , that he was compelled to 
draw off his Men. Next he appfyed himfelf rounder- 
mining, but the Earth being unfir, this Work proved 
more prejudicial to him than ro the Befieged, Ac laft, 
having made fome Breaches in the Walls, the Italian 
Foot were ordered to mount them, which they perform¬ 
ed with as much Gallantry as could be imagined, but 
thofe who to divert the Befieged, were to Scale the 
Walls, being eafily repulled with great Lofs, by reaion 
their Ladders were too fliort, and all the Strength of

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the beGeged making good the breaches,' all that the lin* 

Hans could do was to lodge themfelves under the Walls. 

In the Mean while the Spaniards who be/ieged the Caftl kt 
were not Idle, but having battered it gave a moft furi^. 
ous affault tho* with no better fuccefs than the Italians', 
had done, yet with greater (laughter 6n both fidesw In- 
this Action Brito the Governoftr received three wounds,< 
and loft: feveral Officers and Soldiers of good Note. Af-c 
ter thefe repulfes, the Marquefs proceeded cainioufty,, 
yet never ceafing to batter the works wiph hi^CafmOnv^ 

At length receiving intelligence that the Portugues Arrifty 
was upon it’s march from BJlremo% to relieve the place, 
leaft he ffiould find his Forces divided betwixt the Town 7 
and the Caftle, he refolved to bend his whole ftrengtlv. 
againft the Town and to leave the Caftle for another 
time. However leaft the befieged Humid have the op¬ 
portunity of relieving the Town from the Caftle, he, 
commanded the Spanijh Foot to attack the palifode of the" 

Caftle,^whilft the Italians gave the Central affault to- 
the Town. This Acftion was very hot, both parties he- 
| isg obftinately fet down not to give way, but at laft Va- 
1 lour muft give place to number, and the Italians having 
1 gained the tops of the Walls and breaches, fuch of the 
| defendantsas efcaped were forced to retireintothe CaftleJ 
I Nothing being now left the befieged but the Caftle,. 
j the Marquefs fent to Summons the Governour to Sur- 
I render, threatning the danger of delay, who never- 
| thelefs fent the meffenger back with a very flight an- 
| fwer. The Marquefs being now wholly intent upotf 
1 taking the Caftle, raifed a battery againft it upon the 
1 top of the Church, dedicated to the Conception of our

i ned to their'General with the News of what theyhad rdteve y\l+ 
done. In the next place, the Count called a Council of iavlcI0 ‘ * 
War, to confult whether it were fit to hazard a battle, 
j where it was unanimoufly decreed to Fight the Enemy. 

] The Count being joyful at this univerfal agreement, fent 
i : ' prefently 


1 
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prefently a Tmnpetcr, to advertife the Marquefs of 
Cara^ena of his approach, and to let him know how 
pleafing it was to him to give battle to fo great a Ge¬ 
neral. The Marquefs looked upon this meflage only as 
a bravado, and fent {jack an anfwer accordingly, then 
calling a Councel of War, after fundry opinions had 
been heard, the Marquefs his opinion prevailed which 
was to give the Enemy battle. This done he made 
choice of a Plain below the Caftle, whether he marched 
with his Army, leaving 1500 Foot, which he judged a 
fufficient ftrength to keep in the befieged. 

5. Near to ViUaviciofa is a Plain commonly called the 
Battle ^ki n °f Montefclaros , encompaffed about with Hills 
once- ^ Rocky cliffs, but pleafant and diverfifyed with 
Trees and Vineyards, and full of ditches and other im¬ 
pediments to Armies. Into this Plain, the Portuguefes 
came fir ft leading 16000 Foot, and 6000 Horfe. The 
Spaniard was much weaker, having loft many men in 
the fiege befides thofe he had left at the Caftl^ The 
Marquefs of Cara^ena knowing the nearer the Enemy 
drew to him, the more advantagious the ground was 
for him, becaufe there was not Room to fpread abroad, 
he caufed his men to poffefs themfelves of that ground, 
his Foot ftretched out, keeping the fide of the Moun¬ 
tain, and his Horfe marching in the Plain on. the Lefr. 
This his celerity did nor a little ftartie the Count of 
€aftanbena> for that his Foot and Artillery were not as 
yet come up, and he feared ro be Forced to engage be¬ 
fore they could reach him, but Count Schomberg upon 
advice from him, haftning their march, delivered him 
from this perplexity. - The Marquefs drew up his Foot 
in two Lines, the Horfe becaufe the ground would al¬ 
low no more Front were drawn up in five, the Spanifh 
Horfe had the Right wing, the Forrcigriers the Lefr. 
In the Portugues Army, almoll all the Horfe were on 
the Right, and the Foot on the Left, the nature of the 
place not allowing the Horfe to be imbattled on both 
wings, yet among the Horfe were dii noted fome Com¬ 
panies of chofen Foot. That wing which confuted only 
of Foot, was in two Lines, yet all was fo contrived 
that the Horfe could fpeedily relieve the Foot, or the 
Foot the Horfe as occafion required. Things being in 
this pofture, after the Canon had played, The Mar¬ 
quefs Commands Alexander Prin^ of Parma , General 
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of the Forreign Hbrfe, to charge the Portugues " Right 
Wing, which he performed with fuch Valour and fury, 
that he drove the firft Line of the Portuguefes in great 
diforder upon their Rear. The Spaniards having in the 

K r uit broke their Ranks, fell in upon the pikes of the 
r, that had been mixed with the Horfe, which forely 
galling them, quite changed the Face of Affairs j for 
whilft they Laboured to extricate themfelves from that 
peril, the Horfe who before had fled, rallying^ charged 
them afrefh. They that before thought themfelves vict¬ 
orious, being thus prefTed on all fides began to give way 
and fall into diforder: Then Count Itybata who Com¬ 
manded the German Horfe, feeing them juft ready to fly, 
rode up a in Rage, and upbraiding the cowardize of his 
men, brought them on to the Charge afrefli. The Prince of 
Parma alfo rallying thofe that were difperled, the batde was 
again renewed, and the Portuguefes charged more fierce¬ 
ly than at the. firft onfey inlomuch that the Spaniards 
prevailed driving their enemies, and the Germans ha¬ 
il ving made their,way through the Righr, were falling 
? in upon the Left wing. The Portugues General percei- 
^ ving the danger, fent Count Schomberg , the Count de Sr. 
jj Lorenco y and other chief Officers, to give a check to the 
jj Enemy. Thefe having gathered thedifperfed Troops, and 

I drawn frefh fuccours from all fides, reftored the Fight, 
yet fo that both * wings were joyned together, and fo 
prefled the harder upon the Spani/h Troops, almoft tired 
with the fatigue of the long Service. Hereupon the Mar- 
i quefs o (Cara^ena, who froma Hill viewed the A&ionand 
gave orders, feeing his Left wing born down, fent or- 
j ders to James Corrta who Commanded on-the Right, 
j either to come immediately to the relief of the Left, or 
j elle by charging upon the Left of the Portuguejes ro draw 
1 them away to him. Correa obeyed not his orders, whe- 
j ther through cowardice, or Treachery, or that the 
i ground would not permit, is uncertain. Thus the Ita* 
| Hans and Germans being forfaken by their Friends, and 
befet on all fides by their Enemies, were almoft all cut 
j off, yet dyed not unrevenged, having made a great 
i flaughter, and amidit the multitude, flain many Officers 
of n6te. Count Schomberg narrowly efcaping when his 
Horfe was killed under him. Now at length the Spa~ 

, tufh Right wing came on, after their Left was utterly 
| but it was a matter of much difficulty to charge 

over 
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ov<er the heaps of dead Bodies, and fcatter'd Arms. B* 
dides the Horfe were gauled by t;he feathering Compa¬ 
nies of Foot, who with their Pikes, difeompofed and 
broke their Ranks, fo that they were forced to wheel 
often, and rather defend themfelves, then offend their 
Enemies. At length being fecondedby their Foot, they 
gave fuch a violent Charge, that the Portuguefes , who 
bad flood long to it before with various Fortune, faint¬ 
ing, *began again to decline, till their General, the 
'Count'of Cafianbeda fee]ng that was the laft effort, com¬ 
ing in with his Guards and what Troops he could ga¬ 
ther, and adling the part of a Soldier, as well as of a 
(Genera], infpir d new Courage into them, and reftored 
the Fight. Jn this Heat, when the Succefs flood doubt¬ 
ful, two things concurred to beftow the Vi&ory on the 
Portuguefe . Une was the taking of fames Correa,' Ge¬ 
neral'of the Spanifh Horfe, the other, that the Sniffers 
ferving in the Spanifh Army, being difeontented for want 
of their pay, went, over to tnfem. The Spanifh Horfe 
-difmayed at thefe two unexpected Accidents, immedi¬ 
ately fell off, the Portuguefes prefling upon them, yet fo 
as not being fuffer’d to purfuc, the others rather re¬ 
tired then fled. ' Nothing remained now but the Foor, 
who being befet, for that Count Schomberg had feized 
all the advantagious Pofts, fought defpe rately, having 
y fcarce any hopes left to efcapc. The Fight had lafted 
. feven Hours, and both fides being tired, both the fyr- 
tiifh Horfe and Foot , becaufe the Portuguefe did not 
purfue, marched oft* with Speed, and began to ga¬ 
ther up fuch as had fled farther, fo that they made 
a confiderable Body. Count Cafianbeda unwilling 
to fuffer fo great a Party to efcape, fent Vafconcellos and 
John dc Silva with feme Troops of Horfe, who wheeling 
about a Monaftery, fell in with them, and flayed their 
March till the Count came up with the reft of the Ar¬ 
my. The Spaniards being thus enclofed without hope 
of fafety, either by fighting or flying, were finally over¬ 
thrown and cut to pieces. About 4000 Foot of feveral 
Nations, who before the Spaniards were enclofed, had 
retired to a place of Strength, feeing the whole Army 
loft,.fur-rendered upon Difcrecion. Near 1000 more, 
who had-fled to the Woods, were either taken, or pe- 
riflied there. In all about 5000 of th e Spaniards are re¬ 
ported to have been killed, and not fewer taken, anC j. 
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of both forts were many Officers of Note.. Nor was 
ihe Victory cheaply boughr, aboVe 2,000 of the Vidors 
,being flain, among which were feveral remarkable Per- 
fons. This was the decifive Battle of Montefclnrosf 
.which finally fettled the Crown upon the Head of the 
new King of Portugal, The Marquefs of Cara^ena fee-* 
ing all loft* made his way to Viilaviciofa y where he 
ordered the Forces he had left there, to continue the 
Siege, to rife from before the Place, leaft they fliould be 
overwhelmed by the Vi&orious Army. They with all 
foeed drew off their Artillery, and marching in good 
Order, though often attacked by the Portuguefes , made 
good their Retreat, firft to Jurumenba , and thence to 
T}adajo%, whither thefmall remainder of the Army was 
fled. Thus the Marquefs in his old Age, tarnilhed that 
Reputation he had gained in his Youth. 

6 . This great Battle was the laft A&ion of Note, that j pjjj. 
concluded the War betwixt Spain and Portugal ; for jjp 0 f 
this Year, on the 17 tb. at Ollober, dyed Philip the IV. Spain's 
| King of Spain , leaving that Crown to his Son Charles II, Death ( 

! then but four Years of Age, and the Government being 
; in the Queen his Mother, fhe foon after concluded a 
.1 Peace with Portugal . Having now put an end to the 
jj War, wefhall in the few remaining Years, have occa- 
I Con only to treat of the Depofition of King Alphonfo, 

| which infued, and the tendencies to it. 

J 7. However, to the end that Narration may be no ways 
\ interrupted, though this be not exactly the proper 
j] place, we will proceed without interruption to what 
j remains. Great debates had been at the Court of Ma - 
| ibid, after the death of King Philip upon the lubjeeft of 
I Peace or War. Not only the multitude, but even the 
j moft confiderable .of the Nobility, considering the great 
j Expence, the many Lofles, and the little Progreis made 
: in the War, were inclinable to Peace. The Queen her 
] felf was for it, but politick feemed averfe, the better 
•j todifeover the difpofitions of the People. Nor would 
i fhe leem to comply with their defires alone, till the 
Englifh Ambaflador then Rehdent at Madrid , had ligni- 
\ foci to her, that unlels fhe would hearken to fome Ptopo- 
; &ls of Peace, the King his Matter lhould be obliged 
i to pretext and defend bis Brother the King of Portugal , 
j w tth all his Forces both by Sea and Land. Thefe 
] Threats joyn’d to the general confent of her own Sub- 
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lefts; at length drew the Queen to aflentto a Treaty; 
By her the King of England was chofen Mediator, and 
Guarantee for the Treaty and Peace that was to enfue. 
Coinmiflion was given to the Marquefs del Carpio, 
then a Prifonerat Lisbon, to make the Overtures, and 
Treat with full Power. Not to enter into the tedious 
Tranfa&ions of the Treaty; or to fill up too much 
fpace with the Articles at large, the fubftance of them 
Whereupon the Peace was finally concluded was this. 
That both Kings (hould reftore all Places taken du* 
ring the War, which either of them pofleft, appertain¬ 
ing to the junfdidhon of the other, except Ceuta , on the 
Coaft of Africky which the Marquefs del Carfio refer¬ 
red to hisKing. That all Confutations made during 
the War, fhould be reftored by the Peace. That all 
Trade and Commerce fhould be free betwixt the two 
Crowns, and the Portuguefes in Spain to enjoy the fame 
Priviledges as the Englifh did ; the Spaniards m Portugal 
the fame they flood poflefled of in the time of King Se- 
bajflian. That all Prifoners on both fides be fet at.li¬ 
berty without Ranfom. That the Portuguefes have free 
pafiage through all. the Dominions of the Catholick 
King, either by Sea or Land. That all Controverfies 
arifing on account of Trade, or otherwile, (hall be ami¬ 
cably compofed betwixt the two Kings, without having 
recourfe to Arms. That the King of Portugal, if he 
think fit, may be admitted into the League that is be¬ 
twixt his Catholick Majefty, and the King of Great 
Britain . All other points to remain in the fame Condi- 
tionthey were in during the Reign'of King Sebapan, 
That the Kingjof England be Guarantee for thele Arti¬ 
cles .concluded, and Mediator in all fuch OiHerences as 
may happen to arife. Upon thefe Conditions the veice 
was concluded betwixt his Catholick Majefty, a™ the 
King of Portugal, through the Interpofition and Media¬ 
tion of the King of Great Britain ; this was the end oj 
that War, which had now continued 28 1 ears, anu 
thus the Houfe of Bragan^a was eftabliflied upon the 
Throne of Portugal. 
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The Conclufion of the Hiftory. 

TTAving now brought the War to this happy Conclu- 
n fion, for the Houfe of Bragan^a, it remains w e A word 
ftiould fhew into what Troubles' and Confufions they concerning 
brought themfelves to the endangering of the new gotten 
Kingdom, to the ruin of their Head,the then King,to the * e • 
perpetal in fairi^of the difloyal Aftors, and to the afto- 
niftiment of all their Neighbours, who were.fpe&ators of 
their monftrous proceedings. It will not fuit with the 
brevity of this Hiftory, to clear all the matters of letter 
moment, which others have handled at large, and for the 
moft part with more Partiality, then folid Truth. Let it 
fufEce, that nothing fliall be omitted which is worthy of 
Memory, and might feem to influence, or promote 
thole alterations that happened in the State. The ac¬ 
count of the War with Sjtain has been taken from the 
belt Authors that have treated thereof, but in the 
enfuing Difcourfe, I have not 0rJy confuted Authors, 
who as was faid before, are too Partial, or clfe wanted 
Information ; but having had the advantage of living .a 
conliderable time in Portugal , I have received great 
Light into thofe Affairs from feveral Perfons of Pru- t 
dence and Judgment, who were Eye-wicnettes to all the 
Tranfa&ions. But becaufe it may be offenfive to fome 
to lay the Truth too naked,' I fhall abridge the Relation 
as much as may be, giving all the refpect to the Li¬ 
ving, that the Subject will bear without wronging the 
Qead. Nothing of Favour nor Attention can draw my 
Pen to favour either fide, as well in regard I am a 
Stranger to both, as for that I can expect no Reward 
or Inrereft from thofe that are depreft, but ought rather 
tomiftruft being cryed down by the prevalent Faction. 

Whatever my Fortune is, I will not conceal the Truth, 
but to avoid all Reflection, will barely relate the mat- 
I ter of fact, without difeanting upon it.

Hand. This fatal Palfie, may be laid to have been the 
very Source of all thi$ unfortunate King’s Calamities, 
for though, as has bqeft faid, there was fcarce any token 
of it left in him ; 'yet his Enemies made their ule of it, 
to perfwade the ignorant, that it hadaffedled his Brain, 
, and that he was confequently become unfit for Govern¬ 

ment; To gain their (launders the more Reputation, 
they never ceafed to accufe him of falfe Crimes, and to 
blacken in the moft odious manrier, hisjouthful Over¬ 
fights and Extravagancies, which in th$bfclves were no 
more then what are daily feen in thofe raw Years, where 
Power is joyned to heat of Blood. The Nobility were 
averfe to him, becaufe he was naturally vehement, and 
therefore they feared be would in time crufli their Pride, 
and make them fenfible of that diftance which ought to 
be betwixt a Monarch and a Subject, His Mother a 
haughty Woman, became implacable, becaufe being al¬ 
ways ufed to rule, (he muft againft her Will refign-up 
the Power to him. His Queen it is^mofl; likely, bore 
more Affeftion to his Brother then to him, as is vifible 
by the Privacies that palled betwixt them, from her flrft 
coming into the Kihgjlbm. His Brother could not 
withftand the Temptation of a Crown, which by ftretch- 
ing out his Hand might be fecured, and by delaying too 
long, might have flipt away for ever, if the Kang had 
* either had Blue, or out-lived him. 'And id fine, the 
giddy multitude were ever lovers of Change, and fo 
artificially prepared by the horrid Reports daily fpread 
againft the King, that many of them looked upon him 
no otherwife, then as a Monfter, or a Fury, for fo was 
he reprefented to them , and the cuftom of Portugal 
is fuch, as their Kings are but little feen by the Pec£

We ode- King dying, and his Queen entering upon the 

inira Go* Regency, D. Francis dc Faro i Count of Odcmira> was 
vermr to appointed Governor to r the young King /Hpbonfo, who 
tie ywg being a Man of excellent parts, and ailyed to the Blood- 
Kmg. His Royal, omitted nothing that might be conducing to the 
v:,inner of Improvement oF his Charge, taking care that he fhould 
proceeding' be inftriuftcd in fuch Learning, as becaifce a Prince, and 
infilling into him Inch notions of Politicks, as his Age 
was capable of. Alphotifo was not naturally addicted to 
(indy, and therefore perhaps made not fo great an Im¬ 
provement* as his Governor.cxpedlcd, who not confi- 
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dering his Age, would-perhapshave him to be a Man 
before his time, and therefore was much offended, chac 
he would addict himfelf to rhe Company of other Boys 
like himfelf, and follow rhe Spores ufed among them. 
But generally (peaking, the King’s greateft delight was 
in violent Exercifes, and particularly in making parties 
of Boys, and feeing them fight. Among the reft that 
tiled to divert him, was one Antony Conti de Vintimi 
glia, the Son of a Gehocfe Merchant, .but bom at Lis¬ 
ten, who being crafty above his Years, by always ap¬ 
plauding and furthering the King’s Defigns, fo worked 
himfelf into his Affe&ion, that he took no Delight in 
any paftime without him. Conti knew fo well how to 
improve his Fortune, and the King’s Favour, that at 
length, he became by his continual attendance upon 
him, an Eye-fore to the Count de Odemira, and gene¬ 
rally to all the Nobility, who were jealous that a Man of 
mean extra&ion (houldhave the Earoftheir Prince, fear¬ 
ing he might in time grow up fo as to cope with their 
Grandeur. Hereupon the Queen joyned her Authori¬ 
ty to that of the Count, to forbid the King’s farther en¬ 
tertaining of young Conti. He obeyed for a while, or 
at leaft faw him biit by Health, till ac length impatient 
to be curbed, he flighted their injunctions, and fell again 
to his former familiarities with him. The Queen and 
Count who had no power to conftrain, feeing chcu^rd- 
vice rejected, were forced to connive at this return of 
their Familiarity, hoping that Time, or fome Accident 
would change the King’s Inclination. The King being 
of Age to be able to mount a Horfe, his- Governour in- 
ftructed him carefully in that manly Exercife, as belie¬ 
ving this might conduce to draw him from other left 
honourable Paftimes, but it proved nor as he expected; 
For Alphonfo took the advantage of the riding place, 
to admit not only Conti , but alfo many others of the 
meaneftlort, whom he delighted to fee wreftle, pitch 
the Bar, and Fight, not iparing at times to mix himfelf 
among them. The Count not knowing what other 
eburfe to take to break the King of that Company, ad¬ 
ventured one day to caft them all out of the Place in 
the King's fight, reproaching and threatening them all, 
but particularly Conti , to whom he denounced Death, 
if he were feen again with the King, who though ac 
that time he faid nothing, yet he highly refented it, and 
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afterwards was mindful of this Boldnefs off his Gover¬ 
nor. The ablence of Conti lafted not long, for the 
King’s Mind being wholly bent upon him, and Tome 
who thought to make their Fortunes by flatcery, repre- 
feniing this Separatiou as a Diminution of the Royd Au¬ 
thority, he was foot) recall’d. Being to return to Court 
the more to terrifie his Enemies, he endeavoured, and 
that fuccefsfully, to incline the King to mifchievous 
Sports, fuch as fighting of Maftivts, Bulls and Hones, 
and to flinging of Stones with Slings, which often flying 
at Rovers, did harm to People at a diftance. Thele acci¬ 
dents were the caufe that no Murther, or other Muchief, 
was committed in the City, but what was improved by . 
his Enemies, as if Countenanced by Alplmfo. But now 
the Count de Odemira to draw him from thele unteeinly 
Exercifes, put him upon Fencing, in which he made no 
great Improvement, becaufe he would not obferve Kuly, 
but wholly put himfelf upon cutting and thrufting wih 
all his Force in fuch jo. t, as he often eluded Art it felf. 

• Within the fame Pallace with the King, lived his Bro- 
. ther Peter , and their Mother the Queen Regent, a Wo¬ 
man not fo zealous for her Children, as careful to pre- 
ferve the power (he had got, being ufed to rule, and 
difdaining to part with it. The Infante, fo all the Chil¬ 
dren of Kings are called, ("except the Heir to the Crown, 
v/haalone has the Title of Prince) and his Brother 
werdtver at Variance, nor was it poffible to reconcile 
them, becaufe the Elder looked upon it as a Preemp¬ 
tion in the younger, who blamed and condemned all 
his Actions, and the younger being fupported by his 
Mother and the great ones of his Parry, never cealcd.ro 
give him frefh provocations. Antony Conti perceiving 
the'King was now at thofe Years, that the Charms or 
Beauty began to work upon him, loft not this opportu¬ 
nity of-fecuring himfelf in his Favour, bur by all pofli- 
ble means endeavoured to heighten his Defirc, and pro¬ 
mote his Pleafure. The Queen Mother obferving that her 
Son, though he carried It with great Diffimulation in 
refpedi: to her, could not forbear calling many amorous 
glances upon her Ladies, and fearing leaft the fplendor 
of the Crown might induce fome of {hem to iubmic to 
his Will, found no expedient to fecure their Honour, 
but by taking away all Opportunity. To this purpoie, 

(he appointed him a feparate Retinue, and a particular 

rmart- 
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apartment in the Pallace, which, tho’ lie was of Age 
(he had forbore doing before, leaft he (hould wreft the 
Government, fhe was fo unwilling to part with, out of 
her hands. This fudden change for fome time withheld 
Alphonfo, always befet with the great men of die King¬ 
dom from the mean company he before took delight in. 
ButConfi fearing leaft if he took to a folid deportment, 
his favour would foon decline, never ceafcd till he drew 
him back from thofe grave formalities, to the practice 
of his former violent and extravagant Exercifes. It is 
worth the obferving, that tho’in Portugal it be one of 
the things the Nobility and Gentry moft value them- 
felves upon, to ride at a Bull with a (pear and (trike him 
therewith, yet, one of the great crimes objected agninit 
Alphonfo, is that as he was riding in the Plain beyond 
Tam he. ran with his fpear at a Bull, but fo unfor¬ 
tunately, that his Horfe being gored he was call to 
the ground and taken up for dead. His delighting in 
unruly Horfes, his liking to fierce Dogs and many 
other fuch youthful exccfles are urged againft him 
and painted out as the blackeft infamies. Yet no¬ 
thing has fince been more improved to his disadvantage, 
or then made a greater noife, than his attack,nj; alone fond” 
three men in a dark Night whom for a confiderable^ 
fpace he fet very hard, till Number prevailing he 
at length fell, having received at their bands two wounds 
and was faved from farther perill by his fervants com- 
ining in. Thefe very Actions alledged againft him, 
prove that he was not fo Lamed with the Palfy, as was 
pretended by his adverfaries. And as for the extrava¬ 
gancy of quarrelling in the ftrect, it is a fault fo habi¬ 
tual to Youth in all parts, that to objedt it to him, 
as a crime unpardonable, looks as if indeed there were 
none real jo accufe him of. But it is molt certain that 
what in the unfortunate is accounted Vice, in the for¬ 
tunate pafles for Virtue. However after he was recovered 
of his wounds, the Councel of State in the Name of the 
Kingdom made a remonftrance to him, upbraiding nun 
with things paft and defiring him for the future to have 
more regard to the fafety of his Perlon. Indeed as it pro¬ 
ved a courfe piece of Court-fhip to pray their King to jpare 

his Life that he might afterwards End it miferably in 

imprifonment. This remonftrance hadi fuch eftedt upon 
the King, that tho’ he did not abandon Vice, jet he 
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changed thofe, his fierce inclinations, for others more 
foft and fecure, luch as are the intriegues of Love, & 
that now his whole ddighr faas in Feafting and Women, 
He walked the ftreets of Lisbon at Night with a Train 
of bravoes, ranging to lewd honfes, and fometimes thofe 
that accompanied him committed outrages upon filch as 
they met: Neither was this all,for at length even by day 
he would flip out or fuffer women to be brought to him . 
to the Court. To divert him from thefe fcandalous cour- 
fes, his Mother with fome of the Nobility, contrived to 
fill his mind with bufineft, giving him fome part in the 
adipiniftration of publick Affairs, yet fo as that the fu- 
pream Authority might ftill remain in her hands. Thus 
Alphonfo was brought to give audience with his Motner, - 
and to aflift in Council, and was hot at all averfetoit, 
fb that tho’ he did not quite forfake his vices, yet he had 
not fo much leifure to indulge them. Conti was not at 
all difpleafed at thefe proceedings, hoping this would 
be the means for advancing his Fortune, and therefore 
loft no time or opportunity, but plyed the King with 
immoderate fuits lor himfelf and his companions. The 
firft thing the King asked for him of his Mother, was 
that he might be admitted into the order of Knighthood 
called of Chrift 9 which as flie durft not abfolutely refule 
for fear of provoking her Son, fo (he delayed granting 
it, ftill putting him off from time to time with feveral 
excufes. Conti perceiving her fubtilty, failed not to prels 
the King, urging how unworthy his grandeur it was to 
be reiufed that which was in his power ro take, and by 
thefe and other infinuarions fo fiered his mind, that at 
length he forced the.Queen to condclcend ro all that 
was asked for him. Being thus raifed from the degree of 
a Merchant to that of a Minifter of State, not only the 
meaner fort made application to him in their Suits, but 
even tha, Nobility had recourfe to him in matters of mo¬ 
ment lead his inrereft fhould thwart their defigns, nay 
even the Queen herfelf, tho* contrary to her haughty in¬ 
clination, refufed not to truckle ro his greatnefs, fearing 
(he could not maintain her Authority by oppofine him. 
£ut he knowing all this Courtfnip was Feigned, uted Art 
againft Art. (hewing a good countenance to all yet at 
the lame time arming himfelf againft all Emergencies. 
To this purpofe he began to make a party in the Courr, 
introducing inftead of the experienced Nobility, all the 
-•h - - • , i: Youth, 
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Youth into places of honour, and preferring lotr.e of mean 
parentage; till the Queen,, fearing leaft the increafo of 
his party (hould prove her downfal, began openly to op. 
pole him. Thus the Court was divided into factions, 
feme fid'ng with the King, others with the Queen,' and 
others adhering to Neither. Conti Ceafed not to blow the 
Coles, but his cheif aim was to periwade the King to 
take upon himfelf the Government,' urging, as the truth 
was, Denis > Alphonfo the 5th and Scbaftian Kings of Por- 
ttital took upon them the adminiftration being yet youn¬ 
ger than he. That which moft moved the King, was 
that his Mother falling fick at this time, the whole Court 
was made to him, which gave him to underftand what 
a diminution it was to his fplendor, and therefore he be- . 
gan to be inflamed with a defire of abfolute command. 

The Queen recoveringand reafuming the care of the go¬ 
vernment, found the King more intradable than he had 
been before, as being wholly bent upon -wrerang the 
power from her by force, if fhe (hould refufe to re ”8 [ j" 

This was a deadly stroke to her ambitious Spirit, which 
abhorred tiie thought of falling from that height where¬ 
in ihe had upheld herfelf for fo. many Yearsj nor could 
(he be without fome care for the Kingdom, if it were 
wholly left at the difpofal of a wilful and unexperienced 
Youth, befet with a croud of dangerous and unskilful 
favourites and Councellors. Being perplexed and tor- 
mented with thefe thoughts, (he relolvcd to fet up her 
Younger Son Peter again!}: the King, that.fo he in hopes 
of attaining the Crown through her means might be p ets u p fa 
wholly at her devotion, and at the fame time Alphonjo ln f ante a . 
fearing to lofj his right might be kept in,awe. Ln&c- gainll the 
fore to prepare rhe Infante who of himfelf was willing fCi»£. 
enough, (he perfwaded him he ought to be declared 
Prince,and Heir to the Crown, allcdging that his Bro¬ 
ther was impotent, and confequently the Kingdom mult 
devolve to him. For the Executing of this delign, (he 
tampered with all the Nobility-and Magiftrates, inten¬ 
ding to call the Cortes or Parliament to confirm her 
refolution, but finding it a matter of greater difficulty than 
(he had expe&ed, moft men abhorring to let up two 
Brothers, as it were two King’s, to rend the Kingdom , 
and deftroy themfelves, and thinking it a ramnels to 
condemn Alphonfo as impotent before any proof were 
made of his Ability, fhe defilted from the method, but 
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not from the defign, tier next practice then was to fee 
oi^the Infante in the moft fplendid apparel, tocaufehim 
to (how himfelf often to the People, to give him a Family 
compofed of all fuch as were difaffe&ed to his Brother, 
and to put him inco a houfe the beft in Lisbon built by 
Chriftopher de Moura Marquefs of Caflelrodrigo. Having 
thus let up the Infante in oppofition to his Brother, ana 
fecured him to herfelf, her next artifice was to counterfeit 
a defire of quitting the regency and retiring into a Mo- 
ttafterjvof Nutu. For this purpofe (he drew up a fubtle 
writing intimating her pretended defire, and yet fo wor¬ 
ded it that the great men and principal Minifters to whom 
(he Cent it for their advice, foon faw into the depth of it, 
which was that ihe defired to be, as it were, conftrained 
to .continue the Regency, yetfo as (he muft be drawn 
to condefcend by the removal of Antony Conti and the 
reft of his party from about the King. Thofe to whom 
, the writing had been communicated being all her crea¬ 
tures, and fearing leaft if (he were fuffered to abandon 
the government, they (hould by the King be deprived pf 
the preferments they enjoyned, refolved not to forfake 
her leaft rhey (hould be involved in her fall. Therefore 
by writing they gave her to underftand, that tho* (he 
were refolved to lay down the adminiftration of the 
Kingdom, it was not yet time to do it, till (he had re¬ 
moved from the Perfon of the King, thole that feduced 
and led him into ill courfes. Nothing could be more 
pleafing to the Queen than thisanfwer (o pat to her pur¬ 
pofe, (ince they had fuJ filled all her wilhes without ob¬ 
liging her to exprefs them. However that all might 
feem to be carried by the advice of the Council, know¬ 
ing they were all refolved to perform her will, (he 
would have nothing done but what lhould be there dif- 
cufiedand given under their hands. The Coujicel met 
accordingly, and, tho’ (ome of the graveft among them 
pppofed the defign, as too vifible an affront to the King, 
yet it was carried, that Conti and his adherents (hould be 
fpized, and fert into banilhment contrary to the will of 
the King, for this Council (at not to ferve him, but his 
Mother. In purfuance to this refolutipn, the Queen ha¬ 
ving fecured the King in her Lodgings upon pretence of 
bufinefs, the Duke of Cadaval with his Party Entred the 
King's apartment, where Conti then was. He feeing 
a Throng and fyfpe&ing fome danger locked himfelf ip, 
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but the Duke without refpeeft to the Sacrednefs of the 
place, or to Ihe Remonftrances of the Count de Caflellc- 
melbor who /Would have diverted him from that A&ion, 
offered to break open the door, whereupon Conti feeing 
no hopes of efcaping, and the Count not able to relieve 
him or acquaint the King, delivered himfelf up to the 
Duke upon promife of Life. At the fame time fome 
fome others of CWt’spartizans were fecured partly in the 
pallace and partly in the Town, all which were imme¬ 
diately put aboard a Ship that lay ready to Sail in the 
River and feet away to Brazil- The Queen being in¬ 
formed that all (he had commanded was put in Executi¬ 
on, led the King forth into the great Hall, whither (he 
had aflembled all the Nobility, Minifters of State, and 
Magiftrates of the City, the better to appeafe, and ter¬ 
rify the King. Here a Remonftrance was made to him 
in the Name of the Kingdom, full of grievous com¬ 
plaints againft his Conduct, and againft his Favourites, 
whom to prevent any farther ill confequences they de¬ 
clared they had bfeen obliged to fend into banifliment. 
This done having kiflfed his hand they departed. It 
was no fmall furprize to the King to be brought fo un¬ 
expectedly into that affembly, and therefore not rightly 
conceiving the drift of what had been Laid, he began to 
ask the meaning of it. Garcia de Melo told him that to 
fatfsfy the complaints of his People, they had fent Conti 
and his adherents into banifliment. He fcarce believing 
they durft offer him fuch an indignity, began loudly and 
■ in a rage to call upon Conti, and running to feek for him 
threatned to follow him, wberefoever they had fent him. 
Melo told him his fcarch would be in vain for that he 
was now under Sail tor Brazil, that as the caie ftood 
-he muft have either parted with Conti or his Crown. 
At this anfwer he feenned fomewhat to compofe himfelt. 
Then calling for Emanuel Antunes , who only had efca- 
ped of all his former Favourites, he (hut himfelf up with 
him and the Count of Caftellomelhor. Thefe two gave 
him a full Relation of what had paired, and here were 
layed the firft Foundations of the Counts enfumg great- 
nefs. After this meeting, the King appeared unconcer¬ 
ned at what had hapned, and rid according to cuftom 
that Afternoon, but he had learned to Counterfeit, and 
had other thoughts within his breaft than what appeared 
by hi$ countneance. < . 
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Count C«- This mighty ad of policy which the Queen had coni 
ftelmelhor drived to perpetuate her Regency, was the very caufe of 
fuccetds in Jier fpeedy falling from ir. Coutit Caftelmeihor, a Man 
the King's above exception for his Birth and Parts, had now 
Bttvrnr. Succeeded in the Kings Favour, in the place of Con¬ 
ti, and omitted not to encourage him ip the refolu- 1 
tion of taking upon him the Government. Befides 
a young Lady belonging to the Queen, for whom 
the King had a more then ordinary Atfe&ion, made him 
the more eameft, difcovering to him all his Mothers 

K 'vate Difcoifrfes. For the betcer carrying on his 
fign, the King ordered the Count, whofe waiting 
1 Week wjs expired to wait* on another, leaft one 
might fucceed him, whom he could not fo well confide 
in. This done, he retired according to cuftom to 
Alcantara , a Houle near Lisbon, carrying with him his 
Brother and a great Train. That fame day be returned to 
Lisbon , and vifited his Mother,' difcourfing fo lovingly 
with her, that all refentmenr feemed to .be palled, blit 
on a fudden, without acquainting h<#, he went back to 
Alcantara, accompanyed only by the Count de Caftel• 
melhor, and the Count de Antouguia. From thence 
hedifperfed Letters into all parts of the Kingdom, to 
the Officers of the Army, and Governors of Towns, ac¬ 
quainting them, that being now at Age, he had taken 
The King u P on him the Government. Then he ordered all the 
rejolves to Nobility and Minifters of State that were at Lisbon, to 
ta^e the repair to him to Alcantara, . The Queen aftonifhed at 
Govern- this News, and fearing to be call: down from her Regen-’ 
tnent upon cy, affembles the Council of State, where it was refol- 
him. V ed that Emanuel Pacheco, (hould be placed upon the 
Road to Hop all thole that lhould offer to repair to the 
King; that the Queen lhould write a Letter to him in 
foft Terms, deliring him either to delay feme rime his 
taking the Government upon him, or at leaft to admit 
her to bear a great part, with him, and that in- cafe per- 
• fwalions failed, Ihe (hould then ufe Force ! tb conftrain 
him. Accordingly Pacheco turned back thole that were 
going to Alcantara; the Guards, and all the Queens Ad* 
herents,were ordered to be ready in Arms to fupport her, 
and a Letter was lent to the King from her, full of allu¬ 
ring and foft, but all deceitful Expreifions. But before 
the lending of the Letter, the People of Lisbon percei¬ 
ving that the Court armed againft the King, began to 
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tan into tumult for his Defence, fearing leaft any vio- 
Jence might be offered him. This zeal of the Multitude 
was what humbled the Queen, and therefore feeing no 
hope leftjof prevailing by open force, He had recourfe to 
Artifice and Entreaty, and therefore, as has been faid. 

Tent a fubmiflive Letter by the Bilhopof Targa. In this 
teeter among other things, the Queen urged to have 
ihe Cortes oy. parliament call’d, that Ihe might there re- 
(i’gn the Government, but the King and the Count per¬ 
ceiving this was only a contrivance to gain time, an an- 
fwer was fent her by the fame Bilhop. The purport of 
this Anfwer was, that the King confidering the great 
Burthen of care that attended the Government, was wil¬ 
ling to cafe his Mother, who had long laboured under 
it, of that Toil, and to take it upon himfelf. She now 
plainly perceiving that there was no longer hope, either 
by Force or Art, of retaining the Government, refolved 
at length to quit it, leaft it lhould be violently taken 
from her. However, (he wifhe 4 it might be done in the 
Pallace, that the World might believe at had been free¬ 
ly refigned, and not to be forcibly extorted from her. 

Thofe who were acquainted with her* Subtilties, advi- 
fed the King not to truft himfelf to her Power, which 
made him delay fome time at Alcantara. However, at 
length finding himfelf fecured on all fides, and the 
Queens Intereft declining, fince the People of Lisbon 
had declared for him; he repaired to the Pallace, where 
in the prefence of the Nobility, Minifters of State, and 
Magiftrates of the City, the Queen delivered up the she it at 
Seals into his Hands, which is the ufual Ceremony in length for- 
Portugal, when a King takes upon him the Government, ced to re • 
This Ceremony was perform’d on the 13d. of June, fign. 

1662, the King then wanting but one Month of 19 
Years of Age, whereas according to the antient cuftom of 
Portugal, their Kings were always repured of Age at 14, 
and accordingly ac^hofeYears,the Regency ought to ceafe. 

The Queen Mother thus difeharged of the care of Go j She pre* 
vernment, began again to talk of retiring, but that after ten ~ s ,a 
juch a manner, that no Body believ’d Ihe truly meant it.

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in the Pallace, till fome new emergency might again 
call her to the Government. But now all the Court 
was made to the King, all the Nobility attended him, 
and there wanted not crouds of Flatteers and Syco¬ 
phants to fawn on him. His principal Minifters and 
Favourites were the Counts of Caftelmelhor, and Atouguia , 
and Sebaftian Cafar de Mtnefes. Tbefe managed all 
principal matters of State, and on their Counfel he chiefly 
relyed. His Enemies however never ceafed to Hander 
him, fpreading it abroad, that being wholly void of 
Senfe, he only fpoke fuch Words^as they put into his 
Mouth. Count Caftelmelhor endeavouring to eftablilh 
himfelf abfolutely in the King’s Favour, eafed him asmuch 
as was poffible of the publick cares, indulging his incli¬ 
nation to Horfes, Arms, and even to Women, but with¬ 
out any publick Scandal. At this time the Count deli¬ 
vered out of Prifon, Henry Enrique^ de Miranda, who 
had been confined by the Queen, and he being now 
brought to Court, became one of the King’s greareft Fa¬ 
vourites, and yet though he was raifed t6 this Degree . 
there never happened ‘the leaft Diforder betwixt the 
Count of Caftelmelhor and him. Much orherwife was 
it with the Count of Atouguia, C.efar de Menefes , and 
Count Caftelmelhor, but the latter not thinking himfelf 
yet thoroughly eftablifeed, would not attempt fo foon 
to caft them down. At length having wholly gained 
Court Ca- t jj e afcendant over the King, and* having all things as 
ftelmel- - me Minifter at his difpolal, he lodged himfelf in the 
nor njes, ^p arttnent that had belonged to Prince T heodofius the 
King’s eldeft Brother. He only wanted now fome charge 
that might always keep him about the King’s Perfon, 
and there being noneat that time vacant, he thought of 
one f hat of late had been fupprefled, or incorporated in¬ 
to that of the Secretary of State; in Portuguese it is cal¬ 
led Efcrivao da Puridade', that is the private Secretary, 
This employment he begged of the King, who readily 
granted it, and though the Secretary of State infolendy 
enough difputed it, caufcd him immediately to fettle 
him in the pofleflion thereof. By this charge he alfo ob¬ 
tained the right to a Seat in the Counfel of State. Be - 
ing thus raifed to the higheft pitch of Favour,he began to 
beftow preferments without meafure upon all his Friends 
and Adherents, and at the fame time omitted not to crum 

and rerrifie his Enemies, that the power of rhe one par¬ 
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tv' and the dread of the other might be a fure ftay to Tbofe that 
lusgreatnefs. In the next place, headvifed the King 
w fcew fome refentment for the AfTronts done to his Per- 
fotr, during the Queen’s Regency ; as particularly »»»"*££ 
the forcing away of Conti out of his Apartment, and o-J 
ther the like Infolencies, which if not pumfeed, might f ^ 
draw him inn/contempt. In purfuance of this Advice, 
the Duke of Cadaval, Garcia, and Emanuel de Melo, the 
Counts of Soure, Pombeirt, Peter Vieira, Secretary of 
State, who had often audacioufly reprov’d the King, 
and fome others, all guilty enough, were fent info Ba- 
nlfhment. 

This proceeding agamft fo many perfons of Note, 
though but an ad of Juftice, miniltred occafion to their Toe Queen 
nartizans to revile anew the King and his Government. 

And now the Queen feeing her felf excluded from all jjf j* 
publick Affairs, began again to cherifh the Infante, and F C0l L [ali . 
to hold frequent and private Confutations wtjh him, o J again ^ 
wherein it was always inculcated that the King was ftu- 
pid and unfit for Rule. Count Caftelmelhor who was 
not ignorant of all their Machinations , contrived all 
ways he could to feparate them, but all in vain. For 
th e Infante building upon the notion of his Brothers In¬ 
capacity, had more mind to be himfelf a King, then to 
be next to a King. Therefore he carryed himfelf with 
profound Diffimulation, ftudying all ways to elude the 
Arts of the Favourite. Buc the Count feeing he could 
n« otherwife prevail upon him to defift from his Ca¬ 
bals, perfwaded the King to change all his Servants, 
putting in their places fuch as he could confide in, that 
fo he ihould have the lefs opportunity of carrying on his 
! Defigns. The next thing was to perfwade the Queen 
I at length to retire from Court, as (he had fo often pre- 
]. tended to defire, though by‘ her proceedings it plainly 
ij appeared nothing was more diftaftful to her than the 
| thoughts of a private Life. Yet feeing the King fo in- 
1 elinable to have her retire, lhe again has recourfe to her 
| Diffimulation, and fends to ask leave to withdraw to 

! fome private Houfe, becaufe the Apartment fee had be¬ 
gun to build was not yet finifeed. The King’s Anfwer 
was, that it became not her Granedur to quit the Pa- 
] lace for a private Houfe, but that if fee were fo defirous 
| of a retreat, fee might caufe more Diligence to be ufed 
l in finifeing her Structure, which till then, had gone on 
I very 
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very (lowly. Soon a(ter,A!fonfi being informed that 
his Mother never ceafed to life all Arts to advance his 
Brother Peter to the Throne, being, terrifyed with the 
danger of his Crown, which yet at laft, by thefe (aftie 
PradKces, was ravilhed from him ; he fent an abfolute 
Order for her to depart from the Palace. This pofirive 
command prefling, and fearing to be forced away, lhe at 
length refoived to depart, and accordingly on the 17th. 
of March, 1663, withdrew to the new Apartment lhe had 
built at a fmall diftance from Lisbon, being attended 
thither by the King, the Infante , and all the Nobility. 
The Queen Mother being thus removed, the Infante 
feemed now wholly devoted to pleafe the King, except in 
one only thing which he knew to beoffenfive to him,and 
that was in frequently vifiting his Mother, and enter¬ 
taining private Difcourles with her. Nor was lhe wan¬ 
ting often in publick to warn him of the danger of this 
his afliduoufnefs towards her, whether lhe really meant 
it as dangerous to him, or rather did it artificially to 
make the King the more odious, and procure themlelves 
the greater Commiferation. Thus with great difficulty, 
Queen Luifa was at the laft not only put out of the Re¬ 
gency, but even out of the Palace. 

Alfhonfo , to whom the nearnefs of his Mother had 
been a curb, being now delivered from that reftraint, 
ran more licentioufly into all the Vices of Youth. Count 
Caftelmelbor fearing a diforderly Life might haffen his 
fall, in whole Ruine he muft himfelf be involved, ft® 
dyed feveral means to reclaim him, or at leaft to conceal 
his'Extravagancies, but it is a work of great difficulty 
to correct the vicious Inclinations of Youth, efpecially 
when fupported by the Iuftre of a Crown, In Ihort, his 
Vices were too.vilible to be excufed, but to lay to his 
Charge all the Villanies his Adverfaries have afperfed 
him withal, were too much to wrong his Memory ; for 
it is certain, that no infolence was committed during 
his Reign, which the malice of fiisJEnemies has not re¬ 
proached him withal. However, fo'certainly it was, 
that the King indulging his Appetites and Vicious defires, 
the whole burthen of the Government was in a manner 
devolved upon the three Favourites, that is, the Counts 
of Caftelmelbor , and Antouguia , and Sebaftian Cafar de 
Menefes * Caftelmelbor had long meditated to over¬ 
throw the other two, but as long as the Queen conti¬ 
nued 
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mied at Court durft not attempt it, leaft they 
having loft the King Ihould become an acceffion to • 
and ftrengthgn her party. Now lhe being removed, • 
there remained no other obftacle to the fulfilling 
his defirc, and therefore by often buzzing falfe infor¬ 
mations into the King's Ears, he firft caufed the Count 
it Atouguia to be expelled the Court and foon after 
to be banilhed the City. None remained now to 
cope with him but Menefes , who to fupport himfelf per- 
fwaded the King to recall Antony Conti from Brazil, Conti re¬ 
hoping that he being returned and reftored to his for- taBtiftm 
mer Favour, would not in gratitude omit to ftand by the ^ raZ '*‘ 
man that had been the caufe of bringing him back from 
banilhmenr. The Count could not be long ignorant of 
this practice, and therefore immediately fo worked the 
King, that Menefes was banilhed before Antony Conti 
could arrive to fupport him. Soon after Conti arrives 
from Brazil, the Ship that brought him being received 
into the port <^f Lisbon with found of Trumpets, firing 
of Cannon, and all other demonftrations of joy, as if it 
had been the reception of fome Soveraign Prince. Yet 
all this was but a glimmering of happinefs to Conti, for k 
Count Caftelmelbor having perfwaded the King, that as' 
it was a Vindication of his Royal Authority to recal 
him from banilhment, whither he had been fent in con¬ 
tempt of Majefty, fo to entertain him at Court would 
only ferve to provoke the Nobility, to whom the very g ul 
name of Conti was odious, for thefe reafons without fuf- ftxdtbe 
feting him to Land at Lisbon,- he was fent away into the co«rr. 
Country with exprels Command, not to prefume to 
come near the Court. Neverthelels to the End it might 
be thought this exile was not the effedt of his jealoufie, 
but rather of his care both for the fafety of the King and 
Conti, he omitted not to carefs him at that diftance, fen¬ 
ding him frequent prefents, and a confiderable employ¬ 
ment at Court falling, he caufed it to be conferred upon 
him tho* abfent, and bellowed a Rich Benefice upon 
John Conti Brother to Antony, who was in orders. Conti 
was not fo dull,but he could Eafily fee through thefe Ar¬ 
tifices. Therefore he ufed all his endeavours to obtain 
an interview with the King, not doubting but if he once c . . 
jaw him, he Ihould be reftored to his former favour. vate ; y * 
Such induftry was ufed to compafs his defign, that at me( / } { ^ g 
length he had a private meeting with Alfhonfo at Alcanta- K j rgt 
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ra the Count being then abfenr. At this conference tfe 
V Ring’s former affedtion was fo revised, that he of¬ 
fered to carry him immediately 19 Court* But Conti 
fearing his fudden and unexpected return might prove 
dangerous, defired it might be put off for the prefent, 
only praying the King, that he would recal from ba- 
nifhmefic thofe Noblemen who had been exiled for ad- 
hering to his Mother. This interview, and the propofal 
made by Conti being made known to the Count by one 
that had overheard their difcourfe, he .foon difcovered 
the delign was to make a party to ruin him. Tothe End 
then to prevent his Enemy and turn that deftru&ion up¬ 
on himlelf, he employed feveral Spies to obferve all lus 
words and Adions, not fparing any expence for mtelli- 
gence. By thefe means at length he difcovered than Cents 
A toofpira. had.confpired with the Noblemen to reftore the Queen 
cy agafoft »to the regency, leaving the King nothing but the empty 
the King name and Title without any power or Authority.

D. Tbeodofiusde Melo Brother to the Duke deCadavtl 
was ban idled Five Leagues from Lisbon , Sebaftian Ccjat 
de Menefes into Algarve, and Antony de Conti to OPotro. 
The - General depofitions involved the Queen Mother 
in the common guilt, whereupon a Secretary was ftnt 
to examine her, but flie refilling to anfwer, the King 
let that fall. Count Caftelmelbor puffed up with this luc- 
cefs, removed from the apartment he was in before to 
another nearer the King, where it being obferved by 
fuch as envied him, that more Court was made to him 
than to the King himfelf, his name was thereby rendred 
the more odious, and he being now arrived to the high- 
eft pitch of his greatnefs, and capable of no increale. be¬ 
gan foon after to decline. , 

the Counts Simon VafconceUos Brother to Count Caftelmelbor, alter 
brother fa- ferving in the Army feveral Years with great Keputa 
vomite to ration, coming now to Court, lb gained the alcen an 
tkt Infante■ over t h e Infante, that it was obferved as very remarkaDie 
to fee the two Royal Brothers fo vaftly differing other- 
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wife in inclinations, yet fo addicted to thefe two Bro¬ 
thers, that they feemed not to move without them. 

Soon after the Infante falling fick, VafconceUos attended him 1 
with fuch dilligence, that He not only confirmed himlelf in 
his favour, but incurred the ill will of all his ocher prin¬ 
cipal Servants, who upon this difguft quitted the In- 
fante's , Service, but very few days paft before they were . 
all recalled J^y the King except only the Cqunt de Eri - 
ceira. All things being thus reftored the King preferred 
VafconceUos not only to be Gentleman of the Bed-Cham¬ 
ber to his Brother, but alio conftituted him Supcrinten- 
dant of his Houfe. This his preferment again dif- 
pleafing the Family they all quirted their Employ¬ 
ments, and it being too. great a condefcention to recal 
them again, others were' put into their places, for the 
moll part creatures of Count Caftelmelbor , and therefore 
not acceptable to the Infante , He thereupon thinking 
himfelf Defect with fo many Spies, refolved to alter his 
courfc of Life, fo as he might become lefs fufpitious to 
his Brother and at the fame time more popular. No- The Infante 
thing could be more fit for thefe defignsthan Religion, counterfeits 
to that therefore he feemed wholly addidhd being fe- a Religious 
dulous at Prayers, viliting Churches, reading pious Life to gain 
Books, convening with Religious Pcrfons, and employ- 
ing the reft of his time in other Studies. Being thus 
taken up he feldom vifited the King, as if he had been 
wholly bent upon Heavenly Affairs. Some thought 
his change of Life to proceed from a Difafter which hap- 
ned, and was that Auguftin de Ceuta fell fuddenly dead 
at his and the King’s Feet; but thofe who pretended to 
fee farther thought it only a politick device to gain ap- 
plaufe, and get the Crown from his Brother. Whillt 
thefe things were in agitation, on the 17th. of March, A match 
J665, arrived at Lisbon the Marquds de S unk from concluded 
France , where he had concluded a Match for the King for the 
with the Princels of Nemours, and by the Infante's order 
had made overtures on his behalf to the Duke of BouiU 
Jons daughter, which alfo had taken effedl, lo far as they 
were agreed in words, tho* the Articles were not figned. 

This Marrigewas propofed in order to fecure the fuccef- 
fion of the Crown, in cafe the King as had been given 
out fliould be incapable of getting Children. But now 
the Infante having changed his mind, upon what account 
is uncertain, could by no perfwalions be prevailed upon 
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to confent to this marriage, although the King himfelf 
prefled it very home.' This match being thus broke off, 
the Marquefs de S.wde having in order to conclude for 
the King firft enquired whether the report that went of 
the King’s impotency were true, was allured by ,the 
Count Caftelmelbor , that the King had already feveral 
illegitimate Children, which was a fofficienc evidence 
. aeainft that imputation. All things being then dlfpofed 
for the comming of the Royal-Bride,the Marquefs retur¬ 
ned to France, to Conduit her to Lisbon. 

On the a S th of February, 1 666 , the Queen Mother 
mtberdves filing fick and perceiving her End to approach, fent to 
r”' fWr<,;W ’ both her Sons who according to cuftom were then at 
their diverfion of Hunting at Sahaterra, to come and 
take their laft Farewel of her. They came not ull the 
ad day after when having kilTed her hand and received 
her bleffing they departed, and within an Hour after 
(he expired, making a very Pious and Religious End. 
She was a woman of a wonderful rcfolution, a great 
Soul, and lingular wifdom which appear’d in the ad- 
miniftration of the government both in Peace and War. 
It was (he that puflied her husband to take the Crown, 
(he helped to keep it on his head, and (he by her indu- 
ftry and care fecured it to his poftcrity. Her skill in 
matters of government was above the capacity of a wo¬ 
man and (he was fo fenfiblc of the danger of difeord 
betwixt brothers, that The obftruCtcd Edward ^brother'to 
her husband King John, from making his efcape when 
he was confined by the Emperor, lead returning home 
he Ihould not brook the grcatnefs of the B^ng his Brother. 
But what appeared mod rare in her was that being a 
Spaniard, a name odious to the Portuguefes, yet (he knew 
fo to carry herfelf that (lie gained the Love and elteem . 
of the whole Country. Yet all thefe good Qualities 
were fomewhat fullied by her unbounded ambition, 
and infatiable defire of rule, which were the cauie llie 
would never quit the government, or Court, till torcea 
from them both, and that (he increafed the hatred be¬ 
twixt her two Sons by fetting up the younger in oppoli- 
sion to the Elder. In fine, to give her her due her Ver- 
tucs far lurpafied her vices* and it may tjultly DC law 
of her that flic was the glory of her Family, the deli¬ 
verer of Portugal^ and the honour of Spain. 


The 
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The Queen Mother being dead,the King believed him¬ 
felf more fafe, and on the contrary the Infante deprived 
pf her fupport, thought himfelf more expofed. Count 
Caftebnclbor who till then had ftoodin fome awe of him 
becaufe of her power, aefted now with more freedom. 

Thus the Infante growing more difeontented, the King The Infan 
at the fame time grew the ^nore jealous of his referved- r e grows 
nefs, and confcqu^itly averfe to all thofe he faw him fa- di\cOntent* 
vour, or cheriifi. Upon thefe 'difeontents, fome ofhis^*"^ 
Servants fearing to offend quitted him, and others wer ethe+King 
removed from him,fo that his retinue was much below t he 
dignity of the Brother of a King.Some days he bore with 
this hacdfhip, till the News of the New Queens being 
fee forward, obliged him to prefs the King, that he might 
appear like himfelf at her reception. The King orde¬ 
red him to give the Names of luch as he defired Ihould 
attend him, but not approving of thofe he' made choice 
. off, nothing was concluded upon, tho’ many debates 
paffed betwixt them on that account. At length on the 
2d. of Atigiift , 1666, the Fleet which brought the Queen 
entred^the River of Lisbon , the News whereof being 
brought to the King, he is reported to have received 
without the leaft demonftration of joy, or fatisfadtion, 
which was then looked upon as an ill omen of the fu¬ 
ture fuccefs of that Marriage. The Marquefs de fttivigny 
who Commanded the French Fleet having febt t q the In¬ 
fante to beg leave to pay his refpeefts to him, he layed 
| hold of this opportunity, to put the King in mind how 
5 difhonourable it was to them both, that the Admiral 
\ (liould find him fo ill attended. What could be done in 
j fo fudden an Emergency was, that the King fent his own 
I Servants to attend his Brother during that Ceremony. 

This was no way pleafing to the Infante , who being 

highly incenfed again ft Count Caftelmelbor , as the only 

man that had obftru&ed his having thofe Servants lie The Infante 

defired, forbore not openly to revile and threaten him enraged a- 

with the fevered punifliment, when occafion fliould of 

fer, which Vafconcellos the Counts Brother, who was ^ tc me * 

' prefent refebting, went away and quitted his Service. So nor ’ 

} now there remained with him but two Servants of any 
j Note or Quality, whereupon he fent a meflage to the 
! King, to defire he would give him leave to rerire 
from Court, fince he would not allow him to live in that 
Splendor that was due to him. Nothing could have

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more inccnfcd the mind of the King than this meflage 
did- infomuch that tho* Count Cafielmelbor, fearing 
leaft the difeord betwixt the two brothers fliould run 
too high, ufed all his inrereft, to obtain of the King 
for the Infante thofe Servants he defired, he could never 
prevail. Therefore the lxf.me perceiving the King s ob- 
(tinacy was not to be overcome, fince it had not yielded 
to the intreaties and power of the Cftunr, when he had 
amidft the reft of the crowd, hid his want of attendance 
* " at the Queens folemn entry into Lisbon, he withdrew 
himfelf to' 2 i'e/rf< a League and a hall from die City, ac¬ 
companied only by Roderick de Mcncfes Fame having 
immediately lprcad abroad, not only through the City 
but through the whole Kingdom, the News of his re¬ 
treat: the univerfal report was that all things weie prepa- 
dng for a Civil War. Ar U,hn t*f, W waaal «dy 
more numerous than Alfh.fi s, rhe vermes of tte for 
merwere everywhere extotled, and the vices of the 
Er no lel, eLggerarrf; bur above all the afcfta 
of the one, and the averhon of the other to Coiint C^- 
ftelmclbor weighed more than all othei things, 

People who bore him an implacable hatred. Many of 
the Nobility interpofed to pacify the brothers, but al1 
endeavours proved in vain, for neither <jf them 
abate any thing of hit demands. WhenaUote 
failed the Queen who then was indifpofed lent for 
Strange infante, who being come to 1 her, they received one ano- 
flwoff lhcr with fuch atfe&ion, as feemedto be a fufficienteaj 

fdhonbe- ft 0 f the Love that was growing betwixt them. ™ 

m r xttbi j the Queen prevailed that he fliould not depart the Court, 
Infante,and , ftould wholly leave that affair to her managemen , 
w^jeeu. which he cou id not refnfc her, being as was believ^ 
already fomewhat fired with that Sight of hei. t 
length the difference betwixt the Brothers was icconc 
led, the Prince chofe other Servants and the King a- 
lowed of them. Yet tho' they feemed to have kyd 

slide all animofities, the grudges betwixt them weie of 

a higher nature than to be fo ea'dy forgot. EatPetcrv^ 
ffipported with a deep diflitmiktion ASfMtifi had Ltd 
of that Art, and for the moft part threatneex much mo e 
than he would perform, which was the caufe that te 
was often heard to let flip very harlh expreifions aga nft 
his Brother. He having long meditated how to rid J 
(elf of thefe diipkafiircs, at kft fixed upon a Metho , 
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which was to beg of the King the Port of Conftablc of 
Portugal, which is the fame as Gcneralijfimo. 1 he more 
he infilled in demanding, the more pofitive the King was 
in refuting, as being not ignorant of the danger of 
fuch a Grant. Count Cafielmelbor was aftonifhed at this 
Requeft, and fpared not to tell the King, that it was 
not the General's Staff, but the Crown that he afpired 
to, and that it were well 'to crufh his afpiring Spirit. 

Nor fo farisfyed, he ufed all his Endeavours to find 
out, who had advifed him to demand that Poft, Ac 
length it appeared to him, that Counfcl could proceed 
from none but the Counts of Torres and St. who 
had been excellent Commanders in the Portuguefi Ar¬ 
my. Them therefore he inftantly removed from him, 
fending them away to their Charges on the Frontiers. 
Neverthelefs, though the abetters ..were removed, the 
caufes ofdiffemion (till remaining, the differences betwixt 
the two Brothers, grew daily higher and higher, and at 
laft the Queen who ought to have laboured to compote 
them, became her fclf a Party, leaving the Intereft of 
her Husband to adhere to that of his Brother. Befides 
her proper Inclination to the Infante, two things perhaps 
might conduce to move the Queen to this unjuft pro- . 
ceeding, the one that the King was already grown wca- Motive, of 
ry of her, and the other (from which perhaps his Aver- '***?*" 
lion proceeded) that he was jealous of her too great , 
Propenfionto his Brother. Count Cafielmelbor contn- 
ving how to diflolve this knot of Affedfion that was be¬ 
twixt the Queen and the Infante, thought nothing fo 
effaftual as marrying of him, which without delaying, 
he propofed to the King, who approving of the Advice 
commanded his Brother to make choice of a Wife. He 
having defired fome time toconfiderof a matter of that 
Importance, returned his Anlwer in Writing, fignifying 
in fubltance, that he was ready to comply with the 
King, only praying that a Servant of his might be em¬ 
ployed to go to the Courts of Europe to find^otit a Lady 
fit for him to match with. Neither the King nor the 
Count faw into the defign of this deceitful Aniwer, 
which was contrived only to protraA time, and there¬ 
fore they approved of it, and admitted of John de Hpxdf, 
whom he had named to go upon that Embafly.

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i< 5$7- About the beginning of the Year 1667, the King 
*fhe Queen went to Salvaterra , according to cuftom, with all the 
and Infan-,Court. There the Cabais were continued betwixt the 
te’s Party Q ue e« and the Infante, and now the party they had 
iitcreafes. gained, was more numerous then that which adhered to 
t]he King. But fome time after, an Accident that hap¬ 
pened was improved to heighten their Animofities. 
A Trench Man belonging to the Queen, was murthered 
upon the Road in Alentejo by a Carryer, who fled and 
took Sanctuary, but being forced from thence, was car- 
ryed Prifoner to Coimbra, and thence conducted to Lif 
bm. There he was tryed before all the Tribunals, till 
he can?e to the Council of State, none daring to pro¬ 
nounce Judgment againft him, becaufe he implored the 
protection of the Church, as having been taken out of 
Sandhiary, a thing never permitted in Portugal . The 
Queen, who thought nothing was done to thwart 
her, but through, the Malice of Count Cafielmelhor to 
her, being imaged, that Juftice was not done upon the 
Munhei er of her Servant and Country-man, railed bit¬ 
terly at him, laying all her difcontents to his Charge. 
Nor yet fo fatisfyed, fte refufed to be prefent at the 
Bull Feaft, ufually kept at Lisbon upon St. Anthony s 
Day, alledging (he could not (hew her felf to the Peo¬ 
ple, till Juftice were done her. Among the reft that 
Tn took upon them to vindicate the Queens caufe, the In- 
JJf. loler.fante was the hotteft, as looking upon the Injuries done 
i efowfes to her, to be levelled at himfelf, who had wholly efpon- 
the Ql<eens fed her iAtereft. Therefore he ordered Count Caflel - 
quarrel, wether to bring the Secretary of State, who had carry- 
4 ed himfelf very difrefpe&fuily towards the Queen, in 

the Affair of the Murrherer, before the Council, to anf- 
wer for his Intolency. There contrary to his Cuftom, 
Peter inveighed largely againft him,ana with fuch vehe- 
tnency, that the Council figned an Order for his Baniftir 
ment, which notwithftanding all the Count’s oppofiti- 
on, was obeyed, and he fent into Exile. This Succefs 
againft the Favourite, encouraged the Infante to aim at 
greater things,his party daily encreafing ; for befides the 
Queen, there adhered to him the Duke of Cadaval, who 
ihad been Banifhed by the Counts Procurement,D. Sancho 
Manuel , who after defeating the Spanifh Army at Eftre- 
had been remov’d from his command by thefame 

|ntereft,and many mpfe of the Nobility 5 on fundry other 

j.«. 11 , 1» * Ac- 
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Acccfunts, befides the thougfitlefs multitude, ftirred up 
by the defire of Novelty, and animated with the name 
of fo many Heads of Note. Notwithftanding the 
Strength of this Faction, it was yet thought too foon to 
attempt any thing againft the King dire&iy, and judged 
more proper to let the Storm fall upon his Favourite, The Fatti- 
who being once caft down, the King would be left ex- on level a- 
pofedto all their Pradfifes. To confult of the means gainftthe 
of removing the Count, there was a great Meeting Favourite. 
held of all the Infante’s Confederacy ; he alfo being 
prefent. There mod Men being averle to Murthcr, it • 
the thing might be otherwife performed, it was refolved 
to feize upon, and fend him away, either into India, or 
fome other remote parts of the World ; yet fo, that if 
he Ihould make refinance, or attempt to elcape, then he 
Ihould be killed. Many days palled not, before the 
Count had intire Information of the whole Confpiracy 
againft him,and ha ving lay ed it before the King,he was by 
him impowered to ufe fuch means for their common Se¬ 
curity, as he Ihould think moft effectual. He prefent- 
ly doubles the Guards at the Palace, arms all his own 
Creatures, fet his Spies, and ftirs not out of the Palace, 
without a fufficient Train and Guard for his Security. 

This fudden change at Court, alarm’d the City, fo that 
the People ran in heaps to the Palace for Information, 
but finding chat there was no interruption of fftblick Af¬ 
fairs, nor any thing but the increafe of the Guards, they 
foon difperfed and returned to rheir Houfes. The Infante 
finding his projeift defeated, to avoid all Sufpition, re¬ 
tired to his Country-Houfe ar Queias. Whilft he was 
there almoft in defpair for the great difappointment he 
had received, a Difcovery was made, or pretended to 

be made, for the certainty of it could never appear, that 

the Count had hired People ro poifon him. Hereupon 
hi4 Partizans advife him to be very circumfped in fe- 
curing himfelf, and they on their part were not wanting 
in Spreading abroad the danger they pretended him. to 
be in. Having thus prepared the Multitude, and being 
fenfible that the Count could not but ftudy to fecure 
himfelf by his downfal, the Infante made inftant appli¬ 
cation to the King, to punilh him according to tbc^ hai- 
noufnefs of the Offence he alledged. To this effect he 
wrote to the King, acquainting him that he was convin¬ 
ced the Count pradtifed againft his Life; that therefore 

N n 4 he 
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he demanded he fhould be banifiicd from the Cour^ or 
elfe, that he himfelf fhould be forced* to fly into Fo¬ 
reign parts for Safety. Both the King and Count ha¬ 
ving read this Letter, referred the whole matter to the 
Council of State. There it was fully difeufled, one par¬ 
ty affirming that it was* a Prefumption at one time to aq- 
cufethe King’s Favourite, aud aflign his Puniftiment in 
fuch a manner as feemed to threaten the King himfelf^ 
that if the Count were juftly acculed, he ought to be 
tryed according to the known Laws of the Kingdom, 
and if convicted, to be punifhed ; but that if it fhould 
appear he was wronged, care ought to be taken, leaft 
the Prince’s afpiiing practices fhould not be prejudicial 
to the King. The other fide on the contrary being devo¬ 
ted to the Infantes Intereft, urged all the plaufible Rea- 
fons they could gather to fhew that he ought to be com- 
plyed with. Right or Wrong, either in regard he was 
the King’s Brother, or for fear he might eifed that by 
force, V^hich he could not obtain by Entreaty. After 
conferring both Opinions, they came to this Refolution, 
That it fhould be put to the Trvnl, whether the Infante 
T™ Rin 8 could be appeafed by Subtniffion, and all manner of 
Infante^ humble Application. To this etfedt the Marquefs of 
SansfaSl - Marinlva was fent by the King to acquaint the Infante , 
0!?t " that the Count was ready to come and beg his Pardon 
upon his Knees. ^ But he confidering, that to accept of 
this Submiflion would no way forward his find, for 
that the Count would dill remain at Court, after two 
days delay, lent back the Marquefs with his Anfwer, 
fignifying that nothing but the Banifhment of the Earl 
could fatisfie him. /i!ph%?fi hoping his Brother’s Fury 
might abate in time, delayed fending to him again for 
the prefenr, whereat he being the more enraged, caufed 
a Letter to be deliver’d to the King , among other 
things, threatning not to appear at Court, as long ia$ 
Count Cajiclmclhor continued in it. A Cabinet Council 
being railed upon this fccond Biller, fome were for ap¬ 
prehending the Infante himfelf, as now grown too dan¬ 
gerous, others more moderate, were only for fecuring 
his Family and Adherents, and fo leaving him naked. 
This Jarrer Advice was approved but the Execution 
being delayed, and Peter having received Intelligence 
thereof, he flood upon his Guard, armjng all his Fol¬ 
lowers, and promising to live and dye by them. Next 
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he fummons the Coutrfellors of State, and Magiftrates The Court- 
of Lisbon, who being met at his Houfe, he inveighed be- dl and 
fore them againft the King his Brother, and Count Ca- Magylraus 
fietmslbor, impeaching him of Practices againft his Life, '? on 
and defiring their afliftancc to be revenged of him, fincc ^ ^ 
the King would not confent to his Banifhment. After j n f antc- 
having fpoken to this effeift, he gave them the fame in 
Writing, to which they unnnimoufly anfwcr’d , they 
would ftand by him, and fupport his Dignity to their 
utmoft. 

It is eafie to conceive how much the King and Count 
were concerned at this audacious proceeding, which was ^ K j n{ , 
an abfolute ufurpation upon the regal Authority, for i l f ca 1 i n g the 
was no lefs in the Infante to fummon the Tribunals, ot~ 

and in them it was not much lefs than Trealon to obey j erJ to 
the Summons, but above all, to ingage to ftand by compound 
him. Finding by this Tryal how great the ftrength of with the 
his Party was, they rcfolved if poflible to mollifie him. Infante, 
and therefore the King fent to him to difeover, who 
were the Count’s Accufers, that fo he might be pro¬ 
ceeded againft in due form of Law. The Infante pofi- 
rively refufed to difeover the Evidence, unlefs the 
Count were firft removed from Court. Alpbonfo put it 
to the Council and ableft Lawyers, whether it were le¬ 
gal and befeeming the King's Dignity, that rhe Count 
fhould be removed before the WitnefTes were known, 
and it was carryed by the Majority, that the demand 
was unjuft and unreafonablc. This their rcfult, under 
their Hands, the King fent to his Brother; at rhe fame 
time fending away ExprefTes to the Commanders on the 
Frontiers and Sea ports, to fuffer no Man to depart the 
.Kingdom. By the(e means the expectation of a Civil 
\Var, which till then, had gone no farther then Lisbon, 
was lpread abroad throughout rhe whole Kingdom. The 
Infante advifing with his Friends upon the refult of the 
Council fent him by the King, they came to this Relo- 
lution, that in cafe his Majcliy perfifted in protecting 
the Count, then Peter without his confent fhould fpeed 
into the Province beyond the Mountains, where the 
Count of St. Jolm had the command of the Forces,which 
he fhould march to Lisbon, and joyning with the multi¬ 
tude by open Force fhould conltrain the King to com¬ 
ply with all his demands. Having fixed this Refoluti- 

on, he fent the King a long Letter full of invedhves a- 
’ gainft

gainft the Count, and complaints that he could not ob¬ 
tain Juftice, concluding that his Majefty made more ac¬ 
count of the Earl then of him, and feeing both could not 
live together, he had refolved to quit rhe Court. Upon 
what Account he ^intended to withdraw, we have feen 
but juft before, not to fubmit to the King's Will, but 
to force him to comply with his. And though he pre¬ 
tended privately to withdraw himfelf, yet the prepara¬ 
tions for his Journey were fo publick, that there was 1 
none fo blind, who could not difcover it. Nor was 
this done without caufe, for the report of his removal 
being fpread abroad, and that it was in the nature of a 
Flight from the Favourite, the whole City began in a 
moment to rife in mutiny, feveral of the Nobility open¬ 
ly fomenting it, and declaring that was the day, on 
Lisbon w h' c h according to an antient Prophefie, the Streets 
mutinies at °f Lisbon were to run with hupian Blood. Seven Thou- 
tbe infliga- fand Men are reckoned to haVe appeared that day in 
titn of the Arms, to flop the Infantes Journey, and to decide the 
Mobility. Controverfie betwixt the Count and him. This popu¬ 
lar Fury being made known to the King and Count, 
they both perceiving themfelves too weak to withftand 
the violence of that Storm, refolved inftead of that lofty 
Courfe they had followed before, to ftoop to Neceflity, 
and try what good Words, could work upon the Infante, 
To this purpofe, the King fent him a Letter, full of 
moft loving Expreflions, defiring him to fupprefs that 
Tumult, which nad been raifed on his Account, and to 
come to Court, where all things (hould be difpofed to 
his Satisfaction. The Anfwer to this Letter, was in no 
lefs obliging Terms, only in the Chnclufion, the Infante 
again intimated,that the King mu^h'efolve either to part 
with the Count, or him, and mull take his choice be¬ 
fore things came to Extremity. Count Cajielnielhor 
perceiving, that neither Threats nor Intreaties prevailed 
upon the Infante , and that the mutiny in the City was 
grown to fuch a head, it would endanger both the King 
and himfelf, refolved at laft to confent to leave the Court, 
the King promifing him, that as foon as that Storm were 
blown over, he would take a progrefs on pretence ot

But lealt his Ba- 
4 (Jilfsthe nilhment (hould feem wholly extorted by the Infante , 
Infante, he perfwaded the Queen to intereft her fdf in that affair.

impofed upon him by his brother. She fearing to difo- 
blige the Infante, or thwart his defigns, would not in¬ 
termeddle in it, till by a meflenger fent to him (he had 
his direction how to proceed. Nor was (he fatisfyed 
with one meflage, but lent again for more particular in- 
ftruCtions, fo great was her concern for him, and lb lit¬ 
tle for her husband. Being now fully informed of his 
will, (he concludes the bufineis with the King and Count, 
who fubmitted to withdraw himfelf upon faith given for 
the fafety of his perfon. But before he departed, he 
would have articled that the Infante upon his removal* 
lhould clear him from the imputation of the defign of 
poifoning him. Whether his confcience accufed him of 
I any fuch practice, or whether he feared, being once call 
I down, his innocence could not proteCt him againft the 
1 malice of his Enemies is uncertain. Thus the Count 


1 being aflaulted on -all fides by the Infante, by the Queen, 
by the Nobility, and by the multitude, and not able to 
■ Hand the (hock of fo many Enemies, at length withdrew 
from the Court, and lodged himfelf in a Monaftery 
about Seven Leagues from the City.

ions at Court inftead of ceafing, increafed, for as long as 
the ambition of the Infante, and the King’s negleCt of/he 
: Government lafted, only the pretence but not the caufe 
of thefe troubles was removed. 

Nothing could be more grievous to the King, than „• • 
to confider, that upon all occafions his brother being back - 1 * t f”". 
edby the multitude extorted from him, whatever tepidity. 
defn-ed, which made it plain to him, that at laft he ? 
would not forbear to aim at, or fail of wrefting from 
him the Crown. His violent nature made him more 
open, wTien he lhould have been moft circumfpeCt, and 
therefore his thoughts being filled with the hatred his 
Brother bore him, the jealoufy he had of his Wife, the 
perfidioufnef; of the People, and the difloyalty or the 
Nobility j he could not forbear inveighing againft his Bro- 
ther in publick, and even before the Queen, who he 

I ; knew gave the Infante a particular account of all his 
words and Actions. In this perplexity, he caufed the 
extraordinary companies that had been raifed by Count 

Caflebneibor, 
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Cajlelmelhor, to be filled up for the fecurity of the pal- 
The Infante i aC e. On the other fide the Infante flufhcfd with fuccefs 
refolves to refolved wholly to root out all thar was left of the Fa- 
fwecd. vourires party about rhe King, for tho* the Count him- 
felf was removed, yet his creatures remained at Court, 
and nothing of moment was Tranfa&ed without his ad¬ 
vice, had by meflengers betwixt them. Before the I«- 
fmte could put his defigns in practice, he was adverti- 
TheKing 2e d by the Queen of all the words the King daily let 
fall againft him, and perhaps of more than ever had been 
toe Queen, fpoken. This intelligence caufed him to haften the Ex¬ 
ecution of his projects. The principal men at that time 
remaining near the King of Count Cajlelmelhors fa&i- 
on, were Henry Enrirjue^ de Miranda y Emanuel Antune^y 
and Antony de Soufa de Macedo the Secretary of State. 
Of thefe the chiefeft was Miranda whom therefore the 
Infante refolved firft to deftroy, and to that endfentfome 
privately to warn him to depart the Court, before he 
run himfelf into greater danger. Defpair fo feized the 
unfortunate man, confidering the expulfion of the Count, 
that he*attempted to kill himfelf, but being prevented, 
he fled fearing to be torn in pieces by the Rabble. Count 
Cafletmelbor having received information hereof, inftant- 
ly advifed the King to be circuixhfpecft in all his words 
and Adtions, for that it was eafier by fair means to fup- 
plant his Brother, than by open Force. His advice be¬ 
ing approved by the King^ upon the next occafion that 
offered, he fummoned his Brother to appear in Council 
where fome important matter was to be debated, but no 
kind meflages or Letters were of any Force to move him 
to come, till the Queen fent for him, when he appeared 
with a great Train of followers, and full of diflimula- 
tion. The King received him not fo coldly as before, 
but being no Maftcr of the Art of Counterfeiting, could 
not fo well hide his juft difpleafure as the other. Howe¬ 
ver this feigned reconciliation might have produced fome 
^ . good Effects, had it not been decreed by fate that the 

To haften his ruin it fell 
choice of ouc ^ at Alphonfo^ who was not ufed to that continual 
Antony de burden of bufinefs, feeking on whom he might lay chat 
Soufa de weight, pitched upon Antony de Sou^a de Macedo one of 
Macedo the Counts creatures, who for fome words fpoken to the 
in the place Queen had been ordered into banifhment, but unknown 
oftheCount , to her lay concealed at Court.

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the Honour of prime Minilier, the King begged of the 
Oueen that (he. would forgive his offence, and content 
rhat his baniftimenc fliould be remitted, but notwithftand- 
irtehis repeated in (lances, and fubmifllve intreaties (he 
remained implacable. Alpbonjo thinking to Conquer her 
nbftinacy by. extenuating the crime, put into her hands 
the order of Council for his banifhment, wherein it was 
exorefly fet down, that rather for to fatifsfy her reient- 
ment than for that his fault deferved fuch pumftiment, 
they had for fome days thought fit to fend him into exile. 

This which (hould have been a motive to appeale, (o 
enraged her, that (he flew ouc into many extravagant 
(beeches unbefeeming a private woman, and much more 
a Oueen, and 'after venting her fury in this undecenr The Queens 
maimer without any regard to the King’s prefence, ■ (he undteent 
flung into another Room, whence (lie fent a billet to him bnayio 
demanding to have Antony de $ou K a feverely punUhed towards ,h. 
The King hoping her paffion would fall by degrees, and * 

•that Ihe might be brought to reafon,. (hewed not her billet 
according to cuftom to the Council of Stare, blit me 
on the contrary becomming dayly more intradtable, and 
he not able long to hide his refentment, their animofities 
fwelled to fuch a pitch that the Court was almoft emp¬ 
ty, all men (hunning him asdeclining, and fhe admitting 
none to her prefence being wholly Tranfported^with the 
defire of Revenge. Mean while Antony de SoU%a ap¬ 
peared more openly in the pallace than he had done be¬ 
fore, being always well attended to prevent danger. 

But there wanted not thole who foon fpread it among the 
People, that he threatned the City in cafe he were ex¬ 
pelled the Court, that he would repair to the Army with 
the which he would return to punilh their Rebellion * 

with fire and Sword. Many fuch like difeourfes were 
framed and given out on purpofe to incenfe the People 
againft the King, and fix their affedtions upon Jus bro¬ 
ther, as their deliverer from Tyranny and oppreflion. 

Things being thus difpofed the Infante to requite the 
Oueens Favours- and raife himfelf one ftep nearer to the 
Crown, refolved by open Force, if other means failed, 
to expel Antony de Soufa from the Court. In order hereto 
on the 5th of Oftobcry 1667, he went from his Houle to 
the Pallacc accompanyed by a great Number of the No- The In- 
bility, and all the Rabble of the City following in a fame heads 
molt Tumultuous manner, Being come to the Pallace, the Rabbit,

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he flayed till all the Councellors of State fummoned by 
him the day before, were come, that the fbulnefs of the 
Adlion might be (omewhat difguized by theft prefence. 
They being all.come, he enters with them the King's Bed- 
Chamber before he was awake, who was not a little fur- 
prized to fee fuch a croud Rufli in upon him at founfeafe. 
nable an hour. Then the Infante , told him, that his 
Crown and Perfon were in extream danger, the multi¬ 
tude being in Arms about the Pallace, demanding, An¬ 
tony de Souqs Ihpuld be delivered to them, to receive 
condign punniihment for the affront he had done to the 
Queen. To thefe words he added more threats in the 
name of the People, but as he would have run on, the 
King in a rage interrupted him, calling aloud for his 
Sword. The Infante according to his ufual idiffimula- 
rion calmly offered him his, which he would not accept. 
The Node of the Multitude filling the Pallace, brought 
the Queen to the King’s apartment, where fhe found 
him in a violent paffion, and enquiring, as if fhe had 
hot khown, what the matter was, he told her that An¬ 
tony de Souq in malice and defpight to his Authority 
had been murdered, and that now they came in Tumul¬ 
tuous manner to force him to pardon the murderers. 
Bur fhe who knew better, replyed that Souq was living, 
which the King would not believe tijl the Duke of Ca- 
daval having dragged him from his lurking place, brought 
him into his prefence. At his fight he was fomewhat 
appealed, and then the Queen, Infante , and the reft of 
their followers left him abruptly. When they were 
gone, the King faid he forgave them, who had fo unde- 
cently urged the expiilfion of Antony de Souq, to which 
the Count de Sabugal then prefent infolently anfwered, 
they flood not in need of pardon but deferved praife, 
and this he repeated till the King told him, he would 
beftow pardon and praife where each was requifite. So 
much is regal Authority deprefled, when faction pre¬ 
vails. Antony de Souq , this Tumult being over, conti¬ 
nued ftill in the Pallace, which the Infante obferving, 
confulted with his Friends what was next to be done. 
One among them hotter than the reft, faid the next thing 
was to affume the Crown, whiift the Peoples affection 
flood for-him, but he took him up very fhort, being un¬ 
willing as yet to have the fccrets of his heart pryed into, 
as fearing an Action done in that Tumultuous manner

Next Morning the King miffing them, ordered fearch L ceit ‘at 
to be made for them, but in vain, for his orders were ^ j^iog 
wholly negleded. In this Condition, finding himfelf abandoned 
4 forfaken by his Friends, and opprefled by his Enemies, by all Men ► 
he knew not which way to turn himfelf or of whom to 
ask Advice. His Council fided with the Infante, his 
Queen favoured him, the Peopldfollowed, and the No- 
buity adhered to him. Thus all things being in ex¬ 
tream Cbnfufion,tven the moderate party tfegan to think 
no way was left to fettle Peace, and reftore Tranquili¬ 
ty ; but the aflembling of the Cortes or Parliament. The 
Magiftrates of Lisbon, and the Common Council, were 
the firft that petitioned the King to fummon the three E- 
ftateSyinit he being fenfibfe, the only defign was to de¬ 
throne him, put them off from day to day, without any 
pofitive Anfwer : Whereupon they took the boldnefs to 
write to all the principal Towns of the Kingdom, ex¬ 
horting them bv importunate petitioning to extort the 
King’s Confent. A few days after, the Council of State, 
at which were prefent, the King, Queen^ and Infante, 
unanimoufly made their Application to him, to the fame 
effedt, but he being the more convinced it was a de¬ 
fign lay’d againft his Perfon, became the more obfti- 
nate in refufing, fo that nothing was done for that day. 

But the next day the Council meeting again, and fending 
him a moft audacious remonftrance full Of invedtives a- 
gainft his Condudl, and urging the neceffity of aflem- 
bling the three Eftates ; and befides not. only the Magi¬ 
ftrates and multitude of Lisbon, but generally of the 
whole Country preffing upon him with Threats and o- 
pen Violence, he was at laft conftrained contrary to his 
Inclination to comply with their demands: For it was 
now come to that pafs, that the Council did not advife 
but command him, wherefoever he wenr, the clamours 
of a Parliament followed him, and from all pans Let¬ 
ters were brought, urging the fame thing. Ir was now 
equally dangerous to him ro refufe, or to call the Cor¬ 
tes, for the intent was not to do juftice, by calling

Maid, as being untouched by the King, and that flie 
came thither for refuge amidft thole Confufions 
that embroiled the Kingdom.

Mean while King Alpbonfo overwhelmed with fucH 
a continual ft ream of difaftet-s, following one upon the 
Nefck of another, being* infulted by the Cptfimohalty;* 
contemned by the Nobility, deluded by his Brother; 
and forfaken by his Wife, flood as one amazed, and al- 1 
moft ftupified, not knowing what courfe to take., Noi* 
was there any left to extricate himfelf out of this Laby¬ 
rinth of Confufions and Miferjes; But now approach^ 
ed the laftadrof this Tragedy, and all that had been 
before aCted under a mask, mull appear bare-fac’d to 
the Wqrld. Therefore the Council of State being af- 
fembled together with the Magiftrates of the City; it 
was refolved the King fhould be layed afidet and .the 
Government put into the hands of his Brother: Yet 
that the ACtion might appear the more juftifiuble, they 
agreed to endeavour to perfwade the King to refign up 
the Government to his Brdther, but in cafe, he refus’d* 
then it was concluded he fhould not only be depofed; 
but imprifoned. However that it fhould be left to the 
determination of the Parliament, whether the Inf ante 
ihould be enthroned as King, or the King reftbred to his 
Liberty: This Decree being paifed in the .morning by 
break of day, the whole Council Went: without the I#- 
/ante, to acquaint the King with their Refolution; A- 
naongft tfiem the Marquefs of Cafcaes more infolenc theti 
the reft, being told by the .King’s Servants. that he was 
(fill afleep,bid them-awake him,at thefeime time fell him¬ 
felf a knocking rudely at his Door.

came to touch the King’s Perfon. How'ever, after much 
time fpent in fruitlefs projects, they came to this Refolu- 
tion, That the King ihould be forcibly depofed and im¬ 
prisoned, that for the better palliating that odious Acti¬ 
on, and involving the People as a party in it, the Infante 
himfelf accompanyed by all the Nobility arid Magi- 
ftrates, (hould put it in Execution, that the King’s con¬ 
finement (hould be at firft concealed, till by fpreading 
abroad feveral rumours, the People were prepared to 
allow of it; and laftly, that either by Art or Threats, 
the King (hould be obliged to fign an Act of Renuncia- 
The Infan- don, to the end, it might be thought, the King had vo¬ 
te heads luntarily given up the Government to his Brother.

A Cruzado 
is Four Hundred Reis of Portuguefe Money, and Three 
Thoufand Reis, is juft Twenty Shillings Englifh, fo 
that 300000 Cruzados, makes the juft Sum of 3 75 00 *• 

Sterling. But how well even this miferable Compofi- 
tion for a Crown was obferved, may appear by his 
being kept ever after a Prifoner, with only a few Ser- 
vants of no Note, fuch as his Brother thought fit to al¬ 
low.him, fo that in all probability his Expence could 
not amount to the tenth part of that Summ.

The unhappy Kiiig being thus dethroned, and made m(t 
Prifoner, the Cortes or Parliament fummoned by him ' 
met loon after at JLisbon, about the beginning of Febru¬ 
ary, 1668, to deftroy him by his own Authority. Ac 
firft there were great Debates ainongft them, whether it 
were at all lawful to take an Oath to Peter as Regent, 
and next Heir to the Crown, cr whether the Crotfn 
Should alfo be transferred to him ; lome doubting whe¬ 
ther the firft were juftifyable, and others more violent, 
urging the latter ought to be done. At laft the Majori¬ 
ty agreed to the fetling the Regency and Succeflion up¬ 
on Peter, but were generally averfe to his ufurping the 
ftyle of King, thinking it enough, that he who was 
judged unfit for Government, was removed from the 
Helm. Peter after having, put it to the Vote, whether 
he fhould affume the Crown, finding his Pretenfion re¬ 
jected, endeavoured to have it believed he was averfe 
from it. But the Queen who intended to make him her 
Husband, and could not endure to think of lofign any 
pare of her Title, or abating any thing of her Pride, and 
being a Woman, that knew not how. to diflemble her prW**o 
Vanity, urged the matter more home to the States, who j 
neverthelefs decreed, that he fhould exercifcall the re -^ 
gal Power, without alliiming the ftile. The Controvert ^

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1668. There haa been a League offenfive and ctefenfivej con- 
Peace with eluded betwixt France and Portugal , at the beginning of 
Spain. ihe Year 1667, againft Spain, by which the French' 

. ..were obliged to give the Spaniards a powerful diverfion 
v ’in Flanders, which they performed with great Succefs. 
After that fonne Overtures of Peace being made by the 
Spaniards, the Portuguefes began readily to give ear to 
them, and though the French Ambaflgdor prefled that, 
the Negotiation might be in common with his Maher, 
as in jtifticc according to the League betwixt them, it 
ought to have been; yet the Prince who now had the 
Government, more mindful of the peculiar Intereft, 1 
which was to fecure the Power he had newly gotten, 
then of \frhat in Honour was due to France, entered 
upon a feparate Treaty of Peace with Spain. His Ma- 
jefty of Great Britain was the Mediator, an<j in his 
Namethe Earl of Sandwich aflifted at the Conferences. 

At length the Peace was concluded betwixt the two 
Crowns, on the 13th. of February, 1668, and publilhed 
10th. of March following. This Peace was highly cry- 
ed up among the Rabble, as ah effedt of the Govern¬ 
ment of the Prince, when all Men plainly faw, and 
were fenlible that in reality the victories obtained by 
King Alphonfo, were the only motives that obliged the , 
Spaniards to propofe it, and that the Overtures had been 
made while he was yet at the Helm, which muft hav£ 
had as good a fuccefs, had he remained time enough in 
the Throne to bring things to Perfection, and perhaps 
he might have done it without the difhonour of abandon¬ 
ing his Confederates the French.

However tho' there had been care taken 
for the difanulling the former marriage by fuch perfons 
as were wholly in the intereft of the caufe, there was ( 
vet ftarted a fcrttple, that it was not Lawful to proceed 
to a new match, efpecially with the Brother of the 
former husband without a dilpenfation. Bur the Prince, 
though pretending only to comply with the Cortes 
had not been negligent in that Affair, for not 
long after the Publication of the nullity, arrived in Por¬ 
tugal the difpenfation from the Cardinal of Vendofme 
the Popes Legate a Latere in France, by which it appears 
the dilpenfation was granted by one that was a party in- 
terefled in the Affair, and precedent to the lentence of 
nullity Upon thefe grounds they made no difficulty to The Tn- 
proceed to the Nuptials, the Ceremony whereof was fame may. 
performed at Alcantara by the Bjlhop of Targa, Ad-ties the 
miniftrator of the Arch-Biihoprick of Lisjon , on the 2d upe n, 
of April 1668. After the marriage, frefh inftances were 
made that the Prince might be declared King by the 
Cortes , but this attempt alio proving ineffectual, he no- 
tifyed to them that on the 9th of ‘June following, he 
would take his Oath to maintain the Laws ol the Realm, 
and receive from them theirs of fidelity, which was 
accordingly performed. The three Eftates continued 
their Seffion after this till the firft day ot Auguft, 1668, 
when they broke up. Several months being palled al¬ 
ter the confummarion of this marriage, when the thing 
done was not to be retrieved without horrid lcandal, 
and embroiling the whole State of the Church, then at 
laft the Prince bethought himlelf ot fending to the Pope 
to confirm the Cardinal's dilpenfation. Pope Clement the. 

9 th who fate in St. Peter’s chair, feeing no poffibility ot 
recalling what was paft, and relying upon the informa¬ 
tion of theChapter of Lisbon, did expedite a Brief directed

It was therefore re- 
folved to lend him into the Ifland Tercera , whether he 
was conveyed by the Count de Prado , then Comman¬ 
ding the Portu/ucfe Fleet, and there continued feveral 
years under a ftridt Guard. Ac length not only the Peo¬ 
ple of Lisbon , but throughout all Portugal underftand- 1 
ing by thofe who came from that Ifland, that he led a 
molt miferable Life in that remote Ifland, and was al- 
jnoft reduced to the laft extremity through futrbrings and 
^nguifli of mind, there was caufe to apprehend- they 
would in time be moved to refent his calamities, and 
perhaps be ftirred up to revenge them upon thofe who 
were ihe*caufe thereof. Befides it fell out that the King 
of Spain at the fame time fitted out a Navy at Cadi% 
without declaring for what intent, which being known 
ar Lisbon , thofe who dreaded the Return of me King, 
as having been the promoters of his Ruin, prefently ima¬ 
gined it was to take him from his banifhment. For

Triumphal Arches were built, extraordinary bull Feafts 
contrived, and all the Gentry drove to butvie one ano¬ 
ther (even to the ruin of their Eftates and empoverifhing 
their Families) in Gallantry. • Yet all thefe mighty pre¬ 
parations were caft away, for when it was thought the 
jbuke would have gone aboard the Fleet, he at firft be¬ 
gan to delay and protradl time, and after deluding them 
in this fort as long-as he could, he at laft* pofinvely 
broke off the Match. His fubjedts had always been 
averfe to it, and chat with good caufe, as being unwil¬ 
ling to part'with their SoVeraign without hope of ever 
feeing him again, as going to leave them for a Crown j 
and then if he fhould return, it muff be with difhonou^ 
as being difappointed of the End for which he left them. 

Thefe confiaerations had at laft prevailed upon his 
Mother, his Council, and himfelf, to alter their refolu- 
tioris, fo that tho* the Articles of the marriage had beeq 
ratified on both (ides, and fo great an expence made 
towards the comfummating of it, all that had been 
done was diffolved and came to nothing. The 'Fleet 
returned to Lisbon with fmall fatisfadtion, and found 
as little there either at the Court for the affront put 
tipon it, or in the City for the extravagant and ufelefs 
expence it had been put to. This was the End of the de¬ 
fined marriage of the Infanta with the Duke of Savoy. 

The year 1685, put an End to the long fufferings of 
the moft unfortunate Alphonfo the 6th King of Portugal, 

He dyed on the 12th of December, at the Ca(tle of Chi- 
tra , in the Fortieth year of his Age, and 16th ofhisphonfo/ 
iinprifonment. It is impofiible to give a juft charadtcr 
of him, fear of offending the prevailing party having 
ftopc the mouths of his Loyal Servants and Friends, 
who belt knew and would fpeak honourably of him, 
and there being no credit to be given to the flanders of 
his adverfaries, whofe chief care it ever was to reproach 
his perfon, and blacken his AdHons. And this per¬ 
haps is the greateft of calamities Kings are fubjedf tq, 
that their misfortunes do nqc terminate with their Lives, • 
for never Prince was yet dethroned tho* never fo bar- 
|)aroufly, but his memory was* alfo rendred odious to 
* • . - pofterity. 
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prpfperity, by all the Arcs that malice could- invent^ 
becaufoprevailing wrong could nor fublift but under the 
colpur of, Right, and to defame juftice.oppreffed, is to 
flatter and fuppoit iniquity Reigning. To fay King 
Alphonfo had no vices,- were to fay he was not man, yet 
to make them fo enormous, as fome would have them 
believed, were only to vouch for malice, and counte¬ 
nance difloyalty. Through the courfe of his Reign, that, 
is, whilft he was in power, there appears none ofhi$ 
a&ions that have been urged againft him,tho’ aggravated 
with the moft tpalicious circumftances, which haye not 
beenfeen in thoufands of Subje&s and yet paffed unpu- 
rulhed, either as without the reach of the Law, or excm 
fed as the effeds of extravagant Youth. For his judg¬ 
ment, as it could not be expeded to be fo foUd at his 
Years, as in a riper Age, fo neither can it be found by his 
\yords, or deportment that he was. any way defective 
therein. And laftly as to his impotency in regard to pro¬ 
creation, that, if true, could have been no leflening of 
his pel tonal right to government, but it is fo far from be¬ 
ing certain, that I have hpard feveral perfqns affirm they 
Jtnew his illegitimate'iffi^, whofe mothers if they durlf 
would upon Oath’ confirm the affertion. But there is no r 
thing-fo certain, as that Portugal never was more fuc- 
cefsful both by Sea and Land than under this government, 
for under him were obtained four of the greateft victories 
againft the Spaniards , which produced the Peace, the glo 
ry whereof was afcribed to his brother, who had donp 
nothing to purchafe it. And if any objed that thole 
Triumphs were due to the Generals, . we muft deprive 
all King’s of the glory of warlike Exploits, who do not 
xadually Command their Armies in perfon, befides that 
it is no fm&ll honour to him that he chofe fuch Counfel- 
lors as could dired, and fuch generals as knew howto 
ad fo much for his advantage. And as for the maritine 
affairs greater Fleets came home yearly from India and 
Brazil, and far lelfer Ioffes, were fultained by Ship-wrack 
during his Reign than in'many years after. This may 
fuffice in lome meafure to do right to the memory of this 
unhappy Prince. Yet it may not be ungrateful to add 
one word more, touching certain words reported to have 
been fpoken of him juft before his death. The clofenels 
of his confinement, and the danger of reporting his words 
abroad by thofe who heard them,- is the caufe that we 

cannot 
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cannot be fo pofitive in this particular therefore I do not 
avouch it for a certain known truth,bUt asarumourwhift 
1 pered about where People durft fpeake. It is laid of him 
that when he was in the laft agony, and as it were brea¬ 
thing his laft, helhould fay, I am neap going, butfl will 
not be long before the Queen fhatt follow vie, to give 
an account before the dreadful tribunal of the wrong 
jhe has done me. As I do not avert this for a certainty, / 
lo it is very obfervable the faid Queen outlived him but j% e Qj, tent 
a very ffiort time, that is, only three months and a few j e ath, 
days. Her death, was on the 27th of December, of the 
fame year 1683, and fince there is little to be faid in her 
commendation, it will be better to be altogether filen$ 
thSfc make reflections upon the dead.

The Inhabitants ‘ 
defended themfelves with Refolution, and fent to ac¬ 
quaint Aurenge %eb, with the danger they were in up¬ 
on his Account, praying 'Relief. He prefently comman¬ 
ded his fecond Son to march with an Army of 100000 
Foot, and 8oboo Horle, and a great Train of Artillery 
to their Succour. Upon the approach of this mighty 
. Artoy, the l\aja raifed his Siege and departed, in ^^fhefiege. 
way deftroying all the Country about Goa. The Siege ra if e d, 
being raifed, the young Prince fent to affure the Portti- 
guefes, that his Father would be always ready to aflift 
them againft their Enemies. They in return, font a 
folemn Ambaffy to the Mogul, by whom a fetled Friend- 
ffiip was eftabiiihed with that great Monarch. The 
King having long continued a Widdower, and having 
no Iffue, but only one Daughter, was earneftly prefled 
By Jiis Subjects to Marry to fecure the Succeflion. 
Hereupon, by the advice of his Council, he refolved to 
demand in Marriage one of the Daughters of the E- 
le&or Palatine, and accordingly in the Month of OBober 
1686 , he named the Count de Vi liar Mayor, his 
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Ambaflador Extraordinary to that Elector upon this 
occafion, who fee forward in December following, for 
Heydelberg, where he arrived in the beginning of the 
Year 1687, with a very fplendid Retinue. In June he 
made his publick Entry, which wa9 extraordinary mag¬ 
nificent, and the next day after he had Audience, in 
which he demanded of the Eledor, his Daughter, the 
frincefs Mar; Sophia in Marriage, for the King his Ma¬ 
tter, At the fame time, in complyance to the Requeft 
pf the King of Portugal, a Squadron of Men of War 
was fitted out in England, and failed under the com¬ 
mand of the Duke of Grafton to Rotterdam, there to 
take aboard the new Queen, and conduct her to Mfep?. 
Qn the 8th, of July, the Ceremony of the Marriag^Was 
performedat Hey Heiberg, on the icth. the Queen fetouc 
on her Journey towards Rotterdam, on the 27th. ftie 
*687. went aboard the Englijh Squadron, at the Briel, and on 
mg Peter the nth. of Augufi , arrived in the River of Lisbon . That 
Harries fame day the King went aboard to receive the Queen, 
ibePrincefs and conducted her afliore, where the Marriage was 
cf* lew- cohfummated the fame Night. The exad Neutrality 
burg* which Portugal has oblerved during the late Wars, which 
have harraffed and exhaufted the greateft part of Europe, 
is the caufe there is nothing worthy our Obfervation to 
add relating to that Kingdom. Only this may be ob¬ 
served, rhat as the War has impoveriflied other States, 
fo they by continuing in Peace, have vaftly enriched 
tJiemfelvcs, and fo improved their Maritime Strength, 
that they have at this Prefent, near 100 Sea-Men, for 
one they had 20 Years ago, for now they Trade in 
their own Veflels to all parts of Europe, whereas at that 
time, all their Commodities were transported upon For- 
reign'Bottoms. . And moreover their own particular 
Trade to their Plantations in America , and to India is 
vaftly augmented.. Such are the Fruits of Peace, efpe- 
ciafty when other Nations link under the Calamities of 
War. To conclude, there remains nothing more, but 
to fet down the Royal Illiie of Portugal. The Prefent 
King Peter II. on the nth. of Augujl , 1687. as was 
faid before, marryed Mary Sophia , Princefs of New burg. 
He had ifliie by her, firft John , bom in 1689, and dy¬ 
ed the fame Year. Secondly, apother John , born in 
1690. Thirdly, Francis born, 1691. Fourthly, Lotiifa, 
jborn ii) 1604. And laftly, Emanuel born in 1697.
